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The United Foreign Missionary Society originated in an 
overture made by the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church, to the General Synod of the Reformed Dutch 
Church, and to the Synod of the Associate Reformed 
Church, in the year 1816, on the subject of Missions to the 
Heathen. 

In consequence of that overture, a Committee was ap- 
pointed by the General Synod of the Reformed Dutch 
Church, at their annual meeting in June, to confer with a 
like conunittee which h^d been previously appointed by 
the General Assembly ; and their first meeting was held in 
the city of New- York, in the month^f October*. At that 
interview, the outlines of a Constitution for a Society, to 
embrace the Presbyterian, the Reformed Dutch, and thq 
Associate Reformed Churches, was proposed and consider- 
ed. Committees, composed of members of the Presbyte- 
rian and Dutch Reformed Churches, were appointed to 
confer with a similar committee, if such an one should be 
appointed on the part of the Associate Reformed Synod at 
their annual sessions in the month of May following. That 
Synod having accordingly appointed a corresponding com- 
mittee, a fraternal meeting of the three committees was held 
in the city of Philadelphia in the month of May, 1817. 

In that Convention, the Constitution was again consider- 
ed, ahd, having been approved, was ordered to be transmit- 
ted to the highest Judicatories of the three denominations, 
for their sanction and patronage. 

These Judicatories, haying severally approved the Con- 
stitution, appointed a committee from each, to meet in the 
city of New- York on the 28th of July, 1817, for the pur- 
pose of organizing the proposed Institution. 

• The Auociate Reformed Sjnod could oot act in that jear od tht 
overtore of the Geoeral Assemblj, became the meetiogs of the two bodies 
were nearly fimultaneoas. 
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in a large and respectable meeting of the friends of mi^ 
sions, convened by pufaHe notife^' iff the city of New- York, 
at the time aforesaid, the United Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety was regularly organised, and went into immediate 
operation. 

One of the first acts of the Board of Managers, was to 
tKrect their Secretary to open a correspondence with the 
London Missionary Society, the Baptist Missionary So- 
ciety, the Methodist Missionary Society, the Chvirch Mise 
sionary Society, and the Edinburgh Missionary Society, ia 
Great Britain; the Netherlands Missionary Society, in 
Holland ; the Board of Missions of the General Assembly 
of the Presbyterian Church ; the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Missions ; the Committee of Mis* 
sions of the General Synod of the Reformed Dutch Church ; 
and the Baptist Board of Foreign Missions in the United 
States ; th^ Society of United Brethren in Europe and Ame* 
rica ; and such others as he might deem proper. This ooder 
has been complied with, and extended also to the Con- 
necticut Missionary Society, and to the iSociety for propa- 
gating the Gospel among the Indians in North America, in- 
stituted at Boston in the year 1787. 

Two thousand copies of the Constitution, connected with 
an Address to the Public, have been circulated as exten- 
sively as possible among the ministers of the three deho- 
minations. 

This Address, after congratulating the Church on the 
formation of such an Institution, proceeds to point out its 
unutterable importance. Its arguments are drawn from the 
state of the heathen and antichristian parts of our world|^ 
from the commandment of Christ, and from the pleadings 
of Christian compassion. ' 

It appeah to the understandings and hearts of those to 
whom it is addressed, and attempts to awaken the public 
mind out of that deep sleep, tliat torpor of feeling, that un- 
accountable — not to say criminal — apathy on this subject, 
wfiSGh has. hitherto so generally pVevailfed. 

A printed circular, soliciting pecuniary aid, has also beea 



fa fw at de i t to ' many Presby;teri«8 and Classes comected 
with the Institution, and will as speedily as possible be 
transmitted to them all. 

The Board of M anagers, through their Standing Commit- 
tee of Missions, have appointed agents to itinerate in vari* 
tws parts of the United States* These agents are author- 
ised to solicit donations, and to form Auxiliary Societies, 
They have appointed the Rev. Dr. Alexander Proudfit, o( 
Salem, Washington County, in die State of New- York,, to 
itinerate in the northern and western parts of that State ; 
the Rev* John H. Rice, of Richmond, Virginia, to itine* 
rate in the south and west of Virginia ; the Rev. Stephen 
1C« Rowan, to visit the States of North and South Carolina 
^nd £reorgia ; and the Rev. Elisha P. Swift, to itinerate in 
any part of the United States. 

These gentlemen have accepted their appointments, a^d 
are eiUier preparing for, or have already entered upon 
dieir respective agencies. 

A communication, under date of the 30th of February Ia'st| 
has been received firom the Board of Directors of the New- 
York Missionary Society, stating that a Committee had 
been appointed by them to confer with a like Committee of 
the Boaffd of Managers of the United Foreign Missionary 
Society, on the subject of transferring to this Board all the 
canUmB of that Sockitf, on certain conditions, and propos- 
ing, if these terms should be accepted, to recommend this 
measure to the New- York Missionary Society, at then* next 
Aflnnal Meeting. 

A Committee on the part of the Board having been ap- 
pointed, and having conferred with the Committee of the 
Board of Directors aforesaid, brought in the following re- 
port, namely : 

'^ That the Board of Directors of the New- York Missionary 
Society, on the ground of the similarity of objects of the 
two Institutions, and for other reasons, are willing to- trans- 
fer to the United Foreign Missionary Society their books 
and papers, their missicmary stations, their Missionary and

I. That this Society, in the event of said tr^naier, sbatf 
Jceep the covenant exi/sting? bettween tkc New.-Ybrk Mia- 
isionary Society and the Tuacarora nation of Indicia* . , r 
. II. That they pay the salaries of theii? present MififsioiM> 
ary s^d Teacher, confonnably to existing .sdpulationSi a^ 
long as they shall contimfe ^t their pre^dnt stations.'^ 
. These conditions in behalf of th^ United Foreign Uis«. 
sionary Society, were accepted by the Board, provided the 
^ew-Yoyk Missionary Society should agree to the tittnsfer 
proposed by their Directore. ' , 

A letter dated April 25, has since beea rQCjeived {rom 
the Secretary of the Board of Directors aforesaid, stating^ 
that their proposals had been laid before their Society, 
on the 7th instant, and that in. consequence of some diffi- 
culties in relation to their covenant with the Tttscarorasi 
the subject was postponed until a future meetings to be 
called at the discretion of the Directors^ 
. As the power of this Society to act upon a large scale ia 
the missionary cayse, will very much depend on the nuD^ 
ber and efficiency of auxiliary Institutions, the Board of 
Managers have caused to be drafted the Plan of an Aux^ 
Uiary Society^ which will be published with this Report, 
and which they earnestly recommend to be adopted by all 
those who may hereafter co-operate with us in missionary 
labour. 

The following alterations in the ConstiMion have beea 
proposed by the Board of Managers, which, if approved by 
the Society, will be laid before the highest Judicatories of 
our Churches, and if acceded to by them, will be adopted, 
namely : 

I, That the third article be so altered as -to make the 
ivhple number of Managers eighteen, instead of twelve, ex<* 
elusive of the officers* 

II. That to the fifth article be added the following clause, 
yiz* ^'And any person presenting to the Society a donation 
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^f n6t fesi^ ftan jflOO, shall be a D&ector for life, and en« 
tided to a se^ and vote in the Board of Managers." 
'r- IIL That an article be siddc^ after the fifth of the ori*

^tEidlo members of the Board of Managers.

From the statement that has now been given, it will 
appear that this Society has b^n eogaged during the past 
year, not so much in 'acting as in preparing for action. 

From the magnitude of* the work in which we are -en- 
gaged, the necessity of exciting a warm and extensive in* 






lerest ill Us behalf, the time occi^ied in exploring t)&e most 
promising regions of Missionary labour, in calling youth 
to the Missionary field, and in raising the necessary funds 
for their support, it might be calculated that months would 
elapse. Months have accordingly elapsed in preparation. 

Permit us, brethieq, under these circumstances, to call 
your attention once more to the state of the heathen and an- 
ticliristian sections of our globe* Look at the maps of Asia, 
of Africa, of America, and even of a part of Europe itself, 
and see bow far the god of this world has extended his do* 
minion. Stretch your mental vision far as it can reach, 
and survey the immeasurable fields whitening to the har- 
vest ! Behold nations, numerous as the sand of the sea, 
rising into being, living without God, and dying without 
hope! 

When v€ contwiplaie their situation, brethren, we are 
reminded of our own idolatrous origin. Can we forget 
the time when our ancestors first saw the heralds of 
the cross? — ^first turned a listening ear to the soul-ar* 
resting message they delivered, and bowed to the over- 
powering majesty of truth ? That era is to us memo- 
rable indeed ! Had not those messengers of peace been 
willing to land upon inhospitable shores — ^to meet the 
averted eye — the finger of scorn-r-the scowl of bigotry—* 
and even the arm of violence itself, our fathers had, human- 
ly speaking, never heard the Gospel. Those who sent out 
these men, acted in Christian character. The command 
of their Saviour had not only fellen upon their ears, but 
had vibrated upon the chords of their hearts. And the 
Missionaries themselves, though standing in spiritual 
things on high and sheltered ground, yet when they realiz- 
ed the state of the heathen, and evidently saw them perish- 
ing in their sins — ^scorning mercenary calculation and per- 
sonal fear, they nobly resolved to rescue them, or to perish 
in the attempt. 

The causes which impelled them to action still ex- 
ist with undiminished force. May God now give to 
the Church, by the outpouring of his Spirit, minds that' 

B 
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shall feel, and hearts that shall beat in unison with 
theirs. We have no prophetic powers, brethren, and 
yet will not hesitate to predict, that our Missionary 
zeal must rise many degrees higher than its present ele- 
vation before we can calculate upon its extensive and 
powerful agency in the heathen wilderness. It is con- 
soling, however, to reflect, that the heathen of our day are 
as easily brought over to the knowledge of the truth, as the 
heathen of the apostolic age. Having the command of 
God for Missionary efforts, we may certainly calculate 
upon success. All then that appears necessary for the 
Church to perform, is to say that these efforts shall be 
made. 

We cannot close this Report, without making another ap- 
peal to the Christian youth of our country. 

What cause of congratulation would it be, if God at this 
very time should pom* out upon them a Missionary spirit ! 
The cause of Missions in our land is at this moment pining 
for the want of suitable Missionaries. 

Our American youth have in other concerns shown them- 
selves equal to the most arduous undertakings. The brows 
of many are entwined with la'urels, the rewaid of intrepidity 
and talents in the tented field, or upon the mountain wave: 
And are there none who 'are ambitious of the Missionary 
crown? Shall our youth be for ever dazzled with the 
splendour of this world, and lose sight of the kingdom of 
God? 

Although our Eastern Churches have done something in 
the Missionary cause to redeem the American character, 
yet nothing has hitherto been attempted in our country 
that is either proportioned to its population or its means. 

The glory of this work, we fear, is not sufficiently appre- 
ciated. What great and good men think of it, is well ex- 
pressed in a letter written by the Archbishop of Canterbu- 
ry, at the commencement of the last century, to the Chris- 
tian Missionaries at Tanjore. " Yoiu* province, bre- 
ihrehj" said he, " your office, I place before all dignities 
in the Church. Let others be pontiffs, patriarchs, and 
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popes \ let them glitter in purple, in scarlet, or in gold : 
let them seek the admiration of the wondering multitude, 
and receive obeisance on the bended knee : ye have ac- 
quired a better name than they, and a more sacred fame ; 
and when that day shall airive, when the Chief Shepherd 
shall give to every man according to his work, a greater 
reward shall Be adjudged to you. Admitted into the glori- 
ous society of the prophets, evangelists, and apostles, ye^ 
with them shall shine like the sun among the lesser stars in 
the kingdom of your Father forever. happy men, who, 
stanjling before the tribunal of Christ, shall exhibit so many 
nations converted to his faith by your preaching ! . Happy 
men, to whom it shall be given to say before the assembly 
of the whole human race, ' Behold us, O Lord, and the 
children whom thou hast given us.' Happy men, who, be- 
ing justified by the Saviour, shall receive in that day the 
reward of your laboiu*s, and also shall hear that glad enco- 
mium, * Well done, good and faithful servants, enter ye 
into the joy of your Lord.' " 

The Board of Managers offer to the Almighty God their 
fervent prayer, that many such stars may arise and shine 
in the firmament of the Church, and of the world. They 
are encouraged the more to hope for such an event, when 
they consider how many schools of the prophets have re- 
cendy been reared in the midst of us, and how many of 
our youth are at this moment preparing for the service of 
their Redeemer. May the angel flying through the midst 
of heaven, having the everlasting Gospel to preach to them 
that dwell on the earth, and to every nation, and kindred, 
and tongue, and people, soon reach the utmost limits of his 
destination ; and may our ears soon be saluted with the joy- 
ful sound from every region .under heaven, of — " Now is 
come salvation and strength, and the kingdom of our God, 
and the power of his Christ ;" — " The kingdoms of this 
world are become the kingdoms of our Lord, and of his 
Christ, and he shall reign for ever and ever."

Art. in. The business of the Society shall be conducted by a Board 
oonsistin; of a President, six Vice-Presidents, a Corresponding Secre- 
taiy, a Recotdinr Secretary, a Treasarer, and tweke Managers, to be 
onmnHy chosen oy the Society. They shall haye power to enact their 
own by-laws. Seven shall constitote a qnoniro. 

Akt. IV. The Boavd shall present i&eir annual report to tbe highest 
JT^ratifrrift of the three denominations, for their information. 

• ^RT. V. Any person paying three dollars annually, or thirty dollars 
at one time, shall be a member of the Socie^. 

Art. VI. The annual meetings of the Society shall be held in the city 
of New- York, on the Wednesday preceding the second Thursday of May. 

Art. VII. Missiona ri es ahal be aele^ed from the three chnrchee 
indiscriminately. 

Art. Vill. This Constitution may be altered by a rote of two thirds 
of tbe members present at an annuad meeting, wiUi the consent of the 
highest judicatories of the three denominations. 



PLAN OF AN AUXILIARY SOCIETY. 

I. Tlui Society shall be called the - Missionary Society 
ef — 

II. Any person subscribing ' ■ doUan annually, shall be a mem- 
ber of this Society. 

III. The business of the Society shall be conducted by a President, 
Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, Secretary, and other Mana- 
gers; of whom shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of

IV. Tbe Board of Managers shall meet — , or oftener if 
necessary, or a day to be fixed by themselTes.

VII. The Secretary shall record tbe proceedings of the Board of 
Managers, and of the Society at their annual meetings. 

VIu. There shall be a meeting of the Societv once a year, on the 
■ day of February, when the officers shall be chosen, and tbe 

other business of tbe Society transacted. 
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The executive committee of the United Domestic 
Missionary Society, commence this Second Annual 
Report of their proceedings with an earnest acknow- 
ledgment of the singular blessing and success which 
God of his grace has bestowed upon their labours. 
Unanimity and vigour have marked the efforts of its 
friends in favour of this institution, which begs, with 
other kindred Societies, a continuance and an in- 
crease of the public patronage. 

The plan which contemplated an association to be 
formed of branches, which should extend over the 
United States, and which should have its centre of 
operation in this metropolis of wealth and enterprisct 
was alone sufficiently enlarged to take oversight of the 
need of the gospel of Christ, which oppresses myriads 
among the thirteen hundred thousand inhabitants of 
the State of New- York; and hundreds of thousands 
among the more than ten millions of our beloved 
country. The feeling which was to give existence 
end effect to slich an institution, was only to be found 
in breasts already evangelized ; and with no other 
basis of union than the professed desire to obey the 
parting command of our Lord, and preach the gos- 
pel to every creature ; and with no other rule of di- 
rection than what the Bible contains; and without 
any of the distinctions which have severed Chris- 
tiansy our Society has steadily pursued its way, with 
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a daily accession, it is hoped, of intelligence as to the 
manner in which it should do its work, and of hurai- 
lity and joy in the Lord that their hands should be 
permitted to labour in His vineyard. 

No fact can be more encouraging, with which to 
open the present brief retrospect, than to make known 
that as our Society is the offspring of that charity 
which will not suffer our own kindred to call in vain 
in our own native language for the balm of Gilead^ 
which the Christian church has ever in its keeping ; 
so the applications for aid have been numerous and 
pressing beyond our power to supply. Our brethren, 
who are at our very threshold, destitute of a physi- 
cian for their wounded spirits and perishing souls, 
are not so lost to all the sensibilities of an immortal 
nature, as not to ask our help. The benefit of Chris- 
tian training remains when they migrate into the 
scattered settlements of the west ; they look to their 
ancient churches for sympathy and succour. 

The Committee have sought to adapt their supply 
to the varying exigences of the community, always 
limiting their grants to what seemed to be the least 
possible donation for which the service of a Minister 
could be obtained, and he owe no man any thing 
but spiritual duty; and always leaving upon the 
congregation helped, the chief burden of his support. 
The feeble churches in our immediate vicinity ex- 
press their gratitude for our aid ; there is scarcely 
a county in the state which does not owe the Society 
prayers and thanks for its exertions in their behalf; 
and we have in several instances gone beyond these 
limits ; and do deeply feel the deficiency of pecu- 
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niwry means when our correspondence tells us how in 
the new states beyond the Ohio, the impoverished 
Christians, with their Sabbathless offspring, look to 
these atlantic borders for help in the cause of the 
Lord. 

The commissions which have been issued under 
the authority of the Society amount to seventy* 
eight ; the following is a list of the names of the 
missionaries, and of the places where they are loca- 
ted, and of the period for which their services are 
engaged.

Besides the sums of money expended by our se- 
veral Agencies, the Treasurer's account shows that 
the annual expenditure in support of Ministers and 
Agents of the Society has risen to ;^5813. 

Of these Missionaries, 10 are located in the city 
of New- York, and the country in its vicinity — 13 are 
in the neighbourhood of the line of the river Hud- 
son — 36 are west of that line — 7 are under the care 
of the Utica agency — 4 under the care of the Union 
Society — 6 under the care of the Cooperstown agen- 
cy — 00 under the care of the Geneva Agency — 1 in 
Lower Canada — 1 is settled in Providence, Rhode- Is- 
land — 2 in NewJersey— 4 in Pennsylvaniah— 1 in 
Ohio— 1 in Missouri. 

To sustain and increase our various operations, 
we must appeal for aid to the Christian public. 
There is scarcely a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee, at which we are not forced to dismiss some 
urgent petition, when only a grant of 100 or ;^150 
might locate the gospel in a growing neighbourhood, 
and secure it the means of access to thousands. As 
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we confine our efforts to no sectional divisions with- 
in the United States^ we ask help either by the for- 
mation of Auxiliary Societies, or by private dona-* 
tion, of all to whom our Report may come. It is a 
sacred rule of the Committee, not to allow their ap- 
propriations to exceed what they have a reasonaUe 
prospect of fuifiUing: if the public patronage does 
not increase, they can do no more than continue to 
act upon their present scale — they may indeed be 
forced to retrench-^but they have an encouraging 
conviction that the more their plan is examined, the 
more wiU it be approved, and the larger will be the 
voluntary grants in aid of the Society. 

To show what a single individual may do, when 
he comes out spiritedly to the help of the Lord 
against the mighty, and at the same time to express 
the gratitude which the Committee and the Society 
and all to whom the cause of Christ is dear should feel, 
they name the Rev. Dr. Porter, of Catskill, as hav- 
ing by his personal exertions, among the clergy c^ 
the Reformed Dutch, the Presbyterian, and other 
Churches, and the laity of these denominations^ 
collected in the counties of Greene and Columbia, 
JJIS67 90 cents ahready, towards our funds. 

Would that this mention might be as one of the 
stones of memorial on the banks of Jordan. 

Several Churches have been formed, through the 
agency of our missionaries, and many edifices of 
worship erected. 

_ Five thousand copies of ow periodical puMlication 
have been printed, and gratuitously circulated. 
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As our plan has now been in operation more than 6 
years, in at least two of these Societies, out of which 
this was formed, experience gives to it in this coun- 
try, the stamp of deserved approbation. At the same 
time we have been much encouraged by the report 
from Great Britain, of the Home Missionary Soci- 
ety, instituted in 1819; and the correspondence of 
its Treasurer, whose liberal benefaction to oiu* funds 
makes him one of our directors. The situation of 
these United States leads us to aim at something 
more permanent than seems attempted there ; but 
in whatever degree our efforts may be dissimilar in 
form, we have entire sympathy, and continue a cor- 
respondence which shows that love to the cause of 
Christ, more certainly than the electric fluid suffers 
no loss by its passage through the waters ; and that 
it can animate at the same moment hearts in each 
hemisphere.

J% ui^ih kH'4<M^ them, out of which to draw this state* 
ijtii ii( \^ ihe present condition and prospects of the 
Saviciy* The extracts of correspondence which have 
^%^\\ periodically circulated by this board, have made 
ovu* members acquainted with some of the very inte- 
resting incidents narrated. In this general view, it 
will be sufficient to report that our missionaries seem 
to be men deeply imbued with a Christian spirit, 
with enlightened apprehensions of the truth, as it is in 
Jesus ; and animated with that zeal for the glory of 
the Lord, and the salvation of souls, without which 
all other gifts do but tend to adorn the sepulchre of a 
prophet. The Committee esteem it one of the chief 
blessings which God has granted to them individually, 
that they are made the depositaries and dispensers of 
Christian munificence. It was one of the earliest pro- 
mises which our Lord Jesus Christ gave, when having 
ftilly instructed his disciples, he sent them forth to 
preach the gospel, that they should be blessed who 
gave a cup of cold water to him who had the tongue 
of the learned, but who might yet perish by the way- 
side unless his physical necessities were provided for. 
We believe that Satan will not fall like lightning, nor 
the strong* holds of his empire be dispossessed of his 
agents, until our fellow-Christians come to prize more 
this positive promise of the faithful and true Winiess, 
and until they have at once respect unto the autho- 
rity of the mandate, and unto the recompense of the 
reward. The manner of applying our aid, and ob- 
tiiining part of a prophet ^s reward, must vary with the 
climate and the age to which the providence of GvmI 
may have assigned us. To the Orientals we leave 
the literal duty of washing the feet of strangers : to 
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the contemporaries of our Lord and Master, the lite-- 
ral duty of admitting into our house those who,. with 
the same vocation, want the miraculous tokens of 
their mission, with w hich the seventy were endow- 
ed. Our assistance is to be rendered, and our sym- 
pathy evidenced in another manner. We may now, 
in the easiest and most convenient form, and with the 
least wastage, send our help to any part of the vine- 
yard. As the unity of the Roman empire, and gene- 
ral prevalence of the Greek tongue gave great advan- 
tage for the spread of Christianity in its first age, so 
now the perfection of human arts, and the progress of 
civilization, give us an ease and intimacy of access 
never before enjoyed ; and the missionary now can 
carry with him, in the most portable form, what can 
open fountains in the wilderness, and furnish bread 
in the desert. The miracles of the Lord are now 
moral and spiritual — none are wTought to supply our 
physical wants — none need be wrought, if the pro* 
fessed servants of Christ would tithe of their income 
to the Lord of the whole earth. 

Our missionaries have been anxiously engaged in 
promoting the cause of the Bible Society, in circulat- 
ing tracts, in establishing Sabbath-schools, in hold- 
ing Bible classes for the young, and in the use of the 
other means for the external prosperity, and the in- 
terior enlargement and adorning of the Zion of God. 

We have special ground of thankfulness for the 
Divine blessing which has been shed down upon 
their efforts. In many instances the incorruptible 
seed of the Word has laken root — in many instances 
the good fruits of saving knowledge have become ap- 
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parent— -in some cases^ revivals of reiigHm have 
Med, and righteousness flowed as a river into regioDB 
destirate of rlie fear of the Lord, as was Nine%eh be- 
fore Jonah preached in that exceeding great chj. 

We conceive that we have acted at once br the 
rule of common equity, and the call of spiritual need, 
in expending a certain portion of our funds upon ibis 
metropolis, from ivhich we draw so large a part. 
There are thousands of our people in the environs of 
this city, who dwell in their crowded districts, more 
in number than th<^ inhabitants of some counties ; 
and more ignorant of the faith of this Christian land 
than many Mahometans of their Koran. Such re- 
gions have been ex|)lored by your missionaries, and 
flourishing churches now stand where cursing and in- 
temperance recently rioted on the Sabbath-day. But 
it has been our endeavour to turn away no ap- 
plicant for aid ; and having in peculiar prospect the 
rapid growth of our country, and the fact that this 
Society was formed by delegates from various dis- 
tricts, for pur general necessities, we have sought to 
establish a minister of Christ in each village whicJi 
could designate the man of their choice* By divid- 
ing our funds into very small portions, our influence 
has been scattered over a very large surfiice, and 
yet, according to the plan of our operation, unlike 
other little portions of aid, it is all permanently per- 
ceptible. 

Strictly speaking, this Society sends out no mis- 
sionaries — it encourages ministers to follow the to- 
kens of divine providence where a door is opened ; 
bnt it b not so much them, as the people who are 
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aided. We usually require the application to come 
from the people themselves — we learn that they are in 
earnest, because they are willing to contribute two or 
three times as much as they ask from us; and when we 
find that the ;$flOO or ^150 will be as the cup of wa- 
ter to him, who is furnished with shoes, and raiment* 
and stafT, and an authentic commission to preach the 
Gospel — will be what he cannot live without* and 
what you have put into our hands to bestow — we 
grant it, and pray that God may speed him in his 
labour- 
By adhering to the plan detailed, as we think* 
with much perspicuity in our first Report, we have 
found the greatest source of benefit result to the va- 
rious Churches which have come under our inspecr 
tion. Edifices of public worship are built for a regu- 
larly established ministc^r, when none would have 
been provided for an itinerant preacher — the vision 
helps the faith of him who saw no Church in the 
occasional assembly, in the school or court-house, or 
the forest — the atmosphere of moral influence which 
is around a settled minister, and his organized 
Church, operates gradually upon the diseased sys- 
tem — ^the graves clustering fast around the village 
spire which points to heaven — ^all unite to prove that 
a town may better be without a seat of judicature, 
than an altar to the Lord ; and that it were wiser 
to leave its legal adjustments to every vagrant pre- 
tender, than to leave the car^ of souls to the Uuiver- 
salist and Christian itinerants, who overrun the less 
-enlightened sectjons of our country. 

tt will be difficult to impress uoon the minds of 
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lUosc who are not already io some measure ac- 
4imiuted with the fact, an idea of the fearful obsta- 
cle which has been thrown in the way of the pro- 
gress of the gospeK by the countenance which the 
system of itinerancy has obtained from the devout 
and zealous in our land. The ignorance, and in a few 
instances even the immorality of some who have 
dared to assume the guise of ministers of Christ, 
and thus fit themselves for the deepest perdition 
which the next world contains — have created preju- 
dices against ministers and their message, which no- 
thing can eradicate but the permanent system we 
would introduce. We are happy to report, this year, 
that this effect has followed in many cases. The 
missionary must locate himself, he must be known, 
he must be tried, he must win his way to general 
confidence — he does not deserve it if he cannot gain 
it ; but once thus established, his light enlarges ; he 
is no longer a lamp in a dark place ; he becomes a 
star, and a little sun, in the region where the forest- 
trees are falling on every side, and the daylight 
of knowledge is exchanged for the darkness of 
atheism. 

Nothing, also, but the system of our Society can 
cure the wide*spread evils of Sectarianism, with 
which it is vain to deny our land is infested. When 
preachers of various denominations perambulate the 
country, they each hinder the progress of the gospel, 
and gain not at all upon the number of the >idherent6 
o^ Christ's enemies. Your Committee make no pre- 
tensions to that excessive liberality which looks upon 
all sects as equally right — they are also far from that 
narrow-minded bigotry which asserts that all but bur 
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own are in all things wrong — with that rational pre* 
ference for their own peculiar views of the Gospel, 
which is the right of those who can give a reason of 
the faith that is in them — they know that in essen* 
tial' views they accord with some other denomina- 
tions of Christians, and they are glad when any of 
these locate themselves in a village, and fasten down 
their battering engines, and attack the strong works 
of sin. But they do deprecate that migratory spe- 
cies of warfare which scours the whole country, and 
gets a half dozen followers in each town, and leaves its 
force divided between some three or four sects, who 
apprehend alike the essential points of saving doc- 
trine. 

The evil grows out of our invaluable privilege of 
freedom in religion. But as all that is good, is by 
man readily perverted to the least wholesome ends, 
it is the aim of our Society, and the object we are 
happy to report, which we have attained in many 
instances in the last year, to beat down small as the 
dust those mountains of separation which man's 
sin and Satan's craft have created — the fire and the 
hammer, which are the word of God, have done it — 
sects have united to forward the coming of the king*, 
dom of heaven, and in the view of having a perma* 
nent minister of the sanctuary, they have come to- 
gether to dravir wood to build a house to the Lord, 
and to say of the topmost rafter when it was raised — 
'^ grace, grace unto it." 

Yoiur Committee believe, that in order that the 
gospel may flourish, in our land, it will be necessary 
to return to the example of the Apostles in*the primi- 



Uve- a^. Peter, Jobo, and James, abode chiefly at 
Jemsaieni ; at a ci me when the whole world was to 
be erangefized — there were '' certain prophets aad 
teachers" in the Cborch at Antiocb— Paul ceased 
not for ihree years to warn the people of Ef^hesas^ 
and thus it becomes apparent that their fl> stem was 
to hold fast to the spot where Providence opened a 
door, and by persevering exhortation and prajer, to 
try the power of their spiritual weapons ; they ne- 
ver gave over in despair, for God was their strength ; 
they never confessed, by flight, that the grace of God 
in them could not subdue the principaihies of dark- 
ness ; they left not ground which they had indented 
with their knees, and watered with their tears, till 
they founded a church there on the rock of salvation ; 
atid so they erected their chain of posts from Jeru- 
airiem to Byzantium, and from Byzantium to Rome» 
and so they brought the knoH ledgfi of God even in-** 
to Caesar's Palace. They ever planted ministers as 
they advanced, and the ordinances of Christ, and 
taught men *' to do all^^^ whatsoever he commanded. 
The popular mode, on the contrary, criminally sepa- 
rates what God has joined, the ordinances of the 
Church from a preached gospel — it asserts that 
preaching is enough, and the sacraments compara- 
tively unimportant ; and leaves to disuse and disre- 
pute, those glorious and sanctifying institutions» 
which It will fare ill Hitli any man to have the 
Lord come and find him willingly without. 

We believe that if preaching should have the 
power of the sermon at the first Christian pen- 
tecost, and a revival of religion as eflfective as that 
glorious one ensue-^yet without the sacraments, and 
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church order and discipline, all would pass away as 
the early dew. The Church is the Lord's body— 
his temple — ^he vivifies every part of his external 
machinery — and preaching is but one of the means 
for the conversion of the world : the exemplification 
which each professing member is bound to exhibit 
of the prevalence of faith, hope, and charity, is to 
shed light upon those who walk in darkness, and 
cheer and guide them, as does a city set upon a hill 
the wanderer in a dangerous valley. 

The general want in our country of preaching, 
and all the ordinances of the gospel, must deeply 
impress those who believe that there is but '' one 
name given under heaven whereby men can be 
saved," Whole districts in our land are fallow- 
ground, where there are none to sow or reap for the 
Lord — where, on the contrary, even the moral influ- 
ence of Christian institutions is unknown. Those 
who have s^en, as we have done with our own eyes, 
the farmer guiding his oxen over his plough-field on 
the Sabbath, quite as regardless as his cattle, of God's 
commandment and the Saviour's commiseration, 
will earnestly deplore the ravages of profaneness and 
impiety in our fertile soil. We believe that in the 
next half century our very political institutions will 
not be safe, if our fellow-citizens be not Christian- 
ized — ^that the law will not be enforced in our wide- 
spreading regions without military aid, unless our 
people are retained in that subjection of conscience 
in which a good man holds himself to God. We ever 
observe, that of all heathen, the white one who has 
reverted into savagism from aversion to better train- 
ing and example, is the worst ; and we ask assistance 
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in our ardaoos effort to send messengers of troth to 
and fro that knowledge may be advanced. 

" How can they preach except they be sent ?^' Un* 
less some such plan be pursued as the one we com- 
mend, it will be too late some half centuries hence to 
seek to lay hold of a population grown op to the 
manhood of impiety. And there is every reason why 
we should bind down our labours to these United 
States. All the w<Mrld, in the amazing missionary ex- 
citement which has roused the churches of each hem- 
isphere, is on the look-out for a field of enterprise. 
We cannot expect, indeed we would not endure that 
they should count us heathen, and send their minis- 
ters hither. Let us, then, do that for ourselves which 
we will not have others do for us. Your Committee 
are far from pleading the cause of domestic missions 
in opposition to that of foreign missions — we believe 
that the causes are indissolubly united — we expect 
little help from those who do not feel this — we believe 
that the missionaries who go out from us to distant 
lands, excite others, perhaps less enterprising, to la- 
bour nearer home. But we ask how are foreign mis. 
sions to be supplied with preachers, without such re- 
vivals of religion as we hope for from the labours of 
our home-preachers ? How are they to be sustained 
unless we keep up life at the heart, which may send 
its vivifying fluids to the remotest extremities. The 
order of nature, and charity, and of God, is to supply 
our own wants, to provide for those of our house- 
hold, and to cherish the stranger. We begin wrong 
when we commence with the outermost circle — we do 
wrong when we confine ourselves to the innermost 
ring — all our wants are not to be provided for before 
we pity and aid the stranger — ^the stranger is not 
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to have the provision before the children are fed. 
Here is to be the operation of an enlightened judg- 
ment and sensitive conscience, and a philanthropy 
truly Christian. In the things of religion, the apos- 
tles and all their successors, have always pressed the 
entreaty that charity might begin at home — ^that men 
would first pity their own souls — ^then that parents 
would pity the souls of their children, and children 
pray for their parents — then that families should as- 
semble, and villages unite in public expressions of 
love to God. So it shall be when ^* the wilderness, 
and the cities thereof, lift up their voice, the villages 
that Kedar doth inhabit, and the inhabitants of the 
rock sing, and they shout from the top of the moun- 
tains," and <' from one new moon to another, and 
from one Sabbath to another, all flesh shall come to 
worship before the Lord," 

The signs of the times tend to lead us to this 
duty ; our destitute fellow-citizens implore our help 
now — perhaps their children would vehemently re- 
sist the offeV, if it be not now granted — whf.t they 
seek is a little help in money — they give of the pro- 
duce of the sweat of their brow to support the gos- 
pel — they would gladly receive from us such a small 
sum of money as is indispensable, unless their minis- 
ter toil to weave, and by means of which his im- 
mediate necessities may be supplied. In our system 
it requires but little to locate the gospel in a region 
more than ten or twenty miles square, and in many 
such places the inhabitants set apart a field in which 
to labour for the aid of the funds of this Society. 

The commendation which we have received^ not 
only firom innumerable individuals, and from toww 
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actually profited by our exertions, but from Presbyte- 
TieSy and Classes, and Synods, has greatly animated 
us, and we have a growing confidence that the num- 
ber of subscribers, and general supply of money to our 
treasury will increase as our field of labour widens. 
The calls of such an institution as ours are urgent as 
the souls of men are valuable, and our cause is as ex- 
tended as our vast Republic. 

It remains for your Committee to repeat what was 
reported last year, that the want of suitable mis- 
sionaries is as great as the claims of our people are 
pressing. They liope, therefore, that the patrons of 
this Society will not fail also to aid the various insti- 
tutions in our land, whose object is to prepare pious 
youth for the gospel ministry. These Education So- 
cieties are a chief ornament in the crown of the 
church's glory ; and by their help it is that the high 
places of wickedness are to come down. They 
provide for us the instruments which we trust the 
Lord hath afore provided for them and us — ^for the 
edifying of saints and the conversion of sinners. The 
need of such instruments already mounts up to hun- 
dreds for each state in our Union — they are count- 
ed by thousands when we survey the extended deso- 
lations. 

The encouragements for young men to settle in 
our western towns deserve a sentence of remark. In 
their growth, the minister grows also; in their 
strength, he strengthens — he becomes the column for 
support and ornament to all the literary, moral, and 
religious institutions of the vicinity fast.peopling ; 
and he gains a present reward in his happy establish- 
ment and increasing respectability, as well as lays 
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up, if he be pious and zealous, a reward which the 
Lord wiU keep for him unto the day of his coming. 

The Committee now conclude their Report with 
a consideration which has in itself the most vivid 
excitement to stimulate us to incessant action. It is 
that our Society is that portion of the great ma- 
chinery which the providence of God has created 
for the glory of our day, and which christian bene* 
volence moves — which, after all, comes mainly and 
extensively into immediate contact with hearts of 
men, and works out their salvation. What are Bible 
Societies without the living Apostle ? what Educa- 
tion Societies, if he who would go and labour in the 
vineyard have none to feed him ? what other insti- 
tution of Christ hath the Great Head of the Church 
ever substituted in place of preaching face to face, 
and exhorting men with all long-suffering and doc- 
trine ? Our Society is as the die at the mint, upon 
which, and by which, all other parts of the machine 
work, and which, by the help of the Holy Spirit, 
strikes the ensuring image of the truth, as it is in 
Jesus, into the immortal substance of the soul. 

It was the vow of David, for which he was blest — 
" surely I will not come into the tabernacle of my 
house, nor go up into my bed ; I will not give sleep 
to mine eyes nor slumber to mine eye-lids, until I find 
out a place for the Lord, an habitation for the migh- 
ty God of Jacob." It is our prayer, and the aim of 
our labour, that an ark of God may be found in 
every " field of the wood," and every city of the 
plain, and every island of the sea.

CONSTITUTION 

OF THK 

ADOPTED MAY 10, 1822. 



Art. 1 — ^This Society Shall be denominated Turn Unitsd Do- 
HBSTic Missionary Society. 

Art. 2 — ^The object of this Society shall be to spread the Gos- 
pel among the destitute, and also to assist congregations that are un- 
able to support the gospel ministry. 

Art. S — ^The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice- 
Presidents, thirty Directors, a Treasurer, a Corresponding Secretary, 
and a Recording Secretary ; who shall be annually chosen by the 
Society. They shall have power to enact their own by-laws ; to 
supply vacancies which may occur in the Board ; and to appoint 
honorary Directors and Vice-Presidents, in testimony of respect for 
eminent services. Seven shall constitute a quorum at any meeting 
regularly convened. 

Art. 4 — The Officers and Directors shall appoint an Executive 
Committee, of thirteen, (including the Treasurer, the Corresponding 
Secretary, and Recording Secretary,) residing in the city of New- 
York, and its vicinity ; hve of whom shall be a quorum at any 
meeting regularly convened. This Committee shall have power to 
appoint Missionaries, and prescribe the field of their labours ; shall 
have the control of the funds ; and shall create such agency or 
agencies for appointing Missionaries, and fot other purposes, as the 
interests of the Institution may require. 

Art. 5— The Treasurer shall give bonds, annually, to such 
amount as the Executive Committee think necessary. 

Art. 6— Any Missionary Society may become auxiliary by 
agreeing to pay into the treasury of the Parent Institution its surplus 
fimds, and may send a. delegate to attend the meetings of the Society 
and Board. 

Art. 7 — Every AuxiUary Society shall be entitled to a Mission- 
ary, or Missionaries, to labour in such field as it may prescribe, to 
at least the amount of monies it shall raise. 

Art. 8— The Officers of Auxiliary Societies shall, ex-officio, be 
members of the Board of Directors. 

Art. 9 — The commissions of all Missionaries shall be signed by 
the Chairman and Secretary of the Executive Committee. 

Art. 10 — Any person may become a member of this Society, by 
paying, annually, into the treasury, three dollars, or thirty dollars at 
one time ; and may become a Director by paying fifty dollars. 
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Art. 11 — The Society shall meet, annually, in the city of New- 
York, on the Friday immediately following the second Tliursday in 
May. 

Aet. 12 — This Constitution shall not be altered without a vote 
of two-thirds of the members present at an annual meeting. 

Form of a Constitution for Autiliary Societies. 

The following is inserted for the convenience of those who may be 
disposed to form associations auxiliary to this Society. It is desira- 
ble that the annual meetings of Auxiliary Societies should be fixed as 
early as the middle of March, that their Reports may be forwarded 
in season for the anniversary of the Parent Institution. The Com- 
mittee earnestly hope that the friends of Domestic Missions will, 
wherever it is practicable, form associations Auxiliary to this Soci- 
ety. By multiplying and concentrating small contributions, and 
uniting the efforts of all, in one steady and energetic plan of 
operations, the destitute Churches and new settlements may be sup- 
plied with Evangelical Pastors. 

Art. 1 — This Society shall be known by the name of the Dome^ 
tic Missionary Society of ; and shall be Auxiliary to the Unit- 

ed Domestic Missionary Society, for spreading the gospel among 
the destitute, and assisting congregations that are unable to support 
the gospel ministry. 

Art. 2 — The affairs of the Society shall be conducted by a Board 
of Directors, consisting of the President, a Vice-President, Treasu- 
rer, Secretary, and three other members of the Society, to be cho- 
sen at the annual meeting ; three of whom shall constitute a quorum 
at any meeting regularly convened. 

Art. S — It shall be the duty of the Directors to meet once a 
month, or as often as shall be necessary for the transaction of busi- 
ness ; to fill their own vacancies ; to solicit donations and procure 
subscribers to the funds ; to report their proceedings at the annual 
meeting, and to forward a copy of their Report to the Parent Insti- 
tution. 

Art. 4 — The funds of the Society, after defraying incidental ex- 
penses, shall be paid over to the Treasurer of the Parent Institution, 
with directions as to the section of country in which it shall be ex- 
pended in Missionary labour, should the Board deem it important to 
give such directions. 

Art. 5 — Every person who shall pay to the Treasurer one dollar, 
annually, shall be a member of the Society. Every person paying 
ten dollars at one time, shall be a member for life. 

Art. 6 — The Society shall meet as often as called by the Direc- 
tors ; and annually on the second Monday in March, when the offi- 
cers shall be chosen, and the Report of the Directors be received ; 
and when this Constitution may be amended by a vote of two thirds

The Board, with a view to facilitate their operations, and to enable 
'ihem to appropriate their means to the best advantage, have commenced 
a statistical survey of the numerous destitute Societies within their 
boands. When this is completed, they will have before them particular 
information respecting the wants and abilities of every toi^n and Socie- 
ty, by means of which, they hope to be able to make a more wise and 
equal distributiou of charity. The measure has been executed so far 
onW as it respects three or four counties ; and, although these are older 
and better supplied with religion's instruction than the remaining five, yet 
the result is deplorable, and calls for great exertion to build up the " waste 
places of Zioo." 

The Board have employed the Rev« Josiah Moulton to labour at Con- 
rtantia and Cicero, one year from 1st July, 18S9. — flOO. 

Rev. William B. Strow, Alexandria, one year from S9th December 
ltS9.— flOO. 

Rev. Charles Johnson, Sullifan,one year from 29th Dec. 182S. — flOO. 

Rev. Daniel Nash, Orleans, one year from S9th Dec. 182d. — 5100. 

Rev. L. Wilcox, Denmark and Copenhagen, one year from 29th De- 
cember, 1823.— 11 00. 

In addition to the above, the Board have voted to the people in War- 
ren, whatever sum they raise in their Auxiliary Society, for the support 
of the Rev. Charles Wadsworth ; and to the people in Holland Paten t^ 
whatever they raise, for the support of the Rev. William Gaudell. 

Contrary to our efforts and expectations, no Reports have as yet been 
receiv edfrora any of our Missionaries, except one from the Rev. J. 
MoultOD, and in consequence of which, we are unable to give you a par- 
ticular account of their success. Perhaps they may have been forward- . 
ed directly to New- York. , The Societies in which they are employed, 
liave severally raised fSOO, and by obtaining flOO more, they enjoy sta- 
tedly the means of grace. The Rev, Mr. Wilcox has recently been or- 
dained Pastor of the Churches in Denmark and Copenhagen, and it is 
hoped that the other Missionaries will be permanently settled among the 
people, agreeably to the wishes and advice of the Parent Society. 

The Board regret to say, that they have been under the necessity of 
refusmg assistance to several Societies, after they had, by great effortSy 
raised the sum of money required. Painful as it was, we were con- 
strained to do it for want of funds. As yet, we have received but little 
from the Auxiliary Societies ; and understanding that the Treasury of 
the Parent Institution was not more than able to meet the demands 
against it, we were unwilling to contract more debts, until those were 
paid which are already contracted. 

It 18 hoped that the comine anniversary of the Societv will give a new 
impulse to all its energies and operations, and that much greater efforts 
than heretofore, will be made to send the gospel to the destitute in our 
own country.

The prudential Committees of the Union Soeietr made no appoint- 
ment of Missionaries in their field of operations, rn* the ourrent year ; 
but cave the directions of their Missionary operations into the hands of 
the Cooperstown Agency. Agreeably to regulations and recommoDda* 
tions of the Parent Society, the agency determined to assist weak and fee- 
ble Churches, by making appropriations to assist them in supporting Mia* 
sionaries among them, as nr as practicable. 

The Ageucy appropriated one hundred dollars, to aid the Church of 
Worcester, Otsego Co., towards the support of Mr. A. E. Campbell. 

Also, one hundred dollars, to aid the Church of Chilford In support- 
ing Mr. ^ Parker, for one year. 

Also, one hundred and fifty dollars, to aid the Churches of Plynioiith, 
Chenango Co. and Georgetown, Madison Co., in supporting Rev. D. 8. 
Morse for one year. • ; 

Also, one hundred dollars, to aid the Church of Sydney, Delaware 
Co., and Unadilla, Otsego, towards the support of Rev. Ime Hagler 
for one year. 

The Agency promised six hundred dollars to the CKurohes of late- 
neva, Chenango Co., and De Ruyter, Madison Co., towards supplying 
themselves with preaching, and fifty dollars to each of the following 
Churches of Brarhenbien, Schoharie Mountain and summit 

They also resolved to employ a Missionary to go through the bounds 
of the Cooperstown Agency, to organize Auxiliary Societies, be k4L 
They have not ^et been able to procure a man of suitable qualifications 
to undertake this Mission. 

Rev. D. S. Morse states that he entered upon his Mission, in Ply- 
mouth and Georgetown, under the direction of tne Agency, on Dec. 1st, 
1823 — that he has preached alternate, every Sabbath in those places^ 
and regularly attended to other parochial duties, luch as visiting familiesi 
sick, and schools, and lecturing in the congregations. The Church at 
Plymouth has about SO members, and Georgetown about 50. The 
Churches when first visited by our Missionaries, were in a low and unhap- 
pjr state, some walking unbecoming the gospel of Christ; and unpleasant 
divisions among some of the principal members, caused many of the 
children of God here to weep in secret These things have been hap- 
pily done away, and peace and harmonv, in a good degree, appears to pre- 
vail. The number of hearers are contmually increasing, and in many of 
the meetings are solemn and devout. There has been no spedal refi* 
gious alterations among the people, and it is generally remarked tint 
the state of religion is very low, and that it is a time of great coldness 
and stupidity in the Churches, in the region round about One person 
has been examined, and stands propounded to the Church, and another 
lately received by letter, and some others are expected to unite with tite 
Church shortly. 

The meeting-houses which were commenced last year, are under con- 
tract to be finished this season. The people here entered on this work 
with very considerable zeal and activity, and those who knew the situ- 
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ati(»D of th^ places when our Missionary commenced his labours here, 
cannot but exclaim, this is truly the worlc of the Lord, and mavellous 
io our eyes. 

Mr. &yrea Oazlay has laboured during the winter in Brachenbien, in 
supplyiDg that Church half the time, and part of his time he has been la- 
bouring io Broome, and the Sap-Bush. Brachenbien is a weak and feeble 
Church, and much unpleasant oivision exists among its members, and ve- 
ry^ mat coldness and stupidity prevails, as might be expected. Since, it 
wished to engage Mr. Oazlay to preach all the time, but failed, and they 
have not haa stated preaching during the winter. They expect to em- 
ploy Mr. Gaslay dunng this season. In the Sap-Bush, there are ten or 
tweWe persons who we expect will unite with the Church in a few 
weeks. In this place there has been a pleasing and increased attention 
for some time, though not what is now deemed a revival. 

Rev. Enoch Bouton has been in the service of the Agency, and the 
Union Society, from September to January ; in all, seventeen weeks. 
His labours were chiefly on the same ground he occupied during the 
sununer* but prindpally devoted to New-Lisbon and New-Berlin. He 
states that the difficulties which had some time existed in the Church 
and Societies of New Lisbon, were in a great measure reconciled, and 
that the two Societi^ had resolved to unite in supporting one minister, 
to preach alternately in the two meeting houses. 

That the hearers increased and heard the word with great solemnity 
and attention — that tlie weekly prayer meetings were well attended — 
and that a Bible Class had been organised, which promised great good 
to the rising geoeration. The Church were anxious to have Mr. B* con- 
tinue with them, but he expects in a few days to leave them, for Ken- 
tacky. He states, that if this Society could be assisted for a year or 
two, with one hundred dollars a year, they would be enabled to settle 
a minister, and without it there is no probability that they vrill have 
preaching very soon. 

Mr. B. also laboured part of his time at Federal Hill, in the town of 
Unadilla, where a small Church has been lately organized. Mr. B. 
writea,** Brother Caldwell's labours here appeared tube greatly bless- 
ad-HDost of the members of this Church, I believe, are subjects of the 
revival which took place while he was among them. It*was with pecu- 
liar emotions I administered to this little flock,' for the first time, the 
precious symbols of the body and blood of Christ Jesus. The separa- 
tion which the administration of this ordinance here seemed to make 
in fkoiiliea, between those who had come out from the world, and those 
wlio were left, appeared to be attended with considerable effect on the 
Blinds of those who were left An aged man, on my left, wept aloud 
while the ordinance was administered to his children, and he had no 
part or lot with them.** 

Mr. A. B. Campbell commenced his labours in Worcester, the first 
of November, 18<8. When he came here, he found the Church in a 
ygvrf unliappy state ; being divided, and in difficulty, on account of dis- 
cipline, ^l^e Church was not yet indoctrinated, and many had been 
introduced into the ChOrch during the revival, without knowing scarcely 
wliatthcy heKeved.'' Some of toe Church had received Unitarian pub- 
lications, and embraced the Arian, heresy ! Mr. Campbell made it a 
poini to visit such, and converse with them, and instruct them, and also 

Cched on the subject. Those who had gone out of the way, were 
ight to BMram over tlRir transgressions, and were reclaimed from 
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their errors, and there are some.now in the Church, or congregation, who 
continue in this error. Four have united with the Church, and three 
of them, one man and two women, were upwards of 70 and 80 years of 
age. ** The subject had a powerful effect upon the congregation. It 
was a scene solemn as death, an^ there was scarce a dry eye in the 
house. When the old man came forward, with tears running down his 
cheelcs, and knelt to receive the ordinance of Baptism, it was tike an 
electric shock, and every aged person in the house dropped his head." 
Seven persons appear to be inquiring what they shall do to be saved, 
and some are rejoicing in hopie. The Church appears united and en- 

fBged. The audience have niore than doubled in numbers since Mr. C. 
as been here. He preaches four and five times a week. 

Mr. Isaac Flagler commenced his labours in Unadilla and Sydney, the 
1st of October, 1823. 

Mr. F. writes ^* about one month after my arrival here, the great head 
of the Church was pleased to pour out His Spirit on the Church of Uoa« 
dilla village and its vicinity ; and between forty and fifty became hope- 
ful subjects of renewing grace. Twen^r have already been received 
into the coroqaunion of the Presbyterian Church, several into the Baptist 
Church, and a few into the Episcopal Church. A number appear not 
to be established as to modes and forms, $lc. but will probaUy unite 
with some one of the above named churches. About three or four 
weeks after ihe work commenced at Unadilla, it broke out in the Sodl- 
ety of Sydney Plains, and about fifty- five became the hopeful subjects of 
renewing ^race. About forty stand propounded for aamistion to the 
Presbyterian Church in that place, and others will probably ofier them- 
selves for admission soon. Though I have witnessed several revrvah, f 
think I never witnessed so sudden and powerful work as this. Deep 
soiemnitT, pungent convictions, an awful sense of the justice of God, 
and of their own vileness, tojcether with the freeness of grace io Christ, 
seemed the grand features of the work. The subjects of this work as 
vet appear well, and give the friends of Zion cause to hope that their 
hearts have indeed been renewed by the Holy Ghost.'* 

These Societies are anxious to settle Mr. Flaolcb as their Pastor. 
Sydney will give half of the support . Unadilla is not, and they are also 
without a meeting-house, which they are about making an effort to build. 
If Unadilla can receive aa^stance for a year or two from the funds of the 
Missionaij Society, he will accept the invitation of the churches. 

' From Ueoeva, ue Ruy ter, and Milford, no Report has been received. 
A Mr. Catlin is engaged for six months in Geneva and De Ruyter. 

In addition to the places and churches which are now supplied and as- 
sisted, there is a very pressing application from Colesville and Windsor, 
which had already been submitted to the Parent Society. It is highly 
desirable, if possible, that the churches of New -Lisbon, New-Beriin, 
Preston, Pharsalia, M'Donough, and Federal-hill, Unadilla, Livingston- 
ville, Schoharie county, be also supplied with preaching, and they look 
up to this Agency for aid and assistance. Without some further aid from 
the Parent Society, and a continuance of what is already granted for 
this year, in future it will be impossible for the Agency to comply with 
the anxious desires of about twenty weak and feeble churches, who, 
if not supplied through this A^ncy, know not where to look, or call 
for assistance, and must remain without the bread of life, the ordi- 
nances of the Gospel.

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The UnioD Society for Domestic Missions have had in the service the 
last year, ending September, 18S9, the Rev. Abel Caldwell, Enoch Bou- 
tODy Mr. David S. Morse, and Mr. Say res Gazlay. 

The Rev. Abel Caldwell was in the employ of the Society from 
October Sd, 18£d, until April £Sd, 1824, when he left our employ on 
account of his health. He laboured in the towns of New-Lisbon, 
New-Berlin, Laurens, Edmonston, Pittsford, Otego, Huntsville, and 
Federal-shtlly in the town of Unadilla. He preached every other Sab- 
bath in New-Lisbon and New-Berlin, and in Laurens every fourth Sab* 
bath ;— in the other towns he preached statedly on week-days. He 
preached from five to six times a week to very attentive, and fre« 
quently solemn assemblies. Besides preachini;, he attended a num* 
berof conference and prayer-meetings; visited the sick, schools, and 
Ikmilies, as far as practicable. He administered the Lord's Supper 
four times ; three were admitted to the church, and one adult and 
seven children baptized. He assisted in the formation of two churches, 
one in Milford, and one in Unadilla village. 

Mr. Caldwell states that in this region, generally, a great degree of 
coldness and stupidity prevails. At Federal-hill, in the town of Una- 
dilla, there has been a small awakening. About the 1st of February 
the pious persons became more engaged, and the impenitent were found 
mucQ alarmed. From' that time, until Mr. Caldwell left the mission, 
things continued in a very interesting state; the meetings were remark- 
ably solemn, and several gave pleasing evidence of being bom of th^ 
spirit. A church has since been organized here, the fruits of this revival. 

The Committee regretted extremely that thev could not obtain a 
missionary to enter in this field before July, when the Rev. Enoca 
BouTOX succeeded Mr. Caldwell, and was engaged until the annual 
meeting of the Society. He preached from four to six times a week, 
adminbtered the Lord's Supper three times, and baptized three chil- 
dren ; visited many families and persons in sickness — meetings were 
generally well attended, and the hearers solemn and attentive. 

The church of New-Lisbon has been iu a divided state for some time, 
in consequence of a disagreement in the location of a meeting-house, 
and the result has been that two meeting houses have been erected and 
finished. It was expected that our missionaries would have preached 
In both the meeting-houses, and thus a union have been accomplished ; 
this was not the case, but one of the parties procured another minis- 
ter to supply them. 

Rev. David S. Morse has been in the service of the Society for 
one year. He preached at Geneva every other Sabbatb, and in Ply- 
mouth and Georgetown everv fourth Sabbath, besides preaching weekly 
lectures in M'Donoughand Pharsatia, and occasionally in Otselia. He has 
preached from four to six times a week, besides attending a number of 
conference and prayer-meetings ; visiting the sick, schools, and fami- 
lies. That the hearers heard with solemn and devout attention, and 
that his meetings were uniformly well attended. Mr. Morse stafes 
that " although I have not the satisfaction to furnish a narrative of 
revivals of religion, still, after the most careful observation that I have 
been enabled to take of those places where I have laboured, it is my 
decided impression that, with regard to removing prejudices, the increase 
of congregations, the desire to enjoy, and the disposition to support 

7 
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rdi||ioQs iostitutioDS, and the promotion of the harmony of churches and 
Societies, events have transpired more favourably than I could have an- 
ticipated. Indeed it seems desirable that missionary efforts and labour 
in this quarter should be increased, as the field of usefulness m becomiiiK 
more and more extensive, and much must depend upon procuring sucE 
advantages as have already been gained." 

Mr. Satres Oaslat has been in the employ of the Society thirty* 
three weeks, of which thirteen were spent in the Dutch Reformed coa- 
cregation of Sharon, who by special arrangement became responsible 
ror his support during this time. The remaining part of the time was 
employed in the towns of Cobble-Kill, Sapbush, in the townlof Middle- 
burgh and Summit In this region he preached eleven times every fort- 
night at ten different stations. The meetings were uniformly well attend- 
ed, and the hearers very attentive. This region of country has for many 
years been a truly desolate region — very seldom has a presbyterian mi- 
nister of an order preached among the people. The labours of our So- 
ciety have, we hope, been greatly blessea in this region. In August a 
Dutch Reformed church was organized in Summit, when thirty-two, all of 
whom gave credible evidence of piety, united themselves in covenant with 
the Lord, and there are about thirty more who contemplate uniting with 
this church. And in the Sapbush, about Ave miles from this place, there 
Is an anxiety to have a branch of this church organized, and ten or 
twelve there Hill unite b church state. Thus we see that tiie labours of 
our missionaries have not been in vain in this regif>n. 

The Union Society for Domestic Missions nas expended during the 
last year near f 900, and received between 6 and |)700. Through Uieur mis- 
sionaries eight churches have been supplied with pr^chers, and two new 
churches have been organized, and in all sixteen towns in the counties of 
Schoharie, Otsego, Chenango, and Madison, have been more or less sup- 
plied with preaching. In the towns of Laurens, Plymouth, and €leorc»* 
town, meeting-houses are building. Many of the children of God, who 
have long been deprived of the stated ordinances of Ood's house, hare 
been fed and comforted, and are pursuing their pilgrims^ rejoicing ; 
and many too, we think, who were enemies to God by wicked worn, 
have been brought from darkness to light, and from the power of Satan 
unto God."

It is my official duty to transmit to you the following resolutions, 
which are an extract from the records of the Presbytery of Cayuea. 

'^ Resolved, That this Presbytery form themselves, and they do nere- 
by form themselves into a Missionary Society, auxiliary to the United 
Domestic Missionary Society. 
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Budved^ That to aid the funds of the Society, colleGtions be taken 
at least once a year in the several churches belonging to the Freshy tery. 

Ruokftd^ That after suppljring the destitute churches and places with- 
in the bounds of this Presbytery, the surplus funds, if any, be paid over 
to the Treasurer of the Parent Society. 

ReMohed^ That the business of the Society be mana|;ed by a Board of 
Dh^ctors, consisting of five. That said Board have the power of ap- 
pointing Missionaries, and employing them at discretion ; of managing 
the funds, and generally, of taking such measures as they may deem 
necessary for carrying into effect tne objects of the Society ; and that 
they report to the Presbytery at their stated meeting in July, annually, 
and oftener, if required. 

''The following persons were appointed Directors, viz : — Rev. Messrs. 
Parsons, Smith, Adams, Lansing, and Dban. 

** The Board of Directors, appointed by the Presbvtery of Gayura, to 
manage their concerns as a Missionary Society, Auxiliary to the United 
Domestic Missionary Society, met at Auburn on the 17th of September, 
1825, and oreanized by choosing Rev. Lbvi Parsons President, Rev. 
W1U.IAH M. Adams Seci^etary, and Rev. Sbth Smith Treasurer. 

*^ Resolved^ That we will rely for funds on annual collections taken up 
in our congregations ; and that the operations of this Society will not be 
considered as interfering with the Agencies under the immediate direc- 
tion of the Parent Society, within pur bounds. 

'* Ruolvedj That we expect those congregations to whom we may 
afford assistance to contribute according to their ability to the funds 
of our Society. 

" Resohedj .Tbatthe Secretary be, and be hereby is directed to trans- 
mit to the Parent Society a copy of our proceedings hitherto."

jinnuol Report of Oit Mw'Tork United Female Misaiorutry Society. 

A number of Females having taken into consideration the important 
objects of the United Domestic Missionary Society, and feeling desirous 
to co-operate in their benevolent design, a meeting was held on Tues- 
day, June 17th, 1823, at which time this Society was formed, to aid the 
fund, or as auxiliary to that above mentioned. 

The plan which has been pursued for the attainment of this end, b, 
to solicit subscriptions and donations within the several Churches com- 
posing this association. How far we have proven successful, will be 
perceived hy the Report of the Treasurer, who, after necessary disburse- 
ments, has paid over to the Parent Institution, jl44 75, holding a 
balance of $^Z. 

It is perhaps unnecessary to state, that we hoped to have done more ; 
but far be it from us to despise the day of small things, or be unthankful 
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for the priTilaf^e of baTinc been iostnmi«iital» in advancing the interests 
of this cause, in any humble measure, though it were but by the casting 
of the widow's mite into the treasury, or adding one stone unto the 
Spiritual Temple. No, though success has not been commensurate 
with our desires, we will look back with gratitude and pleasure, and for- 
ward with hope and expectation. 

Mav we not, dear friends, consider the objects embraced by the Soci- 
ety with which we are connected, as of a peculiarly interesting nature, 
and the extent, manner, and success of its operations (as exhibited by 
the monthly publications) more than ordinarily calculated to excite de- 
sire, and prompt to exertion in its behalf? The design is not to send forth 
^e wanaering preacher, but to secure (to such places as Providence 
ahall direct) the permanency of gospel privileges. And can we cast an eye 
over the many portions of our own country, which present but one con- 
tinued scene of moral desolation and death, without finding in our hearts 
the holy aspiration to heaven, ^* O ! send out Thy light, and Thy truth ;" 
and a correspondent act, by which such holy desire is exemplified ? Or 
can we, on the other hand, view those favoured places, where, by the ri- 
sing of the Sun of Righteousness, this darkness has been dissipated, and 
succeeded by a peaceful gospel day, without the exclamation of grate- 
ful admiratioo, ^ what hath God wrought I" 

Can we. Christian friends, (if we may be allowed thus to wander,) can 
we look from our highly favoured city, where the gospel has for centu- 
ries been enjoyed — to yonder place, where, but a few months since (in 
a spiritual point of view) reigned darkness, gloom, and death ; and there, 
benold some in the deepest solicitude of soul, inquiring " what they shall 
do to be saved" — others in the first transports of Christian hope and 
joy, saying, ** come near, and I will tell you what God hath done for my 
soul ;" wimout being almost ready to exclaim, " it is good, even to be 
here ?" for, with what pleasure might we mingle with the litUe circle — 
yes, and as the holy nre kindled, we too, perchance, might catch the 
flame, and learn new notes of praise. But we will forbear, only to 
add, that auchj in some Instances, has been the revolution effected by the 
instrumentality of the Society to which we are Auxiliary — and to ask 
your prayers for the txUnsion of its usefulness, and your txeriions in its 
behalf, as the mtant^ under God, by which to obtain this desirable end. 



Stpori of the Young Mtn^s Missumary Society tf Etperanee, SMharie 
Co, JhunUary to the United Domtatic Miasiananf Society^ May^ 1824. 

The receipts of the Society for the past year are about forty dollars. 
Considering the great want of correct information among the inhabitants 
of the place and its vicinity, with respect to the present state of missionary 
operations in our own country and state, and nelieving it only necessary 
for the Christian public to be rightly informed on the subject, to ensure 
their co-operation : the Society were unanimously of opinion, that a 

eDrtion of their funds could not be better expended than by the circu- 
tion of religious papers, and accordingly subscribed for a number of 
Seriodical works, to be circulated among the members and friends of the 
ociety ; and the directors are satisfied that the course adopted has al- 
ready been a means of removing many of the prejudices which have 
formerly existed against the missionary cause. The balance, the direc- 
tor have been under the necessity of applying, to make up a deficiency 
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in tbe nJary •f their Pastor, wIMi in tbs pMMDt dMmnai cottditioii 
of tile Church aod CMigr6§atkn appearad mdnpamibie, and mora par- 
ticularly m> at tins tine, im aeeount of theb heaty aubseriptiom for 
boiMittg a house for publie ilronhip. 

The directors regret to state that their own neoeasitiea have rendered 
them unable to derote any portion of their receipts, for the past year, to 
the general fund of the Parent Society ; yet it affords them no Kttle sat- 
Is&ctioo to say that, at tlieir Anniversary, there appeared an increased 
seal in the Missionary cause, and a determination, expressed by a resola* 
tion of the Society, to persevere in the good work. We are also of 
opinion that but one sentiment prerails among the members of the So- 
ciety, with respect to the policy you hare adopted of locating your Mis- 
sionaries. We know it to be good, for with us we have the demonstra- 
tion ; and we are no less certain that the cause in which you are engaged 
Is the cause of Ctod, for we have experienced His almighty power, and 
have seen it accomuany your exertions, and hope the time is not far die- . 
tant when we shall oe permitted to participate m the blessed privilege of 
casting our own mite Into the treasury of the Lord, and be a means, un- 
der the good providence of God, of extending to others the Inestimable 
blessings whicn we have so richly enjoyed.

Mr. C. D. Pidgion, a licentiate from Andover, was appointed, some 
time since, to labour for twelve weeks in the serf ice of the Y. P. M. S. in 
the county of Tioga. At Spencer he found a church consisting of 66 
members, with whom he continued seven weeks. They received him with 
gratitude to the Society, and treated him with much kindness. The meet- 
ings were well attended, particularly toward the close of his labours. 
Two or three-were seriously impressed, and hoped that they had obtained 
a change of heart. One of them, who had considerable influence in so- 
ciety, and whose example had been injurious, by his change of conduct 
produced a very salutary effect. 

He then laboured for six weeks in the town of Cayuta. The church 
consists of about SO members. The congregation, who were attentive to 
his meetings, contemplate the erection of a house of worship, and with 
some aid, for one or two years, will probably be able to support a minis- 
ter aloije. 

He also visited a small church in the town of Veteran ; this little band 
of professing Christians discovered great anxiety to enjoy the preached 
gospel. They contemplate uniting with a church located at the head of 
Seneca Lake. They are, however, both extremely poor. They inigbti 
probably raise JI300, payable in produce, and with assistance might ac- 
complish their wishes. 

Mr. Pidgion, since the termination of his mission, has been employed 
for one year by the congregations at Cayuta and Spencer. They have 
raised jf300, payable in produce, and request further aid from the Society. 

The Rev. Mr. Pool was appointed, in November, to laboffr for one 
year in the towns of Ira and Cato, to receive $75 from the Agency. 
This is considered as one of the most important missionary stations in the 
Preshvtery of Cayuga. It appears from his report, that he has been faith-

All in his labours. Considerable religious excitement appeared a fevr 
weeks since in a section of one of these congregations, which has since 
^creased. Five or six have been added to the church ; a mournful stu- 
pidity, in religious things, seems to pervade this portion of the country. 
It seems to be almost a moral desolation. We trust, however, that the 
labour of Mr. Pool is well expended in this region of spiritual barrenness. 

In the Report of last year, the appointment of thie Rev. Mr. 'Porter to 
labour in the town of Williamson was stated, and the peculiar state of 
that portion of the house slightly sketched. 

In addition to the deploraiile condition of that portion of the churchy 
formerly described, the want of a centra] place for public worship, and 
the habit of non-attendance, on the part of the people, except when the 
missionary preached near their own doors, presented serious obstacles to 
inissionary usefulness. His pious and exemplary conduct has, undoubt- 
edly, contributed to restore the confidence which had been nearly lost ia 
the ministerial character. Local feelings have been subdued, and ap 
eligible scite fixed upon for a meeting-house ; and a subscription to erect 
one has been opened with flattering prospects of success. 

*' I cannot but cherish," says Mr. Porter, " a very tender and affection- 
ate regard for this people, and a lively interest in their spiritual welfare. 
They are poor — many of them are in debt for tbeir lands, and struggling 
imder all the embarrassments and privations incident to a new country. 
But I bear them record, that to their power, and even beyond this, they 
are willing to contribute to the support of the gospel. They are unable 
to pay more than a part of the amount necessary to sustain a missionary. 
SIAdus, which IS in the vicinity, is anxious to unite with them. If flOO 
could be granted these two congregations, and a suitable missionary pro- 
Tided, it is probable that within a yenr they will have rjrected a small 
sneeting-house in each congre^ntion, and be able, unitedly, to support the 
gospel without further aid. Without such assistance, there is reason to 
fear that these churches will languish for years, and the multitudes around 
them be borne down to destruction. Could Christians, in more favoured 
regions, realize the situation of their brethren in these destitute portions 
of the church, their cry for help would not be heard in vain." 

Mr. A. Chapin was appointed in January, 1823, to preach for one year 
at Manchester, in this county. A congregation was regularly organized, 
and his duties, as a missionary, faithfully discharged for nine months. The 
prospect of building up a congregation not being flattering, it was thought 
best, by Mr. Chapin and the Agency, to discontinue the mission. Amidst 
all discouragements, there were indications that his efforts were not en- 
tirely lost. Some who wer6 cold, and ever opposed to all exertions to 
build up the kingdom of Christ, now manifest a different disposition. 
Some, it is believed, have received, under a Divine influence, those im- 
pressions which will endure ; he has, in general, been well received, and 
the cause of religion, he is confident, is gaining ground. 

The Rev. Oliver Leavitt was appointed in August last to preach for one 
year in Volney, which contains three townships, to receive from the So- 
ciety ninety dollars. The principal part of his labour has been bestowed 
on the First Presbyterian Society. Five have been added to the church ; 
one who, in the 83d year of his age. has been received and baptized. 

He assisted in organizing a second Presbyterian Church m Volney, 
consistinji of nine members. Eleven have since been added to tbeir num- 
ber; five uy profession. Two others have obtained the hope of conver- 
sion, who have not yet united with the Church. A religious excitement 
kas e^ifted ^n this qongreg.ition, and though it has now subsided, yet it is 
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believed that the repentance of more than one sinner has occasioned joy 
in heayen. 

A small portion of his time has been spent at Oswego Falls. It is a 
small Church, but tlie natural advantages of the place promise an in- 
crease of population. His labours have been useful, and notwithstanding 
all discouragement the state of Society is improving. 

In August, the Agency agreed to aid the congregation at Oswego, in 
supporting the Rev. Mr. Abel as their stated pastor, by the payment of 
100 dollars. This is the county town, and a station of great importance. 
He commenced his labours in November. The Meetings on the Sabbath 
were crowded from the beginning. There has been an increasing atten- 
tion on the part of the congregation, particularly within the last two or 
three months. There are several at the present time who appear to be 
deeply impressed with a sense of their sins, and are anxiously inquiring 
** what they must do." From these indications Christians indulge the 
pleasing hope that they shall see more abundantly the effects of the rich 
blessings of Divine grace. The conference which began with only three 
persons, is now thronged. So far as we can rely on appearances, the 
prospects for the future are promising. 

In April last application was made to the Agency for and in supporting 
the Rev. Mr. Cokon, at Royal ton and Cambria, in the county of Niagara. 
It was thought expedient to promise $50 for one year. His journal fqr 
about ten months has been received. There is no statement of the num- 
ber added to either of the Churches. It is said in his journal for Decem- 
ber, atRoyalton, <* It is supposed we have bad several conversions an^M^ 
us of late. Two women have just been examined for admission t^ro 
Church, but none of the recent converts have come forward. The labours 
of a Christian minister are much needed in this section of the country. 
It seems, from Mr. Colton's journal, that he has laboured hard, under cir* 
cumstances calculated to^depress his spirits. He expresses the hope that 
some good lias been effected by his poor and imperfect efforts." 

In March, 182S, the Rev. W. Page was appointed to succeed Mr. Pay- 
son at Fredonia, to labour for one year, receiving ^100 from our Society. 
He has completed bis mission. When he first came to this people their 
meetings were held in a chair shop ; they have now completed a commo- 
dious house of worship. Their meetings were thin, and attended prin* 
cipally by members of the church ; now they are well attended by all 
classes of citizens. The prospects of the permanence of the Society are 
better. Thirteen have been added to the Church, and fourteen stand 
ready to unite with it as soon as a convenient opportunity offers. They 
are an affectionate people, and are anxious to secure permanently among 
them the preaching of the gospel. He can raise about JfSOO. The vil- 
lage, however, consists only of 400 inhabitants. There is a Baptist, an 
Episcopal, and a Methodist Society, who are each supplied with a 
preacher. There are two other Societies without ministers. The Pres- 
byterian ehureh in this town is divided into two, occasioned by local pre- 
judices. Under all the circumstances which have come to the knowledge 
of the Agency, the prospect, at present, that this Society would soon be 
able to support a pastor alone, was too little encouraging to justify our 
granting further aid. 

The Agency agreed to pay the Rev. Mr. Hurd glOO for his services for 
one year in Bethany, Middlebury, and Covington, from November last. 
He fouiid a small church, consisting of 18 members, in which a general 
coldness prevailed. In addition to these nearly fifty, who were either 
professing Christians, or who cherished hopes of their conversion, wero 
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found. Family worship was discontioued. The Lord's supper had not 
been administered to them in two years, and some of the professors had 
not been to the sacrament in six years. 

PreTious to the administration of the Lord's supper, in December, the 
communicants were individually visited. Hb effort to arouse the church 
appeared to be attended with the Divine blessing. Two at the prepara- 
tory lecture voluntarily made confession of immoral conduct The mem- 
bers generally lamented their unfaithfulness with many tears, and madb 
many mutual pledges of being more devoted to God. Seven were re- 
ceived into the church by letter, and one by examination. The com- 
munion was unusually interesting, the sensibility of Christians is evident- 
ly increasing, and their prospects brightening. Two bsAre since been 
received to the church by letter, and two by examination. The wisdom 
of the plan of the U. D. M. S. is very conspicuous in this place. Hie 
people are grateful for the aid received. The small churches tn this re- 
gion are drooping and ready to die for the want of the €k>spel ministry, I 
know, says Mr. H. of a number of places where respectable societies 
miehtbe built up soon, if active ministers could be sent. 

Rev. Ira Dunning has recently been assigned to Cold Spring, on the 
borders of Cataraugus. There is no ministry of our order in this vicinity, 
not one in the county of Cataraugus. 

China and Concord can raise three hundred dollars, and wish an ac- 
tive minister of the Grospel. They would not prbbably need aid after two 
or three years. , 

^HpHy, a village west of Rochester, on the Canal, has also applied for 
aiP The agency have agreed to supply them as soon as a suitable mis- 
sionary can be found. 

Other applications from congregations which can comply with the 
terms upon which it is thought expedient to grant aid, are on file, but 
funds, and active able missionaries are wanting. Our engagements far 
exceed our means of payment, still we shall continue to promise aid, rel/- 
ing upon the patronage of the Christian public. From the good already 
elected by the U. D. M. S. and from the immense advantages which 
must result in a course of years, if its simple, but most efficacious plan of 
operation, is pursued with vigour, we feel confident, that as it becomes 
more generally known, it will go forward, from year to year, with increas- 
ing strength.

CONSTITUTION 

or TH£ 

ADOPTED, MAY 10, 1822. 



Art. 1 — This Society shall be denomiDated The Unitjbd Do- 

MSSTIC MlSSIONAET SoCIETY. 

j^T. 2-— The object of this Society shall be to spread the Gos*- 
pel among the destitute, and .also to assist congregations that are un- 
able to support the gospd ministry. 

Abt. 3— The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice- 
Presidents, thirty Directors, a Treasurer, a Corresponding Secretary, 
and a Recording Secretary ; who shall be annually chosen by the 
Sociely. They shall have power to enact their own by-laws ; to 
supply vacancies which may occur in the Board ; and to appoint 
honorary Directors and Vice-Presidents, in testimony of respect for 
eminent services* Seven shall constitute a quorum at any meeting 
r^;ularly convened. 

AmT. 4^The Officers and Directors shall appoint aii Executive 
CSommittee, of thirteen, (fnchiding the Treasurer, the Corresponding 
Secretary, and Recording Secretary,) residing in the city of New^ 
York» and its vicinity; five of whom shall be a quorum at Any 
meeting regularly convened. This Committee shall have power to 
appoint Missionaries^ and priMorihe. the field of their laboors ; shall 
fattve the control of the funds; and shall create such agency or 
agencies for appointing Missionaries, and for other purposes, as the 
interests of the Institution may require. 

AftT. 5-^Tho Tr^^svrer shall give bonds, annually, to such 
amount as the executive Committee think necessary. 

AiT. 6 — Any Missionary Society may become auxiliary by 
agreeing to pay into the treasury of the Parent Institution its surplus 
funds, and may send a delegate to attend the meetings of the Society 
and Board. 

AnT. T'—Every Auxiliary Society shall be entitled to a Mission- 
ary, or Missionaries, to labour in such field as it may prescribe, to 
at least the amount of monies it shall raise. 

Akt. 8 — The Officers of Auxiliary Societies shall, ex-officio, be 
members of the Board of Directors. 

AiT. 9 — The commissions of all Missionaries shall be signed by 
the Chairman and Secretary of the Executive Committee. 

Ajrt. 10 — Any person may become a member of this Society, by 
pajring annually, into the treasury, three dollars, or thirty dollars at 
one time ; and ma/betome a Director by paying fiAy dollars. 
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Aet. 11 — The Society shall meet, annually^ in the d^ of New- 
York, on the Friday immediately following the second Thursday in 
May. 

Aet. 12 — This Constitution shall not be altered without a vote 
of two-thirds of the members present at an annual meeting. 

Form of a CkmsHtution for AuziUary Societies. 

The following » inserted for the convenience of those who may be 
disposed to form associations auxiliary to this Society. It is desira- 
ble that the annual meetings of Auxiliary Societies should be fixed as 
early as the middle of March, ihat their Reports may be forwarded 
in season for the anniversary of the Parent Instittition The Com- 
mittee earnestly hope that the friends of Domestic Missions will, 
wherever it is practicable, form associations Auxiliary to this So- 
ciety. By multiplying and concentrating small contributions, and 
uniting the efforts of all, in one steady and energetic plan of 
operations, the destitute Churches and new settlements may be sup- 
plied with Evangelical Pastors* 

Aet. 1— This Society shall be known by the name of the Domes':^ 
tic Missionary Society of ; and shall be Auxiliary to the Unit- 

ed Domestic Missionary Society, for spreading the gospel among 
the destitute, and assisting congregations that are unable to support 
the gospel ministry. 

Aet. 2— The affairs of the Society shall be conducted by a Board 
of Directors, consisting of the President, a Vice-President, Treasu- 
rer, Secretary, and three other members of the Society, to be cho- 
sen at the annual meeting ; three of whom shall constitute a quorum 
at any meeting regularly convened. 

Aet. 3 — It shall be the duty of the Directors to meet once a 
month, or as often as shall be necessary, for the transaction of busi- 
ness ; to fill their own vacancies ; to solicit donations and procure 
subscribers to the funds ; to report their proceedings at the annual 
meeting, and to forward a copy of their fiteport to the Parent Insti- 
tution. 

Aet. 4 — The funds of the Society, after defra3ring incidental ex- 
penses, shallbe paid over to the Treasurer of the Parent Institution, 
with directions as to the section of country in which it shall be ex- 
pended in Missionary labour, should the Board deem it important to 
give such directions. 

Aet. 5 — Every person who shall pay to the Treasurer one dollar* 
annually, shall be a member of the Society. Every person paying 
ten dollars at one time, shall be a member for life. 

Aet. 6-— The Society shall meet as often as called bv the Direc- 
tors ; and annually on the second Monday in March, when tlie offi- 
cers shall be chosen, and the Report of the Directors be received ; 
and when this Constitution may be amended by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present.

The third Annual Report of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the United Domestic Missionary Society is 
now submitted to the consideration of all who desire 
the growth of the kingdom of Christ, with sincere 
thanksgivings to God for the facts and presages 
which it contains. The recurrence of any anniver- 
sary naturally excites devout gratitude to Him who 
suffers not our life to perish, though it waste : but 
such a meeting as the present, fixing a date in the 
continued existence of an Institution which labours 
to promulge the gospel over our native country, 
rises into an interest in which angels participate. 
In this age of exertion, when various societies emu- 
late each other in the field of christian enterprise, 
and in the ardour of christian benevolence, some- 
thing is done, when we continue our way through 
difficulties with equal steps — much is done, if in this 
month of good reports, we can set up a monument, 
which deserves distinct attention. And we owe it 
to the Author of the glorious Gospel to say, that 
the success which has followed our labours, the 
power with which our missionaries have been 
clothed, the churches which have been established 
by our help, all inscribe upon our institution — ^Jeho- 
vah Shammah — the Lord is there* It has been our 
endeavour throughout the year, to exercise the 
duties committed to our trust with zeal and effect ;

4ikI the fact that we are only the organs of sup- 
pling, from the stores of public beneficence, the 
Il}d which feeble churches need, shows that if we 
have done much, it is because the sense is common 
in our country, that the gospel is a matter of prime 
necessity and daily use. 

Applications have been received, and aid has been 
granted to the following churches. The names of 
the ministers are annexed, who have been chosen by 
the people, and are in regular standing in their re- 
spective ecclesiastical connexions. The number of 
months shows the proportion of the year for which 
the society becomes answerable that the ministra- 
tion of the gospel may be regularly continued. 

Montrose, Susquehannah county, Pennsylvania. Commission grant- 
ed to ran from May 1st, 1824, to May Ist, 1825. An edifice for 
public worship is building here, and we hope the spiritual church 
will be enlarged. There is great destitution of religious ordi- 
nances in all this region of country. There are within the county 
eleven Presbyterian Churches, nine of which are famishing for 
the bread of life. In these Churches there is a growing desire to 
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enjoy the ordinances of the gospel. Some attempts have been 
recently made to obtain preaching. They have been encouraged 
to hope that this Society will aid them. The adjoining counties 
are equally and even more desolate. Within the bounds of Sus- 
quehannah Presbytery there are 26 Churches and only 8 ministers. 
These limits embrace an extent of country almost equal to the 
state of Connecticut, with a population of about 80,000 souk. 
The counties west of these limits are thinly settled, and almost 
wholly unsupplied with preaching of any kind. The county of 
Wayne, east of Susquehannah, and the county of Pike, south of 
it, are in a much more deplorable state than Susquehannah; 
the Gcnmties northward of it, in the state of New-York, are almost 
one continued scene of moral desolation.

Seven hundred and ninety-five dollars fifty-five 
cents remain in the Treasury, after paying our Mis- 
sionaries, and supporting these Churches for the year. 
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which is all we have In fund to pay several thousand 
dollars for which the Executive Committee have pledg- 
ed the society ; but we confide in the assurance that 
our object commands the hearts of innumerable al- 
lies, and the help of the Lord of all hearts. 

This society, at a moderate estimate, has thus, up* 
on little more than ;$! 11,000, preached the Gospel to 
eighty thousand — and we believe that we can count 
up more than six hundred souls converted. 

Such a mighty saving of means and greatness of 
result, we believe this Christian community cannot 
fail in some degree to appreciate. 

Several of our auxiliary societies deserve distinct 
commendation. First in successful efibrt is the Young 
Men's Missionary Society of this City, which hopes 
to extend its income above ^1500 a year, and aims 
to support more than its present number, which is 
eighteen churches. These young men deserve the 
place which Providence has raised them to in this 
commercial emporium. The society of the Middle 
District, and others, have done well — ^as have some of 
our female auxiliaries, especially the United Fe- 
male Domestic Missionary Society of this City. — 
One small Fragment Society, in the Church under 
the pastoral care of the Rev. Dr. Spring, has paid $ 1 60 
in the past year — ^besides ha\ing aided in the frequent 
contributions made in that Church. Your commit- 
tee rejoice in such tokens of sympathy in their ar- 
duous work, and cannot but feel it as most auspicious 
that we are receiving the sum total of small contribu- 
tions. Not many years ago, the majority of Chris- 

4 
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tians were sluggish ; men gazed at single effwts of vast 
benevolence, and there was danger that they might 
worship them as the Egyptians worshipped the ^river 
which fertilized their fields ; but now it is a sign of 
our age that God makes up the vast flood which pro- 
pels the ark of salvation towards the world's end, 
out of the comparatively petty offerings, which, like 
the dew, arise daily from off the surface of his heri- 
tage. 

From this condensed view, it will be remarked 
that our field of labour is greatly enlarged during 
the past year. We know that many of the best 
friends of the missioncury cause looked with deep so- 
licitude upon the great experiment, unexampled, we 
believe in any country, of a society which should in 
its first year employ 57 Missionaries — ^in its second 
78. They scarcely dared to desire more than that 
we should hold fast what we have so speedily acquir- 
ed. But we have gone beyond the hopes of many, 
and feel that efforts need only be made, under the 
blessing of God, with steadiness and^ judgment, to 
find a ready and efficient co-operation in the mem- 
bers of the one household of faith. 

It is true that the amount of money demanded by 
our society, in comparison with the number of Mis- 
sionaries employed, is wonderfully less than the 
wants of institutions which evangelize foreign coun- 
tries. We have no long training through which their 
Missionaries must be supported to gain the language 
in which to convey the thoughts of God to the pe- 
rishing heathen : we have no expensive transporta- 
tion of civilized families into barbarous regions ; we 
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have no unavoidable necessity to help those to live 
whom the wandering savage would leave to die. — 
We conduct efforts of less expense, of not less urgent 
necessity, ofnot less cheering promise, in our native 
language, on our native shore — ^to our natural kin- 
dred, who look to us and ask the pittance which 
may give an inexhaustible life to their body, doul, 
and spirit. 

We rejoice that our eyes see the cross set up in all 
the purity of an honest preaching of its doctrines by 
the men that go out from us, among our injured and 
half extinct Indian tribes, among the Islandsof Austra- 
.lasia,inthe villages of Ceylon, and on the hills of Pales- 
tine. No one will suspect us of depreciating compa- 
risons — ^these must be done, and the other not left 
midoiie. But our system is so simple, so economi- 
cal, so efficient, that the least offering to increase our 
funds is big with the greatest results. Except in pe- 
culiar cases, oinr Missionaries are supported for one 
whole year, some upon fifty dollars, many upon se- 
venty-five dollars, few upon more than one hundred 
dollars. This is performed by leaving to the towns 
and congregations helped, the selection of* their own 
ministers, and by adding our gift to what their ut- 
most efforts can effect for his temporal maintenance- 
Abandoning the system of itineracy, which is com- 
paratively very expensive, and obviously little effect 
tual, this society seeks to build up permanent Church- 
es which the Lord Jesus Christ may inhabit. It 
has been found to be the result of the experiments 
made upon a large scale by the Connecticut Mission- 
ary Society, and the Board of Missions of the Ge- 
neral Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in the Uni- 
ted States, (of both of which institutions, we would 
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speak with due veneration,) that to send a minister 
to itinerate through a destitute region, is like carry- 
ing a petty stream into the parched desert- It quench- 
es for a moment the thirst of a few, and like a 
summer brook, disappointsthe hope of the many, who 
with eyes anxious as Hagar's, pant after the living 
fountain. With considerable means of information, 
this committee can learn of but very few of the hun- 
dreds who have been sent qut to traverse the waste 
places of our land, who have set themselves fairly to 
work by continuous exercise of their ministerial ^fts 
to convert the forest into a garden. The Apostles 
went from city to city, it is true, but they left con- 
verts when they removed their dwelling — they ordain- 
ed elders in every city, they taught men to do all 
things which the Lord commanded, they set up re- 
gular churches, and established the ordinances of 
grace, and proved that the Kingdom of God had 
come mth power. In our country, unhappily, in the 
'experiments we speak of, the interests of error and of 
sin have often been strengthened by the passing im- 
pression of one sabbath's service by the itinerant 
Presb3rterian or Congregationalist, rather than the 
body of Christ enlarged and edified. Influence is 
the growth of time; character, a matter of acquisi- 
tion. The minister who does not take his place 
among the daily operating causes of improvement, 
ought not to hope to be regarded with the affection 
which converts bear to their spiritual parent, and with 
the honour with which the Church militant and tri- 
umphant greet him who builds a resting place for the 
ark of the Lord. It is, therefore, with deliberate 
purpose, and after much observation, that this Socie- 
ty has resolved to employ, for the most part, only 
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those ministers who desire to settle, who go to their 
several locations with the devotion with which their 
brethren go upon a foreign mission with the inten- 
tion of being faithful unto death. Whether the im« 
dertaking be to build up a Church in city or village, 
or new peopling county, or on the frontier of the 
howiing wilderness, we desire that our missionaries 
should go, with a mind averse from change-spraying 
that God will enable them to hold fast what they 
gain, until a little one becomes a thousand, and a 
weak, one a strong nation. 

We know that this is oftentimes a severe trial of 
the faith and patience of God's servants ; it is often- 
times a searching test of their ministerial ability. 
He must be apt to teach, and be an example of the 
believers who can endure it : but the simple question 
with all who love Christ must be— ^Does the Lord 
require it P — Do the signs of the times demand it ? — 
We answer, positively, that they do. We say the 
Chi;rches in the West are languishing because of their 
often disappointed hopes ; that they now judge it al- 
most vain to seek to retain a minister who visits them to 
see their need, and returns with the continually repeat- 
ed story that something must be done for our bre- 
thren in the wilderness. It is better that young men 
should not go at all, better that they should be with- 
out the advantage of their wandering circuit, than 
that their consciences should be obtuse to the appeal, 
the call, the command which a feeble church in Illi- 
nois, Indiana, or Missouri, may urge why he should 
stay and minister to their necessities. We know 
that such a call is a summons, a process towards 
a judgment which no right-minded Christian minis- 
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ter can lightly pass over. We rejoice in the hope 
that there are many of the offspring of our Education 
Societies and Theological Seminaries, who already 
feel, who are about to eye, who are soon, by the. 
grace of God, to relieve the necessities of the perish- 
ing myriads of our countrymen. 

There is another topic in this connexion not un* 
worthy of a word* The permanent plan we pur- 
sue will cast out some pretended ministers of 
Christ, who have done vast injury in the dark cor- 
ners of our land. It is fearful to think of the pro- 
faneness which will allow men with everlasting re- 
sponsibilities, to be openly immoral in one place, and 
to assume in another place the character of the ser- 
vant of Christ. But some such there are. Let us 
fill the counties and towns with settled ministers^ 
and we shall have done with these wandering stars, 
to whom is reserved the blackness of darkness for 
ever. 

The large demands on our treasury, which the 
grants of the preceding year authorized, falling in 
about equal proportions in the several months, 
created considerable embarrassment during the past 
summer. There are seasons when it is difficult to 
obtiun money in this metropolis, when those who live 
in this seat of our action are scattered, and an appeal 
for help will be almost in vain. Calculations which 
were not realized, were made upon aid from the 
counties, near and distant, throughout the state. 
We know that if the society could have found suita- 
ble agents to go forth and collect money, we should 
have had many substantial proofs of the confidence 
which it inspires. Auxiliary societies, and even pri- 
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vate individuals, need the excitement of some such 
external cause to animate their interest in our efforts. 
The committee implore the guidance of God's good 
providence, that they may find such persons as they 
ought to engage in this service. With one or two 
exceptions, they have sought for them hitherto in 
vain. Until we have active and acceptable agents, 
who may visit congregations and individuals, report 
upon destitute spots, increase the sympathy of the 
Christians of a neighbourhood in favour of the de* 
solations which are at hand, and which they feel too 
little about, because their eyes are accustomed to the 
scene, the Society cannot flourish to the extent we 
desire* While unable formally to engage such per* 
sons, we respectfully suggest for the consideration c^ 
benevolent individuals, especially of ministers of the 
Gospel, whether they can do more acceptable service 
to our Lord and Saviour, than voluntarily to under* 
take this agency. If the sentiment were as general 
as it should be, that the profiting of one is the profit- 
ing of all in this matter ; that we are members one 
of another; that the duty is indispensable to send the 
Gospel to every creature, and to have it preached at 
home as well as abroad, the Society would need no 
othar agents than the sensation caused by these 
truths would produce, and the Executive Committee 
would then have the best pledge that the funds thus 
gathered, and afterwards distributed by a vote, accord- 
ing to the desire of the donors, are "well and savingly 
used. The opinion of a neighbourhood as to the mea- 
sure of the ability of a congregation, its growth, and the 
gifts of its minister, is an important element in our cal- 
culations. If the neighbourhood will give their money 
in aid of a feeble church near them, it will justify a 
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deference to their solicitations for further help from 
the general treasury. We hope that our ministers 
will be more alive to this great object. No agent 
can do much without their help ; their personal influ- 
ence may be vastly serviceable in this good cause. 

The City of New-York concentrates a large por- 
tion of the wealth and efficiency of the state ; it em- 
braces no inconsiderable part of the resources of our 
national Union ; and among its inhabitants the spirit of 
liberality is diffusing itself in vital and growing influen- 
ces.. We believe that they are prepared to bear a large 
share in the sacrifices which the mighty efforts of the 
church in this age to evangelize the nations, demand 
of all its members. But it is only reasonable that 
the offerings from other quarters of. the country should 
be such as to animate the friends of Zion here, that 
they may see that no party cause, no sectional feeling, 
no imaginary necessity urges the request that they 
give of their substance to buUd the temple of our com- 
mon Lord. The love of Christ, and the duty to for- 
ward the salvation of sinners, is the same in the moun- 
tains of Greene county and the plains of Genesee, 
and in the line of our opulent streets ; we hope that 
the coming year will continue to prove and to increase 
the proofs that the power of these motives never fail- 
eth. It will afford the Society no feeble argument to 
press their claim to a portion of the abundance which 
the Lord has given many Christians in this city, if 
Christians in the distant counties, and the very poor, 
out of their poverty, send their offerings with their 
prayers, to our aid. 

Such was the deficiency in our receipts several 
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months ago, that wc were obliged to announce it to 
the public with a most discouraging emphasis. We 
render thanks to God primarily, and secondly to 
those who were his instruments, that their gifts soon 
relieved us. We owe it in this place as an act of jus- 
tice to our Treasurer, Peter Hawes, Esq. to say, that 
in the various duties and solicitudes of his office, be 
has borne a burden for this year which deserves a 
grateful notice. 

The Society has no permanent fund ; it depends 
on the yearly, and we may say daily, offerings of its 
friends. We hope this fact will be remembered by 
all ; and we trust that more than as much as has been 
received this year will be given to meet the numerous 
claims upon the Society's beneficence. The discou- 
raging statements with respect to our treasury, wliich 
we were obliged to circulate in October last, prevented 
many applications for aid. One clergyman writes, 
that in the neighbourhood of Ithaca, no less than five 
or six churches might be built up by small dona- 
tions from us. None of these applications were sent 
to us, for the reason above specified. We regret it- 
For the committee have it to record, that in the pe- 
riod of the greatest depression, they never refused to 
grant any applications, well recommended, when it 
seemed probable that 50 or 100 dollars would settle a 
minister. No application has been rejected. For 
we could ^ not believe that Christians would permit 
such cases to be fairly stated to them, and not extend 
assistance. We hoped that our embarrassments would 
be succeeded by a time of more light; and we knew 
that it is only now and then, at auspicious moments, 
that the people of a town and church unite in (be 
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choice of a minister, and a readiness to bear the bur- 
den of three-fourths of his support. 

We have to express our thankfulness to God in be- 
half of t^ose churches which have retained the minis- 
try of the Gospel by our aid, which have been blessed 
with special seasons of refreshing from the presence 
of the Lord. Revivals of religion have taken place 
in many of the stations where our missionaries labour, 
as will be perceived by an inspection of the preceding 
list. Times bearing a happy resemblance to the day 
of Pentecost, have been brought around by Him who 
has all 4ime in his hand, and bestows the residue of 
the spirit. The spirit has been poured out ; the sons 
and daughters in the desolate places have prophesied, 
and the living influence of godliness has been seen. 
It is a sign of the time, and, like a beacon light on a 
mountcdn, a fact which signalises our country, diat 
these revivals of religion are granted by the Lord of 
the church with a frequency and force unknown on 
the continent from whence our fathers sprung. The 
Christian philosophers beyond the ocean delight to 
see, and are curious to inquire into these new facts 
in church history. They perceive the reasonableness 
of the conduct of a multitude who awake at once 
to the conviction that their character is, as the word 
of God declared it to be, that of enemies to God by 
works, and heirs of wrath. They confess^the wisdom 
of the course pursued by any multitude of awakened 
sinners, when ihey gather around the minister of Je- 
sus to inquire what they must do to be saved. They 
see the propriety of the effort to make the work 
general, and that a whole town should break off from 
aU other avocations to believe on the name of the Lord 
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Jesus Christ, aad make their calling and election sure. 
They acknowledge that these revivals have their war- 
rant in the intrinsic reasonableness of the things and 
the command of God, and their cause in the mighty 
and discriminating influence of the Holy Spirit, and 
they sent their gratulations over the waters to say, 
that such good news from a far country are better 
than odour from an earthly paradise. 

If this Society had nothing more to report this year 
than the revivals in Galen, in Lockport, in Orleans^ 
in Lowville, this anniversary would not be in vain, 
for our record is in Heaven. Fifty or one hundred 
souls washed, justified, sanctified, chosen vessels for 
the upper sanctuary, can contain throughout the ages 
of their endless duration, more life^ consciousness, 
and bliss, than all human beiqgs ever held from this 
time backward, to the moment when Adam first 
breathed. When we look behind us on the earth, 
we look at a beginning, when we look forward upon 
the soul's estate we look upon eternity. * 

What if these Ministers of God's truth had been 
left, as many desirous as themselves to be faithful 
have been left, to dig in the earth for sustenance be- 
cause there was no Domestic Missionary Society to 
relieve their unavoidable wants ? What would have 
been the amount of loss to the Church of Christ ? 
What if the people of these towns had been left with- 
out the Gospel because poor and disheartened, they 
could not support the servant of Christ ? what would 
have been the guilt upon us who are opulent in 
churches and ministers as in the means to help the 
destitute to the same blessings ? 
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If we will avoid the guilt, if we will show kind- 
ness to the souls of men, let as arise and be doing ; 
let as at once pray and be working, lest we betray 
obr Master, and the light that is in us become dark- 
ness. 

This committee would earnestly press upon the 
friends to the education of poor and pious youth for 
the Gospel ministry, and all who favour our Theolo- 
gical Seminaries, considerations suggested by the 
experience of this year. The need of Ministers, 
spirited, able, enlightened, is greater than most will 
believe who have taken only a cursory survey of the 
country. From intimate knowledge, we can name 
counties and towns on every hand which open sta- 
tions of vast importance. In our growing country, 
such young men are needed by hundreds. Along 
the line of the State Canal new towns are rising, 
on our lakes new ports opening, on the banks of our 
rivers new edifices of worship erected, the steeples 
of which show to the traveller the signals of want, not 
of supply. In some of our old counties, half the po- 
pulation is without the Gospel; the whole line of di- 
vision-between the States of New- York and Pennsyl- 
vania is one vast waste — the State of Vermont even, 
is scarcely more than one half supplied. Indeed we 
have but to run through the old States on the sea- 
board, from this city to St. Mary's, to say the same 
of them all. Ohio ought to have a hundred ministers 
to settle at once. Michigan is opening a field for do- 
mestic missions, fertile as its own fallow ground. 
That territory contains, probably, 14,000 inhabi- 
tants, and but one Presbyterian Minister, who is our 
Missionary. The State of Indiana contains 1 70,000, 
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and but 79 preachers of all kinds. The St. Louis 
Presbytery has but 5 ordained Clergymen and one 
Licentiate, with 1 8 churches under its care, and ex- 
tends over a country almost 300 miles square, and 
embraces a population of 160,000. 

Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, Louisiana, with the states 
which are clustering fast upon our Union, by which a 
mass of human beings are to be consolidated from the 
Mississippi to the Pacific, into one scene of life, 
and duty, and responsibility — all call loudly for the 
authentic embassage of peace from the lips of the 
well-instructed and duly authorised heraid of * the 
Cross. Upon that scene of life which the patriot 
prophet dwells on, the Gospel must triumph, the 
Christian Prophet expatiate, the Son of God rule, 
else all that we hold dear for this world, and all we 
hope for in the next are endangered. The poKtical 
destiny of our native and loved land are soon to be 
gathered up from the whole surface of this northern 
continent ; the old states are to be weighed in the 
balance with their vigorous offspring ; the elements 
of dominion are to rise from universal suffrage from 
this vast territory — and if we do not endeavour to im- 
pregnate the seeds of empire with divine life, if we 
do not circulate the Gospel in the families which are to 
expand into this general government, out of a cloud not 
larger than our hand, may come a mist thick enough 
to obscure the sun, and a tempest fierce enough to 
shatter and submerge the precious institutions of our 
Republic 

The Church has an interest in these republican in- 
stitutions dearer than infidels have confessed. If the 
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Gospel had not been here when they were set up, 
they conM not have existed ; nor will they continue to 
enst if the Gospel do not propagate itself whare the 
precious right of self-goveriunent is to be confided to 
a people. At our present ratio of increase, we are to 
be in 1 850, twenty-two millions of people ; and in 
1875, forty-four millions. Let any man calculate 
what ought to be the ratio in the increase of the mi- 
nisters which the Church should train for this teem- 
ing population. Let the thrilling question pass from 
one watchman of Israel to another, until it reach eve- 
ry one who can bring help to the cause of the Lord : 
'where are the forty-four thousand Ministers of the 
Gospel to come from who in fifty years hence are to 
supply the forty-four millions of our countrymen ? 

The influence of such a society as our's upon the set- 
tlement of ministers, is a point so obvious and im- 
portant that we will not swell this report by farther 
illustrations. 

The wants of thp new states have affected the com- 
mittee so deeply, that two thousand dollars have been 
appropriated to aid the people to obtain the Gospel. 
Several young men of promise and devoted piety, are 
nearly prepared to go out to labour in those regions. 
That we ought to have a large fund collected in 
the Atlantic States for this object, is evident : it 
is duty, it is charity. Let the aid be granted accord- 
ing to the plan which experience commends, in sums 
of one hundred dollars for twelve months to churches 
which will do their utmost, and soon counties and 
towns will be evangelized, permanent auxiliaries cre- 
ated, and fire be carried from altar to altar, until it 
burn on the shore of the western ocean. 
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The committee conclude this report of their annu- 
al labours and success with the renewed expression 
of their decided conviction that this Soci/^ty will grow 
and cast forth its healing leaves for many generations, 
because the Lord has plsmted and watered it. By 
whose hands it is to be preserved and guarded, is 
among the inscrutable mysteries of Providence. Its 
present friends are urged to do their best now, in view 
of the fact that the time of their departure approaches. 
GuysbertB. Vroom, Esq. a member of this committee, 
since the last anniversary has been called to account for 
his stewardship. We love his memory, we revere his 
excellence, we enter on record our testimony of it, 
having a singular and blessed assurance in his case; 
that we do but transcribe the records of the Lamb's 
Book of Life, when we rejoice that he is gone with- 
in the gates into the city, and is a pillar in the spiritual 
temple for ever. 

But in whatever degree we may be permitted to 
have in future an agency in these domestic mission- 
ary operations, we know that the ' cause is of God, 
and it shall prosper. The waters of life for which 
we are digging channels, issue out towards the West 
country, and go down into the desert — every thing that 
liveth, which mtyoeth whithersoever the rivers shall comcj 
shall live*

REPORT OF THE AGENCY OF GENEVA,' TO THE DNITEB 
DOMESTIC MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

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Our engigements now unpaid, and which will fall due in the courM of 
the year, amount to ^475, which we thinic we iball be able to meet with- 
out calling upon the Parent Society. 

In Auguat last, on theTecommeodation of the Rer. J. Richaids, D.D., 
Solomon Stephens, a licentiate of the Presbytery nf Cayuga, was ap- 
pointed to labour for one year in the second Church in Qenoa. Tliis 
church was organiud in IS3I, and consisted of thirty-eight members. 
The spirit of God had visited them, and twelve were added to their 
numhers. A more than usual attention existed at the period of bis ap- 
pointment. The congregation were willing to exert their own abili^, 
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and pledged themselves to pay |300. To this we added 1100, and Mr. 
Stephens has since been engaged in ministerial labours. No regular ac- 
count has been received. 

In Nov. last, the Rev. Linus North was appointed to labour for six 
months in the south part of Williamson. The people agree to pay him 
5225 principally in produce. We have promised ^50 for six months, 
and if circumstances should warrant the appropriation, we shall add #50 
for the remainder of the year. An effort is making to obtain ftmds to 
build a meeting-house. Mr. North found the church inactive, and the 
society unorganized. The congregation is now oi^nised accordbc to 
law. A few hopeful conversions have taken place. One was added to 
the church in January, and two more are expected to uiute in about a 
fortnight, and three or four by certificate. Several are anxious. These 
things, says Mr. North, strengthen my hands in the work^ and as the 
Lord is pleased to smile upon its efforts, your society will be encoii" 
raged to continue its liberality. 

Kev. Jeptha Pool was appointed in Dec. last, 1823, to labour for one 
year in the towns of Ira and Cato. During the period in wfai^ he ful- 
filled his mission, something has been done to promote the cause of 
Christ, thouch he complains of general stupiditT. A meetiog-hoose has 
been erected in Ira, and is in progress toward completion. Sabbatlb- 
schools have been established. Four hare been received to the church 
by certificate, and seven by examination. At the date of his last report 
four or five persons have been impressed with a deep aeoM of elemd 
thinss. 

The Rev. William Page, who formerly laboured at Fredoma, in the 
county of Chatauque, in the service of this society, returned to that 
place in May last. He was affectionately received, and appears to baTe 
been actively engaged in the work of the ministry. The vlluge is increas- 
ing. Three have been added to the church, and five or six more at 
least were ^expected at the communion in January. He receives from 
us $50 for one year's service. 

The Rev. Ira Dunning has laboured for one year, endmg in December, 
in the service' of the Society, in the town of Cold Spring, in the county 
of Cataraucus. The additions to the church have been small. An un- 
fortunate oivision respecting the location of a meeting-house, has di- 
minished the effects which were hoped from his labours. The house 
has been built, and by the interference of the presbytery, the troubles 
are apparently quieted, and the prospects of the Society improved. 
Under present circumstances, we have declined affording further aid to 
this congregation. 

In our last Report, an account of the labours of the Rev. Mr. Hurd in 
Covington and Bethany, for six months, was given. In his report for 
July last, while he remarks, that but few tremble in view of their dan- 
ger, as sinners, be adds, we have one instance of hopeful converskm ; 
we have had the pleasure to find, that the hope which was indulgcdi 
could bear the test of the trying hour. She nas since died in the tri- 
umph of faith.* During the year ending in November, fourteen had 
been added to the church^leven by certificate, and three on examin»* 



^ * If this were tbe only instance of good produced by tbe instnimontalily of this So- 
ciety, stiij to gild with hope tbe last hours of this dyiiw female, lo cbe«r, with the trr- 
umph of faith, the a^nies of dissolution, to prepare her for the soeie^ and soogs of 
heaven, wera a rich reward for all its expenses and all its labour. 
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tion. From a small number who prayed la their families, there is now 
a general attention to this duty among professors. From a church 
broken and scattered, they now hold a respectable standing. Though 
there baa been no general out-pouring of the spirit, there has been a 
Tery great religious alteration in the society. 

It was replied to an application for a continuance of aid to this con* 
gregatjon, that the object of the Society was to provide for the ptrmO' 
neni preaching of the gospel. That if by erecting a meeting-bouse, 
tiiey would give us ground to believe that tbey would soon have strength 
to sustain themselves, we should grant them J[100 for the ensuing year. 

By a recent letter, we are informed that ft 5 80 have been subscribed 
for a meeting-house which they intend to erect and enclose this season, 
and finish the next There is an unusual attention to religion in the 
north part of the town, and in the towns adjoining. A number have ob- 
tained the hope of passing from death to lite. 

Applications bavine been made for Holly, a promising village upon the 
Canal, in the town of Murray. We sent Mr. Pidgeon, who had been 
formerly employed by the Society. He laboured but four weeks, and 
was succeeded by the Rev. B. Bailey of the Presbytery of Geneva. He 
laboured for three months. The people of Holly have since employed 
a Mr. Morgan, who has laboured with them the remainder of the year. 
Mr. Pidgeoo, one of the missionaries, writes, " the meetings here are full, 
and the prospect is, that if they are favoured with the stated ordinan* 
ces of the gospel, they will soon be able to support a clergyman with- 
out assistance.'' 

China and Concord are situated in the south west part of the state, 
and are able together to raise |d50. We have engaged, on the part of 
the Society, to pay the Rev. Mr. Ingals |[50 for one year's service. He 
baa been labouring in these two places since October, but has given us 
no account of his efforts and success. 

lo May last, Rev. S. V. Barnes was appointed to labour for one year 
in the Church at Parma, to receive from us |75 for his services. During 
tiie summer the congregation has erected a house of worship. By the 
last communication with Mr. Barnes, which is not recent, tk^t had been 
added to the Church, and ten or twelve more were expected to unite 
with It at the approaching communion. 

The people m Fayette have, the past season, constituted a church and 
congregation. They have by a great effort built a meeting house^ We 
have promised ^100 to aid them in supporting Rev. Mr. Flagler. He 
2ms recently commenced his labours. We are well acquainted with this 
filaee, and reel fully confident that this appropriation is judicious. 

Yon wfil perceive, on receiving our report, that in the course of the 
year ten Missionaries have been in our employment for some portion of 
the time, or for the whole ; the reports are imperfect, but from the 
numbers mentioned of those who have been added to the Church, pro- 
bably as many as fifty persons under their care have been received to 
the eommunioii on examination. On the ground occupied by them, 
/our meeting houses have been built, and a large subscription is already 
made for a fifth. This is but a small part of the good which results from 
these efforts. It extends to the increase of knowledge, the improvement 
of morals, to the elevation of character of many, who at a future period 
may become heirs of salvation. It extends its influence on every side 
of a constituted church, and will reach to many generations. The plan 
of the society is simple, but from our own expenence we are convinced 
of its efficacy, that it merits a large share of the donations of Christians, 
and that it enjoys and will enjoy the blessing of Heaven. 
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I have just received a letter from Rev. Mr. Danning, at Cold 
Spring, which states that the congregation have settled their difficulties ; 
that at this time every thing' is quiet; that an attention to religion is 
excited ; that there are now nine or ten, of whom a hope is entertained 
that they have experienced a change of heart. Meetings are better at- 
tended, and those for conference and prayer are frequent. An attempt 
is making to establish an auxiliary tract Society for the county, which 
IB this new country must be peculiarly useful. They earnestly entreat 
aid. If we had the means, we should, I think, grant them $100 : but 
from our engagements we must refer the application to you. 

I shall continue my subscription to the Society of |100 for the next 
year,

nonary Society, 

The Rev. Samuel W. Brace received an appointment from this 
Agency, commencing the first of March, 1 8S4, to laboiu* in the Second 
Presbyterian Society in Utica, for the term of one year. One hundred 
and seventy-five dollars were appropriated toward his support He has 
fulfilled this appointment, and his labours have been eminently useful id 
said society. It is believed that this infant Church and Society will 
soon be able to support a pastor, and that the time is not distant wheo 
they will cheerfully aid in imparting that assistance to other public So- 
cieties which they have gratefully received. 

The board have granted liberty to the Auxiliary Society at Hollagid 
Patent, to appropriate all their funds the present year to the support of 
the Rev. William Goodel, pastor of the church in that place. 

The Rev. Eli Burcbard has spent eleven and a half weeks io forming 
Societies auxiliary to the Domestic Missionary Society. 

The Board have voted one hundred dollars to the Presbyterian So- 
ciety in Russia, upon condition that they would supply themselves with 
regular preaching for the term of one year, and the Kev. John Waters 
has been employed by them in consequence of this pledge. 

Rev. Abner Towne has been appointed to labour one ' year in tiia 
Presbyterian Society io Litchfield, commencing the first of March, 1824, 
and one hundred dol(ars were appropriated to said Society toward hia 
support He has fulfilled this appointment. His labours have been 
useful, and he has received a call to settle with them as their pastor, upon 
the expectation that the United Domestic Missionary Society wtU con- 
tinue, mr a time, to grant them some assistance. 

July 12, I8fi4, The Board voted to grant fifty dolhirs to the Society in 
Ellisburg, towara the support of Rev. Jedediah Burcbard for the tern of 
one year. No report has been received from Mr. Burcbard. 

August, 1824. Twenty dollars were appropriated to the Society in 
Lee, toward the support of Rev. Chester Long, provided the Aux- 
lliarjr Society in that place would raise the same sum. 

Smce the last annual meeting of vour Society reports have been re* 
ceived from the following persons, who were previously appointed to la- 
bour io the service of this agency. 

Rev. Josiah Moulton, who had received an appointment to pnsach one 
year io the towns of Constantia and Cicer«s has forwarded a report of 
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hia labours, from which it appears that he has faithfoUy discharged tho 
duties assigned him. 

Rev. Wm. B. Stowe, who received an appointment to preach one Tear 
in Alexandria, has fulfilled his appointment, and we trust his labours havo 
been useful. 

Rev. Mr. Nash, who was appointed to preach one year in Orleans, has 
reported that he has fulfilled the appointment, and from his report, we 
doubt not he has laboured with becoming diligence and zeal, and that he 
has not laboured in vain. 

Rev. Charles Johnston, who was appointed to preach one year in Sul- 
livan, has fulfilled his appointment, and the Society have expressed their 
gratitude for the assistance they have received from this Society, and 
have earnestly solicited further aid in the support of Mr. Johnston. 



Report of the NeuhYork United Female Miisumary Society , 

As an Auxiliary Society, it must be evident to all, that your manacem 
have little to present in form of a Report. During the past year fSOO 
have been collected and paid over to the Parent Institution : to the Re- 
port and publications of which, we would refer you, to acquaint your- 
selves with the manner in which it has been expended. 

The design of this Society is, we think, one calculated to excite feel- 
ings of the liveliest interest and most cordial co-operation. To the bene- 
viSent heart, which expands with kindness and good-will to all — which 
can rejoice in the welfare, and knows to feel for suffering humanity, 
what more grateful than to be instrumental in promoting the one— of 
removing or alleviating the other ? And In what manner can this bene- 
volent feeling be so fully exemplified, as in selecting suitable obiects, and 
directing our efibrts to the best, the dearest interests of our fellow-heirs 
of immortality^ 

True, we are not called npon to relinquish the comforts of home and 
civilized life for the perils of the wilderness, or the habitations of cruelly ; 
but, may we therefore, can we (if the love of Jesus predominates in our 
hearts) remain passive, while every spirit should oe wrestling at the 
throne of grace, and every hand be active ? — surely not.

Report of the JiuxUiary Society of Clinton^ Oneida County, 

It b with unusual emotions of gratitude to Qodf and of pleasure in 
the work which he has assigoed them, that your Directors offer the pre* 
sent brief Report They lyould heartily congratulate their beloved 
fellow-members of this society, not only on the increasing prosperity 
and favourable prospects of this little institution, but also on the in- 
creasing influence amongst ourseUes of that blessed gospel which we, 
in our small way, are endeavouring to extend to the destitute. No e%^ 
presaions of thanks and praise, which can be made by human tongues, 
we are persuaded, can adequately represent the new emotions of jo^ 
and heavenly pleasure which have been experienced since ojor teat meet- 
ing by many in this neighbourhood. The Lord has been pleased, in 
his sovereign pleasure and tender mercy, "to rain down a rain of 
^Ehteousness,'' and to refresh and gladden this part of the hUl of Zion. 
We Indulge the hope that these mercy-drops are only the prelude to a 
more abundant riiower of heavenly influence. But from wnat our eyes 
have eiready seen, and our ears have heard, we have much mason to 
say, "the Lord hath done great things for us, whereof we are glad." 
mthout attributing to your benevolent exertions, in time past, any merit 
in the sight of God, there b no small reason to believe that these visitn- 
tions of the spirit are a return for the gospel blessings which you liave 
been instrumental of conveying to others. Indeed, it would be ungrate 
fol not to acknowledge it as a fulfllment of God's promise, " The liberal 
soul shall be made fat, and he that watereth, shall be watered also him- 
self." Why should not thb consideration greatly animate us? What 
hotter return could we wiah of what b lent to the Lord, than that of the 
effusions of his Holy Spirit and an increased efficacy of the gospel 
amongst ourselves. With r^ard to the obiect of thb Society, your 
Directors are of opfaiion that it never has called more loudly for the ex- 
ertions of Christian benevolence. It b a fact, somewhat notorious, that 
whibt ministers are very few in number, compared with Che wants of the 
•destitutey there are actually many in our populous settlements almost 
oat of emplovmeot — Not becanse there are no plaoes where tiiey- etm 
ivanted, but because thev have not means to support them in poor and 
destitute settlements, and Uie funds of our missionary societies are whol- 
ly drained. Nor does thb evil confine itself to the temporary suffering 
or privation of those wlio are at present destitute, but its tendency win 
be to decrease the number of ministers which is now alarmingly small, 
and to disooura^ valuable voung men from engagiog in tins employe 
ment And this is not all. These waste places will be increasing in tlieir 
axteat, and degenerating more and more towards tlie lowest state of mo- 
ral degradation, of barbarity, irreligion, and heathenism. Having tliese 
things before us, the path of duty is pbin. Our aseended Saviour b 
calling more loadly for our services in maintaining fans cause, and pio^ 
motbg more extensively hb blessed and glorious kingdom*

The Board of Directors of the Missioaary Society for the county of 
lUnsselaer, congratulate the members on the return of another anoi- 
Tersary; and submit, as the constitutioD requires, the Second Annual 
Report. 

It is a matter of deep regret to the Board, that the history of their 
transactions during the year which now closes, does not present as 
manj interesting fscts to cheer and encourage the hearts of the friends 
of tnb cause, as were furnished at the last annual meeting. This is, 
however, to be attributed principally to circumstances over which they 
could have no control, and not, they would confidently trust, to any di- 
minution of zeal in the missionary cause, or to any want of conviction, 
that the continued operations of this Society are necessary to the so* 
cial, moral* and religious welfare of the county. Indeed, at every step 
of Uieir progress, the field of labour appears to widen before them, and 
the more they leieurn of the actual state of thb relieion, the more firm 
and settled is their persuasion, that something ought to be done for its 
spiritual cultivation and improvement « • • • • 

The factories in the out wards of this city, which have been the fields 
of former labour, and the scenes of former success, have not been over- 
looked in the arrangements of the Board during the current year. Some 
miasionary service has been performed at those places by Mr. Hoy I, in 
pursuance of stipulations entered into at a former period ; but the amount 
of this service cannot be stated, as oeculiar circumstances have prevent* 
ed his making a report to the BoarcL But in this interesting ana encou- 
raging field the Directors have attempted more than the wise and 
9Qverejgn providence of God has permitted and enabled them to accoBx- 
plish, jSarly in October last, preliminary steps were taken to make an 
arrangement, in conjunction with the inhabitants of these two places, to 
continue Mr. Hoyt m their service and that of the Society for the term 
of six mooUis. But the Board are sorry to state, that the arrangement 
has totally failed, from the severe and protracted ill health of Mr. H« 
This is an affliction which is deeply felt by many. — He was extensively 
blessed in this sphere of missionary labour, during the last year — thi^ 
people had become warmly attached to him — and were ready to mdce 
any effort in their power, or any sacrifice compatible wiUi their situation, 
for the continuation of his ministrations among them. But this is an 
act of God, and to his appointments creatures ought cheerfully to sub- 
mit-«<* It is the Lord, let him do what seemeth to him good." 
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Some ehang^ have taken place in the countf , as a field of mu* 
stonary labour, sinee the last annual meeting of this Societj, which ought 
to be noticed by the Board. Some of these demonstrate the progress 
of that cause in which we have embarked, and others admoniso us of 
the immense and mighty work yet to be performed. At Schagh^coke 
Point a minister of the gospel was settled, under auspicious circum- 
stances during the last summer. This is their first Pastor, though a 
church has been omnized, and an edifice for public worship erectedf 
for many Tears. The congregation raise a competent salary for the 
support of their clergyman without any assistance from abroiMi. The 
town of Hoosick presents, at this time, an encouracing and cheeriog 
prospect. A church was organized in that place in the month of Janu- 
ary last, and a society formed according to the prorisions of an existing 
statute of the state, for the maintenance of public worship. They now 
raise for the support of the ministry hve hundred dollars among them- 
selves, and receive one hundred dollars from the United Domes! ie llli». 
«ionary Society. It is to be expected that, after the present year, they 
win be both able and willing to furnish an adequate and permanent sop- 
|M>rt for a clergyman among themselves. The inhabitants of the viHage 
of Greenbush enioy, at present, the stated means of instruction through 
tile assistance which they receive from the parent institution. There is 
a prospect that a church will soon be organized, and a hope is enter- 
tained that a Pastor may be settled without much delay. The popula- 
tion is sufficient to furnish a respectable congregation, and an increasing 
conviction is felt of the necessity and importance of gospel institutions. 

The Board of Directors have had under their consideration, for some 
time pasty a proposition for a more close and intimate connection of this 
Society with the parent Institution. This measure is recommended by 
many and weighty considerations. United is always the moBt potoerfvl 
and effieUnt action. One great Society, of which all the others which 
are engaged in the same blessed work shall form constituent and sub- 
ordinate members, is, no doubt, calculated to make upon the public 
mind a deeper and more extensive impression than could be made if 
the same Society were divided into a multitude of small and indepen- 
dent bodies. The annual reports of such a Society, exhibiting a state- 
ment of the monies received and expended — of the labours performed — 
and of the success with which prudent and persevering efforts have been 
crowned, would present, at a single view, every thing which is achieved 
in this department of christian enterprise. On this principle, a national 
Bible Socixtt has already established, upon a sure basis, its own cha- 
racter in our country. Ana on the same prihciple, a National TVaet iSb- 
ctefy, and a National Institution for Foreign Missions^ and anotiier of the 
same character for DomesKc Misaions^ are recommended by every dic- 
tate of Christian policy and experience. A correspondence between the 
Secretary of the United Domestic Missionary Society and the Secre- 
tarr of this society, on the subject of the proposed union, will be laid 
berore the members in the proper place. 

Andther subject which claims the attention of this Society, and which 
must be matured and carried into effect by a future board oi Directors, is 
some efficient plan for the increase of our funds. In the present state 
of the treasury, the Society can do but littie, because their means are 
circumscribed. There is, however, no reason for discouragement. In 
tile business of collectingfunds, every thing has been effeded which has 
fteen fairly undertaken. The Society, there is reason to believe, hi^ the 
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approbation and confidence of those who understand its character and 
objects. But it is not sufBciently known. It has been kept too much in 
a corner. It has not made its appeals loud, and powerful, and solemn, as 
it ought to have done to the public ear. It has been hardly heard of in 
the country. If proper means were employed to explore the country by 
an active and persevering agent, for the purpose of procuring subscribers 
and life- members — and of forming associations, on judicious plans, there 
b but little doubt that our resources might be doubled in the course of 
the ensuing year. — This business ought to be attemuted, and must be at- 
tempted, or the Society will gradually languish, ana finally expire. 

From the Report of the Treasurer it appears that the sum of 291 dol- 
lars and 92 cents has been received during the current year, which with 
the sum of 27 dollars and 86 cents, the imlance in the treasury at the 
close of the last year, make the sura of 319 dollars and 78 cents. The 
expenditures have been 151 dollars aiTd 65 cents, leaving at this time in 
the treasury a balance of 168 dollars and IS cents. 

With full confidence in the importance and utility of the work which 
they have undertaken, and with numble and implicit reliance upon the 
blessing of God to give efllcacy to the employment of the appointed 
means for the diffusion of light and salvation, the Board of Directors 
would encourage one another and the members of this Society^ to press 
forward in this labour of love — knowing that we shall in due time reap, 
if we faint not. 



DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 
The United Domestic Missionary Society have selected the New- 
York Observer as the channel through which they will address their 
auxiliary societies, subscribers, and the friends of the Church in general. 
The half-sheet which has been formerly published and gratuitously cir- 
culsted, will be discontinued in future. We give below extracts from 
the recent correspondence. 

A FLEA FOR MISSOURI AZVO ILLINOIS. 

^ The Rev. Charles S. Robinson, a missionary of the Society, stationed 
at St Charles, in Missouri, writes to the Corresponding Secretary, under 
date of the 9d of November, as follows. We hope that his voice will 
reach the hearts of all who read his communication, and excite compas* 
Sion for our destitute brethren in the west. 

** It is with much pleasure I acknowledge the receipt of your friendly 
and affectionate letter of July 1 6th. -» Little can you imagine my feelings 
in view of the tender regard which the Society have always manifested 
toward me, and their anxiety for the eternal welfare of the people in this 
destitute region. For years I have appeared to labour almost in vain. This 
has often filled my mind with gloom, and led me to conclude the Lord 
bad nothing for me to do ** in these goings down of the sun." My 
earthly prospects, in regard to the support of my family, were also ex- 
ceedingly discouraging. But, thanks to God, my temporal wants have 
been in many instances so providentially supplied, that I ought never to 
distrust the goodness of a divine Providence. In regard to religion, I 
am happv to say the prospect is encouraging.. There is an unusual de- 
sire for the word of life in this section of the country. I could not an- 
swer onehalf of the calls, were I to preach every day Jbr months. It 
now becomes painful to inform the people in many settlements I cannot

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visit them, especially those that send over the Macedonian cry from the 
State of Illinois. I think the field in this part of our land is ript'ning Tor 
the harvest But where are the labourers ? In my last letter I informed 
you there was some seriousness in Dardennes settlement. The stiU 
small voice of the Spirit continues to operate there ; as many as twelve 
or fourteen white persons have become hopefully pious, and twenty or 
thirty blacks, since last spring, and several more are under serious im- 

pressi()ns. 

" The divine sovereignty has been most clearly manifested in some of 
these hopeful converts. Several exceedingly profane, intemperate, and 
obdurate sinners have been brought to bow at the foot of the cross, and 
humbly to cry for mercy. Five beads of families are rejoicing in hope, 
and Christians appear to be engaged in the good work. I have preach- 
ed one half of my time in this congregation the summer past, ana visited 
from house to house. You may recollect that your unworthy mission- 
ary was the instrument in organizing this infant church. O! how grate- 
ful should we be, that we are permitted, under God, to become the 
heralds of salvation to precious souls; never, no, never will you be able 
to trace the good your charities have done in Dardennes settlement, 
until the church militant is lost in the church triumphant. Under the 
direction of a wise providence, you may here have laid the foundation 
for the conversion of thousands of souls. How pleasing and animating 
the thought ! Who, with the benevolent feelings of the Gospel, but would 
wish to bear some humble part in the great and good work of feeding 
the lambs of Christ's flock in the wilderness, and of pointing the wander- 
ing sinner the way to eternal life ? 

*^ In the settlements above Dardennes, which I have occasionally visit- 
ed, some have lately become hopefully pious. Our Methodist, Baptist, 
and Cumberland brethren have little societies in most of those settle- 
ments. Yet in Montgomery and Lincoln counties, immediately above 
this, there are a number of scattered Presbyterians. But they are so 
far removed from each other, that it is difficult to organize them into- a 
church. Had I more time to visit them, I think one or two little churches 
might be gathered. But the county of St Charles demands ray whole 
time. Yet if the season will admit, I think I shall visit a small neigh- 
bourhood in Montgomery county, and receive two old people as mem- 
bers of the Dardennes church, upon the profession of their faith, and 
administer the sacrament to them, agreeably to their reouest TheT 
were originally from the State of Massachusetts — are eignty years old. 
When I visited them a few weeks ago, they wept like children — talked 
like sincere Christians, and felt as though it was their bounden duty to 
profess Christ before men. Their son, who had become* an infidel, I 
left deeply affected. May the Lord bring him to unfeigned repentance. 

"In St Charles, the fourth Sabbath of last month was a solemn and in- 
teresting day. Four females, who were heads of families, came forward 
to unite with the church in commemorating the dying love of the Sa- 
viour, upon the profession of their faith ; three of whom were baptized. 
Thus, I suppose, 40 or 50 have become hopefully pious in this region. 

" The two elders of St. Charles' church have been very useful in en- 
couraging and superintending the Sunday school, which I suppose is 
the most regular and important school of the kind in the state. The 
Female Benevolent Society in this place have been the patrons of it for 
five years. We labour under a very great inconvenience for want of a 
suitable house for public worship in the winter. When the people .will 
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be able to build a regular meeting house the Lord only knows. Pecu- 
niary embarrassments suppress all hope of the kind for years. 

" From my knowledge of the western country, I am decidedly of the 
opinion that the present is a very favourahle opportunity for missionary 
enorts. And I exceedingly regret that this destitute region finds so few 
friends in the eastern states. Surely something must be wrong in our 
system of missions. Js it said the states of Missouri and Illinois are not 
disposed to encourage the preaching of the Qospel ? Is this an argument 
why they should be neglected? Will this ne^ect create a desire for the 
Gospel ? If none should have preaching but those who are willing to 
support it, why send missionaries to the Indians, and the heathen of 
other climes ? And why did Paul leave the land of Judea ? And why 
did Christ command, ^^ Go into all the world and preach the Gospel to 
CTcry creature ?" 

^* But are the settlements and infant churches in the west, that are ex- 
ceedingly anxious for the preaching of the Gospel, to be neglected be- 
cause they are unable to support it ? Shall their inability palsy the arm 
of benevolence ? Because a man is unable to feed himself, does huma- 
nity say, let him starve? And upon what page of the sacred volume 
shall we find, the poor shall not have the Gospel preached to them ? Id 
the bestowment of our charities, are we bound to overlook the spiritual 
wants of our children and perishing neighbours? Far be it from me to 
condemn the efibrts that are making for the universal spread of the Ck)s- 
pel. Yet I do not think domestic missions receive that support which 
thev reasonably claim, and the Gospel requires. 

"1 also think there is a radical defect in most of our domestic mission- 
ary societies. Every minister is not qualified for a missionary. The 
idea that men of ordinary talents can do more good in a new country 
than in an old one, is altogether incorrect. The Holy Spirit was pleased 
to make use of a Paul as the chief Apostle among the Gentiles. But I 
refer more particularly tb those societies that send out missionaries for 
only a few months. Ordinarily speaking, the money given to support 
them is lost. By the time they have entered their field, and have be- 
come so acquainted with the habits of the people^ that they are qualified 
for usefulness, their term of service expires. No missionary succeeds 
them for years, and all good impressions are effaced. Thousands and 
thousands of dollars have been actually thrown away for want of more 
systematic efforts. The funds of small societies, I think« might be more 
usefully employed by becoming auxiliary to a parent institution. The 
experience of six years has fully convinced me that it does compara- 
tively 00 good for a missionary to ride through a new country but once. 

" Every missionary should have a definite field, and should be employ- 
ed for at least a year, unless he is residing upon missionary ground. And, 
indeed, much care should be taken to select those men that are willing 
to enlist for life, if there is a prospect of their being useful. Those that 
go among the heathen go for life, and it is a wise regulation. Domestic 
missionaries should have the same spirit and zeal. It is truly a strange 
anomaly, that missionaries should be willing to die in heathen lands for 
the cause of Christ, and none willing to die to promote the same glorious 
cause ID their own. Is there no dc^ct here ? 1 have been led to make 
these remarks, because for six years past not a missionary that has 
visited these western states could be persuaded to locate himself in this 
field of usefulness. Several settlements and infant churches used their 
efforts to retain them, but all was in vain ; it was too great a sacrifice to 
live in a new country, or the support that was offered them was not suffi-

cient This has disaffected many against eastern missionaries, and bfwn 
of no small injury to many churches. 

** Had domestic missions been as popular and as well regulated as fo- 
reign missions, some of these young men might have tarried with as. 
Surely a new impulse roust he given to missions, -and some new mode of 
operation adopted, or the western part of our country must be given up 
to the enemy. 

** Brethren, is there no redeemini: spirit ? Can Aothing be done? Must 
our infant churches cry in vain ? Will you not plead our cause ? I know 
you sympathize with us, and are ready to lend all the aid in your power. 

*' May the Lord ever bless your labours of love, and make your society 
ihe instrument of converting myriads of souls. 



Candiiion oflke Churches in JmUoml 

The Rev. Isaac Keed, a missionary stationed at a place called the 

Cottage of Peace, in Indiana, writes under date of the £9th of September 

as follows : 

<* The moment that I knew by a copy of its constitution that your so* 
ciety was formed, I anticipated from its operations the happiest results. 
I knew, sir, (for it is my native state,) that the character of your citizens 
b a character of activity and enterprise. And I knew that where the 
heart is sanctified by Ood with his truth, the activity and the enterprise 
of this character are converted to Religion. I have seen it in some of 
the happiest forms in which 1 have ever seen it, in your favoured state. 
I am now seven years from it, for the sake of the Gospel in the west, 
my heart is there still. I love her institutions of benevolence, and your^s 
in particular. I am happy to find the executive committee direct you to 
say in answer to my letter, that they '^ feel very desirous to aid in con- 
verting the waste places of Indiana into a fruitful field." I anticipate the 
time when I shall have the pleasure of lodging for a night in the Uottage 
of Peace one or more of your missionaries. The waste places are many, 
and they are waiie. But they have the seeds and buddings of fruitful- 
ness. And theytieed but cultivation and attention with the Divine 
blessing to make them bring forth much fruit. In a late tour near the 
Wabash River, I had a sacramental meeting in onp of our small vacant 
churches, the first time it had ever had the communion, (though organ- 
ized near two years ago,) where our meeting was in a sugar tree crove. 
Communicants from seven Presbyterian churches sat down at the Lord's 
table, whilst myself, ai)d another minister, who like me had travelled 
near 80 miles to supply them, administered. Some of the communi- 
cants had rode a full day's ride, and some near two day's ride, to attend 
the meeting; several now partook of the sacrament for the first time 
since their removal to Indiana, and some of these had been six, and 
others three and four years in the state. Six of the seven churches are 
vacant: the largest has thirty-eight members, and the least nine. I have 
never seen people more apparently desirous of, and thankful for, sop^ 
plies than they are. We have, sir, in a distance of 95 miles in lengtn, 
six churches formed, near the Wabash River, above Vincennes, and not 
a pastor ; no, sir, not even a stated supply to feed one of them. I have 
been three times amon^ them this season, and administered the sacra- 
ment four times : constituted one church, and received seventeen per- 
^ns to the communion in these churches. One pious widow womaiit 
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brought up near Hartford, Connecticut, has been six years in tbese parti, 
and seen but two ministers, and heard but three sermons till this sacra- 
mental meeting: she was ** all eye and all ear," and seemed much com* 
forted and rejoiced. One old man, about 70, walked 8 3-4 miles to at- 
tend the meeting. ^ He was a communicant in Ireland, and had been 
about three years in America. I examined several cases of hopeful 
conversion within the last year, and I have found many traces of the 
Spirit's operation upon minds through our new settlements. 

** Sine the first ei last April I huve constituted two new churches, and 
another brother of our Presbytery has constitutf^d the same number. I 
have in the same time administered the sacrament in nine churches. 
Besides supplying my own congregation two sabbaths in the month, and 
my labours on my farm, (for I must do something at this or remove from 
these poor people,) I have in my missionary tours travelled 1460 miles. 
I have examined near SO persons for membership, eleven of whom were 
in my own congregation, and received about the same number by letter. 
The Rev. Mr. Bush, of your Presbytery, has received a call to settle at 
Indianapolis. If he should accept it, he and myself will be located in 
ivhat is called the New Purchase, that immense tract of beautiful and 
fertile land bought of the Indians in the autumn of 18t8,and whfch Con- 
gress have been surveying and selling since that time. Fifteen counties 
are now settled ; and there are ten counties of the old purchase of the 
state nearer to me than is the nearest Presbyterian minister. Here then 
are twenty-five settled counties of a new country, and seme of these 
eounties are twenty-four miles square, some a little less, and probably 
some larger, and but two ministers. Now, sir, we have sixteen formed 
churches in tbese twenty- five counties, and a prospect of forming more 
the coming year. And every one of these churches would gjve to the 
extent of their ability, and some beyond their ability, to get a minister. 
But they don't know where to apply. Why ? Because all they could 
raise would come short, and with numbers far short of 400 dollars a 
year ; upon which sum paid, a minister can get along pretty well in this 
state. And they do not know any kind society who will help them, and 
encourage them to help themselves. 



A AVtr Ckurch in tUnstdeur Cowniy* 

A missionary in Rensselaer county, in this state, writes under date of 
the 7th of January, as follows: 

** When I last wrote, I was expecting that some of the objects so near 
my heart would be accomplished in November. But at every step of 
advance, 1 found the difficulties were so great they would not be sar- 
monnted by any thing like a single bold effort. This is the last place 
where the strong holds of sin can be carried by assault. The spirit of 
independence here runs as high as in any part of this rebellious world. 
But at last, what power, and ability, and force could not do, feeble agents 
and patient endeavours have accomplished. Our God has been won- 
derfully kind, in blessing your missionary with some success. 

" I told you before, I intended to form, if possible, a society and 
church. These have now been organisKed. I commenced sounding 
the feelings and Wishes of gentlemen in August, and for two months 
merely endeavoured to ascertain what they would probably do, in case 
an attempt were made. I then drew up a constitution for a Society to

be orjganisied according to statute. My most sanguine expectations did 
not lead me to rate the probable number over 50, who would favour it 
But by three months* pretty hard labour, much riding, frequent preach* 
ing, constant talking, and corroding anxiety, I obtained 70 names, who 
have now entered into solemn engagement to support a regular preacher. 

'* Auxiliary to these, 1 have obtained 88 ladies, who h&ve formed a 
Society, and have agreed to raise 50 dollars. Almost all the members of 
these societies seem to feel a general mterest. 

** On the 5th instant, several clergymen came in and assisted in or- 
ganizing these societies, and on the same day 15 persons came forward 
and openly professed the name of Christ. Three only of these were 
from the world ; six are men, all respectable, and men of some influence. 
After the church was organized, the Lord's supper was administered to 
about SO persons besides the church. The scene was solemn : I cannot 
but hope that the impression made on many minds will be salutary and 
lasting. We have chosen two elders, who will be soon ordained. Then 
the church and Society will make application to Troy Presbytery that 
they may be received under their care. Thus God is at present giving 
reason to think, that the Gospel has obtained more permanent footing 
than the most judicious thought possible in many years. *^ All things 
are possible," 



A voice from a feeble Church in Erie County y J^ew^Tork. 

To the United Domestic A^srionary Society, New-Tork. 

^ Respected friends — ^The trustees of the first Presbyterian Society in 
the town of Clarence, county of Erie, New-York, beg leave to make the 
following report of the state and condition of the society to which they 
belong, and to solicit your aid in supporting a minister of the Gospel 
among them. 

" The church and congregation in this place was collected together 
and formed in the year 1817, by the late Rev. James li. Mills, a mission- 
ary sent out by the Evangelical Missionary Society of Young Men in 
the city of New-York. He resided among us for about two years, and 
his labours were, we trust, in some good degree blessed. Since that 
time we have been destit,^te of the preached word, except about six 
months, when the Rev. Herman Halsey laboured among us half the 
time. The cause of the Rev. Mr Mills leaving us is already known to 
many of you; it was much deplored by us, out beyond our controL 
IVe had stipulated with him, and the society which sent him, to fur- 
nish a part of his support : the people subscribed liberally for that pur- 
pose ; but our embarrassments were so great that we failed almost en- 
tirely of doing what we had promised. The same cause has prevented 
us from attempting to keep a minister among us until the present time. 
The cause of our embarrassments we briefly state. We are situated in 
a part of. the country which is very new. It was rapidly settling before 
the commencement of the late war, but by people in low circumstances; 
few of them were able to pay for and procure titles to their land. It is 
a frontier county, and all parts of it suffered severely during the war. 
Our men were compelled to leave their homes and enter the army, and 
many lost their lives. At the close of the war we Experienced a suc- 
ceasiou of bad seasons ; and what little produce we could raise to spare 
for a number of years, there was no market for. Our wheat, a staple 
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article, for more than a year would not bring for cash £5 cents per 
bushel. This succession of adversities compelled many to leave the 
place ; and those who could stay had to strugf;Ie under the most severe 
gripings of poverty. The people, too^ were much divided by sectarian- 
ism. The above are some (»f the reasons which prevented us from 
fulfilling our former enga^emenUt, and which have prevented us from 
making a second application for a minister among us. These difficiiUies 
have in a measure subsided, and we have partially recovered from our 
embarrassments. Our heart's desire and prayer t«i God is, that we may 
have a spiritual teacher among us, though we can do but little towards 
supporting one at present. 

^ About two years ago we applied to the agent of the Holland Land 
Compaqy for assistance, and procured a deed .for a Gospel lot of 90 
acres of excellent land, situate about the centre of the town ; about ^ 
acres of which is cleared and fit for cultivation : the estimated value of 
the whole lot is 51000. This however will assist us but little in the 
support of a minister at present. Our plan is to rent the cleared part, and 
have the amount of rent appropriated towards clearing and improving 
the rest of it until we can convert the whole into a productive and valuable 
Parsonage farm ; which we hope and believe will in a few years be equal 
to half the support of a minister. We have recently concluded to make 
another attempt to get a minister among us, and for that purpose have 
circulated a subscription paper through our society, and have raised the 
sum of $60 for one year. There being very little money among us, 
much of this may be paid in produce at cash prices. There are many 
new settlers who cannot pay money or pritduce, and many more who 
are more able, but will not subscribe any thing until they see the mi- 
nister among them. The longer we remain destitute of preaching, the 
more cold and indifferent the people grow ; and we can see no good 
reason to expect that our situation will improve until we have an able 
and fiuthful spiritual shepherd among us, to watch over and collect us 
together — to heal our divisions — to warm our hearts, and open our eyes, 
that we may behold our true state — that we may ourselves call down 
the power of the holy Spirit, and be compelled to come up with all our 
mignt to the help of the Lord. We think considerably more than the 
amount we have raised may be realized the first year, if a minister 
should settle among us. Though we dare <not promise, yet we think 
111 60 may be fairly calculated on. 

*^ To conclude, dear friends, we respectfully, though most earnestly, re- 
quest you (if consistent with your views and funds) to send us a minister 
immediately, and continue him with us until we can make a fair expe- 
riment of what we can do for ourselves. 



Revival in Lockport. 

ThefoUowing very animating letter has just been received from the 

Rev. AratusKent It is dated Lockport, Niagara county. New- York, 

January 91st. 

" Providence has uniformly smiled on every effort, however feeble, 
to promote the cause of Christ in this village. The Society is in a 
flourishing condition, and an unbroken chain of propitious circumstances 
have conspired to render it so; such as the liberality of the people in 
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supporting the Gospel, the number and character of the church collected 
from so many churches in this country and of Europe, the remarkable 
coincidence of sentiment, and warmth of brotherly lore, the harmony, 
that has without exception existed between different denominations, and 
above hII, the precious revival uf religion which we have enjoyed for the 
last two montfks, and do htilt enjoy. 

** Of this revival you will wish to have some account. About IS 
months since .(as an earnest of gofid things to come) there was a mani- 
feat reviving of the work of grace in the hearts of Ood*s people, and 
they seemra for a time to be awaking to a sense of their duty, but again 
they relapsed, and became, in the course of the summer, more stupid 
than ever. In the autumn, however, some individuals began, one after 
another, to be aroused from their criminal lukewarmness, and from the 
first of November up to the present time, there has been such a move- ^ 
ment among them as I never witnessed in any church before. You will 
. DOt wonder that in a place like this there should be grievous backsliders, 
nor that a work of God's spirit should cause such to tremble. Not only 
these, however, but even the most exemplary and consistent professors 
have been shaken and sifted. Many of them have been thrown into 
darkness for days, and finally have experienced light and joy which re- 
sembled the exercises of a new convert in his earliest love. 

** If we could say nothing more of this revival than of its effects in the 
church and among backsliders that had never before united ftith us, it 
has produced such unity and brotherly affection, and such an increase of 
prayer, and of effort for Zion's prosperity, as would lay us under ever- 
lasting obligations to the God of all grace. But this is not all. There is 
a great excitement among impenitent sinners. We have heard and do 
still hear persons inquiring what they shall do to be saved. We have 
beard often in a week, for the first time, venturing to express a hope that 
their peace was made with God. And we now hear them pray^ and hear 
them tell to others what God has done for their souls. Blessed are the 
eyes that se^ those things which we see. 

** I have not room to go into particulars, but I would mention that two 
individuals have publicly renounced infidel principles, which they once 
embraced ; nor must 1 omit to note that God has put the seal of Disap- 
probation on the Sabbath School, in which three teachers and at least 
twelve scholars are already indulging the hope of pardon. — Weekly 
meeting for prayer and conference are held by the, brethren of the 
church in four school districts from two to five miles round us, and these 
have ahreadjjieen crowned with a blessing in extending the good work 
of grace. We cherish a confident expectation that this work of the 
Spirit of God will spread into the little churches about us, and that this 
wilderness will soon bud and blossom as the rose. 

** You have probably received onr tribute of * thanksgiving,' (|S0) 
and I mention this, in connection with the foregoing, as we cherish the 
hope that soon we shall be able to refund all the money paid by your 
Board, which will show not only that we have not forgotten our bene- 
factors, but also how much good may be effected by the pecuniary aid 
of which you are the almoners The debt of gratitude due from this 
people, to the Society, will not soon be cancelled. 
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Eneouraging ]^ro9p€ti$ in h^mit Canada^ 
The Rev. Isaac Purkis, who is stationed at Lapraire, a very flourish- 
ing tillage near Montreal, on the main road leading from that city to 
the United States, gives a very encouraging account of the prospeetb 
of religion in that part of Lower Canada. He states, that the last an- 
nual meeting of the Montreal Bible Society was attended by at least 
three times as many persons as the meeting of the preceding year; that 
the receipts of the Lapralrie Branch BiUe Society had more than qua- 
drupled hi the course of one year: the amount at the first anniversary 
having been only fSO, and at the second more than 00 ; at the third? 
Mr. P« thinks it will be nearly |200« The Society is cordially patronised 
by several Catholics, and its receipts have been much augmented by an 
association of ladies, who have engaged in the cause with great spirit. A 
Sunday School has been established, and is in a very prosperous state» 
and an effort is about to be made for the establishment of a Lancaaterian 
School, for one hundred children. The meetings for public worship are 
at present held in a large room fitted up for the occasion, but Mr. P. 
thinks it probable that attempts will soon be made to build a church. 
The following extracts from his letter contain additional information, 
which will be found interesting. 

" I have preached at Laprairle oa the sabbath moraiog, and alternate- 
ly at Shemngton and L'Acadte in the afternoon. I have also preach«d( 
oerasiooally at St John's, and once at a new settlement about sixteen 
or eighteen miles to the south-west, where a very considerable sensation 
had been produced by the zealous labourd of a pious young man, a stu- 
dent for the ministry from Burlington, who, for the benefit of his healthy 
had come to visit a relation In the settlement. His spirit was stirred with- 
in him while he behekl their destitute condition, and whatever academic 
regularity may have prescribed, like the apostles, and I really think with 
the same primitive zeal and benevolence, he could noi but speak of the 
Aings which he bad seen and heard. Faith and love produce courage 
and effort. This poor people have conceived, amidst a thousand dim- 
colties, that they may find out a way to support thb pious young man 
and his wife, if he can be prevailed upon^ or if his circumstances will 
permit him to come among them. I already find in brother Christmas 
that two are better than one, and should this take effect, it will, [ trust, 
form a threefold cord which will not be quickly broken. 

** In all the places which I have visited, the people appear to feel more 
deeply interested In the preat subject of religion. The number of names 
subscribed to the constitution of our Christian societv has been very 
much augmented. Our last quarter!;^ meeting was fully attended, and 
niHny came from places sixteen and eighteen miles distanL I am not, 
indeed, able to Inform you of numerous and striking conversions. God 
ha:f his own time and his own manner of favouring Zion : but in the 
view of an attentive observer, the truth evidently prevails, not indeed 
with the noise of a mountain torrent, but with the gradual swellings of 
the peaceful lake, fed without observation by a thousand tributary 
streams : not supplied bv the rushing storm or the pouring shower, but 
by the malting snow dissolved by the gentle rays of an April sun ; and long

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before cold calcutatmg reason is aware, Canada ehaH be full of tiie know- 
ledge of the Lord as the waters cover the sea. 

** Both the people and myself beg to acknowledge, with gratitude, th^ 
kindness of the committee, and at the same tinke humbly soficit the con* 
ttnuance of their assistance. It would aflford me much pleasure to eib* 
change the blessedness of receiving for that of giving ; but it is my ear- 
nest desire to do the will of my heavenly father, whether by giving or 
receiving; and to be thankfiil that by his grace, accompanying tlie dts- 

f>ensationH of his Providence, he has prepared me to occupy a field of 
abourwwith gratitude and contentment, which youthlul oride and false 
views of independence would have rendered irksome. 1 have learnt, I 
trust, from the right Teacher* to lay myself, in the name of Jesus, under 
obligation to any who will assist me in promoting his honour and in ex- 
tending his kingdom. It may possibly occur to the minds of some, that 
if SS2. could be raised in the year for the Bible Society, that soaaething 
more might be done for the support of the preaching of the gospel ; but 
it must be remembered that several of those who contributed to the B. 
S. are Roman Catholics — that the B. S. is an institution peeuKarlv adapt- 
ed to this country, and of the last importance--and that for auch an ob* 
ject I can personally soUeit contributions which delicacy would forbid 
with respect to my own support. Indeed education and the Bible are of 
the fUmoat moment in this country, where they haVe been so much ne* 
glected.'' 



Revival at SacktV$ Hathour^ 
The Rev. S. F. Snowden, the Society's missionary at Sacket's Har- 
bour, writes under date of Jan. 10th, as follows: 

^ A serious attention to religion has taken place in the military station 
near this village. We had the pleasure of receiving into conimuoioo 
with the churdi on the last Sabbath, seven persons connected with it. 
They are all in the bloom of life, and belong to the families of officers 
to li, excejpt a young gentleman from West roint, lately promoted. A 
relation of the circumstances of their conversion would be gratifying if 
It were proper. There is a seriousness more than ordinary among the 
leople^ and several instances of a saving change' hare occurred. Not a 
kW) it appears, are engaged in seeking their salvation.''

Reviwd in Orleana^ Jefferson CowUy. 

The Rev. Daniel Nash, who was employed by the Society to labour 

for six months in the town of Orleans, in Jefferson county of this state, 

makes the following report : 

"^ I have spent twenty-six Sabbaths, and in all a hundred and sixty-two 
days, amongst the people of Orleans. I have preached one hundrM and 
three sermons ; attended fifty-eight conferences and prayer meetings ; 
sixteen meetings of the chureh session ; five meetings of society; three 
funerals ; one meeting of the Bible department ; and celebrated two mar- 
riages. In that section of the town where I have laboured, thirty -seven 
have obtained tlie hope of salvation, by grace, through the blood of the 
Lamb. A part of them have united with the different denominations ; 
the residue have, as yet, made no public profession. I have received 
sixteen to the fellowship of the church ; baptized two adults, fivt chiU 
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tiiiMui« I hare also made 



dreo. aod administeKed the Lord's aupper nx 
four Qundred and forty-eight family visits. 

** By this statement the committee will perceive that the Lord has own- 
ed and succeeded their exertionsfor the salvation of the poor and desti- 
tute in the wilderness. 

^ The people of Orieans are industrious, but poor. Their settlement 
was begun about six years ago on land not then claimed by any body, 
aod cluefly by poor men with families. They have made great improve- 
ments, and have bljl^un to live comfortably ; but now their lands are 
claimed ; aod if their landlord should be severe with them, it is probable 
jUiat many will be obliged to leave their habitations. The Presbyterian 
diarch has now forty -seven members ; and it is expected that a few 
more will soon be adided. The people of Orleans are probably as will- 
ins to help themselves as any other people in similar circumstances ; but 
it IS not probable that they cao immediately settle a minister. They 
need encouragement There is still some serious attention amongst 
them: a few 'pray fervently ; and we find, here and there, one coming 
into the kingdom." 

In a postscript to his letter, Mr. Nash states that a society has been 
formed in (>rleans» auxiliary to the United Domestic Missionary .Society^ 
and that |1£ have ahwady been contributed. 



RevutaU in LouniUU and Mdrtuuhurgh. 
The Rev. Phineas Gamp writes from Stows-square, in the town of 
Lowville, Lewis county, (N. T.) under date of Jan. 9d, as follows ; 

'' Stows-sqoare, the place where I labour, baa lately been singular^ 
blessed by tlie Great Head of the churob, the church having received an 
accession amounting to eighty-six souls ; twenty or thirty more are ex- 
pected to join. I have am to add, that a revival of religion has com- 
menced in Martinsburgh, an adjoining town, where the Rev. David 
Kimbal labours one half his tirne^ ^nd where I am urgently renuested to 
labour, supplying the desk, a part of the Sabbaths vacant The season 
is to that people highly important They hope to gain strength (W)m 
this refreshing, sufficient to support the gospel among them the whole 
time. I have also the pleasure to add, that there are favourable indica- 
tions of a gradous wonc in tbe village of Lowville, lying between Mr. 
K. and myself, and wb^re be has laboured half of the time for a few 
years past.'* 



Com of afubh Church in St Lawrence county. 
The following letter is from a gentleman in Gouverneur, a town in 
St Lawrence county, about twenty miles south of Ogdensburg. There 
are hundreds of towns in New-Tork and the adjoining states, situated 
like Gouverneur, and the grant of #100 a-year, for a few years, would 
enable them to support ministers and enjoy the stated ordinances of the 
gospel. For the want of thb small sum, it is to be feared that many dis- 
tricts of our country have become moral wastes, which, with proper ef« 
fort on the part of Christians, might now have been the garden of the 
l4>rd. -1 
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'*Iii UI7, a ^hiireb, eooasdog of iLv qmIas HoA seveo ov eictit fi^ 
males, wat organized id tbiB place, which I am told aeemod to be the 
means of a revival of relif^ioD, and in a few weekt*their mimhtr was 
doubled. At this iaterestiag season they were unable to proeure a 
miniMer, and roost of the converts united with the Baptist church, as 
they were supplied with preaching and ordimnoes. Binoe then addi« 
tions (chiefly from other churches) have been made, so that the preaeot 
number is 18 males, and about twice that number of females. Laat 
September two were added to our number by pA>lession : two more 
entertain hopes, one of whom will unite with tlie Baptist church ; and a 
few others are seriously inquiring the way to Zioo. 

" We are now, and have been since the first of JanuarTf destitute of 
tiie ministration of the word and ordinances ;-*»we are indeed as dieep 
without a shepherd-^yet have not been long enough destitute to forgot 
our necessity. But if we should remain in this state much longer, mil 
we continue to feel ? More especially, how will it be with the dear chil- 
dren and yonth who now fill our schools, and with the multitude who 
throng the broad way — will they see and feel it too f 

** Would a Christian know more of tlie value of Domestic Missionary 
assistance, let him remove fVom a place where a minister is easily snp- 
ported, atid all the ordinances and institutions of the Qospel are enjoy- 
ed, to a (comparative) wilderness, where the inhabitants have recently 
emigrated from different places, with habits of thinking as different — 
Baptists, Presbyterians, Methodists, Universalista, and scoffers— his owd 
church without a pastor, and bis dear brethren and sisters almost ready 
to hang their harps upon the willows, and to cry, ^ how can we sing 
the Lord's song in a strange land." In such a place, if I am not mlt- 
taken, he would soon learn, that an Me and aevoted minister is more 
necessary than in our oM towns and societies. 

^ Our object is to settle a minister. Could we be assisted to the 
amount of |100 a year,*fo)r one or two years, we flatter ourselves, that by

one of its feeble churches. 

• 

*^ Though far removed from your city, we hone we ar^ not beyond 
the reach of your charity or your prayers. And from a knowledge of 
the widely extended exertions of your benevolent institution, we have 
been induced, in our extreme necessity, to stretch forth our suppUcatiog 
hands and implore your aid. 

We understand from the last report of your Society, that it is your 
object, properly speaking, to employ no nsissionaries — but to eocoarage 
mmisters to follow their work where ** a doer it opened" — ^to aid the 
peopU to retMn the word and ordinances of God. From this considera- 
tion we have been induced to lay before you the following facts io re* 
ftrence to this pUce, in the hope that we may be deemed the proper ob* 
jects of your charity. 

** The church and society which Implore your aid are in their infkncy. 
They were organiEcd but little more man two years ago, by our present 
l^slor. They are, however, growing. The church oas about fifteen 
communicaBts. We have settled a ministers-he is the man of our 
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cboiee, aod wa earoeatly wiaK liis cootiniianee. If jour Bodety can 
vm% we shall be aMe to reUb him, otherwise we must be destitute of the 
word and ordiDaneesofOod* 

'* Our cirenmstances are this year extremely straitened, as we have 
been pottiog all- our resources in requisition for the erection of a bouse 
of worshipf which waa very much needed. Be assured, gentlemen, this 
raqttast is not made, that *' we may be eased and other men burthened,!* 
but as a last resort after hamg done what we conld. Should your So- 
ciety a&rd us the aid reqiwi^tMi, for a few years, we confidently believe 
we should then be able to support the Gospel ourselves, and to contioun 
the blessings your charity would enable us to retain to successive gene^ 
rations. 



daimi -of Huron County in OkUh 

The ceonty of Hnron is a new county in Oluo, bordering upon Lake 
Erie. In Itl8 there were only three towns laid out, and the settlfr- 
JOeBts In these had but jost commenced. One of the missionaries of 
the Domestic Missionary Society is stationed here» in the township of 
Milan. Prom the last paragraph in the following letter, which has been 
recently recdved from him, it seems that notwithstanding all the diffi- 
ealties that they are struggling with in their new settlement, many of 
the inhabitants of that county contribute 40 dollars a year for the sup- 
port of the OospeL If it is our duty to help those who help themselves, 
then the inhabitants of Huron county certainly have very peculiar claims 
upon the charity of Christians, ft is hoped that the public wiR not 
withhold from the Domestic Missionary Society the ^mcans of affording 
(hem that aasiatanee which they so oHich need^ and which they so well 
deserve. 

'* My meetincs, both in this village and in the neighbouring towns, are 
very well attenoed. In tbis phtce, particularly, the congregation has 
been regularly increasing, and a disposition has been manifested to enter 
into measures for permanently supporting the ordinances of the Gospel. 
A Society has recentljf been orgaoized, and there is a prospect that a 
large minority of the mhabitants of the town will connect themselves 
wim lt»and contribute to the support of a minister a considerable propor- 
tion, if not all of the time. And I koow of no place where the influence 
of the Gospel is more needed. The village is favourably situated to be- 
come a place of business, and unless the demoralizinz influences which 
are the concomitants of an exclusive pursuit of gain, oe counterac:ed by 
the influences of the Gospel, it will become a h<K-bed of vice. The peo- 
ple in this region have been exiled from religious institutions just long 
enou||h to appreciate theur value by their loss. But should they remain 
in their present situation for a few yearsi they will prefer a state of hea- 
thenism from the power of habit, if from no other cause. 

*^ As to success, the number who attend meeting on the Sabbath, and 
oa other occasions, I regard as a very favojirable omen. A lew have 
made the ionuiry, what shall I do to be saved— with more or less ear- 
nestness ; ana a little compahy of females meet from week to week, tp 
pray thai they may be ** tangbt of God." But let me not be thought to 
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ivpiy that there is aoy tbieg like a revival : that lerm could acarcely be 
more grossly misapplied. In Eldridge, a neighbouring town, tbc^e is 
some prospect of a revival ; but the apathy of death prevails through- 
out the county generally. 

'* It is a part of your instructions that " Auxiliaries be formed ivher- 
ever it can be done." There are six places in the county which are 
now supporting two ministers ; and as these are the principal settlement, 
and as many in these towns pay at the rate of 40 ciollars a year for the 
preaching of the Gospel, it will be quite Impracticable to form auxiliaries 
to your Society. 

FFants of Cuyahoga County^ (Ohio,) 
The Rev. S. J. Bradstreet, who has resided during the past yeilr 
at Cleveland and Euclid, on the shore of 'Lake Erie, in Cuyahoga 
county^ Ohio, writes to the Corresponding Secretary of the United l>o- 
mestic Missionary Society, under date of Feb. 1st, as follows. 

'* This village, (Cleveland,) as you will readily perceive from its sttua- 
tfon on the map, is destined to fabid an important rank among the com* 
mercial towns on the shores of lake Erie. It has now a population of 
nearly se%'en hundred, and is yearly increasing. But the number who 
regard the institutions of religion, or value the Gospel of Christ, is very 
small. Infidelity and every destructive error have always in this vHlagp 
exerted a powerful and demoraliKing influence. The little church here, 
by exerting themselves to the full extent of their power, have, during the 
past year, employed me half of the time, and have engaged to do the 
Same for a year to come. 

Euclid is a farming township, joining Cleveland en the east, and one 
of the most important for agriculture in this count?. But in conse- 
quence of being without a minister, they are distracted with different de« 
nominations, and overrun with open and virulent infidelity. By rigor- 
ous efforts they have employed me, as in Cleveland, for half of the time. 
But the distance i&such, from one preaching place to the other, and the 
field so great, as renders it inconvenient for one minister to have the 
charge of both congregations. The other parts of this countv, with the 
exception oftwo small towns on the upper line, where tfaev nave lately 
employed ministers, are in a still more deplorable situation. I have 
been trying, so far as practicable, to occupy the whole county ; but find 
it a task too bard for mv feeble constitution. There might, no doubt, be 
many societies established in this country, could they for a few years be 
supplied with missionary assistance. 

** The good people here wish to make such an arrangement, that two 
ministers will be emnloyed in this part of the county, and reside, one in 
Cleveland and the otner in Euclid* They would each employ a minister 
half of the time, and perhaps more, if he could have his home with them, 
and find employment and support for the other half of the year in the 
neighbouring towns. Sometning might be oblained in the neighhouring 
towns if they could receive f^om your Society an amount equal to their 
own subscriptions. Such is the state of things in this county, that I see 
no prospect of establishing the religion of the cross, and overthrowii^ 
the strong holds of Satan and his infidel fnllowers, unless we can have 
timely assistance from our brethren abroad. Could we have 200 dollars 
assistance annually for a few years, that is, 100 dollars for the minister io 
each Society, to be expended io the adjoining waste places, I have no 
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doutht bat tmcfa'Soeietjr, with this encotiraigeineBt, wonld proceed imme- 
diately to aettle a minister. Without such assistance I know not what 
wiH be the issue of events. Both Societies deem it of vital importance 
that their minister should reside among them." 



From the Report of the Oswtgo AuxQiary Society^ J^. F. 

^ The county of Oswego presents an interesting field for missionary 
exertion, ft is now settling faster than at any former period, and probably 
more rapidly than any of the neighbouring counties. There are but six 
ministers to supply its extensive territory. A number of churches 
have existed, and barely existed, for several years. They need the fos- 
tering hand of the missionary to revive them; The plan of your Society 
is peculiarly adapted for the situation of many of our churches. By 
tendering them some assistance, it leads to exertions on their part which 
Kvould not otherwise be made. 

"In answer to your request, I would remark that our neighbours 
of the Upper Province present strong claims to the notice and benevo- 
lence of American Christians. Bone of our bone, and flesh of our fleshy 
United to us by the ties of consanguinity, and by a similarity of man- 
ners and sentiments, their cry is untoiM : and shall it not be heard and 
answered ? 

*' We cordially unite with you in the expressions of gratitude to the 
great Head of the Church for the singular success with which he is 
pleased to crown the efforts of christian charity at the present day, and 
lo your prayers for the extension of the Saviour's kingoom.*'

I read your letter of Februarv 15th to the standing committee of our 
state Missionary Society, toicetner with the members, ministers, and el- 
ders of our Presbyte: y at Washington, Indiana, tVie 9th inst It was 
beard with much interest, and seemed greatly to encourage us. It was 
truly good news from a far country. At the same time! read a large 
part of your last annual import with the constitution of your society, 
and told the committee I wished them to consider, until our unnual 
meeting in August^ the proposal of making our s*)ciety anxitiary to 
jours. At that meeting of our Presbytery we formed the vacant parts 
of onr state into 15 missionary districts ; now, whatever you can do for 
us, in locating missionaries in these districts, I beg you to do it And In 
addifion to the two places which 1 proposed to you in my i^'t, io an- 
swer to yours of Feb. I A I now give you Washinj^ton, seat of justice of 
Davis county ; and Porteraville, another place, m»t lar off, in Dubois coun- 
ty^ as a place to stiCtion one missionary. A church at each place, at 
Washington one of 70 members, and now in a state of revival. I be- 
lieve 300 dollars a year would be furnished in the two places, and if you 
can add {100, an unmarried man could come out and do well, and If 
liked by the people, would be settled in a year if he would consent. In 
our congregational reports we have an aggregate of 1280 coromunitants, 
and there are 6 churches in the state which are not in our bands. In 
these, and in those congregations which made no report, I think there 
are enough to make 1500. 
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Tfais yoa nity then take as tbe strength of the Preibytetian 

church in Indiana. Tbe poinilation io the bemads of our presbytery 
in this state and in Illinois we rate al about ISOjOOO. I now add m 
few things both for you and for the New- York Observer. I hope tfais 
wUl- reach you before your annual meeting. 

THE BLOSSOMS OF THE WaDSUNESS. 

The first candidate licensed to preach the Gospel by the Presby- 
terian Church in Indiana was in Oct. 1824. The first ordination in 
that state was Mr. George Bush, on the 5th of March, 1825. This 
was done in the state-house at Indianapolis by tbe Salem Presby- 
tery, and on the 13th of April following the same Presbytery or- 
dained Mr. Barnard R. Hall in the State Seminary at Bloomingtoa. 
These buildings were used for want of meeting houses. But there is 
a providence in the affairs of men, and the same Presbytery has 
three appointed meetings of Pre8b3rtery to ordain three others before 
next autumn, that will give us eleven ministers if all shall live till 
that time. 

We report three places in our bounds to the General Assembler 
as having enjoyed a season of revival since last October. One is 
somewhat remarkable. It is a narrow settlement lying along up<ip 
the state line, partly in Indiana and partly in Illinois. It 1ms nad 
for several years a little church, but entirely without ministerid- sup» 

glies. Last November I visited it as a m^issionary. There was then 
ut one elder and nine members. The revival seemed then begun, and 
five were added to its number; since that it has continued, and they 
sent us this spring a report of forty-nine members in communion^ only 
seven of whom nave been added by letter, making thirty-three on 
examination. And they have united their labours and budt a meet- 
ing-house. They are still a vacant diurch, by the name of New- 
Hope. ISAAC REED.

Your letter of March 4th was duly received, and greatly encou- 
raged the friends of Christ in this vicinity. Euclid is one of the most 
pleasant and important a^icultural towns io the county, and will 
probably need your assistance but a few years. There are many 
pious people in the town who make everv effort to support the Gos- 
pel. This county is small, containing eignteen townships, and some- 
where between five thousand and ten thousand inhabitants. One 
minister was settled about a year tigo at Dover, in the north west cor- 
ner of the county, and another last winter at jkron^sville, in the south 
west corner^ each for half of the time ; the rest of Uie county, with the 
exception of Cleveland and Euclid, is a moral desert. There are small 
Pesbyterian churches at Brooklyn and Bricksville, but they are very 
feeble. Newburf is able, if disposed, to s«ttle a minister. Chagrin 
is a large township east of Euclid, and has a considerable village 
growing up near the centre, and a harbour near the lake. They are 
as yet unsettled in religion, and prot>ably good might be done there 
by missionary labours. The people in most of these towns would 
attend meeting if they could have preaching without effort or expense. 
Infidelity, universalism, and irreligion of every kind have exerted

and atiil exert a powerful influence in this country, and especially in 
this county, and can only be counteracted by learned, pious, and 
able defenders of ^' the faith once delivered to the saints/' Respectt 
ing the counties around, I would say, that they are all in need of as- 
sistance; though probably there is no one in«a worse condition, nor 
even so bad as this. I have no doubt that twenty and even more 
ministers might be immediately settled on the Connecticut Wes- 
tern Reserve alone, if they could have a little assistance at first 
from your Society. Throughout this state there is one vast field for 
missionary labours. One summer I spent riding over the state in 
various directions, and preaching the gospel at my own expense ; and 
often my heart was pained by witnessing the moral desolation that 
every where abounded. Could suitable men be obtained, and a little 
assistance granted, there might be, to speak within bounds, one hun- 
dred Presbyterian ministers settled in this state within one year* 
Bat most of the inhabitants are too poor, or too wicked, or too indit- 
ferent about religion, to make much eflbrt to obtain the preaching of 
the Giospel. The. few pious, in connexion with some others, who feel 
the worth of the Gospel, make such sacrifices and pay such heavy 
subacripCions for the support of preaching as would make some in 
New England give over m one year. The pious in this country ge« 
nerally, where a minister is settled, pay at least five times as much to 
have preaching Wf of the time, as the people of New England pay 
for the whole of the time. 

It is not in my power to inform you bow many of the Genera} 
Assembly missionaries, or of the Connecticut missionaries, have been 
settled in this country. I believe, however, that the majority of the 
ministers in this section of the state have been sent out by the Con^ 
nacticut Society. There are, however, a considerable number of us 
who came out without money and without assistance from any society. 
Were my opinion on the best mode of conducting missions of any 
value, or had I any influence with those who are at the helm in this 
business^ I should exert myself to have a plan pursued different from 
general itinerancy. Where the object is simply to get ministers on 
missionary ground in order to give them an opportunity to settfe, 
the Connecticut Missionary Society, no doubt, have adopted the 
best plan. I would therefore have a society, in some instances, 

grant missions of this kind. Many young men are too poor after 
nisbing their studies to bear their expenses to a distant country, and 
they are never prepared to settle in one place, till they have taken a 
general survey of tne surrounding country. When 1 came to this 
country I did not, and would not accept of the offers made me, till I 
had traversed the state. I think it important therefore, that a socie- 
ty should permit young men to go on itinerating*missions for a short 
time. But the sooner they are located the better. After what expe- 
rience I have had on this subject I am decidedly of the opinion^ that 
every society should direct its d^te/* attention to ^e^tftng* ministers. 
Itinerants having no previous acquaintance with the people, have 
no weight of character, and can do but little good. The serious im- 
pressions made by their preaching are generally efiaced before 
another opportunity returns for hearing tne Gospel. I could give 
many other reasons in favour of 9eUUng ministers, but it is needless. 
I would, however, combine both objects so far as should be found 
necessary to fill this western country with young heralds of salvation. 

9 
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A National Domestic Missionary Society is exceedindy wanted, and 
1 do hope, most ardently, that such an institution wlirimmediateiy be 
formed. There should be one grand National Institution, and an 
auxiliary in every state, having each power to send out missionarteS| 
but bound to transmit their surplus funds to the parent societv. 
More systematic, and v]eorou8,and continued efforts, might and ought 
to be made to build up uie waste places of Zion. No one, without 
actual experiment, can imagine how many hardships the children of 
God have to encounter in these new settlements. I ask no assistance 
for myself individually ; but I have no hesitancy in saying, that the 
pious in the older parts of the country are under sacred ob!igationS| 
for the discharge of which they must answer at the bar of Christ, t6 
assist in repairing the breaches of Zion in this new country. And 
were 1 present among them, I would thunder in their ears the 
commands of Christ and the claims of their poor brethren at the 
west.

GiNTLBMEN : — Having a knowledg|e of your Sode^ and of yottt 
benevolent efforts for the cause of Christ, we take the liberty to state 
to you something of the moral darkness and spiritual wants of ^tm 
part of our country. The town of Euclid is large, and contains 
'nearlv a thousand inhabitants. We have formerly enjoyed the pas- 
toral labours of the Rev. Thomas Barr, but for several years past we 
have been destitute of a settled minister. The church consists of 
about one hundred members, but manv of them are poor, and a large 
proportion are females. They are all desirous to settle » minister, 
but are unable at present to support one for more than half of the 
time. Our society has been greatly weakened since we have been 
destitute of a pastor. Unless we can have a minister of learning, 
talents, and influence, to live among us, and watch over and defeira 
the flock, we have reason to fear that this branch of the church wiU 
dwindle and die. 

We do not ask your Society for money to be expended in this 
Society, but in the waste places around, so that we may have a mi- 
nister settled to reside amoner us, of whose labours we can enjoy sudi 
a part as our funds will enable us to procure. *^ 

We flatter ourselves that in a few years we shall be able to sup- 
port a minister three-fourths or the whole of the time. We have 
reason to believe tliat the towns around us, on every side, are in a 
state of spiritual darkness, and are willing to remain so.* They are 
destitute of preaching, except some Methodists and Universalists. and 
occasional missionaries. But should a minister be sent among tnem, 
they might probably do something towards his support. The Pres- 
byterian Society of Euclid, at a special meeting for the purpose, unir 
nunously voted that their committee, (he subiscribers of this letter, 
make known to your Society their wishes, and solicit jrour charitable 
assistance. Should you grant us this favour, it will rejoice the hearts 
of all God's people in this place, and, with the divine blessing, it will 
prove a lasting benefit to this and to the surrounding towns. We 
are aware that the favour we solicit is great and undeserved, but if

Sir, — There being no Ecclesiastical Society formed in this place, 
(though there is a small Presbyterian Church here,) permit us, the 
ondersigned inhabitants of Cleaveland, as individuals, and bv the re- 
quest of others in this place, to address a few lines to you. We need 
not inform you, or your Society, of the difficulty of supporting tl^ 
gospel in new countries*; many want a disposition to Bo, and inaqy 
want ability, so that those who are both able and willing, are gene- 
rally few indeed, and those frequently so divided in sentiment as to 
increase the difficulty of doing any thing to efiect. 

In this village there are about seven hundred souls, collected from 
various parts, and some of various Christian denominations, and 
many of no denomination at ^ all. In this medley there are not 
enough of any one denomination, at present, to settle a minister ; 
bur, with some difficulty, indeed, we have been able, a few years past, 
by uniting all of everv aescription friendly to religion, to hire a cler- 
^man to preach with us one half the time, he being employed for 
me other half in some other place. But in such case, in one or the 
other place, the people are deprived of his residence among them. 
Every man of observation knows how much more a discreet and sen- 
sible clergyman, by constantly residing amongst his people, can do, 
m h» familiar and frequent intercourse with them, for the suppression 
of vice and impiety, than a non-resident can do by his occasional 
preaching merely. What an itinerant preacher cannot effect by the 
most cogent reasoning or the most persuasive eloquence, a stationary 
one may be enabled to effect by the weight of his present character, 
and the influence of personal friendship. From these considerations, 
as well as from our own personal observation, we believe that mis- 
sionary labours in this country have frequently been, in a great mea- 
sare, lost, by being too much diffused. 

We hope that, for these suggestions, we shall not be considered ar- 
rogant We make them freely, because we think them important in 
regard to the request we wish to submit to the consideration of your 
SrtM^iety, that is, that the man we employ to preach with us one half 
the time, be employed bv your Society for a part, or all of the re- 
mainder of his time^ as a Missionary to be stationed here, and preach 
in places near to this. We believe, that as a Missionary, his labours 
would be most effisctual by such an arrangement ; and we trust it will 
be gratifying to your benevolent Society, that we by this means may 
secure the residence . of a clergyman among us. We think that in 
this place, all the reasons which urge for the residence of a clergy- 
man amoBff his peoi^le, apply with more than ordinary force. In a 
new town like this, of growing importance, with constant accessions 
of inhabitants from abroad, the moral and religious character of the 
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place will be, in some measure, unsettled ; and it will be much easier' 
to mould that character, in this state of things, than to change it after 
it is settled. 

The Rev. S. I. Bradstreet, with whom, we understand, you have 
had some communication, is now preaching with us one half of his 
time ; and we may, perhaps, be able to retain him until we can settle 
him. He IS a man of tments, industry, and orthodox sentiments, 
and should you be disposed to employ him with us, as above pro- 
posed, while he continues with us, it would gratify us, and we think 
you could not employ one who would better subserve the noble pur- 
poses of your Society.

fttv. AND DEiAt Sir, 

Your letter to me of the 18th Feb* was received the 21st inst., and 
I am happy. Sir, to find that your*^ committee are disposed to treat 
with attention the communications which I have been enabled to give 
them. My time, my talents, my alL are the Lord's — This is his 
world — and .Indiana, as well as New- York, is to be cultivated for him. 
O, may our land be Immanuel's land — a land of holiness, and habita- 
tion of righteousness. I find you to say, Sir, '' We feel a deep inte- 
rest in the spiritual wants of the western states.^ I hope, Sir, that 
that feeling will continue and influence your committee and' the 
members of your Society, until their missionaries shall make glad 
our solitary Christians, and give (over the present destitute parts of 
our western country) to the Saviour's lambs and sheep the bread 
of God. Your plan acted upon will do wonders in our country. It 
» just the plan we need, ana I have said so from its rise. 

We need. Sir, and we immensely need, the preaching of the gos- 
pel to prevent the increase and spread of *^ destructive errors," and 
to save soub. We have a land that is rapidly settUne, and that will 
settle ; and could we but begin our settlements with rdigion and goSr 
pel order, it would then be easy to preserve it. 

I accept. Sir, the thanks of -your committee and their invitation to 
continue tne correspondence ; — but as I have now neither time nor 
room to give more than a few things, you may take these for the 
present, and hope for more. 

Our State has fifty-one settled counties. It lies, as you will see 
from the map, between Lake Michigan on the north, and'Ohio River 
on the south— has Ohio on the east, and Illinois on the west. These 
counties dififer much in their dimensions and population. Those next 
the Ohio River are older in their settlement and more populous, and 
the whole north jmrt of the State is yet an entire wilderness. There 
Is not a mountain in the whole State, and very few swamps or morass- 
es which are not susceptible of cultivation. I ffive here an extract 
from the printed report of a committee, made at the last session of our 
State. Legislature. '^Our State contains an area of twenty-two mil- 
lions of acres of arable land, and with no greater population than at 
present inhabits the rocky and mountainous State of Connecticut, is 
capable of sustaining two millions and a half of people, and thal^ too, 
with comparatively moderate labour.'' The population of our coud- 
tffia I must reserve to another letter. The population of our State 
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cannot be accuratelv known. It had over a bandred and forty tbou^ 
sand in 1820. I think it not too much to say one hundred and 
seventy-five thousand now. This population in one city, might be 
pretty well supplied b^ one hundred ministers ; but as they now 
are, two hundred ministers would furnbh them but soorly. Now 
what is the actual number they have — I know not, Sir,.tne number of 
Baptist ordained ministers — suppose it may be twenty—and suppose 
the Methodists are thirty. The Cumberland Presbyterians (much 
like the Methodists) five. The Covenanters have one. The Episco- 
pad church has supi>orted one Mbsionary in the State the last year. 

Presbyterian ministers are at present ten, two are old men, one 
entirely disabled from public duty ; one is a doctor, and 1 suppose at- 
tends to practice ; one has to teach school ; three have to cultivate a 
larm, each as a part of their means of support. But taking them all, 
with all their embarrassments, and add two licentiates, and then it 
will stand—' 

Methodist ministers, thirty ; Baptist, twenty; Presbyterian, twelve; 
Cumberland Presb., nve ; Keformed Presb., one; £spi9Copalian, 1. 
Total seventy-nine. 

Our Presbytery (Salem) has over forty churches — gained eight the 
last year, and we have but five pastors ; the others are not settled as 
pastors. Two weeks past we ordained and installed Mr. Bush at the 
seat of government; and on the 13th of April we are to ordain Mr. 
Hall at Bloomlngton. You see, therefore, that we are gaining.

Arainv day has driven me in from my out-door work; for this ia 
Spnng, the time of preparing ground for planting. I am settled on 
a new and heavy«timbered piece of land, and luce Paul, I have to 
say, ^ these hands have ministered to my necessities." I now resume 
the subject of your inquiries. You speak of the efibrts which ** you 
propose to make to aid our feeble churches." And never was aid 
more needed. And from the disposition which I have seen for three 
years among them, I believe no people will be more thankful for 
your aid. 

Population of the several Counties, estimated from the auditor's 
report to the Legislature, for 1824, in which he gives the number 
of polls of free white males over twenty-one yesfrs. I multiply that 
number by &\e for the whole number of souls, and find that will 
make us a hundred and seventy thousand three nundred and five in 
the State — I think it, therefore, not too great. 
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The mnaber of nniaten cf onrckordiittcii. Vacant Pkesby 
terian churches are thirty-four. Churches supptied hy pastors, 8. 
We need ooly the labouren to fom maoy more, as well aa to 
atreogtheo theae. I expect to form three this season. 

On looJuog at several of the counties, I am persuaded that the 
•mount of population is too small in the within estimate. Now* Sir, 
of these thirty-four churches, two can support a minister now. These 
are Madison and Jefimon. Eight of the remaining thirty-two could 
raise for a missionary, who would remain among them a year, and 
then cooUnue another year, or be settled their pastor, $200 for the 
first year, and probably more for the second ; and by the fourth year 
they could do without any foreign aid. Several are near enough to 
unite two, and then the missiooary would need no more than to bring 
him into their aequaintance. Eight others of the thirty-two could 
laise f 100 a-year if a missionary were located with them, especially 
if he be a married man. Four or five years of a stationed missionary 
with them would enable them to support him entirely. Eight of the 
remaining half could raise the first year between $50 and $100, and 
a f 100 the second year, and I think would advance f 50 a-year. The 
lemaining eight would pve f25, and between 25 and |50 the first 
year, and perhaps |100 the second year. These two last kinds, 
until we can have a minister for each one. should be districted, and 
one supply two or three. 1 have one of this kind marked out along 
the river on which, or near which 1 live, for which I beg you to send 
me a missionary, and I'll engage he shall receive |100 for a year's 
aerTiGe,aod I think he will fl50. When once here, his expenses 
would be very small. He would scarcely ever have*to pav for 
luirse feed, a meal of victuals, or a night's lodging ; and coula, if a 
single man, support himself well on ^00 a-year— -that is, if he had 
a norse ana ssufdle to begin. 

*^ The least salary on which a minister can live here,^ after which 
you inquire^ differs here according to place and to the number and 
economy of his own family, as really as in New- York State. Provi- 
sions are, however, much cheaper, and clothing and fiirniture, though 
dear according tojquallty, yet an inferior quality of both will an- 
swer ver^ weH. Tne minister too, if he please, can buy a little land, 
pad live in his own house, and have his own wood. In some places, 
Sir, |400 per annum are as li^le as he could get along with, with a 
small family* In other places he could live on f 300 ; and in some. 
If he had an industrious and fhi|^al wife, his own house, garden, ana 
Wood, he could manage safely with S200. 

If you can send a missionary for the villages of Terre Haute and 
Jtoseville, I believe that $250 would be raised him in tliose places. 
|[100 from you would enable him to stav a year. There is no church 
of any kind in either place. Pray send one soon, and let him come 
h^ me* that I ii^ay introduce him. I like your idea about the devotion 
tnth which missionaries should come out ; and unless you can send us 
soipe of that spirit, needy as we are, let us struggle on alone. When 
they leave us, and return, they will do us more narm than their com« 
io£^will do good. 

Mr. Johnston is at present at Madison. I think he will do well in 
tmr country^-^he has not yet chosen his ground. 

I wrote you, respecting our making our society auxiliary to yours. 
Wbhing to learn, if we were to do so, if you would make us a board 
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of agency, and let as locate the missionaries whom you may send, 
and appropriate our little fund at our own pleasure. Our plan is wholly 
domestic, and is essentially yours. The obj^t is to help the weak, 
and settle ministers as fast as we can. 

When your next Report is printed, I beg for a copy ; and if you . 
print any quarterly views, I beg you to send them to me. I have 
never got the one you wrote of last summer.

From the Church tn St. Charles, Missouri, 

Oentlenieo and Dear Bretfarm in the lA>rd, 

This wiU be handed you by the Rev. Charles S. Robinson, your 
worthy pious missionary, and a faithful minister of the *Gospel of 
Jesus Christ, unto us your poor scattered and divided brethren in the 
west. With feelings of sincere love and thankfulness we gladly em* 
brace this present opportunity, for ourselves and the little church of 
St. Charles, to acknowledge, with feelings of grateful remembrance, 
your munificence, your benevolence, and pious care of your krethreii 
in the west, and especially of us, the poor scattered wandlst^ers of 
Missouri. Your worthy missionary has chiefly resided amongst m 
in St. Charles, but his usefulness as a pious and faithful labourer in 
the JLiord's Vineyard, has not been confined to us : the township 6f 
Dardenne, in this county, has received a third of his labours for some 
time past, and his success has been truly encouraging ; the particalars 
of that cnurch from his own mouth will be interesting to your So- 
ciety. The other third part of his time has been chiefly taken op in 
visiting and preaching to the more distant settlements in this and the 
adjoinmg counties. 

Bt*loved Brethren— your benevolence for our benefit has been 
truly ^at, and without your care and bounty we must have remain* 
ed as sheep without a shepherd ; scattered and divided on the moun- 
tains of vanit} and error : a prey to every devouring wolf in sheep% 
clothing, who, though tney pretend to be the heralds of salvation, 
are the enemies of the cross of Christ. Of these we would just enu- 
merate Socinians, Arians, Chrystians, Papists, and those calling: 
themselves Deists : to these let us add that there are others, who, 
although we trust there are many of the members of the Lord's body 
amongst them, yet their Antinomian, Pelagian and Armtnian notions 
of the plan of salvation, and above all, their filling the sacred desk 
with any such as may have vanity or folly enough to set themselves 
forward and presume themselves prepared to fill the sacred desk, 
and minister in holv things, are contrary to sound doctrine. For 
particalars in these thinigs We would also refer you to your worthy 
missionary. Considering the many destitute settlements around us, 
and our own unfruitfolness under your generous and patient water- 
ing, we cannot but say we have been unworthy of all your pious 
care. Our hopes therefore of your continued goodness towards us 
must arise altogether from your patient Christian kindness : we have 
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llOta • ipoi mhI h«ivy expense to you, with but little froit^-tdll we 
woidd looJL to you as our lone tried friends, for help, and would 
humbly implore the blessing of heaven on your treasury and exer- 
tional and nope and pray that your reward may be in heaven, and 
tliAt yoii may see an open door whereby you may be able to conti- 
* aue your worthy missionary unto us for some time yet. We have 
Had considerable accessions to our little church under his ministry, 
•o that while some have died and others been moving away, the ori- 
ginal number is more than doubled, but our numbers are chiefly of 
tne female class, and on that account we have been able to do verv 
little ; and indeed Mr. Robinson has received very little from us. stiU 
we hope, with the blessing of God, that ere long we shall be able to 
do something for ourselves, and that your care and tender compas- 
sion towards us may be extended to others still more destitute and 
more deserving-^-may the Lord and King of Zion bless all your la- 
boors and deliberations.

The object of the following is only an humble expression of our 
gratitude for the benevolence manifest in promoting the best interests 
of ypur poor brethren in the west in general ; and in particulari 
I would now, in behalf of the little Dardenoe church, tender you our 
most unfeigned thanks for the faithful labours of our pious and es- 
teemed friend, the Rev. Charles S. Robinson, who with much fideli^r 
and some success has discharged his ministerial duties amongst us, 
with but very little pecuniary aid from us, kc. 

You no doubt are aware o( the many difficulties your missionary 
has had to encounter in his discharge of duty in these wild western 
regions. I therefore shall not detam you to detail at present,, but 
oifly hope, and trust, and pray that you may continue to be so 
blessed by the great Head of tne Church as to continue him longer 
with us,' and should God continue to smile on his labours^ we trust 
the time is not far distant when your beneficence may be directed to 
others more needy and deserving. Could your body glance their 
eye over this extensive wilderness, and behold the torrent of error 
and mfidelity that is foisted into the sacred desk, and poured forth 
as Gospel truths, your tender sympathies could not fail to be excited 
for the people, and your arm nerved and made bare for the glory of 
God in the salvation of his rebellious subjects on his own unerring 
terms. . The present time is a time conspicuous for the exertion of 
conflicting^ spirits in our country, and I am of opinion not an unfa- 
vourable time for the true friends of Zion and ner King to give a 
happy turn to religious opinion and feeling amongst us.

Yours of the t5tli of Feb. was duly received, and read with plea- 
sure. It is good news to hear that our brethren in the Atlantic states 
feel a brotherly compassion and afiection for the many thousands .of 
Immortals that are stttiitg in darkness, with none to point them to the 
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liffht of life. There are those in this land who once enjoyed the 
blessing of the Gospel and know how to value it, and who are pray- 
ing the Lord of the harvest to send forth labourers. The eyes ontbose 
already in the vineyard are often turned to the east. They cry for 
help. That your society may have a more particular view of our 
situation and need, I will i^ive you the population of the several coun- 
ties in our state, beginnmg at the nortnern county on the Missis- 
sippi and coming south to the Missouri. We have Ralls county, 
containing two thousand four hundred and fifty-four inhabitants, and 
no clergyman residing in it except one Baptist, who is uneducated, 
and seldom attempts to preach. The next is Pike county, three 
thousand four hundred and thirty inhabitants — one Presbyterian 
church — 27 communicants—no clergyman. Another church might 
soon be formed by a judicious and faithful clergyman—at the two 
there could be raised 125 dollars annually. It is probable that in 
five years time they could support a clergyman. Lincoln county, 
two thousand two hundred and forty*one inhabitants — ^two Presby- 
terian churches could probably soon be formed by an able and faith- 
ful missionary, which would raise 100 dollars for the support of a 
clergyman, and in five years be able to support one entirely. St. 
Charles county contains three thousand nine hundred and sixty-four 
inhabitants— two churches — three regular congregations — several 
more mieht be gathered soon if there were labourers. Mr. Robinson 
IS the onlv clergyman of anv denomination in the county. Both the 
churches have been strengthened by additions during the last year, 
and the one at the Dardenne nearly doubled in numbers and strength. 
After the coming year they will be able and probably willing to 
give 200 dollars, and in four or hve years support one if not two 
clergymen. On the north side of the Missouri, as you go up, the 
next county to St. Charles is Montgomery, containing two thousand 
three hundred and sixty-five inhabitants. Congregations could be 
collected and probably a church formed after some time. Next is 
Callaway county, two thousand four hundred and fi Ay-five inhabi- 
tants. The people are anxious that a church should soon be formed. 
They would give a missionary his board and probably 50 dollars in 
mone^, and would be able in a few years to support a clergyman. 
Next is Beone county, five thousand one hundred and fifty-seven in- 
habitants. The population dense for a new country, and much good 
might be done by missionaries. Next is Howard county, population 
seven thousand four hundred and eighty-five—- one church — would 
give 100 dollars in support of a clergyman, and in four years or less 
would support one. The field for usenilness is very extensive. Next 
is Chariton county, population one thousand seven hundred and forty- 
seven— one church — would give from 50 to 100 dollars towards the 
support of a clergyman, and probably in six years be able to support 
one. Ray has one thousand and forty-four inhabitants. Clay has 
two thousand and ninety-five inhabitants. The first on the south 
side of the Missouri as you descend is SiHard, one thousand sevea 
hundred and eighteen inhabitants. Next is Saline, one thousand four 
hundred and uirty-five inhabitants. In the three last mentioned 
counties there is but little prospect of forming churches soon, as most 
of the people are inclined towards the Cumberland Presbyterians 
and Baptists. Next is Cooper, four thousand three hundred an4 
sevenly-iiine inhabitants — 100 dollars could be /aised for a good

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clergyman, and two churches might soon be formed, and In Ifive 
years these could support a clereyraan. Next is^ Cole, one thou- 
sand three hundred and seven inhabitants. Next is Gasconade, one 
thousand three hundred and silcty-one inhabitants. Franklin, two 
thousand three hundred and thirty-three inhalMtants* Little pros- 
pect of gathering churches in the three last mentioned counties. Next 
IS St. Loub, eight thousand six hundred and fi Ay-two inhabitants, 
two churches and one other congregation, and several others might 
be gathered — two clergymen and one licentiate. One of the clergy- 
men preaches only a part of the time, on account of feeUe faealra. 
Next south is Jefferson, containing one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-four Inhabitants-— one small church without a pastor, and un- 
able to do much for the support of the Gospel. Next is St. Gene- 
vieve, two thousand and twenty-five inhabitants, dispersed over n 
broken country— no church, and but little prospect of having one 
formed soon. Next south is Perry, two thousand three hundred and 
forty inhabitants. A church might soon be formed by the labours of 
a faithful missionarv. West of the two last mentioned counties is 
Washington, four thousand three hundred and three inhabitants, one 
church. The pastor is the Rev. Thomas Donnell. Another church 
might be formed at Potosi, could a clergyman be found who would 
take the charge of an academy and preach statedly— would give 
200 dollars for preaching— the avails of the academy would be con- 
siderable. A large and interesting congregation Would be gathered. 
East of Washington and west of Perry is St. Francois, one thousand 
six hundred and seventy-one inhabitants — a church might soon be 
gathei^d. South of Perry is Cape Giradeau county, five thousand 
seven hundred and twenty-six intiahitants — one church, and two or 
three more^ might soon be gathered, which would soon be able to 
support a clergyman. West of this is Madison — one thousand six 
hundred and forty-seven inhabitants — a church might soon be ga- 
thered and a clergyman supported. South of Cape Giradeau is 
Scott — nine hundred and ninety inhabitants — ^thinly settled. Next is 
New-Madrid, one thousand four hundred and forty-two inhabitantf. 
Not much prospect of churches being formed. West of the two 
last mentioned counties is Wayne, two thousand five hundred and 
twenty-seven inhabitants — thinly settled over a laree tract of country^ 
The total amount of population is eighty thousand six hundred and 
seventy-seven- 

The population of Illinois is about seventy thousand. They are 
now takhig the census of the state ; I will then give you a list of the 
several c^nties and their population. In Green county there is a 
church whidi offers 150 dollars towards the support of a clergyman 
for half of his time. Three churches mi^ht immediately^ be formed 
in the county nonh of Green. In Bond county there is a church 
that would give 200 dollars for a clergyman, and in two years 
could easily support ohe. In Madison county are four churches. 
At Edwardsville, the county seat, they have an annual subscription 
of 200 dollars for three ytars from the time a clergyman in whom 
they can unite shall be employed. In three years they will be able 
to support a clergyman. The other churches could, and would be 
willing to give 50 dollars a year. In St. Clair county there is one 
church— there could be raised about 100 dollars. In Randolph 
county there is one church which would raise 200 dollars for a good 
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dergymaD, and would be able in three or five years to support ooe. 
There are two churches io the eastern part of the state which are 
att' ched to the Presbytery of Indiana or Kentucky. 

There is but one clergyman in the middle and western part of the 
stale of Illinois of the Presbyterian denomination. From three to 
four hundred dollars will support a clergyman in this country except 
in St. Louis, St. Charles. Kaskaskia, and Edwardsville. In the latter 
places 500 dollars would be necessary, if he had a family to sup* 
fMort Indeed a young man without a family could live well for less. 
Board, lodging, and nurse keeping^ would not be more than three 
dollars per week, except in St. Louis and St. Charles. 

From the foregoing statement, you will discover that our Presbytery 
has but five ordained clergymen and one licentiate — eighteen churches 
under its care, extending over a country almost three hundred miles 
square, and embracing a population of one hundred and sixty thou- 
sand. What can five clergymen do towards supplying the thousands 
that are perishing for the bread and water of life ? One thing is in- 
evitable, without timely aid from our brethren in the Atlantic States, 
some of our infant churches must sink into annihilation. Thousands 
of immortal souls must take their exit from the land of hope without 
having heard of the way of salvation. The rising generation will 
grow up in ignorance of God and Divine things, and of course en- 
slaved by sin and Satan, and led captive at his will. Error abounds 
in many places, and some who pretend to teach the way to heaven, 
need to be instructed in the first principles of the doctrines of 
Christ. Scarcely can any heresy be named which may not be found 
in this country, nor is there any creed so inconsistent as not to be re- 
ceived by men so grossly ignorant as are multitades here. Ignorance 
is the fruitful source of error in philosophy apd natural science, and is 
highly prejudicial to the happiness and prosperity of society. It is 
much more so in divine things. Man is predisposed by nature to 
form some system of religion by wb//^h he expects to obtain salvation. 
Experience has shown that it is easier to put an hundred in the right 
road before their religious sentiments are formed, than to turn one 
from his errors to the way «f truth. 

There is a sect calling themselves ChristiaM. that baptize ^'/n the 
namij^ihf Falk^r. ike divine influence, and the Elder Brother^^ — ^I have 
this on good ELUtnofity, This is but a specimen of the errors that 
abound, and akhough so inconsistent with the word of God. yet they 
are yearly ^ftining adherents. Much of our country will be in pos- 
session of the enemy unless it is taken possession of soon by the ser- 
vants of our Lord. We want able and devoted servants of Christ to 
S» forth in the spirit, and with the zeal of apostles, among these many 
ousands that are sitting in darkness and ready to perish. It is not 
difficult to find men willing to go to India, Africa, or to the isles of 
the sea. I would not discourage foreign mbsions--the heathen 
diould not be overlooked ; yet the children should be first fed ; and 
If so, according to the reasoning of our Saviour, the perishing in 
our own land, those of our own kindred, should be provided for. 
Could men be procured who would come here with the same devoted- 
ness of soul that a foreign mission is undertaken, much, under God, 
might be effected. This wilderness would soon blossom as the rose. 
Tlu>usand9 would be delivered from the thraldom of sin, and made 
to rejoice in the glorious hope of eternal life. 
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There are many in this country who attempt to preach Christ ; 
yet not more than eight or ten, Presbyterians excepted, have what is 
considered, in the Atlantic States, a common English education, and 
in other respects are men of small talents. Thejr in the more en- 
lightened and populous parts of our country can, with difficulty, col« 
lect a small congregation; yet our denominations are respected, and 
have crowds to attend their ministrations in those very places. 

N. B. Since writing the foregoing statement, an elder of the church 
at Franklin has called on me, entreating for a missionary to be sent 
among them in Cooper County, where he lives. He informs me that 
a church might immediately be formed at the seat of iusttce in that 
county; that they have raised $150 for any good clergyman who 
shall be approved by the congregation. 

In my statements towards the support of clergymen in this coun- 
try, I have put it one-third lower, in most cases, than what the people 
have stated to me. 

Rest assured of all the aid I can afford you in your society and its 
operations. I hope you will continue your aid to Mr. Robinson, as 
his labours have been much blessed during the last year, and his pros- 
pects of usefulness are much greater than those of any man you 
could send to the country, as be must spend time to gain the confi- 
dence of the people.

While in their Service, besides the spe<rniil directions which yott 
may receive from this Committee from time to time, you are to be 
governed by the following instructions. 

Upon your arrival within the sphere of labour designated by this 
appointment, you are first publicly to show your instructions, and the 
address fi'om the Committee to the inhabitants. 

As to that which is to be your main employment, the public 

1>reaching of ^ Christ and Him crucified," aim at being plain, zea- 
ous, affectionate, and faithful;- ** not shunning to declare the whole 
counsel of God,^' avoiding, both in public and private, all unneces- 
sary controversy and vain disputations. 

As an ambassador of the Prince of Peace, there is a peculiar pro- 
priety in your '^ following peace with all men." You will ever be 
mindful of that respect due to the constituted authority of civil rulers. 
You will cultivate friendly intercourse with other Missionaries and 
Missionary Societies. You will particularly avoid all unnecessary 
reflections upon other denominations of Christians ; and labour te 
convince the world that you have at heart, not the interest of asect| 
or party, but the good of the Redeemer's cause. 
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While it is the desire of the hoard that you do not entirely ne- 
glect the spiritual interests of the surrounding country, jrou will for 
the most part confine your labours to the place specified in this Com- 
mission ; especially as you have reason to believe that by doings so, 
you may excite thr people soon to support, without our help, the 
stated ministration of the word and ordinances of salvation. 

The visitation of families and schools is particularly enjoined. In 
ftmilies, aiming to impress the importance of family religion ; in 
schools, endeavouring to introduce or promote weekly catechetical 
instruction, and furtht-r recommending such other things as the cir« 
cumstances of different schools may demand or need. 
. Both in schools and families, you are to spread Bibles and Tracts, 
according to their several wants ;— in schools to leave Bibles and 
Tracts to be distributed as rewards of merit. 

You will endeavour to form societies for prayer and conference, 
or reading ; to establish Sunday Schools ; and particularly to recom- 
mend that the people assemble for social worship on the Lord's 
day, when they may be without preaching ; and also on the first 
Monday evening of every month. The last mentioned period the 
Committee particularly recommend, because, by common consent 
throughout most of the Christian world, it is adopted as a season of 
prayer for the spread of the Gospel. 

. Wherever there shall be a willin^ess to contribute aid to the 
fonds of this Society, you are authorized to receive the same in the 
name of the Committee ; and of all monies received you are to 
transmit a regular account. 

In all places where Auxiliaries to this Society can be formed, let 
it be done. 

A regular iournal of the places in which you may preach ; of the 
success or difficulties with which you may meet— you will endea- 
vour to transmit to the committee, so as to reach them on the 1st days 
of February, May, August, and November. 

Lastly, and particularly, it is enjoined that not only ^ in doc- 
trine you be uncorrupt," but that you ** show yourself a pattern of eood 
works ;" '' by manifestation of the truth, commending yourself to 
every man's conscience in the sight of God." Be eminently a man 
of prayer. Imitate the example of primitive and apostolic preach- 
ers, who said, ^* We will give ourselves continually to prayer, and to 
the ministry of the Word." Thus may you be endeared to the 
hearts of those to whom we send you — in all places where ^ou 
shall labour, be found to have *' come in the fulness of the blessings 
of the Gospel of Peace :" and in the end. be made to shine, not only 
** as the firmament," but '^ as the stars, ror ever and ever."

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ADDRESS OF THE SOCIETY 

To those mmang wham their Missionaries may Labour. 

Thb Unitbd Domestic Missioivart Sociktt, to the people visk- 
ed by their Missionary : Grace and peace be multiplied unto you, 
from God the Father and our Lord Jesus Christ. 

The Great Head of the Church, in his unsearchable providence, 
lias been pleased to leave you destitute of the regular ministrations 
of the Word of Life. We have heard of yuur desolations, and our 
heart's desire and prayer to Ood has been, that they might be re* 
paired. You will undoubtedly consider the opportunity of receivinp^ 
the Gospel, from the lips of a faithful teacher, an unspeakable privi- 
Vege» We trust such a teacher now visits your boraers, under the 
patrona^ and direction of this Society. You have just heard the 
instructions by which we expect he will be governed ; and we now 
introduce him to you as one who comes, in the name of Christ, to 
seek the salvation of your souls. 

Men and brethren, the religion of Christ is the common business 
of roan. It concerns every person, in every state of society and 
calling in life, to be a Christian. None are so destitute of religious 
privileges as not to lie under solemn obligations to be humbly obe- 
dient to God. and holy in heart and life ; and yet all are obliged to 
confess that ftieir character, by nature, is that of sin and impenitence. 
** All have sinned, and come short of the glory of God." And 
having sinned, we possess, in ourselves, no ground of exemption 
from the righteous sentence which has gone forth against everv 
transgressor. We must now look entirely to the grace of God. 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, for deliverance from the slavery or 
siiu and . introduction to the liberty and blessedness of his children. 
<< By grace are ye saved, through faith, and that not of yourselves; it 
is the gift of God ; not of works, lest any man should boast." 

It is to illustrate this most • interesting and practical subject-^to 
show how God may be iust, and the justifier of him that believeth 
in Jesus, and to urge the acceptance of his astonishing grace, that 
our brotner has been sent to you. We trust it will be his endeavour 
to known nothing among you, save Jesus Christ and Him crucified. 
In the discharge of his high and eventful trust, he must not shun to 
declare the whole counsel of God. He must speak often of the in* 
finite majesty and holiness of that Being whom we have oflended ; of 
the spirituality of, purity, and eternal obligation of that law which 
we have violated ; of the inefiable grace and magnificence of that 
redemption by which we can be saved. He must *^ testifjr unto all, 
repentance towards God, and faith in our Lord Jesus Christ." He 
must exhort all to repent and believe the Gospel, as their indispen- 
sable duty : and, in language as authoritative as it is tender, must 
he '' pray them, in Christ's stead, to be reconciled to God." Nor 
may ne forget the sheep and lambs of the flock. He must feed them 
witn knowledge and understanding. He must direct the inquiring, 
strengthen the weak, invigorate the strong, and confirm the wavering 
in the faith. We fondly nope he may prove the favoured instrument 
of turning many from darkness to light, and from the power of Satan 
unto God ; that they may receive forgiveness of sins, and inheritance 
among them that are sanctified. 
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In such labouiBy and with such hopes, our brother comes among 
youy not to seek his own^ but the things that are Christ's. He seelu 
not yours^ but you. It is unnecessary for us to bespeak for him 
the attention and confidence due to the spiritual ambassador and 
guide. You have doubtless long desired the privilege of receiving 
one of Christ's ministers, and hearing the pure Grospel from his lips. 
We are persuaded that you will cheerfully and eagerly attend upon 
his ministrations. For, saith the Redeemer to every one of his faitb- 
ibl ministers, '* he that heareth you, heareth me, and he that des- 
piaetfa you, despiseth me, and he that despiseth me, despiseth him 
that sent me." 

But, beloved in the Lord, as the work of Christ's servant among 
you will be both arduous and momentous, we would particularly 
bespeak for him your counsels and your prayers. While our sup- 
plications shall ascend to God, that his ^' entering in among you 
may be as life from the dead,"^ it will refresh our spirits to learn 
from him that you all have united your fervent and persev.erin|^ 
supplications with ours, for the special operations of the Holy Spirit 
to succeed his labours ; for the heavenly influence now to descend 
upon you, ** as rain upon the mown grass, and as showers that water 
the earth." We have learned, dear orethren, from the word of God, 
and also from experience, ^at " for all this he will be inquired oi 
by his people to do it for them." He will most assuredly give the 
Holy Spirit to them that ask him; — He cannot reasonably now, 
without presumption, be expected to bestow the blessing upon 
a people who do not desire it. Our brother will have no very cheer^ 
ing prospect of becoming a blessing to you and to your children, a 
messenger of peace to your souls, except as you present both him 
and his object before the Mercy Seat, and add your pious and active 
endeavours to his. We do earnestly commend him, andtheOospd 
which he shall proclaim among you, to your fellowship and your 

S payers. And, brethren, pray for us, and for the messengers of 
hrist whom God is enabling us to send forth, to be workers toge- 
ther with Him, in eflectuating the salvation of men. Brethren pray 
for yourselves. 

FeUow-men, we have the privilege of sendins you that Gospel 
which we know, by experience, to be more valuable than rubies : and 
our earnest desire hj that you also may become partaken of this 
grace, and be saved m the day of the Lord Jesus. It is not a vain 
thing for you, because it is your life. The blessings of salvation are 
indeed incalculable; and, O, how long does the all-gracious Re- 
deemer wait to bestow them upon penitent sinners ! Come then with 
us— taste and see that the Lord is eracious. The mercy which 
ourselves have proved, the salvation wnich, we trust, ourselves have 
found, do we recommend to you, who are our kindred and our fellow- 
citizens, bone of our bone, and flesh of our flesh. ^' Though your 
sins be as scarlet, they shall be white as snow ; though they be red 
like crimson, the^ shall be as wool." '^ Let the wicked forsake his 
way, and the unrighteous man his thoughts : and let him return unto 
the Lord, and He will have mercy upon him ; and to our God, for 
He will abundantly pardon."

This Society shall be composed of the Presbyte- 
rian, Reformed Dutch, and Associate Reformed 
Churches ; and all others who may choose to join 
them ; and shall be known by the name of " The 
United Foreign Missionary Society."

The object of the Society shall be to spread the 
Gospel among the Indians of North America, the 
inhabitants of Mexico and South America, and in 
other portions of the heathen and antichristian world. ^ 

ARTICLE III. 

The business of the Society shall be conducted 
by a Board consisting of a President, six Vice-Pre- 
sidents, a Secretary for Foreign Correspondence, a 
Secretary for Domestic Correspondence, a Record- 
ing Secretary, a Treasurer, and twenty-seven Ma- 
nagers, to be annually chosen by the Society. 
They shall have power to enact their own By-Laws ; 
to supply any vacancies that may occur in the 
Board; and to aj^cnnt honorary Directors and 
Vice-Presidents, in testimony of respect for eminent 
services. Seven shall constitute a quorum. 
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ARTICLE IV. 



The Board shall present their Annual Report to 
the highest judicatories of the three denominations, 
for their information. 



ARTICLE V. 



Any person paying three dollars annually, or 
thirty dollars at one time, shall be a Member of the 
Society. 



ARTICLE VI. 



The President, Treasurer, and Secretary of 
Societies Auxiliary to this, shall be eX'Officio 
Members of the Board of Managers. 



ARTICLE VIL 



The Annual Meetings of the Society shall be 
held in the City of New- York, on the Wednesday 
preceding the second Thursday of May. 



ARTICLE VIII. 



Missionaries shall be selected from the three 
Churches indiscriminately. 



ARTICLE IX. 



This Constitution maybe altered by a vote of two^ 
thirds of the members present at an annual meeting, 
with the consent of the highest judicatories of the 
three denominations. 



MAN OF AN AUXILIARY SOCIETY. 



I. This Society shall be called the Mis- 
sionary Society of . 

II. Any person subscribing dollars annu- 
ally, shall be a Member of this Society.

SEVENTH ANNIVERSARY 

OF THE 

UNITED FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 



The Seventh Anniversary of the United Foreign Missionary 
Society was held at the City Hotel, New- York, on Wednes- 
day evening. May 12, 1824 : the Hon. Stephen Van Rens- 
selaer, President of the Society, in the chair, supported by 
the Rev. Drs. Milledoler and Griffin, Vice-Presidents. 

The Meeting was opened with Prayer, by the Rev. Di . 
Griffin, President of the College in Williams-Town, Massa- 
sachusetts. 

Letters from the following Yice-Presidents, apologizing 
for their absence, and expressing their high sense of the im- 
portance of the Institution, were read by the Rev. Dr. Knox, 
Secretary for Foreign Correspondence : — The Rev. Dr. 
AsHBEL Green, of Philadelphia ; the Rev. Dr. John H. 
Livingston, of New-Brunswick, NewJersey ; the Rev. Dr. 
Alexander Proudfit, of Salem, Washington County, New- 
York ; and Joseph Nourse, Esq. of the City of Wasbingtoa. 
The Foreign Secretary also read a letter from Major-Geueral 
Gaines, of the U. S. army, stating that he had witnessed the 
practical utility of our operations among the Western Indians ; 
promising to communicate, at some future day, the result of 
his inquiry and observations ; and expressing his unqualified 
approbation of the objects of the Society, and his willingness 
to contribute to their accomplishment. 

An abstract of the Annual Report was read by Mr. Lewis, 
Secretary for Domestic Correspondence.

extending the operations of this Institution. 

The Anniversary exercises were closed with a hymn in 
the Indian language, sung by the two young men above 
named, and Yonica, the only surviving daughter of the late 
pious and respected William Henry, of the Tuscarora 
Tribe. 



The Annual Sermon was delivered in the Presbyterian 
Church in Wall-Street, on the succeedmg Sabbath Evening, 
by the Rev. Samuel H. Cox. After Sermon, an Address 
was delivered by Sacharissa, and an Indian hymn was sung 
by Alvis and Tonica. On both occasions, the houses were 
crowded, and several thousands of our Citizens were obliged 
to retire for want of room.

Ok the return of this season of peculiar interest 
to the friends of Missions, your Managers meet you 
under circumstances which demand the most de- 
vout acknowledgments to God our Saviour. Trials 
of our faith and patience we have indeed sustained, 
and your Missionaries have been called to '* endure 
hardness as good soldiers ;'' but we are still sup- 
ported by the assurance, that <* in due time, we 
shall reap if we faint not.'' It is our consolation, 
and our incentive to perseverance, that while we 
are '* sowing, and reaping, and rejoicing together," 
we are co-workers with Him, whose command ori- 
ginates and defines our duty, whose promises invite 
us to prompt and cheerful obedience, and on whose 
efficient co-operation we are dependent for the 
fruits of our labour. 

Success in our exertions is, indeed, powerful in 
its influence on our feelings ; but it is not to be re- 
garded as affecting our duty. Our duty is per- 
formed, when, in the faithful and unwearied employ- 
ment of the means which God has appointed, we 
place among those ** who are ready to perish" the 

only medium through which his efficiencv will be 
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exerted for the redemption of our race. The obfi- 
gations u^on the Christian Church, in relation to 
unerangelized nations, can admit of no alteration. 
They retain the same character, and urge to the 
same effort, through every period, from the day on 
which the Saviour was "received up into glory,'* 
until " time shall be no longer." 

In the variety of the circumstances and character 
of heathen tribes, we can discover nothing to justify 
a desertion of the work in which we are engaged. 
It claims a zeal undismayed by disasters, and a de- 
votion admitting of no reservation. It demands an 
entire submission of ourselves and our labours to 
the sovereign disposal of Him, whose wisdom and 
grace are commensurate with his purposes, and ade- 
quate to the exigencies of the whole human £sunily. 

Under these impressions, your Managers have 
endeavoured, through another year, to pursue their 
operations with unremitted assiduity ; and they now 
have the pleasure to Congratulate you on the re- 
cent accession of two to the number of your Mis- 
sionary Stations. In presenting a detailed state* 
ment of their proceedings, they invite your atten-* 
tion, as usual, first, to the 

UNION MISSION. 

far our last report, it was stated, that the war 
with the Cherokees which had threatened the de- 
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struction of the Osage Tribe, and the ruin of your 
mission, was happily terminated through the inter- 
vention of the National Government. It was with 
reluctance that the Osages acceded to the treaty. 
They were not satisfied with the terms of the com- 
pact, and were urged to submission only by their 
necessities. Under such circumstances, there was 
reason to apprehend a recurrence of difficulties^ 
whenever they should feel themselves sufficientiy 
recovered from the effects of the wan Some ag- 
gressions have since been committed by both par- 
ties, which appear to have resulted from individual 
animosities, and which were not sanctioned by the 
authorities of either tribe. The chiefs are evidentiy 
solicitous to avoid a war with the Cherokees. They 
are willing to submit to unrighteous exactions for the 
purpose of maintaining peace ; and it is confidentiy 
believed, that through the humane and prompt in- 
terference of the Agents and Officers of the Gene- 
ral Government, hostilities will yet be prevented. 

In a letter dated August 18| 1823, the Superin- 
tendent says, 

*' This day, the Osage Chiefs and Warriors pass by us on Uieir 
way to Fort Smith. They take with them the murderer, whom 
they are to deliver up to the commandiag officer at the Fort, in 
order to setUe their differences with the Cherokees. This mur- 
der was committed last winter, as mentioned in our Jonmal for 
January. After so long a time, they have agreed to take the cri- 
minal to the Fort. Should they settle this delicate business, and 
heal the breach, the prospect of our usefulness in this nation may

the same subject, the Assistant, in a letter 
,^aAvU ftt Fort Smith on the 26th of August, thus 
I cAM^rks — 

*' At the desire of the Indian chiefii, who attempted to deliver up 
the man who killed the Cherokee last winter, I consented to ac- 
company them to this place. The man, however, made his escape 
in the night, about fifty miles from the Fort. The diaappoiated 
chiefe acknowledged their impotency, and requested the sub-^geat 
to make such use of their annuities, in his interview with the Che- 
Tokees, as may be necessary to prevent a war. This request they 
madej notwithstanding the Cherokees have lately taken from them 
upwards of eighty horses, (of which forty have not been recover- 
ed,) and killed one man who was attempting, in the pursuit, to regain 
his property. 

'^ I am confident that, if the officers of government duly exert 
their influence, there will not be a war. We rejoice that the 
Lord reigns, and feel assured that these things will be so managed 
by the overruling Providence of God, as to promote his own glory 
and the ultimate salvation of the Heathen." 

While many here are apparently discouraged by 
the unsettled state of the Indians, your Mission- 
^es, who are sustaining these trials of their pa* 
tience, are pursuing their object without depression 
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«r dismay ; and erery Joimial they write, affords 
mcreasiiig evidence of co-operation on the part of 
the public authorities in that region, in their benevo* 
lent exertions, and of confidence in their ultimate 
success. The events which have interrupted the 
]»ogress of this Mission, instead of diminishifiig, 
should augment oiur efforts. They should mcrease 
our commiseration, and urge us to more vigorous 
exertions to civilize and christianize a people, whose 
career to ruin has been accelerated by the avarice 
and prosperity of our countrjrmen. 

Notwithstanding the difficulties with which they 
had to struggle, your Missionaries proceeded to 
the erection of thek mills. The frame was raised 
on the 1st a^d 2d of July, and by the 24th of No- 
vember, both the grist-mill and the saw-mill were 
completed, agreeably to contract, and accepted at 
the hand of the nullwright. In the correctness 
and facility of their operations, they surpass the 
expectation which had been formed ; and although 
the expense has been comparatively great, yet they 
were considered as essentially important to the 
Mission, and they will, in future, it is believed, di- 
minish to a considerable amount the expenditures 
which would otherwise have been required for its 
support. 

During the last year, the labours of this family 
have been greatiy interrupted by sickness. Seve- 
ral of the members, although not dangerously ill. 
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were reduced for months to a very feeble state of 
health. One of their hired men was disabled for 
nearly half the year, and another sunk under the 
weight of his disease. In allusion to this case, the 
Journal of the 21st of August, says — "He died 
about 1 1 o^clock last night, and was decently inter- 
red this day in the Union burying-ground. This 
is the first death by sick;ness since our arrival. All 
the Indians present followed the procession, and 
witnessed, Mrith apparent interest, a Christian 
burial." 

The local fevers which prevail in all uncultivated 
regions, are not generally fatal ; nor are they to be 
regarded as an evil to which our Mission families 
will always be exposed. When they become ac- 
customed to the'climate, and to the change in their 
habits and diet, diseases of this kind, it is believed, 
will be neither frequent nor protracted. 

The Managers are happy to discover, that the 
instructions and the example of your Missionaries 
have produced, in a temporal view, a more salutary 
influence upon the Osage people, than, in their dis- 
turbed situation, could have reasonably been antici- 
pated. A number of the tribe were induced to 
abandon the chase, and to resort to the cultivation 
of the soil for their subsistence. At their earnest 
solicitation, they were employed during the last 
summer, as labourers on the mission farm ; and in 
the course of the season, they projected, and with 
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the aid of the Missionaries, commenced an agricul- 
tural settlement of their own. Some of their 
women, also, evinced a determination to relinquish 
their former mode of living, and to adopt the habits 
and customs of civilized life. With this view, they 
sought and obtained instruction in various branches 
of household econom}\ 

On these topics, we shall quote a number of 
passages from our letters and Journals. In the 
Journal for May, we find the following notice : — 

'< There are five families living near to labour with us. From 
two to six, and sometimes a larger number of Indian women and 
girls, not otherwise connected with us, have, for several months 
past, been labouring at the various branches of domestic business. 
And, Sir, in regard to the nation, we may say the spell is broken. 
The prejudice, fixed by the habits of centuries, is beginning to 
give way. Moineh Persha, a young chief, took the lead. He 
commenced nearly two months ago. Others, of their own accord, 
have followed his noble example, and have laboured whole days 
in planting, at fifty cents per day. For several days we have had 
six. men and Hen boys labouring as diligently as white men.'* 

In the Journal of the 6th of June, it is said — 

" We succeed admirably in teaching the Indian women and girls 
to card, spin, sew, wash, &c. We pay them, as well as the boys 
at school, in a paper currency, which we redeem with small arti- 
cles from the warehouse, in order to teach them the use of a cir- 
culating medium." 

In a letter of the 15th of July, the Assistant re- 
marks — 
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''I eipect in a few w%ekM to coniaenoe a Mttleiiitnit ibont 
two or three niles from this ptace, with afew Osage feauliesy who 
wish to adopt our habits and mode of liyiiig. The probable advan- 
tages of sach settlements cannot at present be calcnlated. The 
late dispensations of Providence seem plainly to require the adop- 
tion of this measure. It may prove to be the comer-stone of civi- 
KealioB in this tribe.'' 

On the 16th of July, the Journal observes — 

** To-day we hare clothed Moineh Persha, and his wife and child, 
and received them to oor table, after a trial of his ainoeri^ in 
wishing to adopt the habits of civilization. He requested sister 
Johnson to teach his wife ; and he intends himself to labour for 
her board and clothing nntil we can assist him in foiming a set- 
dement." 

To these extracts, we add the following from die 
Journal of the 22d of September : — 

*^ Moineh Persha, an Osage chief, with afew other Indians, and 
several Frenchmen who have Indian wives, having expressed a 
wish to adopt our habits in building houses and cultivating the 
land : Therefore, 

**Rs8olv€d, That Brothers Chapman and Requa be appointed to 
live among them, and aid in their business by kind influence and 
Christian example ; as this will probably iSM^ihtate the study of the 
language, and afford the best opportunity of communicating reli- 
gious instruction. 

** Resohtd^ That in aiding the Indians in this setdement, we avoid 
additional expense to the Board. 

<* RBtolved^ That we loan to those who form the settlement, 
ploughs and other utensils as they may need. 
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** Ruohtd^ That as soon as any are ready to go forward in this 
.bosiness, Brother Chapman enter on the duties of the above ap- 
pointment/' 

The Indians are proverbial for their sagacity ; 
and unless deluded by those who are interested in 
their removal or extermination, they will perceive 
and acknowledge .the advantages arising from the 
establishment of a Mission in their territory. Thcf 
following extracts from the Journals for August and 
December, show that these advantages are attract* 
ing the attention of more distant tribes : — 

" Saturday y Aug. 30. — ^A messenger arrived to-day, with a friend* 
1y letter from the Qjuappaws to the Osages, expressing a wish to 
come np and hold a talk about settling near the Osage Village. 
The Quappaws formerly belonged to the Osage tribe, and their 
language is nearly the same. Should they remove to this country, 
it may result in their bene6t, as they will be less exposed to intem- 
perance, and as they will be likely to receive the benefit of the 
Osage mission. 

'* Wednesday^ Dec, 10.— Last evening a party of Delaware Indians 
had a talk with the Osages. There being three chiefs in the company » 
the inquiry was made by brother Vaill, whether the people would 
like to have schools set up among them? to which they replied, 
that this subject was not for them to decide, but for their father, 
the old chief. These people can talk English, have some ideas of 
a future state of rewards and punishments, of the Sabbath, and of 
some other things relating to Christianity. They have lost the 
knowledge of David Brainerd, who taught their fathers the word 
of life, but have some tradition of the Moravian Missionaries. 
They live on James's Fork, a branch of White River, and near 
them are six or seven renmants of former tribes, once living east 
of the Mississippi, large and respectable Their distance from this

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place is from 130 to 300 miles. They live partly by agricnltnre, 
and partly by hanting." 

The Annual Missionary Convention was held at 
Dwight from the 4th to the 7th of November. The 
Delegates from our stations were the Rev. Messrs. 
VaiU and Montgomery, and Mr. William C. Requa. 
From the questions discussed, and the resolutions 
adopted, it is evident, that they who are living 
among the Indians, and familiar with the difficulties 
which obstruct the progress of your enterprise, 
are not discouraged by their number or their mag- 
nitude. They are pressing forward in the cause, 
and indulging the hope of success from their ovm 
experience and the state of the Indians, as well as 
the promised presence and aid of the Master* 
under whose banners they have enlisted. 

It was mentioned in our last Report, that the 
school at this station embraced seven native chil- 
dren. The number has since been increased to 
fourteen. The whole are represented as making 
good improvement in their studies, and a few as 
having exceeded the anticipation of their teachers. 

One of the number who had made good profi- 
ciency in school, was placed as an apprentice im- 
der the care of the blacksmith. In speaking of this 
youth, the Superintendent remarks — "He is very in- 
genious in the smith's shop ; nails, hinges, and even 
smaU knives, he makes with ease. No American 
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youth would make a more active or promising ap- 
prentice/' 

It would afford your Managers much satisfaction 
to be able to report a much larger accession to this 
school. But, when it is considered, that the Osages 
have been continually involved in difficulties vdth 
their Indian neighbours, perhaps the present num* 
ber of scholars is greater than, under existing cir- 
cumstances, there was reason to expect. When 
peace and tranqmlUty shall be restored to the tribe, 
the chiefs, we may indulge the hope, wiU appre- 
eiate the benevolent designs of the Missionaries, 
and by their influence and example, induce their 
people to accept, for themselves and their children, 
the benefits which are thus gratuitously offered. 

For the want of a competent knowledge of the 
language, the Missionaries have pursued their vari- 
ous objects under very serious embarrassments. 
On this topic, it was stated in the last Report, that 
the assistant and the first teacher were assiduous 
in their appropriate study, and expected, at no very 
distant period, to be able to address the Indians 
without the intervention of an interpreter. The 
expectation, we have now the pleasure to add, has, 
in some degree, been realized. They already con- 
verse, on ordinary subjects, with considerable fa- 
cility. Mr. Chapman has also begun to communi- 
cate religious instruction, and the day has at length 
arrived, when the poor benighted Osage can 
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hear in Ids own tongue, *Uhe wonderful works 
of God.'' 

It has been the object of your Missionaries to 
** do good unto all as they have had opportunity.'* 
Among the interesting incidents of the year, the 
deliverance of two Osage infants from death, and 
their adoption into the Mission family, deserve to 
be particularly mentioned. They are calculated to 
awaken our sympathies, and to lurge us to unremit- 
ted exertions in behalf of the many thousands, 
who, on the borders of the Arkansas and the Mis- 
souri, are '^ sitting in the shadow of death," and 
'* dwelling in the habitations of cruelty." 

Of these incidents, Mr. Vaill, in his Annual Re- 
port to the Secretary at War, in October last, speaks 
as follows : — 

** Beside the children in School, two Osage infante helong to this 
Mission Family. One adopted hy Mr. and Mrs. Chapman, a boy 
•f about nine months ; and one adopted by Doctor Palmer and his 
wife, a girl of about eighteen months. The former of these 
was found last winter lying on the cold ground, naked and friend* 
less, and brought to this place. The little girl was picked up on 
the Mission premises, helpless and destitute, and has found an 
asylum from that violence to which, we have since heard, she was 
subject in the hands of a cruel stepfather." 

In relation to the discovery and adoption of the 
little boy, Mr. Chapman, in a letter of March, 1823^ 
communicates the following circumstances : — 
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*< On the 10th of January, I retarneH to the Indian Town, from 
a Tisit to a party of Indians some distance above it. Immediately 
after my arrival, I was informed by my host, that a woman had 
just passed his door with a new-bom infant, which she had found 
in a neighbouring prairie, as she was returning with her load of 
wood. It was left there to perish by its depraved mother, who 
refused to administer those early attentioibs, which merely animal 
affection naturally suggests. The comer of the old woman^s 
blanket only partially sheltered it from the pinching cold ; but 
strength enough Was left to it very faintly to betray, as it was con* 
veyed through the Town, the inhumanity of its mother. 

" On hearing the sad tale, my feelings were much excited ; and, 
apprehensive that the child might still perish for want of a mo- 
ther's care, I immediately sent a message to the old woman and 
her family, requesting that they would provide every thing neces- 
sary for his comfort until my return home, and promising then to 
attempt to raise it myself. They thanked me, and said they would 
consent to my proposal, provided the mother, who had fled, could 
not be found. The mother, however, was found, and was threat- 
ened with death in case the infant should die through her neglecf. 
She was*thus induced to nurse it for a few days. But she soon 
grew weary of her charge, and gave it to another woman. This 
woman, understanding that its father's friends were seeking its life, 
brought it here and committed it to us, to be raised and educated 
as a child of our own." 

Two other events, particularly interesting to 
your Missionaries, demand our notice — the acces- 
sion of a sister, by the marriage of Mr. George 
Requa, and the conversion of one of their hired 
men, and his admission to the communion of their 
Church. The feelings of the family on these oc- 
casions, may be gathered from the following ex- 
tracts. The first is copied from the Journal for

the month of December, and the other from a let- 
ter from the Superintendent, of the 5th of Janu- 
ary last : — 

*• Dec, 22. — ^Brother George Reqoa returned from New- York. 
Od the first day of November last he was united in marris^ with 
Miss Sarah S. Clapp of Cincinnatti. He has been absent from this 
a little short of nine months ; was about one month in going 
from this to New -York, and three in returning. He has been 
abundantly prospered, and we would praise our coTenant God for 
his kindness to our beloved friends, in conducting them to this 
place in safety, and for bis goodness to the family in adding to their 
number another sister, who appears to be prepared for the mis- 
sionary hfe, and whom we welcome as a member of the mission. 
Female assistance was never more needed, and yet it could not 
have been more unexpected ; for the last that we had heard of 
Brother Requa was that his health was declining ; nor did we 
know of his having set out on his return, till his arrival. He came 
by the way of Harmony, kindly accompanied by brother Pizley. 
He has travelled in a light wa^n. The weather has been favour- 
able, and the rivers and creeks low. It is remarkable that a 
journey so long has been performed with so much facility. 

" You will see by the December Journal, that the present state 
of things is critical. We observed Friday, the 2d inst. as a day of 
Fasting and Prayer, in view of the present condition of the nation. 
Yesterday was our communion, and the Saviour was with us, of a 
truth, saying, " In the world ye $haU have triimkUioH. A» me ye 
shall have peace." The mission is evidently becoraiog more so- 
lenm, heavenly, and devoted to Christ ; and willing to labour, to 
suffer, or contend earnestly for the faith, as may please the Sa- 
viour. We had yesterday some tokens of Divine love. Sister 
Requa, wife of brother George Requa, was admitted to our 
church and mission from a sister church, and George Douglass, a 
promising youth, in whom the Lord, as we humbly believe, has 
wrought an astonishing change, was admitted from the world. It 
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may not eause the same joy among the aniious (riQads of tha hea- 
then, ai though it were an Osage that was brought in : but 
there is joy in heaven oyer one sinner, without regard to nation or 
colour, and there is joy at Union. To us who know his talents, 
his influence among his companions, and his sincere desire for the 
prosperity of the mission, the case cannot be looked upon with 
indifference, or without emotion. But while we notice this event, 
our minds do not linger a moment on the good already done ; nor 
does this animating token of God's favour diminish aught of our 
desire for the salvation of the poor deluded heathen. For this we 
long, for this we pray, and never more earnestly than at the pre- 
sent time." 

In reyiewing the progress of this Mission during 
the last year, we discover—in the interpositions of 
Providence for the protection and support of the 
fietmily, in the extension of their influence amoi^ 
the Indians, in their continued and increasing con- 
fidence in the ultimate success of their efforts, in 
their pressing solicitations for an interest in the 
prayers of the Board, and especially in their fre- 
quent reference to the last and unambiguous injunc- 
tion of the Son of God — considerations which for- 
bid hesitation, and urge us onward in the prosecu* 
tion of our enterprise. 

GREAT OSAGE MISSION. 

The operations and prospect of this Mission 
correspond, in so many particulars, with those of 
the family at Union, that a detailed account is 
deemed unnecessary. A summary view only will, 
therefore, now be given. 
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In our last Annual Report, the history of this 
Mission was brought down to the close of Februaiy, 
1823. From that period to the 3d of March, the 
date of our latest advices, the progress of the Mis- 
sion in all its departments, has been, in some 
measure, encouraging. Inured in a considerable 
degree to the peculiarities of situation and climate, 
the Missionaries have not been so severely visited 
with sickness, nor so frequently interrupted in 
their labours as in the preceding year. The pre- 
paratory operations in which they have been hith- 
erto engaged, have already afforded many facilities 
for more immediate intercourse with the Indians, 
for extending and increasing their influence in the 
tribe, and for supporting themselves, so far from 
their own resources, as to afford important relief to 
the funds of the society. 

The peace of the Great Osages has not been 
materially interrupted during the past year. Small 
parties of the laways and Pawnees have occasion* 
ally committed unimportant depredations ; but they 
appear to have originated in individual antipathies, 
and afford no decisive indications of an approaching 
war between the tribes. The prospect of perma- 
nent tranquillity is increased by the determination 
of the commanders of the western military posts, 
to prevent, as far as possible, the useless and san- 
guinary contests which have hitherto been permit- 
ted between these deluded nations. 
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From the Annual Report recently made to the 
Secretary at War, it appears that the school at this 
station is composed of eighteen Osage children ; 
and that they have generally made such progress 
in acquiring a knowledge of the English language, 
and of the domestic and agricultural arts, as to 
render much service to the family, and to promise 
extensive usefulness to the Mission, and to their 
nation. These interesting children soon feel and 
manifest an imaffected attachment to their teachers, 
and to the school. They already evince consider- 
able improvement in their sentiments and habits. 

It was stated in our last Report, that the Great 
Osages had been induced to remove from the 
vicinity of the Mission premises, and that in conse- 
quence of this arrangement, some of the children 
had been taken from the school. This unexpected 
occurrence, however, did not diminish the confi* 
dence, or materially retard the operations of tlie 
Missionaries. Their past experience has only 
served to strengthen their hope of ultimate success, 
and to excite to more vigorous exertions to obtain 
the primary object of their enterprise. 

The following extract of a letter from the Super- 
intendent will be perused with interest : — 

'* We have now, as yon may learn by the Journal, eighteen 
Osage children in oni: mission school ; thirteen girls and five boys. 
Some of the girls who first entered the school can now converse 
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intelligibly in English, and are beginning to read id the Testa- 
ment. 

*' Our prospects, we think, are brightening. It is said that the 
Kickapoos are about to dz their resideace within twenty-6ve or 
thirty miles of oar station. To them we intend to give an invita- 
tion to avail themselves of the school for the instruction of their 
children, and we think that kind treatment will soon soften the 
Osages, and bring them back to the village in which they formerly 
resided. Could we bring the children of different nations into the 
same school, much would be done to remove their national enmity, 
and to induce them to live on terms of peace and friendship." 

The following notice is copied from the Jour- 
nal: — 

*' Friday July^ 11. — Three more children, two boys and a girl, 
were committed to us to-day. The mother appears like a misera- 
bly poor forsaken woman, having no husband, and few relatives. 
The whole tribe are talking about returning to their former viUage» 
near the station. But nothing, it would seem, but absolute starva- 
tion will compel them to cultivate the soil. The want of game, 
and the encroachments of other tribes upon their hunting grounds, 
will soon leave them no alternative but to labour or starve. Sure- 
ly if the Lord intends that a remnant of this people shall be saved by 
our instrumentality, we came not a moment too soon to place be- 
fore them the means ; for, without these means, they must, in a 
short time, undoubtedly be destroyed." 

The Rev. Messrs. Pixley and Montgomery hare 
devoted their time principally to the study of the 
language. The progress they have made affords 
to them the cheering prospect of soon preaching 
the Gospel in the Indian tongue. In pursuing this 
object, Mr. Pixley has lived several months with 
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ike Indians, accompanying them on their hmiting 
expeditions, and depending for subsistence upon 
their precarious sources of support. 

TUSCARORA MISSION. 

It was mentioned in our last Report, that the 
state of this Mission was again assuming an unpro- 
mising aspect. It was also stated, that a few of 
the Indians had imbibed an undeserved prejudice 
against your Missionary, and were attempting, by 
rendering his situation unpleasant, to drive him 
from hh Station. 

We have now to add, that the disaffection con- 
tinued to increase, until the Missionary, deeming 
his usefulness there as closed, felt it to be his duty 
to relinquish his charge. His feelings on the sub- 
ject were communicated to the Board, and in reply, 
he was requested to persevere, under the impres* 
sion that the difficulties would yield to the influence 
of continued and judicious exertions. Every effort 
on his part, however, failed ; and on his represen- 
tations, the Managers were induced to appoint two 
commissioners, the Rev. Drs. Milledoler and 
Spring, to visit that and the other Missionary sta- 
tions on the western borders of the State. 

The Commissioners arrived at Tuscarora on the 
4th of September, and on the 6th, a council of the 
tribe was convened. The interview resulted in 
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the acceptance of Mr. Crane's resignation^ and a 
determination to reduce the establishment to a 
single Missionary. Mr. Crane was requested to 
remain on the Mission farm, and await the directions 
of the Board ; and Miss Brown, the female teacher, 
as her services were no longer required, was re- 
leased from her Missionary engagements. 

Mr. Crane's resignation was tendered in the 
following address :— 

• 

'* Brothers — I wish you to hear a few words.- For more than 
six years I haye lived and laboured among you. I hare loved to 
live and labour among you. I am not tired of my work ; but my 
heart is afflicted to see ypu divided. It grieves me to see you dis- 
tracted on account of any thing I have done. My desires, and 
Iprayers, and labours, have all been intended to lead you to receive 
and follow the Word of God, and then you would all have lived in 
peace, and been of one mind. But 1 would rather be five hundred 
miles from you than divide and distract you. And now, my brothers, 
1 have determined to request these Commissioners to dismiss me, 
not because I am tired of you, but because you are troubled on 
my account. And O that God may direct the good Society to send 
you a minister, who shall be more faithful and more soccessAd 
than I have been. And let me now entreat you, brothers, if I 
have been a bad man among you, show it to these Commissioners, 
that they may ngt send a bad Missionary to your red brethren 
elsewhere. If I have not been a bad man among you, tell them 
so, that I may still have them for my friends, and that they may still 
confide in me.^' 

No imputation was brought against the moral or 
religious character of Mr. Crane, even by the lead- 
ers of die party who had sought his removal. On 
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the succeeding day, the foUowmg testimonial of 
his coirectness and 6delity, was presented to the 
Commissioners by Sacharissa, the pious and yene- 
rable chief of the tribe. 

" Brotheks, — I wishto speak a few words to you, which I wish 
you to carry with you to New- York. You have seen the unhappy 
condition of our nation ; you surely feel, as I do, much afflicted in 
your hearts on account of the condition of my people. When you 
were in New- York, you heard the complaints of some of them 
against our minister, sent by you to instruct us. You haye been 
«ent here now to look into our condition. You considered our na- 
tion as your sick children, who needed some medicine to heal 
them. When you began your journey, you prayed to God to help 
jou to hring to your children some medicine that would relieve 
and cure them. You haye tried to heal them, and you now haye 
feared that your children were too sick to be healed. You haye 
thought that no medicine would do them good. Surely you must 
have been much discouraged to witness the things done in our 
council yesterday. You are sent to preach the good word of 
Christ, as the only medicine that will heal, and perhaps you fear 
that we cannot be cured. Now, if you had started from this place, 
1 should have been looking after you, to find out the way you had 
gone, but it would be too late. I should be thinking what I ought to 
haye done while you were here to do right ; but it would do no 
good. 1 ought, therefore, to take your advice before you go. 

« Brothers, I tell you my mind. You have now seen how 
much sin there is in our nation. You will feel much discouraged 
with us ; but I wish you still to bear with us ; — still to hold ovt 
your hand to help us. Before Christ went to heaven, he appointed 
ministen to preach the gospel to eyery nation. There are many 
nations, and many different languf^s. We are of a different lan- 
guage from you. You have the good word, we haye not ; and you 
mioiBters are the only persons appointed to go out into the world 
and make known the blessing for the righteous, and the curae for 
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tlie wkktd. »» therefore, I often think if you grow wcaiy or

I beliere 
v<m lio' Vou know Christ went with the poor and wicked, and had 
V^.|, irDublc. But he did not give them up I hope you will not 
«%»« «» ^ until you have done all you can to help us. When you do, 
lH^ii I »b«ll think that God intends to leave us to ruin. I am now 
^1 The Great Spirit may spare me a little longer ; but I cannot 
W Wuf( in ^'^ world. When I first gave my hand to the fathers in 
N^wYork, we agreed to walk in the same way, and to meet in 
^viiven. I have been weak and sinful. Perhaps when I die the 
VIsmmI Spirit will cast me off ; — ^bot I have tried to be faithful ; I 
kiope I sball try as long as I live. I hope I shall be received bj 
|h« Good Spirit in mercy. Then I shall meet them in heaven, 
mid in happiness. 

•( Brothers, hear a few words more. Our minister here has been 
sent to us to instruct us. 1 have long heard the Gospel, yet I do 
not know much ; as far as I know, he has always told us the truth. 
His words have been good. He has tried to be faithful and help 
us. You have heard complaints in the council, and perhaps you 
will blame him, and speak hard words to him. But he has done 
right, and yet when ministers are turned away it is common for 
them to hear hard words. I hope our minister will not. I believe 
he has tauf^ht us the right way. We have done wrong ; if we 
had followed his instruction we should have had no difficulty. I 
hope you will not blame him. He does not deserve it. Now, we 
feel very sorry for all those things that have taken place. It was 
not our wish to have our minister removed. We now suffer like 
our missionary ; we are opposed and abused. But I think I shall 
never be discouraged in the good way. It is my mmd to hold fast. 
You must believe that I will ; and I wish that you, and the good 
Society and myself may have the same mind as long as we live. 
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And now I give thanks to you, and to all at your place, for your 
love to us. You have done all in your power to help, teach, and 
save us. I thank you all, and you especially, for the trouble you 
have taken at this time for our good. When you return you will 
tell them I am yet alive. Perhaps to-morrow I shall be called 
away. I know not when ; but I must soon go. I hope you will 
return home in health and peace, and that you may see all your 
brothers in health and peace ; but we do not know whether you 
will find them all alive or not. Perhaps some will be dead : but 
I hope all will be well. Now, lot us \\\ continue to hope in the 
mercy of the Great Spirit as long as we live. We may never see 
each other s^in in this world ; but we can pray for each other, 
and can help each other by prayer. I will pray for you, for all 
the good done to my people. I hope you will hold fast in this good 
way; Christ commanded that we should hold fast always — not a 
little while. I hope, therefore, though I know you must be much 
discouraged — I hope you will help us a^ long as you live, and when 
you are dead that your children will do the same. These are all 
my words. You have now heard my mind, and as you are ac- 
quainted with the good word, you can now tell me if I have said 
any thing wrong." 

On the return of the Commissioners, Mr. Crane 
received the appointment of General Agent to the 
Board of Managers. He still retains their entire 
confidence, and is now successfully employed in 
the duties of his agency. 

Since the resignation of Mr. Crane, your Mana- 
gers have not yet appointed a regular Missionary 
for this station. They have, however, employed 
the Rev. Mr. Smith, of Lewiston, who resides 
within three or four miles of the village, as a tem- 
porary supply. Mr. Smith delivers to the Indians 
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OB eadi Sabbath, and occaaoDaDy per- 



other Missionaiy iabonrs. He has been 
iiearfr six months m the service of the Board. In 
a letter to the Domestic Secretary, dated in Feb- 

Mr. Smith remarks : — 



** 1 hare laboured among thu people statedly iioce the receipt 
^" jiMr letter, with mach satisfiiction to my own feelings, and I 
ttuok 1 can discover an increasing attention to the word preached. 
The number that attend public worship is considerably greater 
than when I commenced my labours. No white congrc^gatioa 
lypear with more decorum or solemnity. 

** In conyerting with the different families, I discover an increas- 
ing desire for improvement. There are a number of young men 
and boys, who wish to learn some of the mechanical arts. The 
arts they have selected are those of the Shoemaker, Blacksmith, 
Tailor, and Carpenter. It is highly desirable, that diey should h6 
placed in pious families, that they may enjoy religious privil^es 
and instruction, while they are acquiring a knowledge of their 
respective trades. 

*< At present every thing.goes on pleasantly, as it respects myself 
and the Indians. How long it may continue, I know not; but if God 
gives me grace to be faithful, and wisdom profitable to direct, 1 
trust that, in due time, pleasant effects may result." 

SENECA MISSION. 

The progress of this Mission, since the last An- 
nual Meeting! has been unusuaUy interesting. At- 
tended by many tokens of Divine favour, it has stea- 
dily advanced towards the ultimate object for which 
it was established. Under the regular preaching of 
the Grospel, the knowledge and worship of God 
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have been gradually acquiring an ascendency over 
the deep-rooted attachment of the pagan party to 
the customs of their ancestors, and the ignorance 
and superstition of the whole tribe. The intellec- 
tual and moral elevation of the Christian party^ 
equally distinguished by a practical recognition of 
the sanctity of the Sabbath, and an increasing 
attention to their agricultural and domestic pursuits, 
when contrasted with the degradation and wretch- 
edness of their opposers; furnishes conclusive 
evidence of the utility and efficacy of Indian 
Missions. 

You were informed in our last Report, that a 
Church had been organized at this Station, and 
that four of the young Chiefs, having given an 
intelligent and satisfactory profession of their faith, 
were admitted to its communion. To this number 
we are happy to state, two others who were then 
candidates for admission, have recently been 
added. 

Of this accession to the Church Mr. Harris gives 
the following interesting account : — 

'*0n Sabbath, 18th inst. we were again suffered, in the good 
providence of God, to surround the sacramental board with our 
little church, and with two who, for the first time, were priyileged 
to commemorate the dying love of our departed Lord. Another 
would have partaken of this feast of love, had not a lingering con* 
sumption rendered his attendance impracticable. — The names of 
^he two communicants, lately admitted, are Capt. John Pollard^ a 

5 
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▼ery influential chief of 50, and Henry Two Guns^ also a chief, 
younger, but very industrious, and of respectable standing. The 
spiritual improvement of these persons has been a subject of spe* 
cial attention during the past year ; and the baptism of one of them 
has been deferred since April last, in order that his Christian cha- 
racter might be fully tested. — They appeared truly humble and 
tender, and expressed the most lively repentance towards God, 
and a humble hope that they had cast themselves on his mercy ia 
Christ. 

** On addressing some of the questions usually put to candidates 
On such occasions to Capt. Pollard, he rose and returned for 
substance the following reply : — * Brother — Since you have 
thought proper to invite me, to become numbered in the family of 
Christ, and have asked me these solemn questions, I shall make 
my answer in a few words. It is a fact, not to be denied, that in my 
younger days, I have lived in total darkness — in a state of igno- 
rance and sin ; and although I have kept myself from many of 
those vices which have ruined many of my people : still I have to 
acknowledge that I am a great sinner in the sight of God. But now 
as I have learned a little of the Gospel, and have heard of the won- 
derful love of Jesus Christ, in dying for the sins of mankind, I 
should be worse than a brute, if my heart should not repent, and 
place its trust in bis death alone. I know there are some of my 
nation, who turn their back against the Son of God, and despise his 
Gospel — and they are displeased with us, because we are deter- 
mined to hold fast to th£ truth. As to myself I will only say, that if 
my hearVs blood be necessary to atone for the crime] I have com- 
mitted in departing from the paths of ignorance and sin, let it flow 
freely. Let them take vengeance upon me, in the presence of my 
family — in open day. I shall make no resistance, since I shall die 
in the cause of God.' 

'• This was spoken with so much feeling, as nearly drew tears 
from all present, and was truly characteristic of the Indian Orator . 
softened by the humanity of the Christian.'' 
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The cause of truth is evidently gaining influence 
among this tribe ^ and, in view of the opposition 
it has to encounter, and the imperfect medium 
through which it is communicated, its progress is 
to be regarded as pecuKarly encouraging. A few 
of the young men have exhibited more than 
ordinary solicitude on the subject of religion, and 
one, of the most distinguished of their females has 
manifested a change in her feelings and sentiments^ 
which affords ground to hope that she has become 
a child of God, and an heir of glory. 

' The Superintendent, in his Journal for Septem- 
ber and October, mentions the cases of one of the 

young men and of the woman as follows : — 

• 

^^ Monday, Sept, 1. — A few of the chiefs and young people met 
this eyeningto join in the monthly concert of prayer. The most of 
the older chiefs are absent, ;n attending a land council on the Ge- 
nessee river. After singing and prayer, a short exhortation was 
addressed to them from the words ^ Prepare to meet thy God.' 

** After the conclusion of our exercises, i addressed a few in- 
terrogatories to one of our interesting young men, who appeared 
unusually feeble, on the present state of his health. ^ It is very 
poor,' was his reply. How long have you been languishing? 
* About two years since,' said he, * I was greatly oppressed 
with a pain here, (laying his hand on his breast,) but find that it 
has increased much since last spring.' And are you prepared to 
meet God if you should soon be called from time into eternity ? 
Pausing for a few minutes, he observed, ' I have fears on that 
subject. How far I am actually prepared I cannot say. I can 
only say that I am daily asking and pleading for mercy at the hand 
of God and our Saviour. And, as you are our minister, appointed 
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ta explain to us the Word of God, wbi<}h has been so loagcorered 
from our sight, I shall, therefore, faithfully listeu to your iostruc* 
tioDS ; and hope I shall yet be able to find salvation.* He was 
then exhorted to go immediately to Christ for the pardon of all his 
sins, and for preparation for death.

*< fVednesday^ Oct. 8. — Having been informed, lately, that the 
wife of Pollard, one of our principal chiefs, had been much dis- 
tressed, under pungent convictions of her lost and ruined state by 
nature, I embraced the first opportunity for a serious conversation 
with the whole family. From what I had heard, I ekpected to see 
her bowed down with grief, and, in her own view, ready to perish; 
but the Lord appears to have greatly verified his promise, * that 
whosoever humbleth himself shall be exalted ; and that it is the 
Lord who raiseth up all those that are bowed down.' She certainly 
appears to speak as one who is new bom of God. But, as to 
the reality of the change, time and the providence of God must 
ultimately determine. From her own account it would seem that 
her first impressions of a serioas nature were received at the time 
when her nephew and adopted son, George Fox, left home for 
Cornwall. She was much afiected by the object of his going there, 
as well as the pain of parting with him. Still her heart remained, 
in a great measure, insensible, until George wrote her a letter, 
announcing his safe arrival, and stating that he was pleased with 
his prospects, that he had not yet met with the new birihy but that 
he hoped in God's own time he should experience it. This last 
expression seemed to afiect her mind deeply. She reasoned thus 
with herself : * If this new heart and new birth be. necessary for 
him, how much more necessary for me, who am so much older, 
and so much more accustomed to sin against that God who has 
given me my being, and has supported me all my life long, not- 
withstanding my rebellion against him.' To use her own words, 
* the thought brought her to the ground, and she could find no 
rest until she found it in Jesus ; she knew he did comfort her 
heart ; so that now her eyes fill with tears of gratitude whenever 
she reflects how the Lord has dealt with one so exceedinglj 
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detoed aad ruined as she found herself to be.' Her statement 
affected me much ; and although it is our duty to judge cautiously, 
it is impressed on my mind, that it is indeed Ukejinger of God,* " 

On the 10th of September, our Commissioners 
arrived at this Station, and held a Council with the 
Christian Chiefs. The principal results of the 
interview were, the acceptance of Mr. Young's 
resignation as Teacher of the School ; his appoint- 
ment to take charge of the Missionary farm at Tus- 
carora ; and the adoption of the rule, that all the 
children who enter the School remain in it three 
months without returning to their friends, and that, at 
the close of every quarter, there be a vacation of one 
week. In their Report to the Board, the Commis- 
sioners remark. "In view of the Station at Seneca, 
we feel that we have abundant reason for gratitude, 
to the God of Missions. The connexion between 
Mr. Harris and the Senecas appears to promise no 
small success." 

Soon after Mr. Young's removal to Tuscarora, 
he was induced to offer his resignation to the 
Board, aiid request permission to retire from the 
service. Th^ health of Mrs. Young has been 
declining for several years. Such is her continued 
and general debility, that she feels utterly incom- 
petent to discharge the arduous duties, which 
devolve upon the female members of our Mission 
families. Both Mr. and Mrs. Young still cherish a 
devout affection for the Missionary cause, and 
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reluctantly retire from the service, under a convic- 
t ion of the impropriety of continuing in their present 
circumstances to occupy a post, which can be 
more usefully filled by persons of vigorous and 
confirmed health. 

Mr, Oilman Clark, of New Hampshire, has been 
appointed Teacher at this Station, to fill the vacancy 
occasioned by the resignation of Mr, Young. His 
arrival at Seneca, it was beUeved, would afford 
important relief to Mr. Harris, and enable him to 
direct his attention more assiduously to the study of 
the language, and to the duty of preaching the 
Gospel from house to house. 

Some arrangements made at the organization of 
the School were attended with serious embarrass- 
ments ; and until the arrival of the Commissioners, 
it was found difficult to introduce an effectual 
remedy. It affords us much gratification to state, 
that in the month of December, all opposition to 
the new arrangement had subsided; the School 
had assumed a new and interesting character ; and 
the general aspect of the Mission excited our 
gratitude to God our Saviour, and gave a new 
impulse to our efforts in behalf of that tribe. 

The following quotations from the Journal will 
justify the view we have given : — 

^*Sab, Dec, 2Qth, — After public worship, Capt. Pollard rose in 
behalf of the chiefs, and informed that the following arrangement

had been entered into among themselres, in relation to their chil- 
dren. They remarked that the parents had giyen their consent to 
the children remaining in future at the Mission House constantly 
for the space of one month, without having the privilege of visiting 
their parents, and then have a vacation of two days. This they 
deemed amply sufficient to answer all the purposes of recreation : 
and further than this they supposed was not necessary. It was 
also understood at the same time, that the children are to be ad- 
mitted to the privileges of the school at the end of every quarter 
only. We sincerely believe that, with the blessing of our heavenly 
Father, this arrangement will prove highly advantageous to the 
school. We have now in the family thirty-one children, who are 
placed with the consent of their parents under our entire control. 
This is an event, for which we would thank God ; under the 
impression that amidst all our difficulties and trials, the Lord gra- 
ciously condescends to own our humble labours, and is, we think, 
opening a wide door of usefulness among tAis people. 

" Jan. 23d, 1824. — To-day the cliildren leave us for two days, 
to visit their parents. The more constantly we are associated 
with these dear children, the more earnestly do we desire their 
salvation. May the Lord guard them from the influence of temp- 
tation and the commission of sin. They have, during the past 
month, merited our approbation, and secured our affection. 

*' We are much gratified to see the principal chiefs taking an 
increased interest in the school. Young King has proposed that 
one of the principal chiefs call upon us weekly, and lecture the 
children, on the subject of obedience, and we are pleased to find 
that they now faithfully do their duty in this respect. 

*' Lord'^z day, Jan, 25th, — Our religious exercises more than 
Usually interesting. Discourse from Luke xxiv. 25. ' O fools and 
slow of heart to believe all that the prophets have spoken.' These 
words were appropriately addressed to some of our congregation,, 
who have manifested of late, a disposition, if not to join in, at least 
to connive at, the worship of the Pagans. At the close of the ser- 
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'vice,' one of the members of the church was requested to pray. 
Daring prayer, he became much affected, and burst into tears. 
As far as he could be understood, he seemed to mourn over his 
sin, anid the sin of his people before the Lord, and to say, * Lord, 
forgive them, for they know not what they do.' Solemnity, and 
the most profound silence pervaded the assembly ; while a num- 
ber tried in vain to hide their tears. 

*' Monday, Feb. I6th, — We have witnessed with no ordinary 
emotions an increasing seriousness for some days past among the 
children. We have discovered at times a tenderness of heart 
among these children ; but have, never seen them so much awed 
by divine thin&:s as at present. On Saturday, as I ' walked out in 
the field at eventide,' a few roods from our dwelling, I witnessed 
an occurrence of so pleasing a nature, that I shall probably be 
justified in mentioning it here. I saw oue of our largest boys reti- 
ring just after the schoipl had closed, into an adjoining thicket. I 
asked him whither he was going ? He pointed his finger and said 
he was going yonder to pray. As 1 stood conversing with him a 
few minutes, ahother came up and said he was going on the same 
errand. I turned away affected with the circumstance, and walked 
below the hill, in the rear of the house, to find a place where to 
give vent to my feelings ; and where to beg of God to fasten 
conviction on their tender hearts. The evening was marked with 
that placid stillness which tends insensibly to lead the pious mind 
to survey the works of God. 

** I could distinctly hear the voice of prayer on several sides 
around me. As I walked towards the house, 1 wondered why the 
little children were not heard at play as usual. The secret was 
soon disclosed. For I discovered that they too had collected in a 
little group on the side of a hill, and stood with clasped hands, and 
in perfect silence ; while one of their number, in an audible voice, 
was sending forth his petitions to the throne of him who said, 
* Suffer little children to come unto me and forbid them not, for 
of such is the kingdom of heaven.' * Suriely,' thought I, * how 
terrible is that place.' May it please God to suffer this serious- 
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ness to be as the * inon)iog cloud aad early dew, which pas^etb 
way."* 

Such was the ijattering state of this Mission^ at 
the close of the month of February. Tears of 
gratitude fijled the eyes of the Missionary, anij 
songs of praise ascended from the family, as they 
pontemplated the rising prospect, so suddeply 
presented, of becoming the happy instruments of 
leading this interesting group of children, pot 
only to civilization, but to piety, and to eternal 
blessedness, 

It was not, however, to be expected that tho 
" adversary of every good work" would excite np 
opposition to these exhibitions of.Divine mercy ^nd 
power. It was at a moment^ like this that some of 
the pagans were urged to disperse the Schpo]^ 
and to expel the Mission family frooi the Reserya-r 
tion. This measure could not be effected by the 
Indians alone. The co-operation of white inhabi* 
tants, and of the civil authority of the county, was 
necessary to accomplish the object. This assistance 
was obtained. Men were found to aid thesQ 
misguided natives in opposing the gratuitous 
introduction among their Tribe of the Gospel, and 
of the arts of civilized life, 

The removal of tlie family was effected under ^, 
law of the State/ which was designed to prevent 
ihe encroachments of dishonest whites, and not to 
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interrupt the operations of Christian benevolence. 
This law, it should be remembered, was enacted 
more than three years ago, and the family at 
Seneca has been permitted to remain thus long 
unmolested. If the statute compels the public 
authorities to interfere with missionary efforts, why, 
we would ask, has its execution been so long 
deferred 1 Why were the Missionaries allowed to 
proceed until their new buildings were completed, 
until property to a large amount was accumulated, 
and a School collected and organized of more than 
thirty children ? 

The warrant issued for the removal of the Mission 
family required them to leave their residence 
within ten days of its date. It was not, however, 
served, until half the time allowed for preparation 
had expired. Under these circiunstances, the 
Superintendent concluded to send the Indian 
children, with the teacher and the female assistants, 
to the School at Gataraugus, and to take apartments 
for himself and his wife in Buffalo. From this 
place he will be able to visit the Indians occasion- 
ally, and to communicate religious instruction on 
the Sabbath. 

This unexpected event called upon your Mana- 
gers for prompt and judicious efforts to obtain from 
the Legislature such a modilScation of the law, as 
would permit the Seneca family to return to their 
buUdings and resume their labours. The Domestic 
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Secretary was requested to repair to Albany, with 
the hope of accomplishing the object. The 
unfiayourable result ^vill be found in the following 
Report, which, on his return, he presented to the 
Board : — 

*' 7416 Committee, to whom was referred the Rev. Mr. Harris's 
letter of the 24th of February, in relaiioa to the dispersion of 
his School, and the removal of the Mission Family from the In- 
dian Reservation , beg leave to Report — 

'* That after due deliberation, it was deemed expedient, that the 
Chairman proceed to the seat of government, and procure, if prac- 
ticable, the enactment of a law which should authorize the mis- 
sionary, and his associate teachers to continue their benevolent la- 
bours among the Seneca Indians. 

" On his arrival at Albany, the Chairman drafted and presented to 
the Legislature the following Memorial : — 

" To the Honourable the Legislature of ^e State of New-York in 
Senate and Assembly convened, 

" The Petition of the Managers of the United Foreign Missionary 
Society in the city of New- York, respectfully showeth : 

** That a Missionary Establishment was long since formed on the 
Buffalo Reservation, for the benefit of the Seneca Indians, and 
at the ui^ent request of many of the Chiefs and people of that 
Tribe- 

^' A workshop was erected, and furnished with a complete assort- 
ment of Carpenters' tools. The use of the shop and tools was 
gratuitously tendered to the adult Indians ; instruction and assist- 
ance were given by one of the Missionary Teachers, who had been 
regularly trained to the carpenter's business ; and a number of the 
Indians, having availed themselves of these privileges, are now

nomtietent to make aod repair lor thcflosdres Tarioos agricehural 
titensUs, and articletof boaaebold fVinutore^ 

*' Many of the Indian Females, both adalts and children, hare 
tlerired evident benefit from the instmctiott which has been com- 
iDUDicated bj the Female Teachers of the Mission, in the Tarioos 
branches of hoosehold economji 

*' A school has b^en established, which ndw embraces more fUtmk 
thirty Indian children, living in the Mission Family, and fed and 
clothed at its expense ; some of whom can already read any En- 
glish book, and all of whom are correct and exemplary in their 
deportment and diligent in their studies. One of the Youth, (ne^ 
}>i)ew to Captain Pollard, the very respectable Chief,) has been 
sent by year Memorialists, at the nrgent request of his Uncle, to 
the Foreign Mission School in Cornwall, with the hope that he will 
Soon be qualified for eminent nsefolness in his Tribe. 

*' A Church has also been organized ; and there are already 
Enrolled on its list of Conmiunicants several influential chieft, who 
have voluntarily renounced their Pagan worship, and embraced the 
(Christian Religion. 

" Buildings, with the consent of a majority of the Indians^ have 
been erected on the Reservation, at vety considerable expense, and 
v( sufiicient dimensions to accommodate sixty or seventy Indian 
thildren» 

** tn managing the concerns of this Establishment, ybur Memo- 
rialists have received, not only the approbation, but also the assist- 
once, of the Government oY the United States. A considerable . 
portion of the cost of the buildings was paid by that Government^ 
and a gratuity is annually made to assist in defraying the current 
(expenses of the school. 

** "To these /acts, your Memorialists have the painful duty to 
Qctd — That an order has just been issued by the Court of the 
county in which the Establishment is located, by which this fiou^ 
Hshinjj School, to the great disappointment and grief of many of 
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Ihe iDdians, k to be broken up^ and the Musionary and Teachers 
are to remove * within ten days, from the Indian Reservation, on 
the penalty of imprisonment. This order was reluctantly issued^ 
on the complaint of a solitary Indian, and under a constraction of 
a law, which was enacted by the Honourable Legislature in the 
year 1821 ; a law, which, it is understood and believed, was in- 
tended only to remove intruders, whose designs and practices were 
hostile to the interests and welfare of the Indians. 

"Under these circumstances, your Memoriairsts respectfully 
jpray, that a clause may be enacted by your Honourable Body, ex- 
empting their Missionary Establishment from the operation of the 
law of 1821, and permitting their Missionary and Teachers to pur- 
sue their disinterested and generous labours in the undisturbed 
occupancy of the buildings which have been erected for their 

use: 

And your petitioners will ever pray, &c.

" P,S. For a confirmation of the facts stated in the above Memo- 
rial, the Honourable Legislature are respectfully referred to two 
letters now in the hands of his Excellency the Governor — the one 
from Captain Parish, the agent of the United States, and the other 
from eighteen or twenty of the Indian Chiefs. 

** In the Senate, the memorial and the documents which accom- 
panied it were referred to a select committee, who reported a bill, 
with general provisions, allowing missionaries, teachers, and me- 
chanics, to reside on either of the Reservations in this State, for 
the purpose of communicating instruction tj the Indians. This 
bill, without any unnecessary delay, was passed in the Senate, and 
sent to the Assembly for its concurrence. 

*' In the Assembly, the bill was referred to the committee on 
Indian affairs ; and, afler a delay of several days, was at length 
reported, with amendments, and referred to the committee o£ 
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the whoie« It soon became erident, thit Av bill, in conte- 
qaence of the greai naoiber of bOb previooslj repoitnU would 
not be takes opthissesnon, unless wmamtmMmMly tecommeiMled by 
a ftandiog committee, deoomioaied the Commitut of ATiie. An 
attempt was made to bringtbe bill before this committee ; but the 
chaiTman, without reading, or suffering it to be read, took upon 
himself the responsibility of rejecting it. 

** The following clause, relating solely to the Seneca School, 
was then drafted, with the hope of haring it ad€)ed to some bill on 
its passage through the committee of the whole. 

** ' Md be U further enacUd, That Thomas S. Harris, and his 
Associate Teachers be, and they are hereby permitted to return to 
their buildings on the Buffalo Reservation, and pursue their gratui- 
tous and benevolent labours of teaching the Indian children and 
youth.' 

*' An opportunity at length occurred ^ on the passage of a bill 
ibr the appointment of a commissioner to adjust some disputed 
titles among the Stockbridge Indians. Judge Wilkeson, of Buffalo, 
on moving the additional clause, stated to the house, as the result 
of his own personal observation, that the general condition of the 
Indians had been very evidently improved by the benevolent 
labours of the missionary and his associate teachers ; that many of 
the Indian females, under the instruction of the female teachers, 
had made great proficiency in sewing, spinning, knitting, and other 
branches of household economy ; that a number of the young men 
of the tribe, having availed themselves of the privileges of the 
workshop, hiid acquired considerable knowledge of carpentry, 
and a few had already been employed as journeymen in that line 
of business ; and that habits of frugality and industry had been 
formed, their mode of living as to cleanliness and comfort im- 
proved, their farms better fenced and cultivated, and their stock 
of neat-cattle and horses greatly increased. He observed, that 
a large proportion of the fuel and other articles sold in Buffalo 
were furnished by them ; and added, that, before the mission-

ary establUhment was formed, the iahabitants of Bafiido were^ 
greatly annoyed on the Sabbath, by crowds of boisterous, and 
oflen intoxicated Indians, but now, scarcely an Indian on that day 
was to be seen in their streets. He closed by expressing the hope, 
that a family of teachers, who had been instrumental in accom- 
plishing so much good, might be permitted to return to the baild* 
ings which had been erected at much expense for their use, and 
to the important duties to which they had consecrated their lives. 

*' The section, however reasonable and important, was vehe- 
mently opposed in various quarters of the house. It was alleged 
that missionaries and teachers, instead of improving the Indians, 
made them ten times worse ; and a letter, said to have been writ- 
ten many years ^o by the notorious Red-Jacket, and other similar 
papers were read in support of the allegation. In consequence 
of the number of his opponents, and their mode of attack, the 
honourable mover of the section, despairing of success, hastily 
withdrew it. 

^' Thus, to the disappointment and mortification of your commit- 
tee, their efforts have failed. That Assembly which, within two days, 
had passed a bill, authorieiog a tavern-keeper, who had been 
removed by the same law from the same Reservation, to return to 
his residence and his occupation, would not permit our devoted 
teachers to return and resume their gratuitous labours of instructing 
the Indian children and youth ! That Assembly, which, on the 
same day, appropriated ^40,000 to aid the general fund for the 
support of Common Schools, would not permit a common school, 
although it would not have cost the State a single cent, to be resto- 
red to the Indian tribe. 

Z. LEWIS, Chairman:' 

These events have afflicted our hearts, but have 
not shaken our confidence, nor induced us for a 
moment to relax our exertions. We are taught, 
indeed, that although the hostility of the world may

assume for a time an aspect more than ordinarily 
imposing, yet its real character remains unaltered. 
But we do not forget, that the hearts of rulers are 
in the hand of the" Lord ; and that ^^ the wrath of 
man shall praise him." Perhaps the only evils 
arising from this event are the partial interrup- 
tion of the School, and the expense attendiii^ the 
removal of old, and the erection of new buildings. 
It is ascertained that a site can be procured on the 
border of the Indian Reservation, within three 
miles of the principal village ; and the Christian 
Indians are willing to render all the assistance in 
their power, in the erection of a new establishment. 
In this situation the Mission will be entirely inde- 
pendent of the Pagan party ; and, it is confidently 
believed, will derive important advanta^s from 
the change, 

CATARAUGUS MISSION. 

The circumstances which led to the establishment 
of this Mission, the opposition encountered from 
the Pagan party, and the eventual organization of 
the School, were reported at your last Annual 
Meeting. The hostility of the pagans, and the 
comparative weakness of the Christian party 
induced your Managers to proceed at this Station 
with economy and caution. We are happy to 
announce, that the result of our measures has far 
surpassed our most sanguine expectations. We 
have realized none of our fears, and have more 
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than realized our liveliest hopes ; and we would 
most devoutly recognise the hand of a kind 
Providence, to which we ascribe all that has been 
^fleeted in the School and the Tribe. 

Before his appointment to his present office, the 
Superintendent had devoted considerable attention 
to the study of Theology. Although not ordained 
to the Gospel Ministry, yet he has embraced every 
opportunity to communicate religious instruction 
to the adults as well as the children. He has 
statedly met them on the Sabbath, and read and 
explained the word of God. In this service he has 
been greatly encouraged and animated, by the 
solemnity, and the earnest desire for instruction^ 
which have characterized his attentive Indian 
audience. Throughout the year, and under a 
variety of ciricumstances, many of the Indians have 
exhibited a high veneration for the Bible, a strong 
solicitude to understand and discharge the duties it 
enjopis, an utter renunciation of the traditions and 
the superstitious worship of their fathers, and a 
decided resolution to make in future the revealed 
word their only guide. 

From many passages in the Journal, which 
justify the view here given, the following is se- 
lected :— 

'* The Indians gave good attention, and expressed great pleasure 
in hearing the word of God explained. After meeting one of the

chiefs obflerred, * the more we understand the truths of the Kble, 
and receive instruction respecting them, the more satisfaction we 
feel in our minds, and the more determined are we to press on in 
the Christian way. We have learned to-day what we ahd all man- 
kind are, while ignorant of the Gospel, and what we must do to be 
happy in this world and in that which is to come. We see, from 
the gospel that has been explained, that we are all sinners like the 
prodigal son, and have left our Father's house, and sinned against 
him who made us, and in so doing, instead of its making us happy, 
we find only mjsery and pain in our sinful ways. But from what has 
been told us, we see that Jesus Christ, the Son of God, has gtyen 
us, and all sinners, the offer to cotee back again. If we forsake all 
our bad ways, and repent of our sins, and love him, he will plead 
with the Great Spirit to forgive us, and have compassion on us, and 
make us happy. Now it seems we have the choice given ub, to 
be happy or miserable. We never saw it so plain before. We 
feel thankful for the instructions given us to-day, and thank the 
Great Spirit every time we hear from the good book.' Our meet- 
ings with them are always interesting, though the number that 
attend is not large. May the Lord grant that his word, read and 
explained to them from time to time, may be blessed to the salva- 
tion of their immortal souls." 



In the course of the last summer, much solicitude, 
on the subject of marriage, was manifested by the 
Christian Chiefs. They were convinced of the 
iniquity, as well as the unhappy effects of the pagan 
custom of exchanging wives at pleasure ; and were 
earnest in their inquiries respecting the authority 
and the design of Christian marriage, as taught in 
the Bible. Their mquiries resulted in a determi- 
nation to receive the marriage covenant as of divine 
authority ; and on Friday, the fourth of July, nine 
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couple were publicly married by a Christiaa 
Magistrate. 

On this subject, the following passages are 
quoted from the Journal : — 

^^June 27. — ^Yesterday attended the council as requested. The 
chiefi expressed mcich tbankfafaiess that I should take so much 
trouble to meet them. They said they had come to a resolution 
to adopt the Christian practices as far as id their power, especially 
that relative to marriage, as they saw the evil of lining as they had 
done in that respect. But while they, in general, desired to be 
legsdly married, there were some among them who feared it was 
only a notion of some great man, and not authorized by the Bible. 
If the good book enjoined it, they would embrace it with all their 
heart. They wished to know my sentiments. I accordingly ad- 
dressed them in a few words upon the nature of the marriage co- 
venant Among other things I observed, that it was a divine insti- 
tution, authorized by God himself in Paradise, immediately after 
the creation of our first parents, and sanctioned by his Son Jesus 
Christ, while on earth, by gracing with his own presence the cele- 
bration of a marriage at Cana, in Galilee, and by the performance of 
his first miracle, &c. 

** They then appointed the 4th of July as the day on which the 
ceremony should take place. 

*' Saturday^ July 6. — ^It being ten miles to the Indian Village by 
the wagon-road, we thought it best to go the day preceding to the 
* marriage. We started early, and arrived in season to visit several 
families, all of whom appeared gratified with such a mark of atten- 
tion. We called on one who had formerly shown much opposition, 
but who now appears more friendly. To manifest his good will, 
he immediately presented us with a plate of excellent honey, desi- 
ring us to partake of it We had been previously invited to spend 
the night at John White's, where we put up, much pleased with 
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our day's work. The chief warrior was there. He desired to 
open his mind to me upon a certain subject. He said that a number 
of years ago he was addicted to hard diinkiog, but being convinced 
of the evil of it, he made a solemn resolution never more to taste any 
thing stronger than cider. As some of his brethren had procured 
wine for the marriage, he desired to know whether be might not 
be excused from tasting it, while the others partook of it, as he 
wished still to observe his promise. On receiving an afhrmative 
answer, his mind appeared to be relieved of a burden. I could 
not but admire the tenderness of conscience and the rectitude of 
intention manifested by this aged and venerable chief. I had told 
the other chiefs, when they had mentioned the idea of getting 
wine, that it was unnecessary, and would increase the expense. 
They replied that they intended to invite some of their particular 
friends among the whites, and wished to qiake such preparations 
as were common on such occasions. 

The Marriage Celebration, 

^' The people began to collect yesterday at nine o'clock. As no 
house was sufficiently large, a bower was erected on a handsome 
green, where, in the presence of more than three hundred people, 
the ceremony was performed. The ezercbes commenced at 1 1 
oVlock, by reading the fifth chapter of Ephesians. A prayer was 
then offered by Esquire Beardsley, after which nine couple^ headed 
by the venerable chief warrior, rose to take upon themselves, in 
this public manner, the marriage vow, agreeably to the laws of 
God, and of the land in which we live. After the ceremony was 
performed, and a hymn sung, an address was made, followed by a 
prayer. The Easter Anthem, and some other tunes prepared for 
the'occasiop, were performed by the children of the Mission 
School. After the guests had plentifully partaken of cake, &c, 
prepared alone by the Indians, two interesting speeches were deli* 
vered by Captain Pollard, a chief from Buffalo, and the chief 
warrior of this village. The scene closed bj singing the hjmq 
hegii^ning with this line — 

( The day is past and gone,^ 
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The novelty of the occasion attracted the attention of many 
whites. More than a hundred of them were present. Among the 
Indians were chie& from Buffalo and Alleghany, and most of the 
Pagan chiefs of Catarangus, who had heen invited to attend. It 
was tnily pleasant to see so many of both parties mingling together 
in a social, friendly manner. I have never spent the 4th of July 
more agreeably, nor seen its exercises more interesting. The 
day was very fine, and good order and regularity was observed 
by all." 

Most of the Pagan Chiefs of Cataraugus were, it 
appears, present on this interesting occasion. The 
impressions made upon their minds, by this occur- 
rence, were evidently favourable. Indeed, through 
the whole course of the year, the example of the 
Mission family, the order and proficiency of the 
School, a^d the general improvement in the 
conduct and condition of the Christian Indians, 
have been gradually diminishing the prejudices, and 
wearing down the asperity, of the Pagan party. 
And we have the satisfaction to announce, that 
Capt. Strong, the most influential Chief of that 
party, has subsequently ^^ renounced the customs 
and habits of his fathers, and embraced those of the 
Christians/' He has become a decided and warm 
supporter of the School, and has committed two of 
hi« children to its instruction and control. 

Of these events, the Superintendent speaks as 
follows : — 

*^Dee. 31.-^For some days past, I have been informed, that

CH^ i^Luui Chief. Mr. Johnson mentioned, that Captain Strong had 

iu>M come to manifest his attachment to us and to the ChristiaB 

p;u'^v by placing his children in the SchooL Captain Strong then 

vsMM> ttnd spoke as follows : — 

^< « Brother, I am not a stranger to you ; you have known my 
character and sentiments ; you know me to have been opposed to 
uussions ; you haye even heard me speak against them in the great 
council ; you may be surprised to see me come and ask you to 
take my children ; you may think that I cannot be sincere, and that 
1 do this to make difficulty. But I assure you that would not be 
like Indians. When I spoke against yoa I thought I was right ; I 
now see 1 was wrong. I thought you were not my friend : I now 
believe you are my friend. And the appearatoce of the children 
in the School, and the conduct of my brothers, who have set their 
hearts to keep the Sabbath-day, and listen to the voice of the Great 
Spirit, convinced me they are in the right way. Your friendly 
manners towards the Indians have removed my prejudices against 
you as a Missionary, and satisfied me that you are the Indians' 
Friend, and are sent by the Great Spirit to show us the right way, 
I now renounce the customs and habits of my fathers, to embrace 
those of Christians. I now desire to have my children entered 
according to the rules of the School, and as you receive others. 
I wish you to instruct them in those things you think for their good, 
and govern and do by them as you think best. I am satisfied they 
will be more happy with you, than they can be with me.' 






Mr. Johnson then said, < I haye loi^ known Ciqptaiii Strong ; 
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he is my neighbour and friend ; we have never differed but in one 
thing ; we now see and think alike ; I have long desired to see 
this day ; I now see it, and am glad. Captain Strong is a descend- 
ant of the great man of our nation. Red Jacket and Bla^k Snake 
are his connexions. His friends are universally Pagans ; he is the 
first and only son of his family who has forsaken their old ways for 
the Gospel. He is a sober, deep thinking man, and for judgment 
and penetration is allowed to surpass almost any man in the tribe. 
He has for some time past been inclined to unite with the Christian 
party, but the influence of his friends has bad a powerful weight 
on his mind. At length, being fully persuaded that he was acting 
contrary to his own and his children's interest and happiness, he 
rose in a public council, and to the disappointment and grief of his 
friends, declared to them his conviction of his error, and his deter- 
mination to put his children to school, and to keep the Sabbath- 
day. Liberal offers and great exertions were made to dissuade 
him from his purpose, but in vain. He told them his mind was 
firm, and that his leaving them and their habits was not because he 
was offended with their persons. No, he loved them. He loved 
their children. But he had taken this course to answer his own 
mind ; and he hoped they would also soon feel the importance of 
dischai^ng a duty to themselves and to their children, which they 
now ne^ected.' 

'* Captain Strong's children are a boy about 10, and a girl 8 years 
old. He also brought two others from the Pagan party, a boy and 
a girl, about the same ages. These two children having no English 
names, we call the one Amo$ Fowler^ and the other Catharine 
Squire, 

<< Thus, Sir, you see we have received six scholars since my last 
communication, and of these four are from that part of the nation, 
who have been opposed to the instruction of their children." 

In our last Report, it was stated that the Family 
was residing, and the School was taught, in a house 
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which had been hired for the purpose. Many 
disadvantages resulted from the want of a suitable 
building. As soon, therefore, as the prospects of 
the Mission were sufficiently encouraging, Mr. 
Thayer was authorized to erect a Mission House 
on a tract of land immediately adjoining the 
Reservation. Thirty acres wer.e purchased by 
the Board, and the Indians engaged to clear some 
of their own ground for the use of the Mission. 
The building was commenced early in November, 
and the family took possession of it on the first of 
the ensuing month. The conveniencies of the new 
building enabled them to instruct and board more 
children than could be accommodated in their 
former residence. They have now in School 
forty-jive children^ including eighteen received 
from Seneca ; and we are gratified to state, that 
uninterrupted prosperity has marked its progress 
throughout the year. 

In relation to this School, the Commissioners, 
who arrived at that Station on the 11th of Septem* 
ber, remark, ^* To see these children in the simple 
uniform of the School, their whole persons 
expressive of cleanliness and health ; but especially 
to witness their evolutions, having resemblance, in 
some respects, to the tactics of a well-trained 
company — ^to observe their manners, and to mark 
their progress, is to enjoy no small degree of 
pleasure." The whole state of things bear9 
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honourable testimony to the capacity as well as 
diligence of their teacher. 

The following extracts from the Report of the 
Commissioners will be read with peculiar interest : 

*' Your Commissioners are happy to state that many of their 
red brothers at Cataraugus do highly appreciate what we have done 
and are doing for the education of their children. They repeat- 
edly declared their strong attachment to, and confidence in Mr. 
Thayer, and their general satisfaction in, and approbation of, the 
whole mission family. They have also manifested to your Com- 
missioners an ardent desire to hear the gospel. Mr. Thayer now 
reads the Bible for them, and answers such questions as are propo- 
sed to him. 

*' The Chiefs' unfolding to the Commissioners what had passed 
in their minds before our teacher was sent among them, astonished 
us. Whilst they were speaking, your Commissioners looked at 
each other, and the thought which simultaneously presented itself 
to their minds wsto — the Spirit of God has been here before us. 

** When your Commissioners, on considerations of economy, 
proposed the removal of their school to the Seneca mission-house, 
they opposed it, on the strong ground of losing, by such an arrange- 
ment, the privileges of the gospel. Our teacher, said they, now 
reads to us the Word of God, and we are instructed by it from his 
conversation — if you remove the school you must remove him, 
and if you remove him, who is to read and explain to us that Word 
of God any longer ? Can we continually gp twenty-four miles to 
hear it ? We have a dread, said they, of returning to our former 
ways. And here your Commissioners witnessed what they never 
saw before, Indian warriors wiping away tears which had flowed 
in pleading for the gospel. 

*' When the examination of the school was finished, and the 

council, as in former cases, had been opened by prayer, accompa* 

8 
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nied with the usual ceremonies of introductioD, the following 
questions were proposed by the Commissioners : 

" 1 . We have to inform our red brothers, that as we have many 
missionary stations, and these very expensive to the Board, we 
wish to know whether they have any objections to sending tlieir 
children to be instructed at the Seneca mission-house ? 

*' 2. If the Board purchase land on the boundary-line of their 
reservation, are they willing to enclose and clear a spot of their 
reservation for the use of the mission family, and if so, how 
much? 

*^ 3. Will our red brothers assist in clearing the land that may 
be purchased by the Board for the erection of their mission-honse 
in this place, and the support of their mission family ? 

'*4. Are our red brothers now prepared to begin to erect a place 
of worship on their own reservation, near to where the new mis* 
sion-house shall be erected ? 

'' 5. What help may we expect from our red brothers in provi- 
sion, to aid in the support of their children in this school ? 

** To these questions very satisfactory answers were given by 
the chief warrior in the following talk : — 

** Brothers, — ^We have understood the object of your visit, and 
know the distance you have 'come to visit us is great. You state 
that you have left your families, &c. We understand it. In be- 
ginning to speak, I have a few things to offer. You see of us here 
present but few in number. The reasons are various. Your 
arrival, brothers, is so* sudden, that we have not had time to collect 
as great a number of our chiefs and warriors as we could desire. 
Again, some of our people are collecting their summer crops, and 
cannot well leave them ; as to others, some are sick, and the older 
men are under the necessity of remaining at home to take care of 
them. But, brothers, we are notwithstanding glad to see you here 
in the family of our teacher, and among our children. We thank 
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Che Great Spirit that he has watched over you and preserved you 
all your journey through, and from our hearts we thank God that 
we are permitted to see your faces in this place. We are now 
prepared to answer the questions you proposed to os. We under- 
fltand your questions, brothers, and the reasons of your proposing 
them. They arise from the number of your establishments, and 
the expense of supporting them. 

** Brothers, we wish you to understand our circumstances. We 
will speak freely. We are not exactly in the same circumstances 
with our white brothers. A governor of a province, or a ruler of 
a city, has it in his power in such cases to do as he pleases ; but it 
is not so with us : we must consult the minds of our people, and 
parents of our children ; we must be regulated by their views, and 
as we have made inquiry, we find the majority of the parents un- 
willing that the school should be removed. It is, therefore, out 
of the question for us to assent to such a measure. 

'* Again ; you have understood, no doubt, respecting the unhappy 
divisions existing among us respecting the Gospel : we were two 
parties ; but the Great Spirit has so ordered it as to put down this 
opposition. It is now all still, which is very important. They 
have now come forward, and offer their children. If we agree to 
send them to Buffalo, all this will fall through, and these children 
must revert to their pagan darkness. 

^' Again ; some of our people from Alleghany have offered to 
send a number of their children to this school, but say it is too far 
to send them to Buffalo. If we send our children to Buffalo, all 
this will fan through. We love our brother, the teacher, and his 
family, very much ; — we understand his disposition ; we consider 
him our best, our bosom friend ; we consider him qualified, he 
and his wife, and his family, for his office among us. We will con- 
fess to you freely, brothers, they are dear to our hearts : we have 
become bound together in the exercises of love and friendship, 
by ties which we hope will never be separated but by death itself. 
We have heard him speak to us from the Word of God, and wc 
have heard in this way the darkness and sin of our own state ; we 
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have seen it is all truth, and we have now an awfnl dread apon 
OS when we think of our darkness and our former wicked ways ; 
and we dread that our children should return again back to that 
darkness, and to those wicked ways ; but if our teacher should go 
to Buffalo, they cannot follow him there, and so all this good will 
be taken from them. We know how low and wretched our state 
has been, and still is ; we know we are a poor and wretched people. 
But, brothers, your eye has spied out our darkness and sin, and 
we see that the Great Spirit above has beat it into your hearts to 
have compassion on us. For this we can never render you suffi- 
cient thanks, and we thank you that you have sent us a man who is 
able to instruct Qs in the Word of God, which he has cheerfully 
done as he has had opportunity: we hope we shall be profited. We 
wish you to know, further, that we have given up our children 
entirely into the hand of the teacher, to be treated precisely as his 
own children. Now, you know, brothers, that it is a hard thing 
for parents who set store by their children to let any one rule 
them but themselves. Now, we have given them up to him to 
take particular care of them, and given him authority, when they 
go into wicked ways, to take the raw-hide and lay it on in reason, 
that they may be brought out of their darkness, and that our teacher 
may yet be able to make of us a great and a good nation. And let 
me tell you, brothers, that when our children are sent home at the 
expiration of the term, such was the alteration that the parents 
hardly knew them. So altered were they, that they appeared to 
have a new nature, and the hearts of their parents were filled 
with gratitude and surprise. Now, brothers, we cannot think of 
having the greater part of this delightful school broken up, and 
perhaps altogether, by its removal to another place. 

" The above reply having been made to the first proposition of 
the Commissioners, and they having signified that they had given 
up all thought of removing the school from Cataraugus, the aged 
warrior prosecuted his speech in reply to the other propositions 
of the Commissioners as follows : 

** BuoTRERS, — We have beard your conversation thus far, and 
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have understood that you hare explaiDed all year mind to us, and 
have given up all thought of removing away the school to another 
place. For this we give you our hearty thanks ; our people, when 
they hear it, will join in their thanks, and do you return thanks to 
the Board for the agreement that the school be continued in this 
place. And we believe that the ministers are fully and solemnly 
determined, according as they have said, to do all in their power 
to show compassion, and bring us and our children out of this 
darkness. For this we not only thank you, but give thanks to the 
Great Spirit above. 

** Again, brothers ; we have understood your request about land 
and provision, and clearing land for the mission-house, &c. and we 
know full well, within ourselves, that as you must share your 
labours among a number of establishments, the expense must be 
very great This we have considered ; we have often considered 
within ourselves what we should do to help along the Board in the 
instruction of our children. We have finally pitched ourselves 
upon a certain spot, close to our boundary-line, which we think 
will be a suitable place, and are fully determined to clear a spot on 
our ground to raise some support for the children ; but we know 
we are poor, and on this account we would not wish to make any 
rash promises ; but we have supposed that the number of those 
will from time to time be increased who will send their children, 
we shall be more strengthened to clear the ground, and we are 
willing to clear what we are able ; and as \7e have a natural love 
for our children, we shall feel it to be our duty to do all in our 
power to assist in procuring provision for them, by sharing a part 
of our crops with them, and with the missionary family, whom 
we love. 

'« Id regard to erecting a meeting-house for the Sabbath-day, on 
our own land, we thank you, brothers, for the mention of this. 
We will tell you how we feel in regard to a pjace of worship. 
Several of our young men and warriors, during the last summer, 
have had it on their minds to erect a place of worship, but as some 
of them were in debt, and as much of their business lay in a very 
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whether Mr. Thayer would

'* At the close of this speech, the Commissioners' hearts being 
warmed, one of them replied — 

•* This is good, and just what we want ; we clearly perceive 
that God has been here before us. He has given you light to see 
your own ruin, and the importance of education to your children. 
For this we thank him : we thank him for this interview, that we 
have heard your words. Your words have gladdened our hearts^ 
And now we would bear you, and your children, and your people, 
in our arms to Jesus Christ, and entreat him to carry you to hea« 
ven. We look not for our reward from man, but from God. And 
now, when you return to your people, bear with you, for your- 
selves and for them, our warm hearts' blessing ; and as we may 
never see your faces again in this world, we bid you all an afec- 
tionate farewell. 

^' On this, Jacob Johnson, a very active and influential Chief, 
offered the following reply : 

*^ Brothers, — You mentioned, a little while ago, one thing that 
strikes my mind. It was the supposition that God had stirred up 
our minds to consider for the welfare of our children. It is true, 
.a few years i^o we set our minds together to think within our- 
selves, and to wish that it might please our Father in heaven to 
pity us — to take our children out of their bad habits, and bring 
them into better habits than we had fallen into ourselves. And as 
our minds were made up in this way, we do suppose that it mmt 
haveheen the Great Spirit above (hat printed thie in our heartiy and 
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suppose that yon must be solemn and deep-thinking men, because 
jon seemed to have discorered this before any of us had told you 
of it. And further, we wished to let you know, that since God 
has given us our wish to have a school begun among us, it has been 
our daily prayer that Mr. Thayer may have success in instructing 
the children in the right way ; and more than this, he often and 
daily prays with them and us for the same thing. This is the cause, 
brothers, why our hearts are so strongly bound together in love. 
Further, brothers, you observed, that our words this day encou- 
raged your hearts and made you glad ; but, brothers, you may rest 
assured that our words have not rejoiced your hearts more than 
your talk has rejoiced ours. We do rejoice that we have seen 
your kindness and your love which you bear towards us. And 
now may it please God to carry you in safety to your families, and 
may you see them in such a state as to show that God has watched 
over them in your absence." 

In the course of the year, two Assistant 
Teachers have been added to this Station — ^Miss 
LucT Bearpslet, of Erie County in this State, and 
Mr. Hanover Bradley, of New-Haven, Conn. 

FORT GRATIOT MISSION. 

This Mission was established by the Northern 
Missionary Society in 18229 and transferred to 
your Board of Managers in September last. It 
is located on the River St. Clair, in the Michigan 
Territory, and about one mile below the outlet of 
Lake Huron; and is composed of Mr. Johk S. 
Hudson, principal Teacher, and his wife, and 
Miss £unice; Osjuar, Assistant Teachers. 

The School, at present, embraces eleven chil- 
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dren of the Chippewa Tribe. At the date of our 
latest advices, several others were " waiting to bfe 
admitted/' Those already in the School are 
represented as making ^^ good progress, in reading 
and writing." 

The Mission family have never considered them* 
selves as permanently located at Fort Gratiot. 
They have thus far occupied a house and about 
thirty acres of land, at the annual rent of one hun- 
dred dollars. The land is well fenced and fit for 
ploughing ; and has yielded, through the labour of 
the Teacher and the boys of the School, a 
considerable portion of the grain and other 
vegetables required for the support of the Mission* 

Your Managers, apprehending that a more 
suitable place for a missionary establishment might 
be found in some other part of the Michigan 
Territory, have opened a correspondence on the 
subject, with his Excellency Governor Cass, and 
one or two other intelligent gentlemen in Detroit. 
The result of the correspondence is a conviction 
that our apprehensions were well founded. Two 
other situations are strongly recommended — ^the 
one at Saginaw, on a branch of Lake Huron, and 
the other at Chicago at the extremity of Lake 
Michigan. The latter, most probably, will 
eventually be preferred. Under this impression5 
Mr. Hudson has been directed to transfer the 
children and the Mission property at Fort Gratiot, 
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to the Etablishment at Macfidnaw; and Miss 
Qsmar, the Assistant Teacher, has been requested 
to repair to that Station. 

MACKINAW MISSION. 

Influenced by information received from various 
sources, the Board, in August last, resolved to 
enterprise a Missionary Establishment at Machi- 
naw, in the Territory of Michigan. The Rev. 
Wm. M* Ferry, who had resided there about ten 
months, and who had strongly recommended the 
measure, was appointed Superintendent of the 
projected Mission, and directed to commence his 
journey as soon as practicable. His Commission 
and letter of Instructions, dated on the 20th of 
August, were transmitted to him at Northampton, 
in Massachusetts. On the 5th of September, he 
and his wife passed through Albany, and on the 
19th of October, having encountered a severe 
storm on the Lake, and providentially escaped 
shipwreck, arrived in safety at tl^eir destined 
Station. 

Several letters and Journals have been received 
from Mr. Ferry, announcing the pleasing intelli- 
gence, that within fifteen d%tys after his arrival, he 
had hired a convenient building, procured the 
necessary ftimiture, and embodied in the Mission 
Fanuly, twelve Indian children ; that within the first 

month, the number had increased to twenty ; that 

9 
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in the course of the winter four more had been 
added ; that the whole had been reduced to habits of 
order and of diligence in their studies ; and that a 
considerable accession to the present number was 
promised in tha spring. 

From the various conununications we select the 
following extracts. 

Arrived and Reception at Mackinaw. 

" On Saturday morning, we once more set sail, and with a strong; 
fair wind, came on rapidly, and reached this long-desired place of 
our destination, before light on Sabbath-morning, the 19th of Oc- 
tober. Between 8 and 9 o'clock, we went ashore ; and here for 
a moment we almost forgot the toils and dangers of our journey, 
amid a crowd of friends who were waiting on the beach to receive 
us. I preached in the evening to a full house. For three months 
the people had been anxiously expecting some news of the Mis- 
sion, and at lengtib had almost given up the hope of seeing us. Oh ! 
my dear Sir, if I ever saw the time in my life when I could sin- 
cerely and devoutly lift up my soul with Samuel, ' Hitherto haih 
the Lord helped k^,' it was on our arrival at this station. 

** Blessed be God, who has assured us that in due time the wil- 
demess and solitary place ehall be glad ; and whose smiles now 
so graciously beam upon the first designs of his people for the 
good of this poor benighted region. — But a week have we been 
settled down in our hired house, and 12 children hath the Angel 
of the Covenant already given to us to train up for his g^ory. 
There are many more equally needy and wretched, who would 
gladly come ; but because they are not fully half Indian bloody I 
have been obliged, from the tenour of my instructions, to exclude 
them for the present, though I would hope they are not finally to 
be excluded. Will it exceed the powers of the Society to embrace 
t^ese pitiable objects, who are only a quarter blood, and a few 
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poor destitute whites, no less needing Missionary charity ? Thef 
are few in number ; and it is really a sore trial to see them almost 
daily, within sight of our little Bethel, and yet be unable to shelter 
them from rain ! I hope that this subject will be laid before the 
Board, and that some measures will be devised, if possible, for the 
relief of these poor immortals. 

More Labourers required. 

<' ^fov. 28. — We have now as many children as we well know 
how to manage without assistance — twenty in number, and yet the 
prospect <tf several more soon. Our family consists of twenty- 
four — the twenty children ; the grandmother of one of our Indian 
girls, eighty years of age, who more than pays for her living by 
her help in the kitchen ; a pious man, who is very much attached 
to me, and whose heart is so deeply interested in the cause, that 
he remains with us without wages ; together with Mrs. Ferry and 
myself. 

'' How we shall get along for the winter, without more help, I 
do not know ; but we must try to bear in mind, that God is able to 
provide and make our strength equal to our day. I feel assured 
tbs^ more help will be sent on in the spring, and that too as early 
as possible. There is enough to be done here, already, to employ 
the whole strength of all the persons contemplated in the plan of 
this mission. 

'' When the Board look at the immediate and great success of 
' their first undertaking here,it appears to me, that they cannot hesi- 
tate a moment to carry the whole plan into immediate and effectual 
operation. There is no want of children, or of the means of 
Gospel influence with the Indians, in this place. From what we 
have already experienced, my mind b, if possible, more confirmed 
in the opinion which I decidedly expressed, while in New- York, 
that there is no spot, in all this north-western region, so eligible as 
this, for Missionary operations. Many thousands may here event, 
nally feel the powerful and happy influence of Missionary 
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labours, and the field will be constantly extending as the means of 
operation increase. 

'< Feb. 10. — We have now four children more added to our 
family. Three of the number^ two boys and a girl from 6 to 10 
years of age, are Chippewas, and the other a girl of 13 years, 
belongs to the Couteras tribe. Seven more are engaged, and will 
probably enter the S<5hool before spring." 

It was intended, that, in addition to a Minister of 
the Gospel, the Family at this Station should 
idtimately comprise one male and two female 
teachers, a farmer, and a man and woman suitably 
qualified to conduct its domestic concerns. Were 
the requisite means at hand, the present promising 
condition of this infant Establishment would justify 
your Managers in carrying the whole plan into 
immediate effect. Notwithstanding our present 
embarrassments, we have deemed it our imperative 
duty to send forward, without delay, a female 
Assistant; and, at Ithe recommendation of the 
Superintendent, have appointed to that office. Miss 
Elizabeth M'Farland, of Plainfield, in the 
County of Ostego. Miss M^Farland has accepted . 
the appointment, and is making the necessary 
preparations for her journey* 

EDUCATION OF HEATHEN YOUTH. 

In the last Annual Report, it was stated, that 
Guy Chew, a young man of the Tuscarora Tribe, 
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had been sent by your Managers to the Foreign 
Mission School in Connecticut. It was also men- 
tioneid, that his Teachers had represented hun as 
diligent in his studies and amiable in his deport- 
ment, and as having given satisfactory evidence of 
his piety. We have now the pleasure to report 
that he *^ still continues to merit the approbation 
and esteem of his companions and Instructers," and 
that within the last year, he has made " a public 
profession of his faith in Christ." In the course of 
the exercises of this evening, he will be introduced 
to the Audience, and will exhibit some evidence of 
the importance of the aid which he has received 
from your bounty. 

Since yoiur last Annual Meeting, George Fox, 
a youth of the Seneca Tribe, has been transferred 
to the same School. This youth is a nephew of 
Capt. Pollard, one of the principal Chiefs of the 
Christian party. He is represented as possessing 
respectable talents, and making good progress in 
his studies. At one period since his arrival at the 
School, he evinced a degree of seriousness, 
particularly encouraging to the Board; and his 
letters were honoured as the instruments of the 
first serious convictions of one of his female 
relatives at Seneca, who is now rejoicing in the 
hope of salvation through the blood and the merits 
of a crucified Saviour. 

Several communications have been received 
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from the Superintendent at Union, urging the 
importance of transferring Stephen Van Rensselaer, 
and Robert Munroe, two of the Osage Youths, to 
the Mission School in Connecticut. The Super- 
intendent has, accordingly, been directed to send 
them forward by the first safe conveyance ; and it 
is probable, they wiU arrive at the School in the 
course of the ensuing autumn. 

A similar application has also been made in 
behalf of two of the Chippewa Youth in the 
Mission School at Fort Gratiot. They possess 
some property, which they propose to contribute 
in defraying the expenses of their education. On 
this application, the Board has not yet decided. 

Impressed with the importance of communicating 
instruction to the Indians through the medium 
of native teachers, your Managers have been 
solicitous to select, from each Tribe under their 
care, a few young men of promising talents, and 
correct deportment, and to give them an education 
that would qualify them for extensive usefulness 
among their benighted countrymen, and render 
them efficient aids in carrying forward your 
benevolent .and holy enterprise. From young mea 
thus educated, some of the Tribei^ on our southern 
borders are reaping solid and essential benefit, and 
we indulge the hope, that the friends of the United 
Foreign Missionary Society will duly appreciate 
the importance of the object, and by their 
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augmented liberality, meet the pressing claims of 
the red men of the wilderness, and the increasing 
and imperative expenditures of your Board.

The « Female Clothing Society of New-York," 
formed about the time of your last Amiual Meeting, 
has furnished sixty-five garments, and paid into 
your Treasury one hundred dollars. 

The " New-York Female Society for' the edu- 
cation of Heathen Youth,'' was organized in June. 
Its object is to aid in supporting your Beneficiaries 
at the Foreign Mission School in Connecticut ; 
and in pursuance of this object, its Managers 
have contributed the sum of sixty-six dollars. 
For the same object, we have also received twenty 
dollars from a Female Society in Fredericksburg^ 
Virginia, and a few dollars firom other sources. 

The '^ Female Missionary Society of the Pres- 
byterian Church in Cedar-Street, New- York," 
formed in July, has paid into your Treasury one 
hundred dollars, of which ninety dollars are the 
avails of needlework. 

The " Female Missionary Society of Brooklyn," 
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was instituted in December. Within five Months, it 
has raised from donations and the annual subscrip- 
tions of its Members, about one hundred dollars, 
and from the sale of various kinds of needlework, 
one hundred and eighteen dollars. Of these sums, 
nearly two hundred dollars have been remitted to 
your Treasury. 

From the Female Clothing Societies of Philadel- 
phia and Baltimore, we have received valuable 
donations in clothing, and from each one hundred 
dollars in money. 

Inclosing this head of their Report, yom* 
Managers have the pleasiure to acknowledge the 
important pecuniary aid which has been rendered 
by the Missionary Society of Baltimore. Three 
remittances, amounting to six hundred and fifty 
dollars^ have been received in the course of the 
year, from this active and efficient Auxiliary.' 

BOARDS OF AGENCY. 

The Board of Agency in Cincinnati, Ohio, is still 
affording to your Managers its zealous and efficient 
co-operation. In forming Auxiliary Societies, 
obtaining contributions, and forwarding supplies to 
our Missionary Stations in the West, its assistance 
is of high and indispensable importance. From its 
second Annual Report,, we present the following 
extracts : — 

10 
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*' The Board of Agency at CiDcinnati in presenting the annual 
report of their proceedings for the last year, desires with gratitude 
to acknowledge the kind hand of Providence, in the presenration 
of their lives, and health, another season ; while thousands of the 
human family have fallen victims to the King of Terrors, and passed 
beyond the stage of human exertions. 

^* In the possession of health, and the revelation of God's wiU to 
perishing man ; enjoying the.blessings of the gospel of peace, and 
fully persuaded of the perishing condition of the heathen ; they 
have felt it their imperious duty to make some efforts in behalf 
of those, who are destitute of these great blessings, and are per* 
ishing in heathenish darkness. This Board considers, that the 
prevalence of vice, and the increase of principles, professedly 
Christian, but demoralizing in their tendency, and ruinous to the 
souls of men, calls for deep humiliation, and prayer, to the Father 
of mercies, that he would arrest the progress of error, and say 
to the disseminators thereof, ' hitherto shalt thou go', and no 
furthen' 

*' It is sometimes painful, and even mortifying to observe, the 
amount of wealth, like a torrent, flowing in upon the votaries of 
folly and vice, while the channel to the treasury of the Lord, is 
like a parched stream in the drought of summer. Yet with confi- 
dence, with humble hope and faith, would they look forward to the 
time, when the downfal of Satan shall be accomplished, and the 
glorious kingdom of the Redeemer be extended throughout all na- 
tions of the earth. Notwithstanding many discouragements, the 
Board have no hesitation in regard to their duty. * Go into the 
world, and preach the gospel to every creature,* is a conunand too 
plain not to be understood. If then the injunction be unequivo- 
cal, and the duty obligatory on Christians to spread the news of 
salvation to all nations, it is equally obligatory on them to support 
and succour those that are sent. This can be effected only by the 
united, constant, and persevering efforts of the friends of the Re- 
<l€emer. 
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** Under a full conviction of these truths, and , as they trust, 
with an eye single to the glory of God, and the good of souls, the 
Board has endeavoured to do something to aid the great and glo 
riotts cause of missions ; and though their exertions have not been 
crowned with all that success, which could have been wished, yet 
something has been effected, which, they believe, will ultimately 
prove beneficial to the cause. 

'' The appointment of suitable agents to itinerate through the 
country, for the purpose of forming auxiliary societies, of invigo- 
rating those already formed, and obtaining subscribers to the Alis- 
sionary Register, has ever been deemed an important object with 
the Board ; but to obtain suitable agents in this country, where mi- ' 
nisters of the gospel are few, has been a difficult matter. Few set- 
tied ministers can have their congregations long enough to effect 
much in this way. 

<' In the month of March, 1823, letters were addressed to the 
several Presbyteries within the Synod of Ohio, desiring them to 
recommend some proper person within their bounds, who might 
be employed as an agent for the Board. A letter was read from 
the Chilicothe Presbytery, recommending the Rev. William 
Dickey as a suitable person, and one who would accept of an 
agency of two months. At the same time, the Rev. John Thomp- 
son and the Rey. David Root, members of this Board, consented 
to accept of an agency for one month each. Accordingly in the 
month of July, they were, appointed, and commissioned ; Mr. 
Dickey, for two months to be employed within the bounds of the 
Chilicothe and the Columbus Presbyteries ; and Messrs. Thomp- 
son and Root to itinerate within the bounds of the Miammi and Cin- 
cinnati Presbyteries. In a report lately received from the Rev. 
William Dickey, he states that, owing to unavoidable circumstan- 
ces, he has as yet accomplished but little in the service of the 
Board ; having spent only a few days of the time for which he was 
appointed ; in which time he formed four Auxiliary Societies, 
viz. at Rocky Spring, Greenfield, Concord, and Union. The 
Greenfield Society has already contributed, in various articles. 
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nearly eighty dollars to the fands of this Board. Mr. Dickey 
intends to fulfill his appointment as soon as practicable. 

** The Rev. Mr. Root has not been able to fulfil his appointment^ 
and it is doubtful whether he will now undertake it. The ReT. Mr. 
Thompson has reported, that he has spent in the service of the 
Board twenty -nine days, during which time, he preached thirty^ 
three times, formed five Auxiliary Societies, obtained one hundred 
and thirty-nine subscribers to the Register, and had received in 
cash {1 1 62. The region through which he travelled is new, and 
a very suitable field for Missionary labours. A few friends of the 
Redeemer were found scattered throughout the country, and many 
others, who were anxious to hear the preaching of the word. lu 
some instances, he observes, congregations might be gathered, and 
ministers supported by the union of two or three societies. Mr. 
Thompson received and accepted of an appointment for another 
month. If a young minister of ardei!i( piety, popular talents, per- 
severing industry, and zealously attached to the cause of missions 
could be sent into this country, and employed by this Board, for 
one year or more, in itinerating through the country, preaching 
to destitute congregations, forming Auxiliary Societies, enlivening 
those already formed, and disseminating missionary intelligence, by 
a wide circulation of the Register, much good might be done, not 
only for the immediate exigencies of the Parent Society ; but in 
laying a foundation for their future operations upon a more perma- 
nent basis. This Board begs leave to suggest to the United Foreign 
Missionary Society the propriety of sending out a person, with the 
above qualifications, to be employed as an agent for this Board for 
the above-mentioned purposes. This Board has established places 
of deposite in different parts of the country, and appointed agents 
to receive and forward donations. 

'< A communication was received last fall, from the Rev. William 
F. Vaill, Superintendent of the Union Missiqn, stating, that in con- 
sequence of excessive rains, their crops had failed, and that, fi>r 
their supplies the ensuing year, they must depend principally upon 
the friends of missions on tbe Ohio, and also desiring that a boat 
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with supplies might be forwarded to the Station. With this request 
the Board resolred to comply, and immediately issued a circular to 
all the Auxiliaries and ministers throughout the Synod of Ohio. 
' uiging them to make all possible exertions, and forward their do- 
nations by the first of March. The Board also communicated with 
die Board of Kentucky, requesting their immediate co-operation. 
Notwithstanding the early information given to the Auxiliaries, 
owing to some circumstances to the Board unknown, not more 
than half the Societies hare forwarded their contributions. 

*< The Board, however, have been enabled with the aid of the 
Board at Louisville, and the contributions already received, and a 
draft of two hundred and fifty dollars, on your Treasury, to fit out 
a boat with supplies for the above-mentioned Mission, which boat 
left this place, the 30th of March, with a good sti^ of water. 
It is commanded by Mr. George Douglas, who conducted the 
Mission boat to the Station in 1819, and manned by 8 men, who 
are to labour with the mission jfamily for one year at twelve dol- 
lars per month. An invoice of the property sent from this place 
with the Treasurer's account, is attached to this report." 

• 

The Board of Agency in Louisville, Kentucky, 
was organized on the 5th of June, 1822. A letter 
announcing the event was duly prepared ; but in 
consequence of the sickness and death of the 
Secretary, the Rev. Daniel Smith, it was not 
forwarded until the summer of 1823. From this 
letter the following extracts are selected : — 

'^ 1 have much satisfaction in reporting to you the following pro- 
ceedings, which have taken place in consequence of the communi- 
cation received from you, bearing date April 2, 1822, and in- 
forming us of the nomination of a Board of Agency at this place, 
by the Directors of the United Foreign Missionary Society. 

<' Immediately on the reception of your communication, I fell 
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myself authorized to address a circular to each of the persona 
nominated, reqaesting their attendance at this place on the 6th inst. 
for the purpose of organizing the Board. At the time appointed 
a meeting was held. Present, Rev. James Blythe, D.D., Rer. 
Thomas Cleland, Rev. Nathan H. Hall, Rer. Daniel Smith, Mr. 
Jacob Reinhard, Mr. Daniel Wurtz, and Dr. John P. Harrison. 

** The meeting after being organized by the appointment of a 
chairman and clerk, was opened with prayer. The Board then 
proceeded to the appointment of additional members, and to the 
election of officers for the year ensuing. A full list of the officers 
and members of the Board b as follows, viz. : —

<* On motion, resolved, that a meeting of this Board be holden 
at Louisville on the Monday following the third Wednesday, of 
October next, (at which time the Synod of Kentucky meet in this 
place,) and that thereafter their annual meetings be holden on the 
first Wednesday in June. 

** On motion, resolved, that a Prudential Committee be appointed, 
consisting of six members, any four of whom shall be a quorum, 
whose duty it shall be to attend to the concerns and interests of 
this Board, and of the Parent Society, in the intervals of the annual 
meetings, and to make a full report of their proceedings to the 
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Board, at each annual meeting, and to the Parent Society in the 
month of Febroary of each year. 

* ' The Board then proceeded to appoint agents at Lexington,B&i^8- 
town, Maysville, Harrodsburgh, Frankfort, Paris, and HopkinsviUe, 
to receire and forward provisions, clothing, &c. to the general 
depository at Louisville, or (if more convenient) directly to the 
missionary stations of the society, and to report the amount of their 
collections to the Prudential Committee at least three weeks pre* 
vious to each annual meeting of the Board." 

A letter from the present Secretary of the Board 
in Louisville* gives the following account of the 
annual Meeting in June, 1823 : —

From the Boards of Agency appointed in 
Pittsburgh and St. Louis, no communications have 
yet been received. Neither, it is probable, has 
yet been organized. 

AMERICAN MISSIONARY REGISTER. 

It was stated in the last Report, that this publi* 
cation had become the exclusive property of the 
Board. The diffusion of information respecting 
the operations of your Managers^ and of general 
Alissionary intelligence, was considered an object 
of paramount importance to the prosperity of the 
Institution. The indifference, want of zeal, and 
opposition to the cause of Missions, so manifest in 
many sections of the Church, has doubtless origi- 
nated in a prevailing and deplorable ignorance of 
the nature and tendency of efforts so peculiarly 
Christian, and so evidently conunanded and 
approved by the King of Zion. To subdue the 
prejudices and correct the misapprehensions, which 
prevent a general and cordial co-operation in the 
Missionary cause; to strengthen and perpetuate 
the ennobling sentiments, which have already

ui^ed 80 many to ccmsecrate their lives to the 
Missioiiaiy service ; to spread through the commu- 
nity the record of our exertions, and the smiles 
of Providence which chem* and animate us in the 
discharge of our duty ; to exhibit the exigencies of 
the perishii^ pagans, and to vindicate their well- 
grounded claims to our commiseration and charity : 
Such are the primaiy objects contemplated in the 
publication of the Register. 

The work was expected, also, to constitute one 
of the permanent sources of our funds. Where it 
has been read, the desired effects have generally 
.been produced. Its circulation, however, is yet 
limited, and its publication still an expense to the 
Board. It is deeply to be regretted, that the 
influence of the clei^ and laity has not been 
more generally exerted to secure its' wider 
extension, and its more ample support. The 
moderate price at which it is published, cannot be 
regarded as an additional burden to the expenses 
of any fapiily, or individual ; and we are persuaded, 
that were the Clergy to recommend it to their 
people, they would benefit the funds of the Society, 
and materially subserve the interests of the 
Redeemer's Kingdom among the Heathen.

CONCLUSION. 

In reviewing Ae history of the past year, the 
Board would distinctly recognise the superintend- 
ing Providence of God, under whose smiles, their 
operations have been extended, and their la- 
bours peculiarly blessed. Death, that insatiate 
destroyer, who levels without distinction, has not 
been permitted to invade the list of your Managers, 
nor diminish the number of your devoted Mission* 
aries« Twelve additional labourers have been 
sent into the field; two new stations have been 
added to your number; an accession of seventy 
has been made to your Indian Schools ; 
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the most distinguished Chief on the Catarai^us 
Reservation has abandoned his Pagan Religion, 
and taken a vigorous stand in support of Christian^ 
ity ; and two of the Seneca Chiefs, who had 
previously deserted the camp of the adversary, 
have at length publicly enrolled their names under 
the banners of the Cross. Of your little Church 
at Seneca, we may sing in the sweet strains of the 
Psalmist. — This and that man teas bam in her; 
and the Highest himself shall establish her. The 
Lord shall count ^ when he writeth up the people y that 
this man was bom there* 

The success which has marked our progress 
through the y^ar, the promising state of several of 
our Missions, and the light and gladness, which 
have been diffused through a number of Indian 
hamlets, conspire to impress upon our hearts the 
pleasing assurance, that, as co-workers with Im- 
manuel, we have *^ not laboured in vain, nor spent 
•ur strength for nought.'' 

In commencing our labours, we did not antici- 
pate an exemption from trials and discouragements. 
We expected that our faith and patience would 
often be put to the test. We looked for systematic 
and persevering opposition. In computing the cost 
of our enterprise, we were constrained from a 
knowledge of the history of Christ's kingdom on 
earth, to make an afflictive calculation of indifier- 
enee and defection among the professed friends of 
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the cause. But we did not imagine, it is frankly 
confessed, that on your seventh Anniversary, your 
jfiinds would be involved to the anu)unt of nearly 
eight thousand dollars. We did not imagine, that 
the fact would exist to reprove and reproach us» 
that the three denominations combined, in their two 
diousand Churches embracing in their limits more 
than three fourths of the Union, would still, through 
the medium of an Institution, formed by their 
direction and under their plighted patronage, 
contribute less to extend the kingdom of Christ, 
among the Heathen, than is annually contributed 
for this and other benevolent purposes in the single 
City of Boston ! While we honour the sf^elf-denial 
and liberality of some of our Churches, we discover 
a fearfiil delinquency in others. With these facts 
before us, we earnestly, in behalf of your Managers, 
in behalf of your Missionaries, in behalf of the 
thousands of unredeemed Indians, press upon you 
the question — are our pecuniary embarrassments 
thus to remain? We urge the inquiry upon 
oiu" Clergy, our Churches, and our Fellow-Chris* 
tians — Must your own Institution continue to be 
fettered in its operations, by the want of a prompt 
and ample support ? 

We have looked forward to the day, when we 
should convey our Missionaries, in the path that 
God in his Providence is opening, across the 
desert, and bejrond the Rocky Mountains. We 
have anticipated a liberality in our Churches, that 
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wmki Kproack die inaetiTikf of thdr Managers, 
and im>pel us oawuni from tribe to tribe, untaour 
Staadard-beareis should lift iq> their banners, in 
the name of our Ciod, on the shores of the Pacific ! 
Should this be accomplished — should our animating 
anticipations be realized — stilly how small a portion 
of the wealth of these large and opulent Churches 
would be consecrated to the service of Jehovah f 
And yet should this be accomplished — the dwellers 
in a thousand Pagan villages, would ^* rise up and 
call you blessed.'* *'The wilderness and the 
solitary place would be glad, and the desert would 
rejoice, and blossom as the rose.** Who would 
not contribute to the accomplishment of so glorious 
a result i 

We will not, we dare not, Fellow-Christians, 
yield to despondency. In the name of our God, 
we will still plant our banners upon Indian soil. 
In the name of our Churches, we will still address 
the sweet accents of consolation to our consecrated 
Missionaries. We will still cherish the hope, that 
.the long slumber of the Churches will soon be 
broken, and that all will arise, in one combined and 
efficient effort, to dissipate the moral darkness^ 
which has so long enveloped the tribes of this 
Western Continent.

L UNION MISSION. 

Commenced in 1820. — Situated on the West Bank of Grand 
Hirer, about twenty-fire miles North of its entrance into the 
Arkansas, and about seren hundred miles abore the junction of 
the Arkansas and the Mississippi. 

Rev. William F. Vaill and Rev. Epaphras ChsLpmnn, Missionaries; Marcoa 
Palmer, Phjfsieian and Surgeon; and Mesan. William C. Requa, Stephen 
Fuller, Abniham Redfield, John M. Spauldin^, Alexander Woodruff, and 
Geoi^ Requa, Assistant Missionaries, There is a School at this Station of 
fourteen Indian Children, who live in the Mission Family. 

II. GREAT OSAGE MISSION. 

Commenced in 1821. — Situated on the North Bank of the 
Marias de Cein, about six mile^ above its entrance into the Osage 
Rirer, and about eighty miles South-west of Fort Osage. 

Rev. Nathaniel B. Dodg;e, Rev. Beoton Pixley, and Rev. William B. 
Mont^pmery, Mitsionaries ; William N. Belcher, Physician and Surgeon ; and 
Messrs. Daniel H. Austm, Samael Newton, Samuel B. Bright, Otis bpra^e, 
Amasa Jones, and Richard Colby, Assistant Missionaries. At this Station 
there is a School of twenty luuian Children, livmg; in the Family. 

III. TUSCARORA MISSION. 

This Mission, having been under the care of the New- York 
Missionary Society about twenty years, was transferred to the 
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United Foreign Missionary Society in January, 1 82 1 . It is situated 
in the Tuscarora Village, about four miles east of Lewiston, 
Niagara County, New* York. 

At this station, we hBve a Church of twenty-one Indian members. The 
"Rev. James C. Crane, having resigned the chatge of this Mission, the rt- 
eancy is tempcumrily filled by the Rev. Mr. Smith of Lewiston. 

IV. SENECA MISSION. 

Commenced by the New- York Missionary Society in 1811, and 
transferred to the United Foreign Missionary Society in January, 
1821. Situated about four or five miles from Buffido, near the 
outlet of Lake Erie. 

Rey. Thompson S. Harris, MiMtionary ; and Mr. Gilman Clark, Astittant 
Mimonary. There is a Church of six Indian Members— also a School of 
thirty-one Indian Children, living in the Mission Family. 

V. CATARAUGUS MISSION. 

Commenced in 1822. — Situated near the shore of Lidce Erie, 
and about forty miles from Buffalo. 

Mr. William A. Thayer, AttUtant Minionary; and Mr. H. Bradley, 
TtitteKer, A School of twenty-eight Indian Children living in the Family. 

VI. FORT GRATIOT MISSION. 

Commenced by the Northern Missionary Society in 1822, and 
transferred to the United Foreign Missionary Society in September, 
1823. — Situated on the River St. Clair, about one mile below the 
outlet of Lake Huron. 

Mr. John S. Hudson, AtaitUaU Xiuunuuy^ A school of eleven Indian 
Children living in the Family. 

VII. MACKINAW MISSION. 

Commenced in October, 1823. — Situated on the Island of 
Michilimackinack, within the limits of the Michigan Territory. 

The Rev. William M. Ferry, Xiannytry, A school of twenty-four Indian 
Children living in the Family.

there are e^ht unmarried females, who are occupied in teaching, 
or in domestic avocations.

ARTICLE I. 



This Society shall be composed of the*Presbyte- 
rian, Reformed Dutch, and Associate Reformed 
Churches ; and all others who may choose to join 
them ; and shall be known by the name of " The 
United Foreign Missionary Society. 



ARTICLE II. 



The object of the Society shall be to spread the 
Gospel among the Indians of North America, the 
inhabitants of Mexico and South America, and in 
other portions of the heathen and antichristian world. 



ARTICLE in. 



The business of the Society shall be conducted 
by a Board consisting of a President, six Vice-Pre- 
sidents, a Secretary for Foreign Correspondence, a 
Secretary for Domestic Correspondence, a Record- 
ing Secretary, a Treasurer, and twenty-seven Ma- 
nagers, to be annually chosen by the Society. 
They shall have power to enact their own By-Laws ; 
to ^supply any vacancies that may occur in the 
Board; and to appoint honorary Directors and 
Vice-Presidents, in testimony of respect for eminent 
services. Seven shall constitute a quorum. 



ARTICLE IV. 



The Board shall present their Annual Report to 
the highest judicatories of the three denominations 
for their information. 



ARTICLE V. 



Any p^son pajdng three dollars annually, or 
thirty dollars at one time, shall be a Member of the 
Society. 



ARTICLE VI. 



The President, Treasurer, and Secretary of 
Societies Auxiliary to this, shall be ex officio 
Members of the Board of Managers. 



ARTICLE VII. 



The Annual Meetings of the Society shall be held 
in the City of New- York, on the Wednesday pre- 
ceding the second Thursday of May.

This Constitution maybe altered by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present at an annual meeting, 
with the consent of the highest judicatories of the 
three denominations. 



PJLAN OP AN AUXILIARY SOCIETY. 



I. This Society shall be called the Mis- 
sionary Society of . 

II. Any person subscribing dollars annu- 
ally, shall be a Member of this Society. 

III. The business of the Society shall be con- 
ducted by a President, Vice-Presidents, 

Treasurer, Secretary, and other Managers ; 

of whom shall constitute a quorum for the

The Meeting was opened with Prayer, hy the Rev. Mr. Tan 
Vranken of New-Jersey. 

An abstract of the Annual Report was read by Mr. Lewis, 
Secretary for Domestic Correspondence.

Resolved,

all, who, by contributions in money, or in any articles for the 
support and comfort of the Mission Families, have aided the ope- 
rations of the Society during the past year. 



Captain John Pollard and Chief Warrior, two Chiefs of 
the Seneca Tribei and George Fox, one of the Society's Bene- 
ficiaries at the Foreign Mission School in Comwalli Connecticut, 
were then introduced to the audience, by Mr. Lewis, the Domes- 
tic Secretary; and Capt. Pollard, through his Interpreter, 
George Read, delivered a speech, of which the following is the 
substance :-^ 

Capt. P. stated, that he had received Uie invitation of the So- 
ciety to come to this meeting. He thanked the Great Spirit for 
preserving him on the way. He was glad to see so large an as- 
sembly for such an object, Indians, he observed, once occupied 
this spot, and all the country. Now, their possessions were no 
bigger than a man's hand. He thanked Christians for taking pity 
on them» The Indians, he said, were anxious to receive the 
gospel. He had come now to implore for them the words' df Kfe. 
Some light had been let in upon them, and' he hoped they Would 
not be left to go back into darkness again, but that Christians 
would persevere until all the Indian tribes enjoyed the li^t. He 
concluded with a short but affecting account of his own conversion, 
and expressed his gratitude to God and to the Society fbr the in- 
stnictions he had received. 

The exercises were closed by an address from the Rev. James 
C. Crahx.

To a brief view of their oper^itions during th* 
past year, your Managers will now proceed. In 
performing this duty, they will pursue the chrono- 
logical order observed in their former Reports.

UNION MISSION. 

On the 17th November, 1823, an event occurred 
which, at the moment, alarmed your Missionaries, 
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tad direatened the suspension, if not the entire sidii* 
version, of their enterprise^ Seventy or eighty 
Osage warriors, retiuning from an unsuccessful ex- 
pedition against the Pawnees, fired upon a party of 
citizens, who were hunting upon the Indian grounds, 
on the Red River. Six of the party were shin, 
their horseis and furs captured, and their encampment 
destroyed. The unhappy aggression was at first 
viewed, by the white inhabitants of the Territory^ 
as the authorized act of the Tribe. Under the ex- 
asperated feelings of the moment, they were with 
difficulty restrained, by the civil and military au- 
thority, from waging immediate war, and avenging 
the death of their countrymen. The aggression, 
however, was promptly disavowed by the Chiefs. 
£Svery efibrt on their part was made to induce the 
leaders of the offending parly to surrender them- 
selves to the civil authority, and submit to a public 
trial. The efibrt was idtimately successfiil. On 
Ihe 7th of June last, about four thousand of the 
Osage nation encamped near Fort Gibson on Grand 
River ; and on the 8th the offenders, accompanied 
by four hundred chiefs and warriors, arrived at 
the garrison. A council circle was formed, with 
the criminals seated in the centre. Col. Arbudde^ 
the commanding officer, delivered an address ex- 
planatory of the course required by the laws of the 
country ; and the offenders, six ii^ number, declaring 
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that they ^^ never wished to IdU white men," and 
that the event, so far as they were concerned, '^ was 
accidental," *^ resigned themselves, with more than 

Roman firmness, into the hands of government, to 
be tried for their lives." They were immediately 
loaded with irons, and conveyed to the territorial 
prison at Little Rock. The result was apparently 
satisfactory to the Tribe, and propitious to the in- 
terests of the Mission. 

The following notice of the Indian Coimcil is given 
in a letter from the Superintendent of the Uth of 
June : — 

I shall never regret the pains which I have taken to he present 
at the Council, which has just heen held at the new garrison ; the 
most interesting which, perhaps, was ever held in an Indian 
country. The 8th inst. was appointed for the surrendry of those 
eriminals toho had killed the w/Wle», to Col. Arhuclde, for trial. The 
Chiefs having requested me to he -present on the occasion, I went 
with cheerfulness, jet with doubts and fears respecting any good 
result of the interview. So new and so strange would it be for 
the Osage Chiefe to deliver their men to be tried for their lives. 
They had attempted last year to take a murderer to the Fort, a 
young man, for kOlfing a Cherokee, and had not been able to do 
it. How then could they surrender six or seven of their chief 
warriors ? What power had the Chiefs to do this ! and who ever 
heard of criminals giving up themselves T 

It is to be kept in mind that among Indians, the leaders of a 
war-party are accountable for all the mischief done by the party. 
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They conduet the campaigti, and give the orders; although they 
do AOt fire ^ gun. If^ therefore, innocent blood be ahed, the 
leaders are considered as the criminals. The leaders in the late 
affair, were of course demanded. At the head of these was the 
noted Mad Buffalo, who sent his war dub to New- York. I men- 
tion his name with the more regret, as he had so lately resigned 
into your hands his nuigma bdU» It would lengthen out my 
Journal, Jo give a foil account of the superstitious mistakes* and 
deep delusions, by which he was led to the lamentable deed* 
Suffice it to say, that he and others had lost relatives ; that it is 
considered by them wrong to cease mourning, until they have 
slain, or caused to be slain, some of their enemies ; that they had 
just made an ^jmsuccessful campaign against the Pawnees ; that 
they were likely to return without avenging the numea of their 
deceased : and consequently that they could not put off the tokens 
of mourning, and put on the signs of gladness; or, in other 
words, could not shave and paint their heads, till they had de- 
stroyed some of their fellow-mortals. This led the deluded party 
to determine on sacrificing the first human beings which should 
fail in their way, and this happefted to be a camp of Americans. 
Of this war-party, Mad Buffalo was prime leader. There 
were several others, called leaders, and a large number of young 
men in the party. Their leaders, like all warriors, are men of 
renown, heads of bands, and much respected among the people* 
It was the universal opinion that they would not submit them- 
selves for trial. 

On the 7th, the whole town, to the number of four thousand, 
had encamped at the falls of the Verdigris, four miles from the 
Fort. At 12 o'clock, on the 8th, no Indians had arrived. The 
Colonel was in doubt as to what they designed to do. He had 
thrown up a breastwork of wood, enclosing the encampment 
and stores. He had made preparations to meet them, provided 
they should approach with hostile intentions. His niind was cd- 
lected and thoughtfol. 
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About one e*dock| It wtis anaoimced tbat four hundred W Mrfw 
were approaching. They forded &e river t^ont half a nAe 
above the Fort, and halted at a little distance in the moit peifeet 
order. Many of them brought their guns, bows and arrows, and 
tomahawks, which was said to be nnasnal when they met in comH 
oil. Indeed I conld perceive some signs of fear In those aroond 
me, in the Fort. In a few minutes, the Colonel Invited damore 
and tike other Chiefs to an mterview. The old Chief came Car- 
ward in complete American dress, with the sash from his friend 
Mr. Little, of New-Tork, around his w^st. His shirt was of 
fine linen, and niffled. Coat and pantaloons of fine blue, for- 
merly worn, perhaps, by some officer of distinction at Wadiing- 
ton. Clamore is naturally a stately Indian, of about six feet fan 
height, and his towering pink plume rising a foot above hSs hat, 
gave him a noble appearance. Instead of a sword, he carried 
In his hand his magnificent pipe. This was the first time I had 
ever seen the old Chief thus habited ; and the moment I saw 
him In this attire, I feh a secret impression that something waa 
to be done, honourable to himself, and happy for the nation. His 
countenance was uneommonly placid. He seemed to fed his dig- 
nity, tnd when I took him by the hand, I perceived that he was 
friendly and was thinking to do rights This Cliief, like all other 
Indinns, and like all other men, has his jhillngs ; but I never meet 
him without feeling a strong attachment toward him, mingled with 
respect. I love Clamore, and believe he loves and respeda all 
our countrymen. He certainly has had many advantages above 
the bilk of the nation, and has a mind of great penetration. 
His eonduet on Uie memorable occasion before ns, which is In 
perfect oolneldeBce with all his publie deelaretions, evinces a Ah^ 
poiitien to do the thing that Is best for his nation. 

There were present two good Interpreters, vir. Mr* WDIiams 
and Francois Mogre. The Cdond opened the talk, by staling 
that be w«e ready to Irecelve those men, who were leaders in tiie 
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pavtj tkal kiUed the whit«$. To this Clamore vepliedt that hUi 
people wished to have theae men tried by the Cofrnawnding Olt 
ear at thia place. The Colonel then fiiUy explained tq him bia in* 
oompetency to try men for a trespass against the Civil Govern* 
ment, the tenor of our laws» the nature of the trial, the way 
in which it would proceed, and the care which would be taken 
to come at the tnith, and to do justice. He also gave assurancci 
that the men should be conducted in safety to Little Rock» the 
seat of justice for this Territory. Thia satisfied the Chieii, and 
led them to request the Colonel to repeat the same talk in the 
hearing of all the people. They then retired^ and the old Chief ha? 
rangued his people for twenty nunutes, repeating the talk he had 
heard, and making promises to the unhappy men, that their hxm* 
lies should be provided lor. Thus the scene beceme more mi 
more interesting to the aniious speetalofs. Will these mm$ 
after aU, wSUngly subiniU Can it be ? waa the aecret inquiry 
that went round* 

A large Council Cirde was formed, and the criminals were 
seated in the centre. The Cdonel then repeated in the ears of 
the orioainala the e^qplanationa and assurances already given ; and 
a scene followed, as fteliog as it waa surprising. Six Indian war* 
riprs, possessed of al) the greatness of Roman generals, resign« 
iag themaelvea with mere than Roman firmness, into tfie hands 
of our Goyenunent, tp be tried for tbmr lives. Mad Buffalo, in 
fill! Americ«9i uniform, first arose, and taking each of us by the 
band, thus addressed the Commanding Officer; ^^ American 
Chie^ it was by accident that those white people were killed* 
But at your word, I will go to answer for this offence." Hia 
voice was a little agitated but fidl. His countenance, naturally 
fierce and savage, waa now bold and firm* As he closed^ 
the Coansellors and Fathers round the circle, in very mild 
accents, pronounoed what he had said to be right This res« 
ponse was calculated to strengthen the criminals in their deoi* 
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sion. The second then arose and said, ^< Chief, I have never 
wished to kill white men ; no, when they have come to my town, 
I have with pleasure fed them. But since you wish me to go 
and answer for this affair, I will go." Another rose and said, 
*^ My great Father, I have lived in peace, till you see my head 
is full of gray hairs, and now they are covered with sorrow. At 
yt)ttr word I will go." In language like this did each separately 
address the Colonel. Tes, my dear Sir, in language and man- 
ner affecting to the most insensible heart. To each, the old 
Counsellors responded a note of approbation, which bespoke the 
unanimity of the nation in the measure. 

A general silence ensued. All were astonished. The crimi- 
nals took their seats with countenances neither malicious nor 
fearful, but honest and thoughtful. I may say with confidence, 
that no one saw on that day a malicious lock in an Osage. I 
would go farther, and say, that since my arrival in this country, 
I have scarcely seen one of the nation cast a malicious eye. 

In a subsequent address. Col. Arbuckle was led to remark, that 
they had conducted in a manner most honourable to themselves, 
and that he never entertained so high an opinion of the nation 
before. He told the prisoners, that had they been guilty, they 
would have taken to the Prairie, and not appeared at the Fort ; 
that their very countenances indicated innocence ; that it was 
not for him to predict the result of the trial ; but that they could 
have done nothing more calculated to lead to a fiivourable result. 
Had Buffalo in particular gained great honour to himself. When 
the time came for them to bid adieu to their famOies, natural 
affection gained the ascendency, and they were led to request 
liberty to be with their friends two days longer. With his accus- 
tomed wisdom the Colonel removed the difficulty by assuring 
them, that their wives and children might come to see them at 
any time while they remained at the Fort. They then rose and 
followed the Colonel mto the garrison, where they were received 
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lij the soldiers, and convejed away for safe keefvfug. Daritkg ail 
this time, not a sigh nor a cry was heard among the people'; a 
thing without parallel in the nation. For, usually, on the small- 
est occurrence rather unpropitious, there is much crying and 
sobbing. Indeed so far from opposing the measure, the women 
are all in favour of it ; knowing that it will save them and their 
children from being destroyed by war. The Colond ex- 
pressed the highest satisfoction at the conduct of the people 
generally, and treated them not merely as a friend, but as a 
father. 

Another event occurred, in the course of the last 
year, which greatly gratified and encouraged your 
Missionaries. On the 20th of April, the fourth An- 
niversaiy of their departure from New-York, they 
were greeted with the intelligenc, that the gar- 
rison at Fort Smith, under the command of Col. 
Arbuckle, had arrived in the Osage country, and 
selected for their permanent residence a site on the 
banks of Grand River, within eighteen or twenty 
miles of Union. In announcing this event, your 
Superintendent remarks — <* Although our hope is 
in God alone for protection, yet, to a little defence^ 
less company in the midst of ruthless savages, actual 
wars, and threatening dangers, the presence of a 
military force, adequate to awe the undisciplined In- 
dians, whose passions are so easily excited, and 
whose hands are so frequently stained with bloody 
is a consideration which calms and cheers oifr 

minds. To foretell the benefit of this measure to 

S 
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the Indians, is indeed beyond our power ; but, ta 
human appearance no step in relation to them, 
could have been ordered in greater wisdom." 

It was mentioned in the last Report, that a num- 
ber of the Osage Tribe, desirous of abandoning the 
chase and resorting to the cultivation of the soil for 
their subsistence, had projected an agricultural set* 
tlement in the vicinity of Union. This settlement, 
subsequently named Hopefield, was commenced on 
the first day of December, 1823, under the direction 
of two of the Missionaries, the Rev. Mr. Chapman and 
the elder Mr. Requa. Before the 1st of June, several 
log cabins were erected, the number of resident 
Indian families amounted to eleven, and more than 
thirty acres of ground were cleared, fenced, and 
planted. Early in August the Indian planters load- 
ed their canoes with melons and com, and proceed- 
ed to Fort Gibson, where they obtained a goojd price 
and a ready market. Elated by these first fruits of 
their labour, they returned to their Uttle farms, de- 
termined to persevere with undiminished industry in 
their agricultural pursuits. 

Thus far the experiment has exceeded the most 
sanguine anticipations of your Missionaries. The 
example of this Uttle band of pioneers, there is 
ground to believe, will be followed, in the course of 
the present season, by many, and eventually by most 
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of the Tribe. From this small begiiming the hap* 
piest results may be anticipated. Convert a tribe 
of indolent^ hmiters into a nation of industrious 
farmers aad mechanics, and you at once prepare 
the way for the introduction of the habits and com- 
forts of civilized life, and the precepts, hopes, and 
blessings, of a Christian community. 

The Osages, in their national capacity, have re- 
cently adopted at least a form of government. They 
have appointed a national Council, to legislate and 
decide, and a national Guard to enforce obedience 
to its laws and decisions. The Council is composed 
of thirteen Chiefs, and the Guard of forty Warriors. 
From this measure, if efficiently executed, much 
benefit will probably result. It is considered by 
your Missionaries, "as the first step towards the 
adoption of civil government in a nation hitherto 
lawless in the extreme." 

Of this measure, the Journal of the mission gives 
the following account : — 

In the Journal for Jane it is stated, that Col. Arbuckle and 
the Agent were about to repair to the Osage encampment, and 
assist them in the formation of some civil regulations. The 
whole town was then encamped near the faUs of the Verdigris, 
within four miles of the cantonment. It was suggested to the Agent 
that the present was a favourable opportunity to lead their minds 
to form some civil laws, especially as they had at that time great 
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treble in iHr^oiiog and reiurniiig stolen horsea. The tUng 
vi«| the fiivouraUe reception of the Agent and CoL Arbudde, end 
fhey agreed to proceed to their camp for this purpose. We have 
since heard a very pleasing account of the result. The Osage 
Chlefii were highly pleased with the measure proposed tp them, 
and entered into it with animation. Thirteen persons were ap- 
pointed to constitute a National Council. This number emfaracea 
most of the nominal Chiefs, and some respectable men bealdea. 
Of this body, Clamore is President, and Tally is to officiate as 
President in his absence. Forty of the best warriors, (or rather 
i€8imm who are warriors) were chosen a National Guard, whose 
officers are a Captain and two Lieutenants. The duty of the 
Cooneil is to legislate and decide in all important questions, and 
the duty of the Guard is to put Into immediate execotiim those 
decisions. We understand that medals are prepared to be gLveo 
fo those who are Authiul, but if any soldier is delinquent in duty, 
he Is to be immediately deposed, and another appointed and h^ 
nonred. 

A boat with supplies of flour and provisions, de-* 
patched by your Board of Agency at Cincinnati, ar- 
rived at the Station on the 26th of May. She com- 
pleted the voyage in less than fifty days, exclusive of 
Sabbaths, which were devoted by the captain and 
crew to the observance of religious duties. The 
feelings of your Missionaries, on this seasonable 
arrival, are expressed in the Journal as follows :— ^ 

Wtdnesday^ May 26.— The Mission Boat arrived from Cin- 

cinnaU, after a remaricably quiclc passage of fifty-six days. 

Capt. Douglass informs us that he has in no instance run on the 

Sabbath, and has been only thirty-three worldng days hi ascend*- 
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ing tbe Arkansas and Grand River, which is several days sooner 
than they were ever known to he navigated before. We wo«dd 
therefore once more record our testimony in fovour of the sacred 
observance of the Sabbath by those who travel. Capt. Douglass 
having been enabled to accomplish the voyage expeditiously, and 
to bring us a seasonable supply, so that we have not wanted as in 
former years ; we were induced to assemble on the roof of the 
boat, and unite our hearts in praising God for his goodness ; m 
supplicating a blessing on the friends of the heathen in Ohio and 
Kentucky, and in consecrating ourselves, our new labourers, and 
fresh supplies, to his service among the Osages. All our chil- 
dren were present on the occasion, and could the benefactors 
have been present and witnessed the satis&ction and joy 
which filled our breasts, they would liave exolaimed ^^prmst ^ 

Your Managers have the pleasure to state, that, as 
the crops of the last season were good, no supplies 
will be required at this Station at least, for the pre- 
sent year. On this topic, the Superintendent, in a 
letter of the 9th of December, remarks — " By the 
aid of our mills and our farm, we now begin to 
realize, what the Board have fondly anticipated, the 
Mission doing much towards supporting itself. The 
advantages of the garrison will be great, not only 
in preservmg peace and quietness among the In- 
dians, but also in affording a market for our produc*- 
tions, provided we are able to raise a surplus." 

The school at this Station has considerably in- 
creased during the past year. The number of 
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Scholars has varied from fourteen to twenty*two. 
At the examination, on the 21st of September, 
there were twenty in School : On the 23d of that 
month, two of the Scholars left the Station under 
the care of Captain Douglass, and arrived in this 
city on the 24th of December, on their way to the 
Foreign Mission Scho<rf at Cornwall, Connecticut. 
The number of Scholars was thus reduced to 
eighteen. Of the state of the School, the Super- 
intendent writes — "We have the pleasure of an- 
nouncing, that it was never more pleasing than at 
the present time. The elder children both leam 
and labour. Their prejudice against the latter is 
wearing away.** 

Various opportunities have been sought and im- 
proved for communicating religious instruction both 
to the Indians and to white people. In addition to 
the regular exercises attended by Mr. Chapman at 
Hopefield, Mr. Vaill made several visits to the prin- 
cipal Indian Village, to converse with the Chiefs and 
others on the leading subjects of revealed truth. 
Indians of other tribes, and whites, as ignorant 
and stupid as the untutored savage, were providen- 
tially brought within his reach. 

During the last summer and autumn, the Family 
again suffered severely with sickness. The excessive 
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heat of the weather m July and August, the thenno- 
meter rangmg from 96 to 100 degrees, produced 
debility and disease. Several of the Family were 
afficted with the intermittent fever, and all the Mis* 
sionary and Indian children with the hooping-cough ; 
and one of the white and two of the red children 
fell victims to that distressing malady. The Rev. 
Mr. Chapman, whose death was announced in the 
introduction to this Report, was attacked with the 
typhus fever early in December; and after a 
lingering sickness of several weeks, expired on the 
7th of January. In this mysterious but righteous 
Providence, your Managers most deeply sympathize 
with his afflicted partner and relatives, and with the 
bereaved Mission. To that Mission, to your Board 
of Managers, and to the Missionary cause, the death 
of so intelligent and indefatigable a labourer, and 
especially one who, by patient and persevering study, 
had acquired the ability to communicate religious 
instruction in the Indian language, is a loss of no 
ordinary magnitude. To aU concerned in this af- 
flictive visitation, your Managers would address the 
submissive and penitent injunction of the Prophet 
— Came^ and let us return unto the Lard ; for he 
hath tom^ and he will heal us ; he hath smitten, and 
he will bind us up.^ 
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During the last year, the School at this Station 
has been favoured beyond any reasonable expecta- 
tion. To the eighteen scholars mentioned in your 
last Report, more than twenty have since been 
added. Although several had been talcen from the 
School, yet, at the date of our latest ioformationy 
thirty*six interesting native children, rescued from 
the forest, were enjoying the privileges of literary 
and religious instruction — ^were undei^ing a course 
of mental and moral culture, which, under the bless* 
ing of God, may promote their own temporal and 
eternal benefit, and render them the instruments of 
conferring incalculable blessings upon their Tribe » 

The secular concerns of the establishment were 
carried forward without serious interruption, and 
with unexpected success. The former and the lat- 
ter harvest, yielding four hundred and fifty bushels 
of wheat, and sixteen hundred bushels of com, 
were sufficiently productive for the fuU supply of the 
Mission. The want of a skilfiil blacksinith, which 
had been so long and severely felt by the Family, 
was supplied by the arrival of Mr. Colby. 

Early in the last year, several Indian familiefs 
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comnieQced a settlemeiit in the immediate neigh- 
bourhood of the Station. They erected two or 
three comfortable log dwellings, and made prepara- 
tions for cultivating the soil. Whether they will 
persevere in their enterprise, or their example be 
£^owed by others, is yet to be ascertained. At 
their request, a number of their children were ad- 
mitted to the School. 

In the course of the last summer, your Missiona- 
ries projected the plan of establishing a branch of 
their Mission on the Ne-o-sho River, within the im- 
mecfiate vicinity of the present Indian village. It 
Was thought, that a measure of this kind would fur^ 
nish greater facilities for acquiring a knowledge of the 
language, communicating religious instruction to the 
Tribe, and inducing them to abandon the chase 
and seek a less precarious subsistence from the cul- 
tivation of the soil. The plan was approved by 
your Managers. In the month of September, the 
Rev. Mr* Pixley removed his family to the new 
Station; and Mr. Bright was instructed to follow 
as soon as his aid should be required. It is not ex^ 
pected that this experiment, however important it 
may prove to the interests of the Mission^ will in- 
crease, to any considerable amount, the ordinary 
drafts upon your Treasury. 

, 4 
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The two junior Missioiuiries at this Statiioii have 
made considerable progress in the acquisition of 
the Osage language. In pursuit of this object, 
they have subjected themselves to many priva- 
tions and hardships ; residing much of their time 
in the cabins of the Indians, or accompanying them, 
on their hunting expeditions, exposed to the dangers 
of the climate, and often without shelter and with- 
out food. By persevering and laborious study, they 
are enabled to converse on ordinary subjects, and 
to translate and read their prayers and discourses.. 

An account of some of the efibrts of your Mis* 
sionaries to communicate religious instruction, will 
be found in the following quotations from their jour* 
Hal :— * 

Jug^ 6. — Bn. Dodge^ Montgomety, and Spragae set out thb 
evening on a tonr to the Indian villages, with the view especially 
of eonsnlting the Little Osages on their disposition to receive a 
branch of the fiunily to live near their village, for the purpose of 
idding them in acquiring the use of the plough, and the other 
necessary arts of life, as well as of enjoying a more favourable 
opportuidty of instructing them in the things of religion. 

Jtug* 19.— Brs. Dodge and Sprague returned early this morn- 
ing from the Ne-o-sho, having leii Br. Montgomery to continue 
some time longer among the Indians. In their tour they have 
visited the three villages belonging to our branch of the nation, 
viz. White-Hair's, the Little Osage, and the Possagony ; the lat- 
ter situated on the Verdigris, about thirty miles south-westerly 
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from the two former, had nerer before been Tifliled bjr wy of on£r 
fionilj. 

WhiU'Hm'B Peoj^ with whom we have had most i&tercourae 
appear to be slowly inclining to civilized life. Many of the men 
this season have assisted the women hi cultivating com, a thing 
which formerly was almost unheard of among them« A nundier 
of the most considerate listened to the word of Grod, which wtii 
dispensed to them by brother Montgomery, and with a good de-* 
gree of attention and candour. They said they could not under' 
stand some part of what brother M. said, and wished the brethren 
to procure a good interpreter when they visited them again. 

T%e lAtiiU Osagetj from their want of opportunity to become 
acquainted with our views, were, not unexpectedly, found. to en- 
tertain many prejudices. The principal chief, and a number of the 
leading men said, it would be quite agreeable to them if a few 
individuals of the fiunily should come to reside near them : but 
they were apprehensive that their young men could not be re* 
strained from stealing or injuring our property. In the copidl 
which was convened on the subject, they concluded to defer 
their answer until they should have an opportunity of consulting 
the new agent. The next morning they were invited to assemble 
to hear a talk about God's book, when a respectable number of 
men gave a very decent attention to a discourse from brother' 
Dodge, though it had to pass through two interpretations, and a 
repetition by the counsellor, before it reached them. 

At the Possagomg FtBogs the brethren arrived on Friday, and. 
remained till Monday. The news respecting the appointment of 
a new agent had already reached this vQlage, and immediately on 
the brethren's arrival the lodge was filled with men anxious to 
know when he might be expected to visit their village. Major 
Graham considering the situation of these people, at such a die-, 
tance firom the other villages, as having an uniavoorable effect on. 
their conduct, advised them at his last visit to remove to Oip 
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Ne-<ViAo. They now feel qipta «ii interest to knoir w^^^ltuir tUur 
plan will be prosecuted hj governor M'Nair. Here also the^ 
people were addrewed publioljy and mooh conversation was |iad 
with indfvidiials on the subject of religion ; and though» ip a few 
iMftanQes, they attempted to delend their old opinions, nothioff 
IHeo wanath or dissatasAeti^Mi waa e]|hQ»led« M w phce were^ 
the farethien more kindly reeeired or more hoapltaU^ en* 
tertalned. 

Though the brethren have not yet fldly suoeeeded in aop^aoK 
plishiag the particular olyect of their visit to the Little Osagea, yet 
we tniat fthek tour haa not been whdly in vain« Our aequamt- 
aace wiUkthe Oaageshaa been enlarged; an attempt has been 
aande nt all the villages to introduee meetings for reUglons in* 
stniction ; and some useful mfSarmatMuiy on variona saints, haa 
been commnnicated in conversation with individnals. 

The Superintendent, in the early part of the last 
yeai; visited the Delaware Indians, for the purpose 
of ascertaining the practicability and expediency of 
establishing a school in their village. Anderson, the 
principal Chief, expressed his approbation of the 
objects of the Mission, so far as they related to the 
]Wtructi0B of ha9 young people, in reading and 
writing, and in agrieidture and the mechanic arts ; 
but decfined to form a covenant at that time, in 
consequence of the absence of his associate Chiefs 
on their winter's hunt. On this visit the Superin* 
tendent met with a number of Indian families, 
formerly residents of this State, who could converse 
inteUigently m Englkh. Two or three of the 
women had been members of ia Christian Church, 
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^ince their remoyal to tibat distant wfldarnesSi they 
ha^e statedly met together on the Sabbath for the 
purpose of reading the Scriptures* and mingl'Fig 
^eir hearts in social worship. ** Have you brought 
Christ with you 1 dieo pray with us and our &milies»'^ 
was the imexpected salutation, with which they wel« 
corned the messenger of the cross to their humble 
dwellings. 

At the request of the Board, the SuperinteBdcnt 
repeated his visit in the month of October. Most 
of the tribe were again from home. The aged 
chief received him, as before, with hospitality and 
fiiendahip* He again expressed a desire for the 
establishment of a School, but stiU declined to ad<qit 
the measure in the absence of his people. Sis 
children were* boweveri committed to the care of 
the Superintendent, and conducted to your Mission 
School at Harmony. There is ground to hope^ 
that a bi-anch of this Missiout without materially 
enhancing the amount of its expenditures» will 
jet be established in the princip^i viUage of tho 
Delawares. 

• 

The Osages of the Missouri, as well as their 

brethren of the Arkansas^ have adopted, at leailt» 
the germ of civil government Through the ia* 
tercession of the Indian agent» they have insti* 
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mled a Coancil of Chiefs, and a band of waniors, 
10 carry the orders of the council into effect The 
principal object proposed by the agent, was the 
fecovery of property stolen from citizens of the 
United States. But, should the institution be rigidly 
maintained, it may, in the language of the journal^ 
*^ extend to the punishment of crimes committed 
against each other, and through the increasing in- 
telligence of the people, eventually lead to the es- 
tablishment of a rational and efficient government" 

. In point of health, the Mission was more gene-* 
raUy favoured during the last summer and autumn^ 
than in former years. A few cases of intermittent 
fever, however, occurred ; and Mr. Austin and his 
&mily, who resided on the low grounds near the 
Mills, suffered severely. At this Station, as well 
as at Union, the School was visited with the whoop- 
ing-cough. Two or three of the Indian children 
were taken away by this disease ; another died in 
consequence of an injury sustained while at woik in 
the field ; and the Superintendent's youngest child^^ 
aged about six months, was removed by a short ill-* 
ness of two days. To this bill of mortality, we 
regret to add the name of Mrs. Colby, who died of 
the typhus lever, on the 26th of February. Although 
she had been at the station only a few months, yet 
she had greatly endeared herself to the Family. ^Jn 
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hw,'' says the Journal, *< we found an affectionate 
sister, — ^by her death, we are severely chastised. 
In her, the Osages found a friend, who sought their 
highest good, — ^by her death many may justly mourn 
their irreparable loss." 

The Annual Missionary Convention was held at 
this Station, from the 6th to the 13th of October. 
The delegates were the Rev. Mn Vaill and Mr. 
Spaulding of Union, and the Rev. Mr. Dodge and 
Mr. Newton of Harmony. Sickness in the Mission 
at Dwight, prevented the attendance of delegates 
firom that Station. ** It was indeed pleasant,^ says 
the President of the Convention, "to meet brethren 
who are subject to similar privations and trials with 
ourselves ; and who had come to consult on the 
measures best calculated to carry our Missionary 
operations into effect. The season enjoyed together, 
we hope will not be lost. It was truly animating to 
our drooping spirits.*' 

By the minutes of the Convention, which have 
been transmitted to the Board, it appears, that se<- 
veral resolutions and reports on Missionary subjects, 
were discussed and adopted. From the number, 
the following abstract, on the qualifications neces« 
sary for Missionaries among the Westem Indians, 
is selected :— 
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The foUowing obsttrvaltdiit hit^e rdereace to nfiMknuri^ wii^ 
nay be seat to the various tribes west of the Missiaalppi, aU of 
whom may be considered as either akaost or altogether unci* 
Tilized. In addition to vital pietji competent literary acquire- 
ments, a thorough Imowledge of the Bible and of theology, such 
missionaries should have, 

1. A^enUrfriting ium ofmmd; such a turn of nund as led 
VSke to the soorees of the Mississippi^ and Lewis and CXaril to 
the Pacific ocean ; an undaunted, hardy spirit ; a spirit that will 
support a man while he travels witliout company, sleeps without 
shelter, and is siclc without attendants ; a spirit that will sustain 
heat, edd, wet, hunger, thirst, and hardship of every description, 
frithont repining. 

2* An ofMoMi tafMT is Indispensabk to a miBBi<mary amoi^ 
aavages. His countenance should indicate a jdeasant and cheer* 
fhl state of mind, and should be to him, wherever he goes, hla 
letter of recommendation. With such a disposition and coun* 
tenance, the missionary is prepared to maice a fiivourable im^ 
pMssion upon die Indians, and to banish firom their minds those 
ftaiB and jealoiisies whieh they are so apt to entertafai of 
strangers* 

3. ProflipteMs m mr g umm d . Among the Indians there are som« 
subtle reasoners, and it is very necessary that th4 missionmy 
should so conduct himself as not to excite their contempt ; for 
they are sagacious in discerning character, shrewd in their cavils 
ag«iast the true religion, and are ever ready to hold in derision 
such as appear weaker or less wise than themselves, while they 
respect those whom they consider their superiors. 

4. lijuammUy is an essential qualification of the western mis* 
sionary. He should not be elevated by prosperity, nor de- 
pressed by adversity. He must pass through all his difficulties 

a firm, unshaken resolution. He should be " steadfast^ 
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unmoveaUei" always snild, always affectiooate, but always de- 
cided* 

. 5. He should be puncitio/ in all his engagements ; for however 

irregular the Indians may be in their general habits, yet if any 
one makes a positive engagement, he is prompt in the fulfilment 
of it, as he considers his honour at stake. They set down that 
man for a liar, or a mean man, who is slack or heedless about his 
eng^ementa. The smallest deviation from exact truth, they 
consider a great defect, if not a crime. 

6. In those western missions where the mission femilies are 
larger, and the various members have different occupations, it is of 
the first importance that tadi 6e iharougUy ^kitted in the particu- 
lar business assigned to him. No novices should be sent out. 
Skiliul labourers are needed ; and a mission may sustam a very 
serious injury &>om neglect on this point. A great degree of aiv 
doiir and self-denial, though it may entitle a man to compassion, 
.>vill but poorly compensate for the losses and disappointments 
sustained by the mission in consequence of his inexperience and 
want of skill. In a civilized country, if a man be lacking in skill 
or experience, he may remedy the evil by calling in the assistance 
of a neighbour ; but in the wUdemess there is no remedy. And 
here we would observe, that although the Indian country is the 
place to learn by experience how to deal with Indians, how to 
teach and tutor them ; yet it is no place to learn a trade. Nor 
is it the proper place for the study of theology. The misaionary 
should go thither thoroughly furnished for every good word and 
work. 

7. Another qualification which should by no means be foigot- 
ten, is, a good bodHy consHMian. The zeal of candidates for 
missionary labour frequently leads them to blind their eyes to the 
hardships and trials to which they will be subjected. The coarse 
fare, and the want of comforts and conveniences incident to a mis- 
sionary life in the Indian country, expose persons of feeble coti- 
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stitution to protracted illness, which not only incapaoltaiteB tlMBs 
for labour, but renders them, in a measure, a burden to their aieo* 
dates. And when we take into the account the unpleasant feelings, 
and often the anguish of spirit which such persons experience 
when they find themselves disqualified for work, and burdeasame, 
we cannot but regret that sickly persons should enter the field ; 
and this we say that those who are feeble may foresee the e^, 
and prudently tarry among their friends. We would obaerYe, 
however, for the comfort of those whose health has been tdcen 
from them, and who still continue in the field, tiiat by their 
prayers and pious example they may be useful to the eause, and 
deserve and enjoy the aflection of all their companions hi laboor. 
Having passed over in a cursory manner some of the peculiar 
qualifications of western missionaries, we would ask, are there 
no young Christians willing t6 devote themselves to this service, 
and to prepare themselves fdr it by a proper course of disclpltee? 
Here are thousands of immortsd souls ! here are hasidreds of 
tribes of Indians ! Shall they be abandoned f Is there not la idl 
the church of Jesus, among all his chosen and purchased ones. Is 
there not among all his blood-bought people, a suflfeient nMtbet 
of young men who are willing to trafia themselves for Ae service, 
and take possession of these westetn fields T When life .is over, 
say, ye followers of Jesus, will it not be a consolation, ipHien your 
spirit is about to take its flight to the presence of your Savieor ; 
say, will it not be for your joy and crown of rejoicing, ff you 
have spent your days in unremitted efforts to save the heathen? 

TUSCARORA MISSION. 

It was mentioned in the last Report, thyat no regu* 
lar Missionary had been appointed for this Station, 
since the resignation of Mr. Crane, and that the 
Rev. Mr. Smithy of Lewiston, had been empkrFed 
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as a temporary wpply. Various circumstances have 
induced your Managers to continue this arrangement 
through the past year. Mn Smith, therefore, is 
still preaching one sermon on the Sabbath, and oc- 
casionally performing other Missionary labours. His 
services, there is reason to believe, have been both 
acceptable and profitable to the tribe. 

In a letter of the 10th of February, Mr. Smith 
pbserves : — 

I need not saj, that, after having been their spiritual teacher 
for more than a year, I feel a peculiar interest for their spiritual 
imiHrovement and ciTilization. I have endeavoured to study their 
real wants, and to unfold to their minds in the most simple man- 
ner, the important doctrines and precepts of the Gospel. The 
effect has been, that there has been a very uniform attendance, 
by those who are not determined pagans, to the means of reli- 
gious instruction. Of late, the congregation has increased, and 
there appears to be more mariced solemnity, and I think I dis- 
cover more feeling, especially among the members of the church. 
There appears to be a great degree of harmony and good feeling. 
In the business of farming, I think they are improving. 

On the return of the venerable Saccharissa, whose 
presence and address gave so much interest to your 
last Anniversary^ your Managers transmitted a letter 
to the nation, promising to send them a permanent 
Missionary as soon as practicable, and inviting them 
to commit their children to the Mission School at 
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Cataraugus. To this letter, the foUowing reply, 
signed by ten of the chiefs and warriors, was duly 
received : — 

Brother8,-r-^Ve received your kind letter, dated May 20lh, 
which you sent by our Chief Saccharissa. We send this talk to 
answer yours. We are happy that the managers of the Society 
send their assurances of friendship, and we are thankful for the 
repeated evidences of the kind regard of the Society for our tribe. 
We feel thankful that the Great Spirit preserved our Chief to 
visit your great council fire. We did not authorize him ^o 
transact any business with the board, as we understood that he 
was privately invited to visit your city. 

Brothers, — We are pleased to learn that you mean to perpetuate 
our former covenant, that the Society have been attentive to our 
interests, and have shown a zeal to preserve the chain of firiend- 
ship with us, that the missionaries should not in any manner in* 
jure or take any advantage of us, or prejudice the feelings of the 
Society, so as to induce them to relinquish the favours which have 
been so often conferred. We are pleased to learn your feelings, 
that you are still willing to continue to teach us the word of God, 
and we hope that you will remain so to our children, that they 
might also know the good word. 

Brothers, — We received your document, and are pleased to 
receive such information as to enable us to learn that yon will 
never bring any charge against us, or our children's children, to 
the latest generations. We are satisfied with the writing you 
sent us ; we feel thankful that you intend to send us a missionary 
as soon as you can find one suitable to the work ; we hope you 
will bear with our infirmities ; our wish is that the minister you 
employ among us, would be willing to promote our temporal and 
spiritual welfare. 

Brothers, — We mean to be patient until you send a minister. 
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We are happy to-inform you thai our people are contented with 
Mr. Smith. You yfhh us to meet on the first Monday of every 
month, to pray that the Great Spirit may send his blessing upon 
us, and all Christians, and the world. We are pleased to comply 
with your request. 

Brothers, — We have been told that you pay a good deal to sup- 
port so many missionaries and teachers in various stations, and 
for that reason you made proposal to school our children at the 
Seneca village ; but our people declined an acceptance. You 
mention that the school is now broken up, and that the Senecas 
have sent their children to Cataraugus, and you have intention to 
l)uy some land near Buffalo, and to set up another school ^ere ; 
and you wish to know our minds, whether we would be willing 
to send our children to that place, and likewise you offer to feed 
and clothe our children. We thank ijou for this offery but the pa- 
rents of our tribe feel not disposed to comply with your wishes. 
We are anxious you would support a school in our tribe, and we 
would feel thankful if you could do the same as you offered, to feed 
and clothe our children. We are desirous to have b female teach- 
er, because we think our children would learn the domestic arts 
fester, the boys and girls would have the privilege of receiving 
instruction in household economy ; perhaps it would be conve- 
nient to have the school at the Mission house, on the farm ad- 
joining our reservation. We are willing to place our children any 
where Aere, on 'suoh conditions as would be most suitable for their 
instructiony and we hope to receive an answer soon. May the 
Great and Good Spirit preserve and keep you from all harm.

The correspondence ha9 since beoR cootiiiued ; 
and your managers are preparing to reorganize a 
school at this station. 

SENECA MISSION. 

The removal of this mission firom the IndiMi Re- 
seiration, by one of the justices of tlie county court, 
and the unsuccessful application to the l^islature 
for redresS) were laid before you at the last annual 
meeting. At die late session of the legislature, a 
printed circular and memorial were transmitted to 
each member of the Senate and Assembly. These 
papers were enforced by memorials from a large 
number of the chiefs and warriors of the tribe, and 
from many of the most respectablje ckizens of Buf- 
falo and its vicinity ; and your managers are happy 
to state, that a law was enacted, allowing missionaries 
and teachers, with the consent of the judges of the 
county court, to reside on the reservation* Since 
the passage of this law, a joint council of &e Chris- 
tians and pagans has been held, in wbidi it was 
agreed that each party might select its own teachers ; 
and it is expected that the school wffl be reopened 
early in June. 

Your missionary, since he was driven from your 
buildings, has resided at Buffalo, within four miles 
of the principal Seneca village, and statedly pur- 
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sued kis mii^tfterial labours among that interesting 
peojdie. In studying the Seneca language, in visit- 
ing the sick, attending funerals, and administering 
the various ordinances of religion, his time has been 
fully, and it is believed usefully, occupied. As the 
fnttt of his labours, three members have recently 
been added to the communion of his church. 

The following account of a visit to a sick youth, is 
selected from the journal : — 

Wedneadaifj A'prii 2d.-T-I set oat tUs ]iKirnMig,Tiritii tjse Interpre* 
ter, to visit a sick young man of the tribe, whose earthly career, I 
have little doubt, will soon be terminated. This youth has en- 
deared himself to every member of the Mission family, by many 
little attentions which he has often paid us ; but more especially 
by his manly virtues and ajQTectionate disposition. He was the 
bosom friend of young Cosick, during his stay in our family. 
Few daya passed but they were seen together, and to appearance 
sharing lai^ly in each other^s affection. They were known by 
the &mily to be deeply engaged in religious intercourse at times ; 
and especially when met on the Sabbath ; and may we not in- 
dnlge the pleasing thought, that the walk and conversation of 
that pious youth, were blessed to the epiritual benefit of his now 
lingering friend ? — ^Indeed, he has told me, that he could never 
sufficiently thank God for the friendship and counsels of young 
Cusick. 

On entering his apartment he fastened his eyes on me for a mo- 
ment, as if to recollect me, and then without saying a word, 
turned away his face and wept. On recovering his usual com- 
posure, he esqiressed great satisfaction in seeing us. His views 
of Christ and his Gospel are, I think, truly rational, and his mind 
comfortable. On asking him how he felt in the near approach of 
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death, he replied, m nearly the following words ; " I am com- 
fortable, I thank my God, I have no fear of death : 1 think I have 
given up myself into the hands of the Son of God : He will not 
leave me. He has said he will receive all who come, and will 
not cast off even the chief of smners : I am a great sinner, but 
my hope is in the mercy of God alone.** He appeared much 
affected during this discourse, and was so much exhausted, aa to 
make it proper for him to desist. 

The following incident, evincive of strong attach- 
ment to the Mission, on the part of the Christian 
chiefs, is also selected from the Journal : — 

Monday^ May 18. — I have this day been greatly gratified in 
witnessing the attachment of this people to the interests of the 
mission, and of those engaged in it. A few days since, I over- 
took on the highway one of the leadmg Chiefs, and a member 
of the Church, who eaid, ** He thought it too much for us to be 
under the necessity of losing the benefit of all the improvementa 
which we had made at the Mission-House. He had in mhid, to 
persuade his people to turn out and break up all the land we had 
enclosed, put in the seed, and give us the entire proceeds of the 
crop.'' To this proposition it appears the Christian party * have 
consented. A considerable number have turned out, and of 
themselves, have broken up and seeded between four and five 
acres of new ground, for the exclusive benefit of the mission. 
They seem to feel much gratified, in having it in their power to 
add their mite in the good cause. 

In the month of September, Mr. Harris, accom- 
panied by several of the members of his church, 
>isited the Christian Indians on the Alleghany Re- 
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serration. Of this visit your Missionary gives the 
following account : — 

Saharday, Sepi, 19. — ^About 10 o'clock we passed the western 
boundarj of the Indian territory. The country is very pleasant, 
abounding with the finest of pine forests from which the Indians 
annually convey in rails much valuable timber to Pittsburgh and 
elsewhere. We soon met one of the principal Chiefs, who in* 
formed us where we should go, and where arrangements had 
previously been made for our accommodation, at a native house 
near the river, about six miles distant. On arriving at the place 
assigned, we were requested to come in, our horses were turned 
into a field of clover, and the females appeared industriously em- 
ployed in preparing dinner. £very thing indicated a marked 
preparation for our reception. The house had been recently 
washed and cleansed in every apartment. The table was loaded 
with a great abundance of the most wholesome provision brought 
in from their forests, and the whole served up in very respecta- 
ble English style. Our beds were dressed with the finest and 
best of their new blankets and stuffs, and I could not refirain from 
Becretly thanking God, whose kind hand had almost visibly 
guided us amidst the damps and dangers of the past night, and 
now cast our lot among these truly hospitable natives, in circum« 
stances of decided comfort. 

Sab, Sept, 20. — One of the brothers who accompanied us, 
took an opportunity of informing me this morning, that the plan 
which seemed to be most agreeable was, that I should preach 
to the people this forenoon, on any subject which I judged most 
important ; that they themselves would conduct the services of 
the afternoon, in their own language, and that a religious meeting 
be appointed for to-morrow. The people collected about noon, 
in very respectable numbers at the council-house, near our lodg- 
ings. The chiefs and the people were all seated in a regular and 
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respectiii] posture, as we entered the room, and with as profound 
reverence and attention as I ever witnessed among any people, 
did they attend to the invitation held out in the text, << Come, for 
all things are now ready." Luke xiv. 17. The Lord emiUed 
me to speak with uncommon freedom, and clearness of thought, 
and with much simplicity of language, which greatly tended to 
quicken all the sensibilities of my but too often sluggish soul, in 
behalf of these my benighted feUow-sinners. After partaking 
of some refreshment, the people again assembled, and worship 
began with singing by the yoimg men of our company ; and one 
of them then feelingly addressed his brethren, on the grand sub- 
ject of repentance towards God, and faith in our Lord Jesua 
Christ* On the whole, I feel as though I had seldom passed a 
Sabbath fraught with more interesting circumstances, nor one oa 
which my soul was enriched with greater consolations from <ia 
high. -Ld the afternoon especially, I enjoyed a season of secret 
meditati<m and prayer in a pine grove, which I trust this soul of 
mine will remember well when this hand which now wields the 
pen shall be palsied with death, and this stammering tongue be 
silent in the grave. I felt that God would assuredly perform his 
promise to his Son, and that the heathen should be brought 
home to God. 

Monday 9 Sq^L 21. — At the appointed time the people again as- 
sembled for public worship. — Discoursed from Luke xii. 40 — 
" Be ye therefore ready also, for in such an hour as ye think not 
the Son of man cometh." The audience was not so large as yes- 
terday, but very orderly and attentive. Among them were seena 
number of whites, who had heard of our arrival, and had come 
a number of miles, some 12 or 14, to hear once more in these 
ends of the earth, the glad sound of salvation. Some of these 
people did indeed seem to worship God with much gratitude 
and humbleness of mind, and a few mentioned that it was a time 
of refreshing to their souls. 
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In the afternoon we all attended the funeral of a woman who 
is the mother of two children in the Cataraugus school. After an 
address to the auditors, we moved towards the grave, where the 
body was silently and solenmly interred. This scene produced 
in my mind some gloomy reflections as I stood at the head of the 
grave. How truly emblematical (thought I) is this scene, of the 
state of this tribe. Poor creatures ! you are one after another fall- 
ing into the grave, and probably very soon your name wiU no more 
be registered among the annals of nations ! Are there none, then, 
in our fttvoured land who are willing to come and smooth your bed 
of death, by holding up the Lord Jesus and his salvation to your 
despairing ey«8 ? Are there not some Philips to be found, who 
shall rejoice to run at God's command, and join themselves to 
these servants of sin, labouring to obtain the light of life ? Oh I 
ye,, who have long sat under the droppings of the Sanctuary, and 
so often tasted the ^< good word of God," and felt the power of 
his resurrection, and so long basked in the sunshine of Gos* 
pel-day, see to it, that ye ftdl not under the censure inflicted by 
the compassionate Jesus upon those '< who pass by on the other 
side." 

S^U 22. — This morning having been previously appointed for 
our return, the principal chieb, with a number of the young war- 
riors, ccAected early at our lodgings to give us the partingembrace. 
I indeed could understand but little of their conversation ; stiQ I 
could see in the countenances of many, all the tenderness of feel- 
ing, and those truly affectionate looks, which ever characterize 
the most sincere and disinterested friends. They returned their 
fervent thanks for the kindness we had shown them in coming so 
far to visit them, and to instruct them in things so solemn and 
important. They hoped they would profit by all these things, and 
thought themselves greatly strengthened to hold on the ways of 
Che Lord. We then bade them an affectionate fiirewell, and 
departed, after having been supplied by the young warriors with 
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money Bofficient to bear the expenses of the companj to Cata. 
rangus. 

CATARAUGUS MISSION. 

The continued progress of this Mission is highly 
gratifying to your managers. The school, at your 
last anniversary, embraced forty-five children. 
Twenty-five having smce been added, the present 
number is seventy. By their general deportment, 
by the proficiency they have made in learning to 
read and write, and the cheerfulness and skill with 
which they have performed the duties assigned to 
them out of school, the children have gained the 
commendation and esteem of their instructers. Some 
of the older boys have manifested a more than ordi- 
nary seriousness of character. Impressed with a 
sense of their danger as sinners, they have been 
discovered in little weeping circles, renouncing the 
pagan's hope, and uniting their hearts in prayer to 
the Christian's God and Saviour. 

The following extracts firom the Journal will jus- 
tify the view here given : — 

May 24. — ^We feel a love for these children of the forest, and 
earnestly pray, that we may he faithfiil to them, and bring them 
up in the nurture and admonition of the Lord. Although we hare 
not seen such fruits of our labours as we could wish, yet we are 
not discouraged. We know that God will grant a blessing in due 
time, if we are faithful and faint not. We feel that it is the woric 
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^Ood, in inclining these dear cbfldren to leave tbelr. friends ac* 
cording to the fleshi and that their parents have been disposed to 
give them up to be religiously educated. We have felt this front/ 
the first, but more powerfully do we feel it, as w e see the opera- 
tions of the Spirit of God on the minds of some of them, from time 
to time. Two of our boys have been very serious for some days* 
They say that they feel that they are sinners, and are very un- 
fa appy in their minds, because they have sinned against a holy 
God. May their convictions be deepened, and become so 
pungent, that they can give themselv*es no rest tiU they are ena- 
bled to rejoice in a Saviour^s love. 

July S. — ^We were not a little gratified to notice, last evening, 
that some of the boys had retired to a room by themselves for 
prayer. There, supposing they were not heard by us, they fer- 
vently offered four prayers to that God, who will not despise 
the prayers of red Children. Almost daily do we hear the sound 
of some Indian child. Oh ! may the prayer-hearing God grant 
them a true spirit of prayer. 

July 9. — ^It is not unfrequent we see the ideas and feelings 
of the children expressed on slates and scraps of paper. This 
morning, I found on my desk a slate, on which was handsomely 
written, the following sentence, which I copy exactly. 

« I want speak some. 0, 1 am sinner against God. God he 
will punish so wicked folks. O ! I fi^id when I die I shall go to 
Hell. O, great deal pain — no stop — no sleep. O, I must pray 
God please forgive me." 

October 1. — ^At the Quarterly examination yesterday, two 
classes of fifteen boys and eight girls, read in the Testament* 
Another class of eight boys in readmg lessons. All of these three 
classes spelt out of the book from various tables in Webster's 
spelling-book without missing but two or three words. Eight of 
the best readers were selected for reading in Murray's English 
Reader, and answered a few questions in grammar and geogra- 
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pfay, to which studies they have attended but a short time. 
About twenty have made considerable proficiency in writing, 
some of whom can write a bandaome hand. Fourteen boys have 
commenced and made some progress in arithmetic. The other 
children ha ve more recently entered the school, but have nuide 
good progress in spelling, and writing on slates. 

The boys, when out of school, are employed as circumstances 
require, in the various business of the farm or family. In addi- 
tion to common school learning, the ^rls are taught sewing, 
spinning, loiitting, and other domestic employments, in which 
branches they have made desirable proficiency. 

XleeeMi60r 27.— *4Several children fix)m the Pagan party have 
been received, and more are <^ered. The present number of the 
school is seventy— forty-six boys and twenty-four girls, and seve* 
ral others are desirous to enter at the commencement of the next 
quarter. The school is so large that we have thought it expe- 
dient to divide it. The boys occupy one apartment, and the 
g^ls another. Brother Bradley takes charge of the male, and 
Sister Henderson of the female school. 

The superintendent has continued the practice^ 
mentioned in the last Report, of meeting with the 
adults on the Sabbath, .for the purpose of reading 
and explaining the word of God, and leading in their 
devotional exercises. The meetings were attended 
with increasing interest, and by augmented num- 
bers. In the course of the last summer, it became 
necessary, for the accommodation of the audience, 
to remove to a larger building. This is also too 
small for the present attendance, and the chiefi 
have recently resolved to erect a church of suitable 
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dimensions, and in a central location. Sevei^ of 
the chiefs, in the view of your superintendent, give 
evidence of piety. They are anxiously looking 
forward to the appointment of a minister of the 
Gospel for that station ; and are only awaiting tibe 
organization of a missionary church, to make a pub- 
lic and formal renunciation of the pagan standard, 
and to enrol their names under the banners of the 
cross. In obedience to the solicitations of the 
chiefs, and the wishes of the superintendent and 
assistants, your managers have appointed a mis- 
sionary on trial for three months. Should he accept 
the office, and the prospect of his usefulness be 
such as to justify the measure, his appointment wiU 
foe renewed, without limitation. 

You were informed in your last Report, that the 
Christian chiefs had manifested much solicitude on 
the subject of Christian marriage ; that their inqui^ 
lies had resulted in a determination to receive the 
marriage covenant, as of Divine authority ; and that 
nine couples had been publicly married by a Chris- 
tian magistrate. In the course of the last year, the 
example was followed by seven couples ; and as the 
laws of the state take no cognizance of Indians, the 
whole signed an instrument, drawn up by a magis- 
trate, " binding themselves, in the presence of God, 
to adopt and observe the laws of the whites, which 
regulate and confirm the marriage contract." 
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Their solicitude on the occasion may be gathered 
from the following extracts : — 

Mai^ 31. — ^Br. Harris arrived on Saturday, and preached to 
the Indians yesterday. According to arrangements, it was ex- 
pected there would have heen a wedding to-day. But those who 
wished to be married wished to be bound stronger than the usual 
ceremony can buid them. They say they want the minister to 
marry them, and to oblige them to keep the marriage contract, 
by annexing a penalty, and forcing it in case of misconduct ; 
for, they add, without this can be done, so long as the laws of the 
white people do not extend to them, it is no better to be married 
in the Christian way than in the Indian way ; for if the married 
couple wish to separate, they do it with impunity. We told them 
that a minister of the Gospel could marry them according to the 
word of God ; that they would thus be morally joined together; 
and that it was not in the power of man to dissolve the connexion 
between husband and wife, for the good book expressly says, 
that what God hath joined together, let no man put asunder. 
We added, that if either party broke the marriage contract, 
they were guilty in the sight of a holy God, and must answer for 
their conduct at his bar, where the impenitent would be punish- 
ed for their sins ; but that it does not belong to a Christian minis- 
ter to inflict punishment for this any more than for the breach of 
any of God's commands. But they were not satisfied, and said 
if we could do nothing on this subject, they wished we would be 
so kind as to go with them to a justice of the peace, and see ff 
something could not be done to oblige all their people who should 
be married in the Christian way to live agreeably thereto. 

JwM 1. — According to arrangement, two of the principal In- 
dians came up this morning to visit a magistrate. We rode with 
them about 8 miles to a justice ; taking along with us our inter- 
preter. They stated their case to the justice, who told them. 
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tbat alCbough the laws of the whites did not 'take cc^zance of 
IndianSy yet the Indians might, if thej pleased, adopt anj one or 
more of these laws, and be regulated by it, Imt'it must be an act 
qf their own. 

The Indians said they were delegates from the Christian party 
at Catarangus, and were authorized to act in this case as thej 
thought best. They therefore desired that an instmmeiit of wri- 
ting might be drawn, in which they, and all who should sign it^ 
should be bound as in the presence of God, to adopt, observe, 
end be subject to the laws of the whites, which regulate and 
confirm the marriage contract. This request was granted, and 
they returned much gratified with their visit. 

Sol. June 5.— Yesterday, the Chiefs and the Warriors of the 
Christian party, and some of the pagan Chiefr, with many wo- 
men and children, assembled at the Mission-House. After 
preaching a sermon, Br. Harris proceeded to perform the mar- 
riage ceremony, to receive which, seven couple of this interest* 
ing people presented themselves. The paper alluded to above 
was then signed by fourteen chiefs and warriors, who thus 
bound themselves to be^fitithful in observing the marriage con« 
tract. 

In the month of January last, a general councD, 
embracing both the Christian and pagan parties, was 
held at Cataraugus. Your superintendent was pre* 
sent by the special invitation of both. The subject 
of your missionary establishment was discussed at 
great length, and with much candour. In the result, 
the pagans withdrew their opposition, and promised 
to avail themselves of the school for the benefit of 
theu: childr^i. They retired with every mark of 
good feefing ; and there is ground to ho}»e that no 
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farther obstruction from that quarter will in^de tht 
prc^ess of your mission. 

Miss Nancy Henderson, qf Bedford, West-Ches- 
ter county. New- York, has been added to this mis- 
sion, as an assistant teacher. She arrived at the 
station in November, and took ehai^ of the female 
school. Miss Beardsley, at exemplary and esteemed 
member of the family, was induced, by unexpected 
circumstances, tq solicit permission to retire. The 
assent of the board was promptly, but reluctantly 
given ; and on the 21st of March, she took leave of 
the family, and of the missionary service. 

To the ladies in various parts of the country, who 
furnished a winter's supply of clothing for the 
school, the grateful acknowledgments of the mission 
family were presented in a letter of the 27th of 
Pecember, addressed by the superintendent to the 
domestic secretary. From this letter the followkig 
paragraphs are selected :— ^ 

I hav€ been delaying wrtUng for some time, waiting for the ar.> 
fml of the Mission goods, which we understood were on th^ 
wajfr (or this ^tf tioi^. We have now received one box and tierce 
from Brookl|rn, one box supposed to be from Baltimore or Phila- 
delphia, and two boxes inarked Seneca and Cataraagus, the one 
from tJtica, and the other thought to be from Morrisville, which 
yrete cHvided between the staUons. One box was also receired 
t few XQontha since from Brunswick, Rensselaer Coantj, ovta 
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from Westmoreland, and one from Pomfret. They all contuned 
Yaluable and useful articles for the Mission ; and it is with no 
ordinary feelings that we view the hand of God in sending to ud, 
from time to time, all necessary and comfortable supplies ; and 
fire desire to express our grateful acknowledgments to all the 
benevolent contributors to our comfort, and to the benefit of these 
dear Indian children, who we hope will soon be able for them*- 
selves to thank these generous donors and the Christian public 
for all that is done for them. 

But I feel it a du^y more partiail^ly to notice the box and 
tierce from the Female Missionary Society of Brooklyn. They 
contained about two hundred garments ready made, a full suit 
designed for each of the thirty-two boys and sixteen girls then in 
school, worth more than two hundred dollars. A noble instance 
of Christian benevolence, worthy of imitation. Long shall we 
retain a grateful remembrance of this act of Christian kindness, 
augmented by its receipt in A time of much necessity. And now, 
as a mission &mily, we beg letive to tendier oUr sincere thanks to 
these and to all other Christian friends who have contributed to 
our comfort, and to the support of the Gataraugus school. May 
the Loxd reward them for their labours of love ! 

FORT GRATIOT MISSION. 

It was mentioned in your last Report, that this 
mission was ^bout to be suspended, and that another 
station would eventually be selected in the Michi<- 
gan territory. It was deemed proper that Miss 
Osmar, the female assistant, together with the school 
and the missionalry pt*operty, should be removed to 
Mackinaw. Instructions to this amount were com* 
municated, on the first of June, to the superin- 
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tendents of both missions ; and the proposed re- 
moval was accomplished early in the ensuing month. 

On the suspensicm of this mission, two of the 
scholars, having funds of their own siiffident to 
defray the expenses of their journey, were brought 
by Mr. I^udson to this city, and were sent by your 
board to the Foreign Mission School in Con- 
necticut. 

It is due to Mr. Hudson to remark, that the 
measure of suspending the Fort Gratiot Mission 
was neither adopted nor hastened on account of any 
dissatisfaction with him. On the contrary, his ma- 
nagement of the mission, and the whole of his con- 
duct as a missionary, so far as was known to yoor 
board, merited and received their entire apjmiba* 
tion. As his services were not then required at 
either of your missions, and as the board was not 
prepared f6r the immediate selection of a new sta- 
tion, he was permitted, agreeably to his own re- 
quest, to return and attend to some personal con- 
cerns which appeared to demand his presence. He 
has since been employed by your managers, in soli- 
citing donations, and organizing auxiliary societies 
and associations ; and, having adjusted his private 
concerns, he is now preparing to return, with undi- 
minished zeal, to the field of missionary labour. 
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MACKINAW MISSION. 

One male and two female assistaiits have been 
added to this mission in the course ot the year. Miss 
M'Farland, whose appointment was mentioned in 
the last Report, and Miss Osmar, from Fort Gratiot, 
both arrived at Mackinaw in the month of July. Mr. 
Martin Heydenburk, of Scaneateles, in this State, 
received his appointment about the middle of Sep^ 
teBd»er9 and reached the station before the dose of 
October. 

The proj^iety of sending forth these additional 
labourers was soon confirmed. Nearly fifty Indian 
children, as many as the building would admit, were 
received as members of the family. The school was 
divided into two departments — one for males, and 
4he other for females. Under this arrangement the 
doors were opened for the admission of both Indian 
and white children, residing in the village. At the 
dale of our latest communications, the number, in 
both departments, had increased to one hundred 
and two. Some of the children denominated In- 
dian, are half-breeds, the offspring of traders wha 
had married natives. The white children admitted 
mto the school are also the offspring of traders. 
The eiqpediency of admitting the latter class will 
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not be questioned, when it is understood, that they 
are probably destined, as the companions of the 
former, to settle among the surromiding tribes ; and 
that their example and influence, if they were left 
to be trained up in vice and ignorance, would pro^ 
duce the most unhappy and pernicious results. 

Your missionary, in addition to his other duties^ 
has generally occupied a portion of the Sabbath in 
preaching to the adult Indians, and to the white 
inhabitants of the island. His labours, he has reason 
to hope, have been blessed to the conversion of two 
or three white persons in the village, two Indian 
women, and two of the older children of the school* 
With these tokens of Divine favour, he has beeu 
greatly encouraged in the prosecution of his impor« 
tant and arduous work. 

On the 10th of July, the Superintendent writes 
as follows : — 

God 18 giving us some Cheering prospects of good, in calling 
Vp the attention of some to the concerns of their souls. Be^^ 
sides the hopeilil conYcrsion of one white woman, and serious 
anxiety in one or two others, there is a fiiU-hlooded Indian wo- 
man, who, as we trust, has hecome pious within the last two 
months. Her case is truly an interesting one. She often makes 
me think of Poor Sarah. After meeting with her one CTening at 
Bn Campbell's, who together with his wile talks good Indian^ 
and having talked with her at length on the leading doctrines of 
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the Bible, man's creation, fidi, total depravity, and the way of 
aalvation by the Lord Jesiu, I told her that before parting we 
would kneel together and pray especially for the grace of God 
to renew and sanctify her soul. On rising from prayer, I per-i 
ceiyed, that although she does not understand English, she was 
bathed in tears. She is now learning to read, and comes to our 
house almost daily, generally choosing her time for this purpose 
towards evening, so as to enjoy evening worship ^vfth the family. 
Never have I been permitted to witness more animated joy and 
holy peace in any person's countenance than is uniformly express- 
ed in hers. She often says in broken English, '< O ! I am happy 
—I love God's Son." She regularly attends our meetings, and 
seems to enjoy much, although she understands very little. 

On the 24th of January he adds— ^ 

As respects the religious view of things here, there is mani«- 
festly something to awaken increased exertion and hope. Our 
religious meetings in public and private are more fully attended 
than they were two months ago, and at the same time more 
solemn and interesting. In a former letter I gave a statement of 
the exercises and hopeful conversion of a native woman* There 
is now another instance apparently not less interesting or affect- 
ing. There are two or three other cases in the village of un- 
questionable anxiety. We have also two girls in our family, who 
have been more than three weeks deeply distressed for their 
souls. We are not only assured that in each case it is the work 
of God's Spirit, but, firom many circumstances, are encouraged 
to believe that he will carry it on, and perfect what he has thus 
graciously begun. O Sir, if so, it must greatly rejoice and 
animate the hearts of the Board as well as ours. The ages of 
these girls are not exactly known — ^perhaps from fourteen to six,- 
teen. One is a g^rl who has been noted heretofore for her tur- 
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bolent and ungovernable temper, and oondnet* For a long fioMb 
we found the aceount of her character too true, but the lion 
seems now almost changed into the lamb. The other is an andable 
girl of a respectable trader in the North. She was put into the 
fiunily last summer, with a brother and sister, at the expense of 
their father. 

In the opimon of the Siyerintendent, <^ the field 
of Missionary labour at that Station may be just as 
wide as the most extended charities and active ex- 
ertions of the church please to make it.** This opi- 
nion is confirmed by a letter from a respectable of- 
ficer of the garrison at Sault de St. Marie, and by 
the verbal communication of a judicious and intelli* 
gent citizen of that place. They all concur in the 
opinion, that Mackinaw, in point of local situation, 
is better calculated for a Missionary Establishment, 
than any other part of that western region ; and that, to 
future Missionaries, it will prove the key of entrance 
into a number of distant and populous tribes. 

HAYTIAN MISSION. 

It is well known, that, within the last year, the 
government of Hayti gave a general invitation to 
the firee coloured people in this country to migrate 
to that Island, and that an Agent was sent out to 
afford counsel and aid to such as were disposed to 
accept the invitation. Several thousands having 
embarked in the enterprise, your Managers deemed 
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it highly important, that they should be followed by 
approved Missionaries and Teachers of their own 
colour. Under this impression they accepted the 
tender of services made by the Rev. William G.Pen* 
ningtoD of New-Jersey. Mr. Pennington was edu- 
cated in the African School in that State. He was 
licensed by the Jersey Presbytery in 1823, and in 
September last, was ordained by that body with a 
special view to the Mission. 

On the evening of the 12th of October, a public 
meeting was held in the African Presbyterian Church 
in this city. At this meeting a Church was regularly 
formed, comprising such emigrants as had been fur- 
nished with certificates of good standing in other 
Churches. Two Elders were also selected and or« 
dained, and the commission and letter of instructions 
were delivered to the Missionary. On the succeed- 
ing day, the Missionary, Elders, and Members of 
the Church, and their fellow-emigrants to the num- 
ber of nearly two hundred, embarked in the ship 
Cancardiaf and sailed for their destined residence. 
After a pleasant passage they arrived at Port au 
Prince on the first of November, and were kindly 
received by the constituted authorities of the Island. 

In a letter of the 10th of November, Mr. Penning- 
ton writes as follows : — 

8 
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After a passage of 18 days, we arrived safe in part; at 
time all the passengers except one, who has since departed this 
life to give up his last account, enjoyed good health. During the 
passage services were porformed every day at evening, after 
which singing of psalms and spiritual songs occupied the atten- 
tion of the pious. We have great reason to praise Crod for the 
henevolence of the natives. But more especially for the great 
work of grace already hegun in this city. We have one stated 
meeting, composed of no particular denomination, the doors of 
which are open to all Christians, and the house is generally 
crowded. On the last Sabbath, the 7th inst. I preached a ser- 
mon to a very crowded house, firom these words, << Stand fast^ 
therefore f in the liberty wherewiih Christ hath made us /ree, and hs 
not entangled again with the yoke o/ 6ofidage.''-^6alatianB v. 1* 
Many of the natives attended with order and salemnity. But 
the emigrants generally settle in the country, which makes it 
necessary for me to remove also. In the course of next week, 
I expect to make a settlement with about 150 emigrants at the 
place called Port du Pae, on the property of Madame Granville, 
at which I shall have as much land as I shall be able to cultivate, 
together with the superintendence of a school connected with the 
Sabbath services. 

As I am not yet settled, I cannot write as I wish. I would be 
thanldiil if convenient, for the Society to send me a few books, 
particularly Scott's or Henry's Commentary. After we complete 
our settlement, I shall, by the leave of Providence, write you 
again. I hope to see Mr. Dewey when he comes out, who 
it is probable will be the bearer of my next communication. We 
endeavoured to Unite with you in your last monthly concert of 
prayer, and I do not feel in the least doubtful, that the Lord wiQ 
bless all our feeble efforts through Christ his dear Son. 

Brethren, pray for us, that the showers of Divine Grace may 
fall upon this barren hill, that the dead in sin may be brought to 
IHe and live to the glory af God. Amen. 
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On the 15th of November, the ReT« Benjamin 
F. Hughes, of Philadelphia, was appointed Super- 
intendent of the Haytian Mission. Mr. Hughes, 
although a native of one of the West India Islands, 
had resided a number of years in Philadelphia, and 
for some time, sustained the pastoral charge of a 
coloured congregation in that city. He received his 
theological education under the care of the Phila- 
delphia Presbytery, and by that bod}^ was regularly 
licensed and ordained. He arrived in this city early 
in December; and on the evening of the 15th of 
that month, a public meeting in view of his de- 
parture, was held in the Reformed Dutch Church 
in Nassau-Street. After an unexpected detention, 
he sailed from this port on the 5th of January, and 
arrived at Port au Prince on the 20th of that month. 
His reception, like Mr. Pennington's, was friendly 
and respectfuL The President not only received 
him with cordiality, but also expressed his entire 
approbation of the object of the Mission. ** Our 
forms," he remarked ^^ are different, but we worship 
one God.*' 

At the date of our latest letters, Mr. Hughes had 
preached repeatedly in Port au Prince and its vi- 
cinity, and was preparing for a tour of Missionary 
labour among the emigrants in different parts of the 
Island. The infoimation which he will soon be ena* 
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bkd to commuDieate, may be impoitant to your 
Managers, in directing the fiiture operations of the 
Mission. Until such information be received, no 
definite instruction can be given to your Missionaries, 
nor can any decisive opinion be pronounced as to 
the probable result of their labours. Nothh^, how- 
ever, has occurred to diminish the hope of ultifflate 
success. 

The following quotations are selected firom the 
communications received from Mr* Hughes: — 

Jamary 26, 1835. — ^I arrived at this place (Port au Priaee) 
on the 20th inst, in good health, after a passage of 15 days, 
having received from Capt. Barstow the most gentlemanly usage 
during the voyage. On the 2lBt, I had an interview with Gene- 
val Inginac and lodged my credentials in his hands. I received 
from the Creneral a usage both cordial and reapectfiil, and was 
introduced by him <m the next day to the CkUf M[agi$traih of the 
nation, from whom I also met a very flattering reception. He 
manifested much pleasure in consideration of the object of my 
mission, and gave me permission to preach on the ensuing Sab- 
bath, at the same time using this expression, ** Our forms we dif- 
ferent, but we worship one God." I have since had i^esfted 
interviews with General Inginac and other officers of the govern- 
ment. 

1 preached last Sabbath to about one hundred citizens and emi- 
grants. I have engaged to preach on the next Lord's day in a pri- 
vate house of considerable size. The Sabbath is not held sacred 
hf the Haytians } it is a day of business and pleasure. The geettt 
•iMia of the natives ara veiy supeMitlous and dfisguatingly lbo«e 
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in Iheir numncrt. A Buaiber of the emigrants endeavoar ttt kb^ 
tate the natives in their manners and customs^ and some of 
them, by ninning into the fooleries of the day, have sickened aad 
died. 

February 12. — ^If ever there was a country standing in need of 
missionaiy labours this is the country ; to say nothing of the ig- 
norance and superstition of the native inhabitants of the lower 
classes, the Jlmerican EmigrunUf to whom my mission Is imme- 
diately directedi are, without exception, destitute of inabuetaon 
of any Icind. The great complaint of the pious men and women 
is, '* We have no Sabbaths — our children are in danger of being 
contaminated by the bad examples of those with whom we una^ 
voidably mingle — and we fear that they will ultimately become the 
votaries of irreligion and dissipation. We are glad that yom 
bAre been sent to oiir lielp/' — Those who wene m«re nominal 
professors in their own country,and others whohaveneverlroul^ed 
thebr heads about salvation by a crucified Redeemer, have in th^ 
short period of their residence in this land, greedily swallowed 
up iniquity as the thirsty ox drfnkeUi up water. — I lament that 
the emigrants are not setded together in communities, that they 
may be aiore eflectliaily instructed hi what relates to the great 
concerns of their soub. In some places, remote from Pott an 
Prince, I am informed that they are thus settled, but for want of 
a horse and funds, I am prevented from visiting them. 

The field of labour here is great, and the expenses of the mis- 
sion, for a time, wiU be very great. Should the Lord bless the 
work, however, to the salvation of souls, and this is my earnest 
prayer, I shall neither count my labour nor my life dear to me, 
and I trust that you will not deem your treasure more precious 
Ihan the never^ying soul. 

ftbnmry 16.— I havie fa^d several int^tfews wfth C^zeii 
Granville, bnd have neceivvd from him the most matked atten- 
tion of friendship and broliieiiy love. He hsis promised to ##- 
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iyrd me every freilitjr In his power in the prosecnUon of my Biis- 
aion* My prospects become more flattering daily. I am now 
endeavouring to establish a Sabbath School In town, of which, 
should I succeed, Rebecca and Charity Freeman, two young wo- 
men, emigrants from Troy, N. Y,, will be the principal Instruc- 
ters. — Mr. Dewey Is actively engaged at the Cape, and has been 
at other places, forwarding this good work. 

March 22. — ^I have preached generally every week in, .or 
aboat the vicinity of Fort au Prince— the greatest distance, fif> 
teen miles. About the first of the ensumg week, I calculate 
upon setting out on a tour through the Island to the various lo- 
cations of the emigrants. In relation to a Sabbath School, I 
have not yet succeeded In establishing so admirable and useful an 
institution. It is not easily efl*ected. But I cherish a hope, with 
the assistance of the Rev. Mr. Dewey, who informs me that in no 
part of the Island which he has visited, is there such difficulty to 
be encountered, I shall in a little time succeed. 

French Testaments are in great demand here. If you think I 
can distribute a few without violating my instructions, yon may 
subserve the cause of Chrbtlanlty by remitting them. I have 
already given to two or three of the soldiery, at their own 
request, Testaments m the Finglish tongue. So great is the 
anxiety of many to acquire our language, that they place them- 
selves uader the tuition of masters. 

PROJECTED MISSIONS. 

A correspondence, about eighteen months ago^ 
was opened with the Directors of the American 
Colonization Society, on the expediency of sending 
a Missionary to the American Colony in Africa. 
An unsuccessful effort was then made to obtain a 
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suitable Missionary. In the course of the last winter» 
the services of a theological student in Virginia^ 
were tendered for that Station. Satisfied with the 
recommendations accompanying his application, 
your Managers resolved to accept the offer, as 
soon as he shall be regularly licensed and ordained. 
Before the close of the present year, he will proba* 
bly have finished his preparatory studies, and em- 
barked for his destined field of duty. 

In November last, the western Missionary Society, 
composed of the synod of Pittsburgh, proposed to be- 
come Auxiliary to your Society, and to place under 
your management its Missionary Establishment 
upon the Maumee. The overture was kindly re- 
ceived and conditionally accepted. The correspon- 
dence is still continued, and the question will pro- 
bably be decided at the meeting of the synod in 
the ensuing October. 

Applications have been presented to your Board 
for the appointment of Missionaries for the Indians 
on the Alleghany Reservation in this State, and for 
the tribes residing in the vicinity of Chicago, and 
the Sault de St. Marie, in the Michigan Territory. 

Inquiries have also been made in behalf of a num- 
ber of theological students at Princeton, Auburn, 
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and New-Haven, wbo are desirous to engage in 
Missions to Armenia and Arabia in the east, and to 
Mexico, some part of South America, and the 
mouth of Columbia River, on this western continent 
The correspondence on these topics is still open. 
The providence of God, in rapid succession, is 
raising up instruments for the great work of evan- 
gelizing the world ; and nothing appears to be want- 
ing, but the requisite funds, to enable your Mana* 
gers to double the extent of their operation in the 
course of the ensuing year. 

EDUCATION OF HEATHEN YOUTH. 

It was stated in the last Report, that your Mana* 
gers were supporting two beneficiaries, of the Tus-* 
carora and Seneca Tribes, at the Foreign MUsiom 
School in Cornwall, Connecticut One of these 
youth, it will be recollected, was present at your 
last Annual Meeting, and delivered an address 
evincive of talents and acquirements, at least re- 
spectable. They are both still at the School, pur* 
suing their studies with diligence, and giving promise 
of usefidness to their respective tribes. 

Since your last Meeting four Indian Youth have 
been added to the list of your beneficiaries at that 
interesting School. Two of the number, James 
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Crane and Greoi^ Whitefield, belong to the Chipewa 
Tribe, and the others, Stephen Van Rensselaer and 
Robert Munroe, to the Osages of the Arkansas. 
The former arrived at Cornwall on the 13th of Au- 
gust, and the latter on the 28th of December. The 
latter are relatives of Tally, the second Osage chief; 
and, by him, they were committed to your patronage, 
with the hope that they may be qualified for useful- 
ness, and rendered distinguished blessings to their 
families and then* nation. 

In announcing the departure of these Youth from 
Union, Mr. Vaill informs us, that Tally, the second 
Chief, had expressed a desire ^Uo send his own 
son, if the Board should call for him." << Would it 
not," he adds, " be of great benefit to the nation, 
were the Managers to send for Tally's son, and a 
son of Clamore, the first Chief? Language fails to 
set forth the probable importance of this measure. 
Could a few youth who have influence, be separated 
from the nation, become civilized, and feel them* 
selves independent of the foolish superstitions of 
paganism, they would probably promote the re- 
formation of the Tribe beyond any other means." 

The Superintendent of the Great Osage Mission^ 
also requests permission to send three youth of 
different tribes — ^an Osage, a Delaware, and an

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Omahaw — ^who have been some time in the school 
at Harmony. '^ The two latter," says Mr. Dodge, 
^' speak several Indian tongues, besides some 
French and English. They all possess good natu- 
ral talents, and are very active in learning. Should 
they be suitably educated, and become missionaries, 
or even inteipreters, it would afibid &cilit>es &; 
preaching the Gospel to a number of Indian tribes^" 
Your Managers, concurring in the views here 
given, have authorized the superintendents to send 
forward the five youth in the course of the ensuing 
season. Three of the number will be supported by 
female associations, and a fourth by a benevolent 
individual in this city.

One hundred and eighty-nine auxiliary societies 
were recognised in your former reports. To this 
number seventy-seven have been added during the 
past year — ^making your present number two hun- 
dred and sixty-six.

Among the new AuxUiaries, your Managers have 
the pleasure to announce a female society at Win- 
chester, Vh^inia, another at Lancaster, Penn- 
sylvania, and a third in the city of Albany, each 
pledged to contribute one hundred dollars a year 
for the education of a youth at the Foreign Mission 
School in Cornwall. 
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A family of sisters in this city have set apart half 
an hour a day to the use of their needles in behalf 
of the missionary cause. By the avails of a few 
weeks, they have paid twenty-four dollars into your 
treasury, for the support of an Indian child for two 
years, at one of your missio)iary schools. A small 
fragment society, consisting of six or eight young 
ladies of this city, have also contributed by their 
needles forty-eight dollars, for the support of ano- 
ther child for four years. 

Most of the auxiliaries, particularly mentioned in 
your last Report, still persevere ip " well doing,*' 
and merit renewed commendation. None, how- 
ever, it may be remarked without disparagement to 
others, is more efficient, than the *^ Female Mis- 
sionary Society of the First Presbyterian Church 
of Brooklyn." This society has been in operation 
about seventeen months, and in that period has 
contributed to your funds more than five hundred 
dollars, besides furnishing nearly two hundred gar- 
ments, a winter's supply for your Cataraugus School. 
The principal part of this amount has been raised 
by the sale of needlework, wrought l>y the mem- 
bers of the society. " In reviewing the past year," 
observes their late Report, " we have reason to be 
gratified with many of the effects of our sewing 
association. It is believed to be the experience of 
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all who have been able to attend it, that the pecu- 
niary avails of our exertions, though by no means 
inconsiderable, are to be the last mentioned when 
speaking of the substantial benefits of our meetings. 
Our hearts have been enlarged; our benevolent 
affections have been excited ; our hands have been 
strengthened ; our hopes encouraged ; and the pur- 
pose of our souls to live for God's glory, to labour 
for his kingdom, and to rejoice in its triumphs, has 
assumed a firmer tone, while the members of the 
society have been more closely bound together in 
the pure and perpetual bond of heavenly charity." 

BOARDS OF AGENCY. 

The Board of Agency at Cincinnati, Ohio, still 
continues its efficient co-operation. From its third 
annual Report, dated the 16th of March, 18S5, the 
following Extracts are presented. 

Cmcitmatiy OhiOf March 16, 1825. 

In the progress of time, it has again become the dutj of the 
Board of Agency at Cincinnati, to report to the United Foreign 
Missionary Society its proceedings for the last year. They would 
record, with gratitude to the Disposer of all events, the manifes- 
tations of His goodness in preserving the lives and health of the 
members of this Board another year, and would dedicate them- 
selves more unreservedly to his service. 

The Board have not this year, as in the two preceding, fitted 
out a boat for any of the Missionary Stations ; though some sup- 
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plies have lately been eent bj BIr. Doog^ass to the Uiuoii 
•ion, and further sui^Uea of shoes, plough-ironsi &c.y agreeably 
to an order from the familyi will be forwarded in a few dajrs. 
A letter has lately been received from the superintendent and 
agent of the Harmony Mission, ordering books, maps, charts, and 
lessons, sufficient for a hundred scholaTS, on the Lancasterian 
plan, to be forwarded to them. With this order, the Board have 
determined to comply, as &r as practicable. They had at the 
date of their letter, thirty-seven Indian and seventeen white 
children in their school, and more were expected in a few days. 
The Mission appeared to be in a more prosperous situation than 
at any former period. 

Some changes have taken plaoe in this Board the last year. 
Our worthy President, the Rev. James Kempeti has resigaed 
his office, in consequence of the infirmities of age : and Colonel 
William Schillmger has withdrawn. Our present President is 
the Rev. Joshua L. Wilson, and the Rev. John Thompson is 
Vice-President. In consequence of the resignation of the above 
named gentlemen, the Board have thought proper not only to fill 
theur places, but to add the following members to the Board, viz. 
Messrs. Caleb Semper, Nicholas Clopper, Thomaa L. Pftiae^ 
and Henry B. Funk. 

The Board are happy to state, that in conformity to a request,, 
made m their last Annual Report, an agent was commissioned 
and sent into the western country, to itinerate through the bounds 
of the synod of Ohio. He arrived in this place in November 
last, and, on the 26th of that month, received instructions from 
this Board, and continued m its service till the 22d of Jan. 182§. 
During this period of eight weeks, he rode seven hundred 
miles, visited thirty-six congregations, preached thirty-eight 
tunes, obUmed thirty-eight subscribers to the Missionary Re- 
gister, met with nineteen auxiliaries which had been pre- 
viously established, organized eight auxiliary societies and 
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and commenced and made preparations for nine more, several of 
which tiave probahlj since been organized. The amomit of money 
wliich he received in collections, donations, and payments for past 
and fiiture volumes of the Register, was 191 4, for which he haa 
accounted to the Treasurer of the U. F. M. Society. The follow- 
. Ing are the societies auxiliary to the United Foreign* Missionary 
Society, formed by the Rev. John L. Bnmap, within the bounds of 
the synod of Ohio, viz. ons at Urbana, Champaign County ; one at 
Circleville, Pickaway Co. ; one at Manchester, Adams Co. ; one at 
Smyrna, Clermont Co. ; one at New-Richmond, Clermont Co. ; 
one at Oxford, Butler Co. ; one at Rising-Sun, Dearborn Co. In-- 
diana ; one at Yevay, Switzerland Co. Indiana. 

Though the amount of collections obtained for the immediate 
irid of the Board, was not great, and even small compared with 
collections in some sections of our conntiy, yet the exertions of 
the agent appear to have been unremitting. It cannot, however, 
be expected that large sums of money can be collected in this 
section of the countiy. Many of the towns are new, and as is 
usually the case in communities coming from different quarters 
of the world, are' divided into different religious sects. Many 
places find it difficult to support a minister of any particular de- 
nomination ; and the utmost exertions of the more serious part 
of the community, are not unfrequently directed to the important 
object of supplying themselves and their families with the stated 
means of grace. Yet, notwithstanding these difficulties, it is 
hoped that, by the exertions of the Board and its agents, a sure 
foundation has been laid for considerable aid in the extension of 
the Redeemer's kingdom. The time in which the agent was em- 
ployed was, in the opinion of the Board, too short, fully to ac- 
complish the object contemplated in their communication to the 
United Foreign Missionary Society. They are of opinion that a 
number of days might be profitably employed with each auxi-

By this summary, it will be seen, that your re- 
ceipts dming the past year hare so far exceeded 
your expenditures, as to reduce your debt from nearly 
eight thousand dollars, to two hundred and fifty- 
seven. To accomplish this reduction, your Mana* 
gersy besides increasing the number of Agents, 
were induced to make extraordinary personal ef- 
forts, with the hope of being enabled to report 
the whole of your debt as cancelled ; and this hope 
would have been fully realized, had not unexpected 
drafts arrived from your distant Missions. 

Your Managers are gratified to discover a gradual 
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increase of the number of Churches contributing to 
your funds at the Monthly Concert of Prayer* 
This mode of supplying your Treasury, is one 
which has been repeatedly and earnestly recom- 
mended by the General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church, and the General Synod of the Re- 
formed Dutch Church ; and one which can scarcely 
fail to recommend itself to every individual in the 
community. It is the professed object of that con- 
cert, that Christians may address their united prayer 
to the God of Grace, for a blessing upon Mission- 
ary exertiofns. It would seem, therefore, peculiarly 
appropriate, to take up collections on the occasion, 
and devote the amount to the promotion of the Mis- ' 
sionary cause. Your alms would then ascend with 
your petitions, as a combined memorial of your sin- 
cerity and zeal. 

Your Managers are also gratified to discover so 
respectable an accession to the list of Clergymen 
constituted life members by the contribution of 
Ladies. On this mode of raising fiinds, a writer in 
a late Virginia publication, having stated, that the 
Ladies of six hundred congregations had constituted 
their Pastors life members of the American Bible 
Society, and only fifty of the United Foreign Mis^ 
sionary Society, inquires — *' How is it that the La- 
dies of the two thousand congregations pledged to 
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iupport this last mstitutioiii have thus so reluctantly 
foUowed iu the train of munificent appropriation to 
it9 funds ? To this charity especially may that fine 
line of the poet be applied:

*^ Among these two thousand congregational 
there are at least one thousand clergymen irbo 
might be constituted life membets in the course of 
three aaionths, and thus thirty^ thousand doUara be 
added to the funds of a Society, which has opened 
the blessings of literature and vehgion* and immortal 
glory to eight Tribes of men, who are roasttig the 
forest, and among whom was sacr^ced at the adtar 
of cruelty, the smiling infant, the bloomii^ J^^^ 
and the man of gray hairs. The sum, if thus sp* 
propriated, would support seventy Missionaries for 
a year, or give a yewr's iastruetiMi to iwQ thousand 
iire hundred Indian childrett* It would oaaWe tho 
Sodety to enlarge all their Missions, and allow &em 
— ^and they are extremely anxioua to accomplish it—* 
to send out Ministers and Teachers to Liberia, and 
thus tltfow around that colony all ^ atitraotioiis of 
free schools, Bible classes, a free press, religioiiB 
papers, tracts, and books^ and clmrdMS — aB the 
BSMal machinery necessary to build up a free, indtp 
pendent, industrious, moral conmumity." 
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CONCLUSION. 

In closing their Report, your Managers would 
express their undissembled gratitude to the Great 
Head of the Church for the blesshigs bestowed upoik 
their arduous and complicated labours. tJtoder his 
protection and guidance, youf debt has been nearly 
cancelled ; your Missions have been sustained ; new 
fields have been opened to your view; additional 
labourers have been sent forth to the hardest ; an 
accession of more than one hundred children has 
been made to your Missionary Schools ; several 
adult Indians have been added to the cominuniofi of 
one of your infant Churches ; and, at other Stations, 
a number are living professedly In the belief, and 
apparently under the itiituence, of the Chspel &f 
Christ In view Of these signal favours, your Mana^ 
gers discover much to call forth their fervent ac- 
knowledgments and to prompt theni to continued 
and vigorous exertion. 

As an incentive to unwearied perseverance, and 
with a view of shou mg the increasing interest ex- 
cited in the Missionary cause, your Managers will 
present a brief comparative view of the progress of 
your Society, with that of a kindred Institution, pre- 
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eminently distinguished for the extent and energy of 
its operations. 

The American Board of Commissioners for Fo- 
reign Missions, at its Eighth Anniversary, reported 
three Missionary Stations, twenty Missionaries and 
Assistants, two Schools, sixty-four pagan children 
and youth, and one or two converts from paganism 
to Christianity. W\.t its fifteenth Anniversary, cele- 
brated in September last, the same Institution re- 
ported thirty-three Stations, one hundred and forty- 
four Missionaries and Assistants, ninety Schoolst 
and three thousand Scholars. 

At your Eighth Anniversary, you number eight 
Missions, fifty-five Missionaries and Assistants, four 
Schools, two hundred and thirty pagan children and 
youth, and more than forty converts to the faith and 
hope of the Gospel. — Should the sphere of your 
operation be extended in the ratio which has marked 
the progress of that important Society, you will, 
in seven years, number seventy-eight Stations, three 
hundred and ninety-six Missionaries and Assistants, 
one hundred and eighty schools, and more than ten 
thousand scholars. To this may be added — should 
the blessing of heaven descend proportionally upon 
your labours, you will behold a company of more 
than five hundred converts, rescued through your 
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ihstriiment^ty, from the douuBlon and ciegradatioii 
of pi^toisflor, iaind rejoidng in the effioifitK^y of that 
grac6 v^hich had raised* them to the high and hofy 
character of children of €rdd, and heilrs of etenal 
glory. — Cany your view forward to the close of a 
few more septennial periods, and who can estimate 
the amomit of tempo)-al and spiritual benefit that 
may redound to immortal souls ! Who can compute 
the revenue of glory that may accrue to the King- 
dom of Immanuel ? Is there a heart in this com- 
munity, softened by the religion of the gospel, that 
would not exult in so auspicious an event ? Is there 
an individual, accustomed to Christian munificence, 
that will not contribute, with a generous hand, to 
the accomplishment of results so transcendently 
interesting and glorious? 

Let, then, the effort be made. Let the friends of 
the Redeemer, throughout this favoured country — 
let the two thousand Churches virtually pledged to 
your support, bring forth their ofierings with cheerful- 
ness and promptitude, and your Managers, relying 
on strength and wisdom from above, will brighten 
their armour, and breast themselves to the conflict. 
Shrinking from no temporal sacrifice, and dismayed 
by no human difficulties, they will press onward in the 
hallowed enterprise ; supported and cheered by the 
prophetic vision of that day, when this desolate and 
barren heath shall be clothed with verdure and with

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beauty — when the wilderness and solitary place shall 
be glady and the desert shaU rejoice and blossom 
as the rose — when the glory oj the Lord shall be 
revealedj and all flesh shall see it^ for the mouth of 
the Lord hath spoken it.

MISSIONARY ESTABLISHMENTS. 

The Society has established Missions among the Osages of the 
Arkansas — among the Osages of the Missouri — at Tuscarora^ Se- 
neca, and Cataraugus, on the Western borders of the State of 
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New-Tork — at Fort Gratiot, and Macldiiaw, in the Mtchigan 
Territory — and among the American Emigrants in the Island of 
Hayti. 

I. MISSION AMONG THE OSAGES OF THE 

ARKANSAS. 

This Mission has two Stations — Union and Hopefield. 

Union. — Commenced in 1820. — Situated on the West Bank of 
Grand River, about twenty-five miles north of its entrance into 
the Arkansas and the Mississippi. 

Bev. WiUiam F. Vaill, MisaUmary ; Marcus Palmer, Physician and Surgeon ; 
andMesin. Stephen Fuller, Abraham Redfield, John M. Spauldiog, Alexander 
Woodruff, and George Requa, Jiaaiatant MiaaioruarieSf Famura^ and Maehaiaea, 
There is a school at thb station of twenty-one Indian children, who live in 
the Mission Family. 

HoPEFiELD. — Commenced in December, 1823. — Situated 
about four miles firom Union. 

Rev. Wm. B. Montgomery, Miaaionary ; and C. Requa, JStaaittaaU Miukmary 
and Superintendent of Secidar Cancema. There are here eleren Indian fami* 
lies, each occupying a log building, and cultivating a small farm ; and all at- 
tentive to religious instruction, and acquiring the habits and customs of 
cinlized life. 

II. MISSION AMONG THE OSAGES OF THE 

MISSOURI. 

This Mission has also two Stations. — Harmony and Ne-o-sho. 

Harmont. — Commenced 1 82 1 .—Situated on the North Bank 
of the Marias de Cein, about six miles above its entrance into the 
Osage River, and about eighty miles Southwest of Fort Osage. 

Rev. Nathaniel B. Dodge, Masionary ; Mr. William Belcher, Phyaieim and 
SoTgeon ; and Messrs. Daniel H. Austin, Samuel Newton. Otis Sprague, and 
Amasa Jones, Aaaiatant Jdiaaionariea, Teacheray Fanner a, and Meehanica. Atthir 
station there is a school of thirty-eight Indian children, living in the Family. 

Ne-o-sho. — Commenced in September, 1824. — Situated on a 
river of that name, and about eighty miles southwest of Harmony. 

Benton Pixley, Miaaianary; and Samuel B. Bright, Jhriilant Miasionary 
and Fanner* 

III. TUSCARORA MISSION. 

This Mission, baring been under the care of tbe Neir-Yoric 
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Missionary Society about twenty years, was transferred to the 
United Foreign Missionary Society, in Jan. 182 K It is situated 
in the Tuscarora Village, about four miles east ot Lewiston^ 
Niagara County, New-York. 

AC thu station we hare a Chnreli of twenty-one Indian members. The Rer. 
Ames C. Crane haring resigned the charge of this Mission, the tacancy is 
temporarily filled by the Rev. Mr. Smith of Lewiston. 

IV. SENECA MISSION. 

Commenced by the New-Tork Missionary Society, in 1811, 
and transferred to the United Foreign Missionary Society in Jan. 
1821. Situated about four or five miles from Buffalo, near the 
outlet of Lake Erie. 

Rer. Thompson 8. Harris, Miuionary, A very interesting and promising 
school, of thii^ Indian children, was removed flrom this station, in February, 
1884, under a law of the State. An unsuccessfiil application was immediately 
made to the Legislature, then in Session, for its restoration. Another applica- 
tion at the late Session ; was so far successful, that there is reason to hope that 
both Teachers and pupils will soon be permitted to return to the Missionary 
Buildings. The Missionary has continued to preach to the adult Indians on 
the Sabbath ; and, since the dispersion of the school, two have been added to 
his little church, which now embraces six Indian members. 

V. CATARAUGUS MISSION. 

Commenced in 1822. — Situated a few miles from the shore of 
Lake Erie, apd about thirty miles from Buffalo. 

Mr. William A. Thayer, Superinimdenif and Messrs. Oilman Clark, and H. 
Bradley, Jiasistant Muaiimaries, We have here a school of serenty Indian 
children, liring in the Family. 

VI. PORT GRATIOT MISSION. 

Commenced hy the Northern Missionary Society, in 1822, and 
transferred to the United Foreign Missionary Society, in Sep- 
tember, 1823. — Situated on the £ver St. Clair, about one mue 
below the outlet of Lake Huron. 

This Mission was suspended last Spring, with the riew of a removal to a 
a more eligible situation in the Michigan Territory. Two of the Indian youth 
were sent to the Foreign Musion School, at Cornwall, in Connecticut Most 
of the other scholars, together with their female teacher, were transferred to 
the Mackinaw Station ; and Mr. John S. Hudson, Superintendeni, is now occu- 
pied as an Agent, in the service of the Board. 
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YIL MACKINAW MISSION. 

Commenced m October, 1823. — Situated on the Island of 
MichHimackinack, within the limits of the Michigan Territoij. 

Rev. William M. Ferry, MUtionary, and Martin Heydenburk, ^i jitteni JIfZt* 
wiomary. The achool at tliis Station embracas one himdred and two chiMiea. 
Many more tuve been offered, but were r^ected for want of room. The Mit- 
■ionary writes, that the field of labour and of usefulness, at this Statioa, wi9 j 
be "just as wide as the most extended charities and active exertions of the 
Church please to make tt" 

VIII. HAYTIAN MISSION. 

Commenced in October, 1824, among the American Emigrants 
in the Island of Hajti. 

Rev. Benjamin F. Hughes, Supmniendenif and Rev. William G. Pennington, 
^ssUtarU MitsUmary. It is computed, that more than five thousand coloared 
people have already sailed for that Island ,* and these Missionmries have bean 
sent out, not only to preach to Emigrants, but alse to adviae and aid in forming 
schools for the literary and religious instmetion of their children. 



Most of the Missionaries hare wives ; and at the various Sta- 
tions there are eight unmarried females, who are occupied in 
teaching, or in domestic avocations. 



The Board of Managers have under their care, and dependent 
•n their funds for support, eight Missions, embracing nftj-five 
male and female Missionaries, and two hundred and t^rty-seven 
Indian children and youth, including six Beneficiaries at the 
Foreign Mission School in Connecticut.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

UNITED FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 



ARTICLE f. 



This Society shall be composed of the Presby- 
terian, Reformed Dutch, and Associate Reformed 
Churches ; and all others who may choose to join 
them ; and shall be known by the name of ^^ The 
United Foreign Missionary Society.'^ 



ARTICLE IL 



The object of the Society shall be to spread the 
Gospel among the Indians of North America, the 
inhabitants of Mexico and South America, and in 
other portions of the heathen and anti-christian 
world. 

ARTICLE III. 

The business of the Society shall be conducted 
by a Board, consisting of a President, six Vice-Pre- 
sidents, a Secretary for Foreign Correspondence, a 
Secretary for Domestic Correspondence, a Record- 
ing Secretary, a Treasurer, and twenty-seven Ma- 
nagers, to be annually chosen by the Society. 
They shall have power to enact their own By-laws ; 
to supply any vacancies that may occur in the 
Board ; and to appoint honorary Directors and 
Vice-Presidents, in testimony of respect for emi- 
nent services. Seven shall constitute a quorum. 



ARTICLE IV. 



The Board shall present their Annual Report to 
the highest judicatories of the three denominations 
for their information. 



ARTICLE V. 



Any person paying three dollars annually, or 
thirty dollars at one time, shall be a Member of 
the Society. 



ARTICLE vr. 



• 

The President, Treasurer, and Secretary of So- 
cieties Auxiliary to this, shall be ex officio members 
of the Board of Managers. 



ARTICLE VII. 



The annual meetings of the Society shall be held 
in the City of New-York, on the Wednesday pre- 
ceding the second Thursday of May. 



ARTICLE VIIL 



Missionaries shall be selected from the three 
Churche3 indiscriminately. 



ARTICLE IX. 



This Constitution may be altered by a vote of 
two-thirds of the members present at an annual 
meeting, with the consent of the highest judicato- 
ries of the three denominations.

UNITED FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETT. 



The Ninth Anmvenaiy oi the United Foreign MiasioiiAry So- 
ciety was held at the City-Hotel, on Wednesday Evening, May 
10th, 1826, Rev. Dr. Pbocdfit, of Salem, (N. T.) the Senior 
Vice-President of the Society, in the Chair. It was announced, 
that the President, the Hon. Stspebn Yah RsKSBBijaES, had left 
Washington City with the intention of presiding at the meeting, 
but had been, the preceding evening, providentially delayed at 
New-Brunswick. 

The meeting was opened with prayer by the Rev. Mr. Be- 
MAW , of Troy, N. Y. 

An abstract of the Annual Report was read by the Rev. Mr^ 
Mason, Secretary for Domestic Correspondence. 

On motion, by the Rev. Dr. Bates, of Middlebury, (Vt.) and 
seconded by the Rev. Dr. McAuley, of New- York — 

Re$ohedfTh9X the Report now read be accepted, and that it 
be printed by the Secretary for Domestic Correspondence. 

On motion, by the Rev. Mr. Whsslxr, of Windsw, (Vt.) and 
seconded by the Rev. Mr. Cutlbb, of Poughkeepaie, (N.Y.)— 

Xetoleed, That the manner in which Foreign Missions from 
this country have been conducted demands our entire confidence 
and our highest praise. 

On motion, by S, V. S. Wilder, Esq. of Bolton, (Mass.) and 
seconded by Z. Lewis, Esq. — 

BeMohed^ That the privations, toib, and sacnfices of our Mis- 
sionary Brethren, claim the sympathy and regard of the Christian 
community ; demand our fervent flayers for thdr success ; and 



require our unwearied efforts to provide for their comfort, pro- 
mote their usefulness, and thus contribute to the glorious cause in 
which they are engaged. 

The Rev. Mr. Vail, Superintendant of the Union Mission, 
was then introduced to the President and the audience, by Z. 
Lewis, Esq. 

The Rev. Mr. Habris, Superintendant of the Tuscarora, Se- 
neca, and Cataraugus Missions, was also present, but the lateness 
of the hour rendered his introduction inexpedient. 

The following resolution was also adopted : — 

Resoihed, That this Society cordially approve the measures 
adopted by their Board of Managers in relation to the Union of 
the American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions and 
the United Foreign Missionary Society.

The Managers of the United Foreign Missionary 
Society address their constituents with peculiar 
emotions. This day completes the ninth year of 
their existence ; a year marked, in their history, 
with great results. The strong right hand of the 
Head of the Church has been resting on them, al- 
most visibly interposed, for judgment, for restraint, 
for mercy. While they have felt the responsibili- 
ties of their duties, they wished, distinctly, to re« 
cognise the superintendence of JehoviJi, whose 
right it is to reign supreme. They trust their la- 
bour has not been in vain, though oft times the eye 
of faith could scarcely penetrate the thick dark- 
nesses enveloping them. They have been ^' cast 
down, but not forsaken ; perplexed, but not in des- 
pair." They have been led by a way unantici- 
pated, yea, even unsought — which will terminate 
in a more effective union of Christian effort, and 
a more noble display of the GospePs glory around 
the cross of the Redeemer. 

A crisis in the history of foreign missions in our 
country, has at last arrived, to which the regular 
and certain movements of Divine Providence, we 
think, have been tending. It has been urged upon 
our notice from our own experience, and fraught

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with important consequences to our western tribes 
Especially. 

A rapid sketch of the Society transactions, dur- 
ing the last year, will be now laid before you ; and 
in discharging this annual duty, the loss of your 
late Secretary and devoted labourer. Rev. James 
C. Crane, is sensibly felt. On the 12th of January 
of the present year, after a recent laborious but 
highly important tour, it pleased the Master of the 
vineyard, in his adorable ways, to take him to his 
reward from the midst of us. We pay but a just 
tribute to his memory in recording our testimonials 
of his unwearied fidelity, of his zealous devotion 
and his ardent attachment to the cause of the wast- 
ing Indian ; united, at the same time, with an hum- 
ble Christian w^lk. " He did love mercy, do justly, 
and walk humbly with his God.'' Those that ivere 
his, are now especially Jehovah's property : they 
are a legacy committed into the hands of his Re- 
deemer. The gracious Saviour, for a little while 
longer, entrusts them to the care of the Church. 
Re has thrown around them a sanctity, that cannot 
be rudely invaded : he has invested them with a 
dignity, that cannot be despised : he has furnished 
them with a claim, which cannot be gsunsayed. 
They are the Lord's special property, confided to 
the sympathy, the service, and the love of his peo- 
ple. And let it not be said, that a cry unheard, un^- 
regarded by the Church on earth, ascended into 
the ears of the righteous avenger, to draw down 
his righteous curse — the cry of the widowed mis- 
siejiAfy and her orphan children. We speak tho^^

for the call has been made, and, as yet, partially 
heard, still less partially regarded. He, whom we 
lament, has found his gain in our loss. Deprived 
of his aid, we discharge our duty, and invite your 
attention to our tribes west of the Mississippi- 
commencing with 

UNION. 

The history of this station, for the last year, 
furnishes nothing peculiar. It adds only to the ex- 
perience of your missionaries and managers. It is 
designed to affect about three thousand Usages. — 
The school is always fluctuating, but generally re- 
tains its usual numbers ; never over thirty-five 
children. The parents of a vast majority of your 
pupils have, however, settled down into regular 
habits, abandoned the chase, and cultivate the 
ground. The property of the mission is increas- 
ing in its value, and contributes somewhat in de- 
fraying currient expenses. The Indians have ceded 
to the United States their lands in this section, and 
will be removed midway between Harmony and 
Union, about 70 miles from each. What will be 
the result of this removal cannot now be deter- 
mined. A special law of Congress can alone keep 
them where they are. Union is deemed by the 
Agent and the Governor of Missouri a favourable 
situation for an education school of a higher order. 
" It will be nearly in the centre of the country des- 
tined for the future residence of the southern tribes, 
and will derive very great importance fi'om its loca- 
tion." In the judgment of the Superintend^Sfe a 
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large central and permanent estaUishment, with 
branches extending into eveiy part of the Indian 
territoiy, could easily be formed. 



Bj the present treaty, one section of land has 
been reserved for Union, and measures have been 
adopted to increase the extent, if the President of 
the United States judges it expedient it should re- 
tail il!s present location. The probable conse- 
quences of the removal are thus expressed in the 
Journal for July : 

We have veiltared to show, that this measure will {N-odiice more 
evils than it will remedy, as it will carry the Indians farther from 
their hmiting and war-ground, where they become lawless in pro- 
portion to their distance from home ; that it will distress thepi, 
with regard to the means of living ; and that the surest way to 
reform the nation, would be to encourage their settHng down on 
small plantations, offering them proper assistance. This removal 
need not excite alarm in any breast friendly to the cause of mis- 
sions among them ; for a moving and 9haking may serve to open 
their eyes, show them their situation, and prepare them to em- 
brace their high privileges ; for hitherto Aey have been slow to 
receive the blessings of the Gospel. 

By this removal the Arkansas and Verdigris In- 
dianst on the Ne*o-sho river, and near White Hair's 
tribe, will form a colony ; and the intention is to 
bring the missionaries directly into it 

During the negotiations for the cession of land 
and the retention of the mission, the old Chief Cla- 
more, who has hitherto been presented in a favour- 
able light, exhibited such an evil disposition, that 
it could no longer be concealed from your mana- 
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gers. Though he has now, indeed, laid aside much 
of his wily opposition, still he is heard with cau'* 
tion. His conduct and character is thus stated by 
Mr.VaUl: 

Clamore made bold to state some grievances against the mis- 
sion, particularly in reference to the settlement of the Indians at 
Hopefield. And it is now evident to every one, that he is, at 
heart, opposed to the improvement which his people are there 
making. We have siqiposed this to be the case ever since its' 
commencement, and have endeavoured to manage so as not to 
suffer his personal jealouaes to stand in the way of his people's 
reformation^ 

Clamore has evidently a great mind for an Indian, but it is so 
deeply imbued with jealousy and intrigue, that his character can- 
not be said to stand fair. In our communications, we have al- 
ways given to the public his bri^t spots, continually hoping that 
his views may be changed. But if we should speak all that is 
true concerning him, it would not be too much to say that we 
have found in him a secret, steady, and hearty opposer to the edu- 
cation of his children, and the improvement of his nation. He 
now frankly acknowledges that his fathers walked in a good path, 
and he wishes to tread in their steps. 

We had made preparation to hold a talk with Clamore, in pre- 
sence of the Agent, concerning those things which seem to labour 
^in his. mind ; but, contrary to his appointment last week, he failed 
to come, and nothing has been done. The Agent, however, assures 
us, that he will be quiet and treat us in a friendly manner. Res- 
pecting all his difficulties, the Agent and the officers at the can- 
tonment are satisfied, that they have their origin in the old Chief's 
mind, and that we have got along witii him as well as could be 
expected. StiD it was our wish to give the points a full discus- 
sion before the Agent, that he might hear and judge between us, 
and, if possible, remove Clamore's prejudices. But his failing 
to come rather induces us to conclude that he does not himself, 
in his better judgment, think it important to pursue the subject, 
especially as he is abeady sensible that his objections to our pro- 
ceedings, and many things besides that h< has said and done 
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in hifl intercourse with others, are diminishing his respecta- 
bility, which, after all, he is very desirous to maintain among 
white people. 

To a request sent on by this Society, that one of 
his sons and one of Tally^s might be permitted to 
come to Cornwall school, he very artfully declined 
compliance, observing : 

I know your object in coming to this country is good ; but I 
have not yet seen the day when I felt safe in sending my children 
away from home. I have many foes. I am like a man who is at- 
tacked by twenty angry dogs at one time ; he knows not which to 
strike first. When the Agent comes and lives among us, I shall 
put two of my sons to your school, that they may tarry with you 
two years, live on your food, learn your language before they 
travel abroad, so as not to appear awkward and be subject to 
sickness by a sudden change of diet. 

The following reply of Tally's, to the same re- 
quest, shows that Clamore's artifice and cunning are 
not unknown to his companions : 

I shall not promise till I am ready to perform. When I make 
up my mind to school my children, I shall give them to the mis- 
sionaries. Till then I shall say nothing. 

As a counterpart to this, we present the conduct 
of the Osages as a body, and more especially Mad 
Buffalo's, who some years since sent his war-club 
to this Society. It is gratifying to know, that their 
sacrifices to order and justice have not been unre- 
warded. It was stated in the last annual report, 
that a party, with Mad Buffalo at their head, re- 
turning from an unsuccessful pursuit of enemies^ 
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rashly vowed to slay the first they met, to quiet the 
manes of their deceased brethren. The unfortu- 
nate individuals met and slaughtered were Ameri- 
cans. With true Roman dignity the barbarous men 
delivered themselves up to justice, in full council, 
and with the approbation of their tribe. They re- 
mained in security till the 7th of March 1B25, when 
the pardon of the President of the Upited States 
arrived, and Mad Buffalo returned. He ^^ appear- 
ed quite happy, says he shall never more molest the 
whites, and thinks that now a mutual friendship 
exists between him and them ; and is said to give 
his people good counsel.^' Thus are Solomon^s 
words exemplified — ^' a soft answer turneth away 
wrath." 

The state of religion at Union is encouraging, 
arising in a great degree, from the annual confer- 
ences. For several years past the missionaries at 
Union, Harmony, Dwight, and the stations subordi- 
nate to these, have held annual meetings, for con- 
ference and mutual improvement, and with very 
evident advantage. 

The convention was held this year on the 7th of 
Nov. 1825, at Union, composed of two delegates 
from each station. It was constituted an Eccle- 
siastical Council, to be hereafter a Presbytery, 
and licensed, with the approbation of your mana- 
gers, Messrs. Palmer, Jones, and Nicholas, a co- 
loured map. 
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The Convention also adopted some resolutions, 
upon the expediency of redeeming for the mis- 
sionary service, Indian youths sold into captivi- 
ty; upon the propriety of interceding with the 
Domestic Missionary and Bihle Societies of the 
East in behalf of their brethren of Arkansas and 
Missouri ; upon the establishment of a school at 
Union for children of the missionaries, more ad- 
vanced Indian youth, and pious young men pre- 
paring for missionary labours ; and upon the utili- 
ty of the station at Hopefield. The advantages 
derived from this meeting have been hinted above ; 
in relation to vital religion produced by the con- 
vention ; your Superintendant writes : 

I cannot express to you the benefit of this annual Blissionary 
Convention, as it respects myself, the mission in the west, and 
the advancement of Christ's kingdom. An acquaintance has 
been made with fellow-labourers ; we have gained light on many 
points about which we were before in darkness ; an union has 
been formed, which makes our little band feel strong amid op- 
position and trials peculiar to ourselves. These meetings make 
the cause of Uie heathen, which may at times be dwindling in 
our eyes, look great again. They give new energy to the soul, 
promote action, and encourage to perseverance. 

Upon the redemption of Indian youths and the 
establishment of a school of higher order, your 
managers did not feel at liberty to act, and, there- 
fore, take this opportunity of suggesting the hint 
to those who are able to procure the requisite 
funds, if deemed expedient, for the redemption of 
these youths sold into captivity by their parents, 
that they may be instructed and prepared for in- 
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terpreters, teachers, missionaries, as God, in hi(s 
providence, may direct 

During the past year Mr. Montgomery has been 
transferred from Harmony to Union, and Dr. Pal- 
laer appointed Assistant Superintendant The in- 
ternal arrangements of the family have been im- 
proved, and need still more improvement ; and to 
procure the requisite information, which your ma- 
nagers had hoped to have gained by the contem- 
plated visit of the late Secretary to that station, 
and to provide an escort for Mrs. Chapman who re- 
turns to her friends at her own expense, and to re- 
store safely a daughter of Mr. Vail's now here, 
the Board did, on the 12th of last December, di- 
rect Mr. Vail to proceed to New-York without 
delay, in company with Mrs. Chapman, and in pos- 
session of all the necessary information in refe- 
rence to both stations. We have reason to thank 
the Giver of Life, that none of your active mis- 
sionaries have been removed by death during the 
last year from Union. 



HOPEFIELD, 

The branch of Union is very flourishing. From 
eleven families they have increased to fifteen, com- 
prising ninety-one souls. Seventy-five acres of land 
are enclosed, forty-five of which are under culti- 
vation. The spirit which pervades this little band 
of Indians, is truly praiseworthy. In February 
1825, they declared to Governor M*Nair : 

3 
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That they we/e white men, i. e. that they had set out of their 
own minds to adopt the ways of the whites. They said, they had 
been derided by their people, but had shut their ears against all 
hard speeches. The Governor expressed his entire approbation 
of their proceedings ; told them, '' such are the men whom the 
President of the United States loves." He also said to them, 
*' you will not probably be removed ; but should this take place, 
I will engage to have another settlement brought into the same 
forwardness, that you may not lose the avails of your industry.*' 

Their resolution is great ; they suffer much in 
passing from a savage to a civilized state ; whole 
days they live on boiled corn, and suffer depreda- 
tions from their brethren. Yet they voluntarily 
come forward, unknown till their arrival. They 
seem to be aware that a return will make them 
more wretched than before, rendering them an ab- 
horrence both to white men and red. All that re- 
mains, in the opinion of missionaries, is that their 
wants be made known to the Christian community. 
Their situation is thus stated : 

Their extreme poverty prevents their making those prepara- 
tions which are necessary to farming more extensively. They 
have horses, and wish to accustom them to i^ork, but they have 
too harness, no ploughs, no waggons, no carts. They want to 
cut timber for cabins, rails, &.c. but they have no axes, except a 
few which they have borrowed from Union. They would have 
€plit many more rails this season, if they could have had more 
iron wedges. They would dress or cultivate their corn to much 
better advantage, if they could have a sufficient number of hoes, 
^ome of the women have planted cotton, and now inquire, When 
shall we be able to make cloth ? Who will give us wheels, cmd 
fiirnish us with things necessary for making cloth ? They say. 
If you write to your good friends at the east, Mnll they not 
h€dp tfe ? ♦ 
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Your managers give it as their decided impres-^ 
sion, that one or two missionaries, living in settle- 
ments, would be far more effective than all your 
large secular establishments put together. 

HARMONY 

Has, during the past year, furnished your mana* 
gers with but little general intelligence ; partly ow- 
ing to its distance from the Indians, and the con- 
stant attention the secular concerns of the mission 
demand. The school enrols above forty children 
making the usual proficiency. One scholar very 
archly inquired ^^ if God made only good things^ 
why did he make the Devil, a bad thing ?'^ 

It is with regret that we record the loss of ano- 
ther labourer in this field : Mrs. Montgomery, on 
the 7th of June 1825, finished her work on earth. 
In noticing this event, the Journal for that month 
observes : 

We stop not to say how grievous i9 the affliction ; for of ihiS 
you and the Christian public cannot be ignorant. Suffice it to 
say, she died while engaged in her Heavenly Father's work, and 
ttriU, no doubt, from him receive her reward. Most sincerely do 
we feel for the bereaved brother, whose repeated calamities de- 
mand our tenderest sympathies. " Help, Lord, for the godly 
man ceaseth, and the faithful fail from among the children of 
men." And now the Indians visiting the family oflen inquire-^ 
*' where is that tall good woman, that we all loved so, gone ?'* 

Mr. Montgomery has also been afflicted bj 
the suffering of his child through burning, Khick 
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was nearly fatal. He has since removed to Hope- 
aeld. 

Another of the family, Miss Woolley, has been 
absent for near nine months in consequence of ill 
health. She engaged in Missouri in teaching a 
school for six months with great success, and on the 
1st of October returned to Harmony improved. — 
Several children have also been consigned to an 
early grave. 

On the 24th of December 1 825, during a heavy 
shower of rain and an unusual absence of the or- 
dinary attendants, the main building of the family 
took fire, and consumed about a sixth-part of a 
large range of near 300 feet. A house recently 
erected for Mr. Dodge suffered considerably, and 
the kitchen apparatus was rendered entirely use- 
less. 

On the 5th of September, your managers gave 
Dr. Belcher permission to return home for a sea- 
son, bringing with him, if he should think it advis- 
able, some youth for the Cornwall school. Dr. 
Belcher arrived in this city in the middle of April, 
accompanied by three Indian youths, and through 
him much minute information has been obtained 
respecting Harmony, for the benefit of another 
Board. 

The property at Harmony is increasing in value, 
but it is no longer on Indian ground, and two sec- 
tions of land are reserved for its use by a treatv 
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which needs ratification. We regret to say, that 
the expenses of this mission have not lessened, but 
rather increased. The drafts upon the Home Trea* 
sury are very heavy. This we are induced to 
think is, in a great measure, unavoidable upon the 
present arrangement, and shows a defect which the 
experience of your missionaries and your managers 
are daily more and more discovering, and which 
they hope will soon be remedied. 

The branch Ne-o-sho is worthy of attention and 
patronage. The labours and sufferings of Mr. and 
Mrs, Pixley have been very severe. Mr. Bright is 
also associated with them. They have sqfiered 
much from sickness ; and during this trying period, 
when both were helpless, two infant Osages of a 
few days old, abandoned by their mother with more 
than brutal indifference, were snatched frem a 
premature grave by their exertions. They have 
since, however, been received at Harmony and 
placed under the care of sister Etnis and baptized. 
Our last advices from Ne-o-sho inform us, that Cla- 
more had made war upon several of the Pawnees 
and Osages, in which some had been slain and Cla- 
more worsted, when be endeavoured to draw out 
other tribes to his assistance. Though Clamore is 
decidedly opposed to the missionaries, much injury 
is not now apprehended from him. Ne-o-sho will 
remain an important place ; the kernel of much 
fruit 

The letters of the missionaries throw some light 
upon the character and conduct of the Indians es** 
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tablishing not only their ignorance and supersti- 
tion, but their idolatry : events, trying the patience 
and calling forth the energy of the missionaries 
sent amongst them, constantly occur, but particu- 
lar statements we must defer. 

Mr. Jones, in a letter of September 19th 1825, 
remarks : 

It is presumed that there cannot be found a more hardened, 
or rather dark and benighted race of beings between the shores 
of the Atlantic and Pacific, or between Cape Horn and the Fro- 
zen Ocean, than the Osages. Those who live to see twenty 
years hence will, perhaps, see some of these benighted wander- 
ers leaving their savage habits and coming out decidedly on the 
side of civiUzation and Christianity. 

Their opposition and idolatry is thus stated in 
the Journal : 

Saturday, visited Belle Oiseau's town, and spent the Sabbath; 
failed, however, to preach, on account of their great religious 
ceremony which 'took place on that day, called Wah-kun-duk-ka. 
Itia now more fiilly ascertained, that the Osages are gross ido- 
laters. It was with great solemnity that they exhibited their god, 
the painted skin of a bird, with a scalp affixed. They prayed to 
this god, worshipped it, and called upon it to witness their since- 
rity. And truly, the more we see of the Osage religious cus- 
toms, the more we learn, that we have to contend, not merely 
with ignorance, but with deep-rooted and long-confirmed idola- 
try. The opposition of Belle Oiseau, (who is both a Chief and 
a Woh-kun-duk-ka,) to our holding forth the word of God in his 
town, was very great, and led us to feel that we also, as well as 
all other missionaries, have to contend with principaUties, and 
powers, and spiritual wickedness, in high places. 
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Their superstitious customs are thus described : 

Jan. 28. — Having this morning heard the cry of a little boy as 
in distress, and women, as usual on such occasions, setting up 
their cry also, I inquired the cause, and found they were perforat- 
ing the boy's ears to put in ornaments, and a neighbouring wo- 
man had come in to cry for him during the operation. This vol- 
untary crying is considered a great honour to the fiimily for whom 
it is done, and must not fail to be rewarded by a feast or some 
presents. The same thing I have seen in repeated instances 
when parents have attempted to correct their children for bad 
conduct. Some woman sets up a cry for them, and even will 
cause tears to run down the cheeks. 

By this the family is considered greatly honoured ; the punish- 
ment of the child is suspended, and, of course, in return a pre^ 
sent of some kind is made to the woman. From this cause few 
effences are punished. Hence covetousness and cupidity, in or- 
der to be gratified, feed pride ; and anger and revenge at the call 
of pride, lay aside their common habiliments and assume the 
pacific and smiling garb of mercy. It is certainly worthy of no- 
tice, in gratitude to the Supreme Being, that the passions are so 
much like ravenous birds, always ready to prey upon one another, 
and thus are found counteracting each other in a manner very im- 
portant to the happiness of those who have nought but the light 
of nature to direct them. 

Yet, notvirithstanding these follies, thej have 
Avherewith to reproach us. They exhibited great 
surprise at our having 

Among us such men as duellists, (for they have been told these 
things by foolish white men, as a proof of American courage.) 
It is not, however, the courage, manifested by two men who will 
thiis stand and shoot one another, that surprises tliem ; — it is the 
madness and folly. They call it '* tau sha wattanger"— apply- 
ing their highest superlative to words meaning, head- strong obsti- 
nacy f or no care to listen to advice,* 
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The cause of God and the melioration of the 
condition of the Indians are materially retarded by 
wandering whites, who incorporating themselves 
with them, out-herod Herod. Actual observation 
has changed the opinions of residents, so that now 
the persuasion is, that not a few of the bad prac- 
tices of the Indians are abetted or introduced by 
white men. The following is adduced as an in- 
stance ; it is extracted from the Journal for Jan. 

Jan. 26.— This morning, with a design of speaking to the In- 
dians about God and the things of another world, m a broken 
manner, as I might be able, I went to their village about a mile 
from my place of residence. When I came near, at a little 
distance off on the prairie I discovered some women coming 
to the town crying. I supposed they were returning from 
Ihehunty and, as is their custom, had begun to cry on ac- 
count of some that were dead. On their arrival, as I was 
approaching from another quarter, a great tumultuous cry 
was set up, and directly forth came two young men, an old man, 
and two young women, evidently in great rage, some with hatch- 
ets, and others with knives in a menacing attitude, directing their 
course down the path along which I was walking. Knowing 
that something had taken place uncommon, I inquired the cause, 

and found that W 's old wife, which he had abandoned for 

another younger, had, according to the custom of the country in 
such cases, been inflicting the usual punishment on the young 
wife, by hacking her head with a knife in a shocking manner ; 
and these that I met in their rage, were the father, brothers, and 
sisters of the young wife, going with menaces of death, to the 
old woman and her family. 

As we drew near the lodge, I went forward to give the alarm, 
supposing they would be ignorant of the intended aUack. But 
the old woman was ready to meet them at the door. She said slie 
wanted to die ; she wanted to go to the place of the dead ; she 
was tired of carrying wood on her back, and borrowing an axe 
to chop it with, dec. A parley, however, took place at the dopr. 
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and the enraged combatants, unwilling to expose their lives where 
so little was likely to be gained, bade the family a defiance, and 
returned. 

Now let it not be forgotten, that the cause of this brutal affair 
is a white man, who, not content with one Wife, takes another 
and another, and when this disai^ter happened, is said to have had 
two, on whom the old woman inflicted the like exemplary pu- 
nishment. 

The tribes in the state of New- York will now 
receive your attention. The consolidating system 
has been attempted among them, we hope with ul- 
timate advantage ; but its origin is so recent that 
we must continue, for a while, our usual order of 
enumeration. 



THE TUSCARORAS 

Have, during the last year, been without a stated 
teacher. Your managers were unsuccessful in all 
their attempts. At one time it was supposed that 
their object was secured by the appointment and 
acceptance of the Rev. Mr. Darwin, but he deferred 
the commencement of his labours to such a late 
period as to render his employment wholly inex-* 
pedient 

Rev. Mr. Smith, of Lewiston, has been your sta- 
ted supply Bs preacher tiW the month of November^ 
when, by recent arrangement, he was superseded 
by the Rev. Mr. Harris, of Seneca ; and the hope is 
again revived that our efforts for the prosperity of 
the school will not be unsuccessful. 

4 
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SENECA MISSION 

It will be recollected was broken up by the civil 
authority, and it was not till the winter of 1824 and 
5 the missionaries received permission to return. 
In its re-establishment, however, more delay was 
experienced than anticipated. The judges of the 
county court considered a conference between 
themselves and the Indians as necessary, before 
a correct decision could be ^ven according to the 
act of the Legislature. This conference was at 
last held, all obstacles surmounted, and full per- 
mission granted to reorganize the station. In the 
official notice of the event, under date of 5th Au- 
gust, Mr. Harris writes : 

We are licensed to preach the Gospel and teach among the 
Seneca Indians. I succeeded yesterday in conTening three judges 
of the county. Notice was also given in season to the chiefs o{ 
both parties, requesting them to come over inunediately. None 
appeared but the Christian chiefs. From their representations, 
and from the documents which they furnished from the Agents, 
the judges were entirely satisfied as to the propriety of their 
claims, and informed them, after a pretty close investigation of 
their views, that their petition for the return of the missionaries 
among them was granted. Joy sat on every countenance at this 
intelligence. They caught hold of the hands of the justices and 
shook them soundly, repeating, *' Hei ne au wagh,''— I greatly 
thank you. 

In a subsequent letter, written in October last, 
the idea is held out, that the suspension of the 
school has, through the providence of God, been 
decidedly advantageous ; so that though, with the 
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venerable patriarch, we were readj to exclaim "all 
these things are against us,^' the Lord did make 
them prove the furtherance of his own cause. The 
language of the missionary is truly spirited and en*' 
couraging, and follows : 

The law, under colour of which the mission was disturbed, is 
repealed ; and we are reinstated under circumstances which lead 
us to believe that the mission is more permanently established 
than at any time previous. On the reorganization of the family, 
we find the school, which at the rupture consisted of about thir- 
ty children, has been augmented to forty-three ; we find that the 
chiefs and parents are fully alive to the objects of the mission ; 
we find them disposed to accord with cheerfulness to all our mea- 
sures intended for the instruction of themselves and children. In 
addition to this the parents, at a single suggestion of the mis- 
sionary, have contributed very considerably of their substance, 
for the 'support of the school. Produce, of almost every kind 
and excellent quality, has been brought gratuitously to our hands, 
and will be turned to good account. The Sabbath of the Lord 
is generally, and we believe strictly, observed by that portion of 
the tribe usually styled the '* Christian party ;" our worshipping 
assembly, now considerably increased, exhibits to the passing 
stranger the appearance of solemnity, order, cleanliness, and re- 
spect for the religion of Christ. The countenances and manners 
of some, indicate a seriousness of mind which, to us, is very gra- 
tifying ; while the prayers and tears of others in connexion with 
our infant mission church, lead us to indulge the hope of charity, 
that they have been taught of God. We afe disposed to think, 
that the *' Lord has done much for i^s, whereof we are glad." 

The operation of this mission has been harmo- 
nious and successful, and always giving satisfaction 
to the board. These missionaries have endured 
their share of mortal cares and anxieties. Mrs. 
Harris was reduced low by fever; and lo preserve 
the good of this society and the Christian commu- 
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nity, by the restoration of an invaluable life as far 
as in us lies, the board did authorize Mr. Harris and 
his wife to travel to this city, and see once more 
^those in its vicinity who are their kinsmen after the 
flesh. Mr. Harris accordingly reached this city on 
the 4th day of May. 

CATARAUGUS 

Indians are divided into two very distinct par- 
ties — Christian and Pagan. The former assume 
entirely the dress and^ as far as practicable, the 
habits of the civilized whites. Mr. Thayer has 
hitherto had the superintendence of your missiona- 
ry concerns. But we would prefer hearing the 
testimony of a casual visiter to that of one connec* 
ted with the establishment, in reference to the mo- 
ral and civil condition of this tribe. The Rev, 
stranger appears to have been a resident near the 
tribe, but never visited them till August 

On passing through the Indian settlement he found improved 
fanns well fenced and embracing large fields of wheat and com. 
He was inclined to forget that he was wandering among *^ the 
savages of the wilderness," as they are called, and to think him- 
self among the husbandmen of a civilized country. He found 
some of the Indians in the field raking and binding wheat, some 
with their implements of agriculture passing along to the place of 
labour, and some with horses and waggons were drawing in Jtheir 
hay ; a large number were preparing a dam for a aaw-mill, the 
frame having been already erected. It was apparent that they 
bad for a considerable time obtained their living principally by 
cultivating their fields. There were also evident marks of in- 
creasing industry : there were many pieces of wild land which 
they were preparing for cultivaticm. He conversed with one 
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of the pagans, and found him ready to bring forward his strong 
reasons for rejecting the Gospel and remaining a heathen. The 
amount of what he said was, that the Gospel was made for the 
white people, but the Indians were of a different temper, and had 
embraced a religion more congenial to their natures. 

The most decided testimony is borne to the cha- 
racter and superiority of the school as it then ex- 
isted. He observes, the children were, all dressed 
in the English style, and in a short time one would 
become familiar with their countenances and ima- 
gine himself in one of the best schools in a civi- 
lized country. Three or four of them were seri- 
ously inquiring ^^ what they should do to be saved ?'^ 
They would follow him as he walked into the woods 
and requested him to talk to them. One of them, 
who was perhaps seventeen years of age, address- 
ed the audience at the close of the exercises, on 
the Sabbath, in his native tongue. He spoke flu- 
ently and with animation , and the Indians were, 
some of them, affected even to tears. His words 
were interpreted and found to compose a good ex- 
hortation. 

The most prominent feature in the history of the 
tribe, carried thus far, is the erection and comple- 
tion of a meeting-house, thirty-two by twenty-eight 
feet mostly at their own expense. It is the best proof 
of civilization and moral improvement. It was de- 
dicated on the 3d of July to the service of the Only 
Living and True God — Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost. Its location and the ceremony of its dedi- 
cation have been narrated to the board by Messrs. 
Thayer and Harris, the last of whom observes : 
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This little chapel is fimehed in a manner highly creditable to 
the CatarauguB peq>le ; it is pleasantly located, framed of good 
materials, well plastered, and accommodated with seats. I re- 
ceived an invitation from the chiefe, requesting me to ccHne and 
preach to their people in the new building, and also to assist in 
solemnly dedicating it to Almighty God. The Indian brethren 
at the Seneca village were also invited to accompany us and join 
in the solemnities. About twenty thought proper to comply with 
this invitation. On entering the chapel on Sabbath morning, we 
found it crowded to overflowing. White men, and red and black, 
of both sexes, had assembled from the country around, to the 
distance of ten or twelve miles, to join in the exercises of the 
day. 

The chief warrior opened the meeting with an address to the 
white people present, explaining the pleasure he felt in seeing so 
many of his brethren (the whites) assembled with his own peo- 
ple for the worship of the great and good Spirit. He assured 
them that this house should be always open on the Sabbath, to 
them, whenever any were disposed to meet with them for the 
worship of our common Saviour. Afrer prayer, an address was 
dehvered. After this, a dedication hymn was sung by the chil- 
dren of the mission school, which added much interest to the ex- 
ercises of the day. Hymns were also sung by the natives in their 
own language. In the afternoon, the Lord's Supper was admi- 
nistered to the mission fiimihes, the native converts, and to a 
number of strangers of the different churches who had come up 
to attend '* this feast of love." It was truly an interesting spec- 
tacle, and one in which our souls did bless our God and Saviour, 
to behold gathered around the sacred board, a little group of hum- 
ble worshippers of different ages, complexions, and tongues, but 
an joining in the song of solemn praise, and bowing with appa- 
rent humility and love at the same holy altar. 

♦ 

The vicinity of the Tuscarora, Seneca, and Ca- 
taraugus tribes, and the expense of sustaining dis- 
tinct and similar establishments in each, and the 
imperfect manner in which their designs had been 
accomplished, induced the board to inquire if there 
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could not be as great good efiected by a more sim- 
ple and economical arrangement. As yet Seneca 
alone was in full operation. Tuscarora was with- 
out a teacher, and Cataraugus without a minister ; 
and your missionary, at Seneca, was engaged in 
duties secular and ecclesiastical, to a degree in- 
compatible with the due discharge of either. 

With these views and feelings your managers re- 
solved to send your late lamented Secretary to 
visit these stations, and requested Rev. Mr. Penny 
of Rochester, and Rev. Dr. Axtell of Geneva, to 
associate themselves with him as your commis- 
sioners. The objects of the commission, under 
which the gentlemen acted, were the union of all 
three stations, under the pastoral care of one mis* 
sionary, and his separation entirely from secular 
concerns. 

Two of your commissioners. Rev. Messrs. Pen- 
ny and Crane, met at Rochester on the 30th Sept. 
1 825, and after spending four days in consultation 
how they might best effect the object assigned 
them, they resolved to propose to the Indians if^ 
upon the arrival among them, it should be deemed 
expedient, the following measures : 

I. The release of Mr. Harris from the secular concerns of the 
mission, and his appointment as General Superintendant ; the 
division of a portion of his time among the tribes, visiting each 
tribe every third week ; and his devotion of the remainder to 
the study of the language. 

II. The disbanding of the boarding-school at Cataraugus, and 
the establishing of smaller local schoc^ among the tribes, with 
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fully agree to all we proposed. Your commissioners could not 
but be much affected at hearing sentiments so full of good sense 
and gratitude from these lately ignorant and selfish men. We 
were, however, still more affected and gratified, when they wish- 
ed that Mr. Harris could visit their brethren at Alleghany, on 
the Genesee river, &.c. occasionally. We hailed this suggestion 
as a fruit of the engrafted word. Mr. Harris consented, and it 
was left to him to determine when circumstances would permit 
him to to pay them an occasional visit. 

The principal chief, Young-King, was deputed to accompany 
us to Cataraugus, for the purpose of stating to their brethren 
tlieir motives for approving the measures proposed. 

The same course was pursued here as at Seneca, and the same 
cordial submission manifested, and the warmest gratitude ex- 
pressed. The chief warrior observed : 

'' Tliis is a great thing for our good. Our hearts are very glad 
and very thankfiil. We can see something more than the hand 
of man in this. The Great Power alone has done it. It is very 
wonderfiil that your mind and ours should be just the same. If 
you give us part of the minister's time from Buffalo, this will save 
much expense. If you give us a school in oiu village, we can 
feed our children and clothe them, and find wood for the school ; 
this will save much more ; for the society has now to pay fi>r all 
these things. This is a great thing. We thank you ; we thank 
the society ; we thank the Great Spirit.'* 

The solicitude of the Senecas to have the influence of their 
tried and faithful minister exerted upon their brethren aroundi 
directed captain Pollard to repair to Tuscarora to explain our ob- 
jects, and urge the Tuscaroras to«ccede to our arrangements. 
We, however, distinctly and tenderly announced the objects of 
our mission, and left them to deliberate upon the answer which 
should be returned, After the lapse of one hour and a half they 
expressed their entire apprchaiion of both measures. 

Thus did all difficulties vanish ; the way was un- 
expectedly prepared ; mountains disappeared and 

5 
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valleys were raised up ; and in regard to the whole 
spirit exhibited, Mr. Crane spoke : 

During my daily intercourse with the Indians for nearly seven 
years, I did not, on any occasion, sec them rise so far above the 
'eaptiousness and selfishness which have heretofore distinguished 
them, or express so much of enlightened, generous, and Chris- 
tian feeling, as at Seneca and Cataraugus. They rejoiced^ ex- 
alted, in the prospect of diminishing the burden you bear on their 
accoiiUt ; and were glad to sacrifice some of their privileges for 
the relief of their destitute brethren. They recognised and ac- 
knowledged the hand of God in the doings of the board ; and 
the commissioners were equally confident that the special in- 
terposal of Providence, had prepared the Indians for these pro- 
ceedings. 

According to these arrangements the mission 
family at Cataraugus has been reduced, leaving 
but two; all the rest removed to Seneca: Mr, 
Bradley as superintendant of secular concerns. — 
Miss Crane, who received her appointment last 
June, was on the 30th of March dismissed at her 
own request from the service of the society, and 
has returned home. 

Mr. Thayer still remains as teacher of the com- 
mon school, and it was with no small sacrifice of 
feeling to convictions of duty, that he consented 
to see his attached pupils taken from beneath his 
roof. 

The practical operation of this consolidating 
plan can as yet be hardly known. At Seneca your 
managers have seen proper to permit the younger 
children to remain in the school as heretofore for 
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the present^ as there appear real difficulties in 
sustaining a common day one. 

Among the Tuscaroras the spirit of division still 
lives. Mr. Smith, your former missionary, on the 
4th of February presented a letter purporting to 
contain the wishes of that tribe for stated supplies 
for the Sabbath and a female teacher ; but at pre- 
sent your managers deemed it inexpedient to ac- 
cede to either. Mr. Clark of Seneca, however^ 
was ordered to repair thither and take charge of 
the school, if it could be done without injury to 
his present engagements and in perfect harmony 
with the tribe. Your managers have since learned, 
that all things are ready on his part. The property 
at Tuscarora has been advertised for sale to save 
it from encroachment and ruin. 

The removal of the school-house upon Indian 
land has excited the opposition of the pagan party 
among the Cataraugus Indians; but it has also 
called forth the decided support of the Christian 
side. Mr. Thayer exerted all his prudence, and 
had nearly efiected his object when an individual, 
unfriendly to missions, made his appearance in the 
midst of them. He denied the authority of the 
Scriptures and the utility of observing the Sab^ 
bath, condemned all missionary movements as si- 
nister in their design, and to such a degree had he 
inflamed the minds of the people that Mr. Thayer 
was obliged to dispute with him before the council, 
but not till it was decided that the Bible should be 
the test of right and wrong. Thus matters stood at 
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our last advices. Mr. Thayer^s hopes were san«> 
guine ; he apprehended no difficulty if the countj 
judges would suffer him to continue, with whose 
approbation he had thus far acted in re-establish- 
ing his school. The church is now the school* 
house, and your managers trust, that the rage of 
the heathen will be restrained and their vain ima- 
ginations brought low. 

MACKINAW. 

The station which follows next in order is by far 
the most encouraging of any under the care of 
your managers, and it will probably be the most 
permanent. Highly as it has been esteemed, half 
its value was not known. The board regret not 
the unexpected expense incurred in favour of this 
mission, and are now ready to give the most un- 
qualified approbation to your devoted and faithful 
superintendant, Rev. Wm. M. Ferry. He has done, 
we believe, all in the power of man in his situation, 
and is completely justified in the lingering judg- 
ment of your managers. They also cheerfully ac- 
knowledge their indebtedness to Mr.Stewart, agent 
of the American Fur Company, both for the infor- 
mation he furnished and the assistance be afforded 
to our cause during the last winter at Washington, 
which he was well enabled to do by the experi- 
ence acquired during a Ipng residence, and the 
judgment and good feeling he exhibited in his use 
of it. 

Mackinaw is the heart of the Indian country. 
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the resort of surrounding tribes, and the cl^^innel 
through which ever]» moral and religious blessing 
to them must flow. Though surrounded by hostile 
tribes, it is still a place of safety under the United 
States^ protection ; therefore, the Indian parent 
will send his child to this place, while he would 
utterly refuse if the school was in another. The 
children of opposing parents grow up together in 
friendship and love, and it requires not the spirit 
of prophecy to foretell what effect this single fact 
will produce upon their future harmony and con- 
duct The range of country is extensive, and the 
nature of the soil furnishes no apprehension of 
their being removed by the tide of encroaching 
civilization from their present strong-hold. 

The children have, in some instances, travelled 
above 1000 miles, and one above 2500 ; and such 
has been the pressure for admittance, that a con<- 
siderable number have been rejected for want of 
room, a circumstance much to be lamented, as a 
rejection is esteemed by the Indians as a violation 
of a promise, upon the fulfilment of which they had 
a right to calculate after a general invitation had 
been given to all willing to come. Through many 
difficulties large, substantial, commodious, and* 
plain buildings have been erected, sufficient to ac* 
commodate 100 boarders, together with the fami- 
ly, as reasonably as can be expected. These 
buildings were occupied on the middle of last No- 
vember. The school registered 115, sixty of whom 
were boarders, making the family amount to 80, of 
whom Mr. Hudson and Miss Cook, missionaries. 
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have ^been added since the last anniversary, as 
likewise two orphan nieces of one of your female 
missionaries. The children's ages run from 4 to 
15, mostly under 1 1 years ; and the appeal is pow- 
erfully made for necessary apparel to be provided 
before the winter, as after its commencement all 
intercourse with Buffalo is suspended, and goods 
must be had, though at enormous rates. We hope 
this hint will not be forgotten during the ensuing 
summer. 

The school is composed of Indians and half- 
breeds, mostly dependent, and the children of 
whites, who contribute not a little to the support 
of the establishment The boys and girls are in 
distinct apartments, and the spirit of emulation be- 
tween them is remarkable, forming in some degree 
rival institutions. One example is given, illustra- 
tive of our meaning, about ten months after the 
school was opened : 

The first class in the female department, being more than 20 in 
number, sent a challenge to the first class in the boys, to spell 
with them. The lesson was new, and the time to prepare for the 
contest only three hours, and that mostly occupied with other 
studies. But in spelhng about fifty words, twenty boys only 
missed seven words, and the girls only four. The boys, on find- 
ing themselves beaten, sent back another challenge to spell on 
trial for a week together. This also was accepted, and they went 
through the week, lesson after lesson, with missing only about 
fifteen words in the boys' school, and twenty in the girls'. Some 
of tlie younger boys, seeing the strife, caught the flame of ambi- 
tion, commenced the same lessons, and went on day after day 
without missing a single word.

The subsequent progress of the scholars is cor- 
responding. Nor does emulation produce discord 
or ill will. Ample testimony is borne to the dispo- 
sition of the pupils ; commands are seldom repeat- 
ed; harmony prevails in their mutual intercourse; 
and mildness and amiableness are conspicuous in 
their dispositions. Of their natural powers one of 
your missionaries thus expresses himself: 

I now entertain no doubt in relation to the capacity of the In- 
dians for learning. From my arnval to the present time, I have 
noticed the opening of their infant minds, and can say with con- 
fidence that, in all my acquaintance with children, I have never 
found such vivacity, such brilliancy, such strong original powers 
of mind, as I daily discover in these natives of the forest ; and 
their feelings are as quick, as keen, and as strong as their intel- 
lect. We find them generally fond of labour, and faithful to what 
is committed to their trust. This is the result of that noble am- 
bition which they naturally possess. 

It is worthy of remark, that Indian children in our schools 
have made greater improvement than whites possessing the same 
advantages. 

The history of Mackinaw shows, that good seed 
has been sown on good ground, and that God has 
visited some to their everlasting benefit. One girl 
of fourteen Mr. Ferry calls their mission child, and 
thus speaks of her : 

Our mission child we all love much, not only for her natural 
amiability (as we do many other of our girls and boys,) but for 
the precious traits of her .Master's spirit. Like the Gospel Ma- 
ry, whose name she bears, she daily manifests that she has chosen 
that good part which shall not be taken away from her. With 
the larger girls of the &mi]y her lodgings are over my room ; 
and frequently at night is her low voice overheard leading their 
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minds, in their native tongue, to a prayer-hearing and pardoning 
God. Three other of our largest girls are more than cofwinced 
of the importance of religion ; one of whom used often to weep 
in sorrow of soul with Mary, and whom we sometimes are almost 
ready to consider as our Onesimus in the Lord. 

This interestiqg girl is tenderly alive to the 
spiritoal welfare of her countrjmen, and thinks 
they would at once believe, if they heard what she 
hears. Her father is a respectable trader from 
Lake Superior, and during a temporary absence, 
her mother, an Indian, remained in the family, and 
became anxious for her salvation. Often, while 
conversation was held with her daughter through 
an interpreter, wQuld she sit with fixed attention 
while the tears rolled plentifully over her cheeks. 
UpX>n leaving the family, she felt she was going 
into darkness ; and with an agitated frame and a 
faltering voice, as she stepped from the shore, soft- 
ly whispered, ** pray for me." 

Two Indian women have also rejoiced in God ; 
one through much opposition from a brutal hus- 
band, whom the civil arm alone could check, and 
who is now himself an humble suppliant for mercy 
at the cross, won by the chaste conversation of his 
wife ; for, in all her life and threatening trials, she 
exhibited — ^*' much of the meek, humble, and pray- 
ing Christian ; and whenever in conversation, the 
altered conduct of her husband was mentioned, 
her eyes beamed and were filled with the joy of 
hope.'' 
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Of the other it is now unnecessary to give par« 
iiculars which the public have already had. The 
language of your missionary says all that is need- 
ful to repeat, and he observes : 

This lovely Indian womtui evidently discovers a strength and 
clearness of mind, on the subject of religion, far above what 
might be expected from one of her opportunities. And the evi- 
dences of her real conversion to Christianity are so marked and 
unquestionable, that, if I am not a self-deceiver, I have no doubt 
but that I shall meet her as a sister-spirit in heaven, where the 
interest which I now feel will be refined into perfect love and an 
everlasting union to Christ, our glorious head. 

Nor is this all your mission has accomplished. It 
has produced a great moral change among the 
whites themselves ; and if we believe the testimo- 
ny of an eye-witness, indirectly, by the harmony 
and regularity of the mission family, a species of 
testimony far preferable to direct allegations, ma- 
ny give the mission their decided support; and 
some have been brought to the fellowship of the 
church, for evidence of which we give the follow- 
ing extract : 

Our last communion was an interesting season. All the pre- 
sent members of the mission family were privileged to surround 
the table of our dear Redeemer, together with the former mem- 
bers of the church, and with seven gathered fi'om the world : in 
all twenty-one. The seven fi'om the world are all females, among 
whom are, Mrs. H. the present coteaanding officer's wife — ^the 
wife of the Indian interpreter, herself part Indian and unable to 
read a word — and two Indian women. 

Under a review of all these facts, we cannot but 
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rejoice in Mackinaw ; we encourage our hearts 
and would urge redoubled exertions, and with your 
worthy missionary we exclaim, ^^ with God we will 
try and leave the future." 

HAYTIAN MISSION, 

During the last year, has produced no good fruit; 
at least none known to your managers. They found 
the expense of supporting Rev. Mr. Hughes more 
than the resources of the board would allow, and 
more than the good effected warranted ; and on 
the 8th August last he was released from all engage- 
ments with this society. 

The Rev. Mr. Pennington still continues his la- 
bours ; it is hoped with success, but from him no 
recent information has been received. 

> 

MAUMEE 

Is the last station under the care of this society. 
It is situated on the Maumee river, near Fort Meigs, 
Ohio. Our last annual report mentioned, that ne- 
gotiations were pending for the transfer of this 
mission from under the care of the Western Mis- 
sionary Society, comprising the Synod of Pitts- 
burgh,' to your care. These negotiations were 
carried on in harmony, and on the 25th of October 
1825, the synod of Pittsburgh having a foil know- 
ledge of the intentions and prospects of this insti- 
tution, did unanimously and cordially resolve to 
transfer its whole interest and agency in the Mau- 
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mee mission to the United Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety, and become auxiliary. Your managers did 
also agree to assume a debt of 1000 dollars against 
the mission ; to liquidate which the Western Sy- 
nod did also pledge themselves to co-operate 
with our agents in raising funds within their own 
bounds. 

A legal right cannot be obtained till some for- 
malities are attended to by the Legislature of Ohio, 
which the board of trust of the Western Synod will 
see accomplished. Since October, however, your 
managers have had the whole control. 

Your late Secretary was directed to visit this 
station. He was associated with the Rev. Mr. 
M*Curdy, appointed by the Synod of Pittsburgh. 
After a fatiguing journey of twelve days, they 
reached the station ; and from their report we state 
the following items : 

The land belonging to the mission is 687 acres, 80 of which 
are cleared. It is situated in a level country, is rich, and in ve- 
getation luxuriant ; it lies open to the chief villages of the Otta- 
was. There are a number of islands in the river, the largest of 
which, directly opposite, belongs to the family, and, through the 
praiseworthy activity of the fkrmer Mr. Sackett, is under cultiva- 
tion. The Ottawas register about 1000 souls, and their moral 
condition is low indeed. *^ The influence to which they were ex- 
posed, prior to the existence of the mission, was entirely perni-i 
cious. No visible change has been effected upon them by their 
connexion with the papists, descendants of French emigrants." 
'* They are (say your commissioners) the most degraded pagans, 
and so filthy, indolent, ignorant, and corrupted, that, were it not 
for the resistleas evidence of the fiicts exhibited in the school, we 
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could scarcely have admitted the possibility of doing any tluni^ 
for them. They are friendly, but it is the friendship of weak- 
ness and stupidity." Yet, even among these, there is a flourish- 
ing school of 32 children, under the direction of Mr. Van Tassel. 
" None of your missions, (says the report) under your care, pre- 
sent a group of children so distinguished for improvement in every 
respect," The English langusige is spoken fluently, and written 
with facility by many of them, and it is understood by all. The 
teacher has no occasion for the services of an interpreter in the 
school, or in giving them religious instruction and exhortation. 
Such is their progress and intelligence, that a discourse delivered 
in a style adapted to the capacities of the mission frimily will ar- 
rest the attention, interest the feelings, start tears from the eyes, 
of the larger scholars. The division of time and regularity of 
duties performed, ^e remarkable. Not the least visible fact, 
connected with this establishment, is the sensibiUty of the chil- 
dren upon religious subjects, showing that, whatever may be the 
trials of the missionaries, their chief work is not forgotten. 

The family consists of seven adults and one 
child ; four of these are married, leaving three sin- 
gle females. AU are well fitted for their respec- 
tive departments. They have all endured much 
sickness and privation in the discharge of their 
duties, and can only receive that recompense which 
is not of this world. • The Board have directed 
Mr. Van Tassel to prepare himself for an exami- 
nation before the Presbytery of Huron, that he 
might receive ordination, and thus a way be gra- 
dually opened for the adoption of a plan similar to 
that existing among the Niagara stations, as the 
Ottawas live in clusters in small villages. 

Recent information from Maumee iiimishea ample 
testimony of the flourishing state of the school* 
^nd the Superintendant remarks in his journal : 
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Could our patrons and GhriBtian friends witness their dociKty, 
their submission to authority, the eagerness with which they lis- 
ten to instructions drawn from the Bible, they would not fed as 
if they were labouring in vain and spending their money for 
nought 

HEATHEN YOUTH, 

Under the care of this Board placed at Corn- 
wall, were in number but six during the last yean 
Three have recently arrived from Harmony with 
Dr. Belcher. Guy Chew was sent last fall to La- 
prairie, in Lower Canada, to prosecute his studies 
under the care of Rev. Mr. Purkis, and to assist 
him in instructing the Canauwaugha and St. Regis 
Indians. In this expectation, however, we have 
been disappointed ; he only visited the Indians 
once ; his health rapidly declined, so that, by the 
advice of his physicians and the urgent request of 
Mr. Chew himself, the Board ordered his removal 
to a more southern cUme. In the month of Feb- 
ruary he arrived in this city with Mr. Purkis. The 
change revived him ; a further journey south was 
abandoned. With the opening spring he again 
sunk, wAA he was on the 30th of March removed to 
Princeton, where we hoped moderate exercise, 
good diet, and fresh air, would have invigorated 
his frame; although we were not without appre- 
hensions that his days were almost numbered 
among the sons of men. 

But we were again disappointed. His journey 
appears to have been a severe one. A day or two 
elapsed before he could get suitable apartments, 
and his retiring disposition led him to conceal his 
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wants to an excess. A few days before his death, 
he appeared to reviv.e, under the unwearied and 
tender solicitude of the family with whom he re- 
sided ; but a change of weather blasted all his 
hopes. He left us on the 19th of April, about ten 
in the evening — Cleaving a most satisfactory testi- 
mony behind, and excited a spirit in favour of mis- 
sions not soon to be allayed. Thus does Jehovah 
make our sufferings and death itself advance his 
own glory and our good. After a sermon by pro- 
fessor Dr. Alexander, many mourners followed the 
remains of that dear youth to their resting place 
under the watchful care of Him who is " the re- 
surrection and the life.^^ 

James C. Crane, another of your beneficiaries, 
of the Chippewa tribe, has also declined in health; 
and, at his own request, was permitted to return 
home in the month of March, intending to resume 
his studies if his strength should be r^ained. 

BOARDS OF AGENCY. 

There are now four Boards of Agency connect- 
ed with this society. From Louisville, Kentucky, 
no annual statement has been received. Measures 
were taken to form a third at Nashville, Tennes- 
see, of which Rev. Dr. Lindsey is President A 
fourth has its seat at Pittsburgh, according to the 
terms of union with the Western Missionary Socie- 
ty. The last two have hardly commenced opera- 
tions, and the Board look for the happiest results 
from their labours. 
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The Board at Cincinnati report their success, 
during the last year, as follows : 

Cincinnati, Masch 29, 1826. 
The Domestic Secretary of the U. F. ,M* Society. 

Dear Sir, 

The Board of Agency at Cincinnati for the U. F. M. So- 
ciety, in making their annual report, would observe, that the past 
has been a year of small things. Yet they wish not to intimate 
that they have entirely neglected their duty in regard to the ob- 
jects for which they were appointed. Owing to the infancy of 
our country, and the great variety of denominations into which 
the reUgious part of the community is divided — as well as the in- 
ability of a large proportion of our Presbyterian congregations 
to supply themselves with the stated means of grace— the Board 
have never entertained the idea that a very great amount of mo* 
ney could be raised to replenish the treasury of the parent socie- 
ty. The people of the west should not be backward in aiding 
the all-important cause of evangelising the heathen. They pos- 
sess ample means for furnishing supplies to a very large amount 
for missionary stations on our frontiers. They cultivate a soil 
fruitful in all the necessaries of life ; the toils of the husbandman 
are richly repaid in the abundance of his harvest. Provisions of 
every kind are plenty, and a moiety of what is aimually left to 
perish in the hands of the farmers would, with prudence and eco- 
nomy, in the aggregate, swell to an amount sufficient to supply a 
large number of missionary stations. The Board, therefore, con- 
ceive there are two ways by which they may essentially advance 
the interest of missions. 

The first is by diffusing missionary intelligence throughout the 
country. This they conceive of vital importance. Without it 
the energies of the country cannot be brought into action. A 
total apathy with regard to missionary affairs may ever be regard- 
ed as the legitimate offspring of ignorance. 

The second is by increasing the number of Auxiliary Socie- 
ties. For these objects, the Board authorized Dr. Wilson last 
fall to make a representation to the Synod of Ohio of their views, 
urging th^ propriety of their taking some measures more effec- 
tually to advance the interests of ml<?sions. 
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The Synod aceordiiigly instmcted their Board of Miflsiofifi to 
make all possible exertioiis to form Auxiliary Societiee, and ob- 
tain aubacribera to the miasionary work. Goods to the Talue of 
^668 76 centa have, daring the last smnmer, been sent to Har- 
mony. Shoes, farming utensils, and above sixteen packages of 
clothing, have been forwarded to Union. Five boxes have also 
been received by the Board from Wheeling, Va. without either an 
affixed value or invoice. 

Some of the Auxiliaries have been very liberal, and manifest a 
zeal and liberality worthy the imitation of all Christians. Others, 
again, appear to be languishing, and require exertion to keep 
.them in existence, in consequence probably of their inability to 
ftumish themselves with the stated means of grace.

Thus have the Board presented you with an out* 
line of their operations during the past year, toge- 
ther with the disposition of the funds placed at 
their disposal. 

These do not comprise all . their labours, not, 
peiiiaps, the most important in their results. They 
have long lamented the paralysing influence which 
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separate councils and separate exertions have had 
in hindering the dissemination of the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ throughout the world. Firmly coo- 
vinoed that united action is the most powerful 
in the prosecution of a common object, both in 
saving labour and money, they did, in the winter 
of 1 824, enter into preliminary measures to effect 
a union between this Society and the Society of the 
Synod of South Carolina and Georgia. This mea* 
sure was received with lively feelings of joy by all 
parties, and was hastening to a successful termina- 
tion when a more extended and united system of 
co-operation induced your managers to suspend 
further negotiations with that Synod as unnecessa- 
ry^-^as respectful to them — as saving trouble ; and 
therefore released them from all obligations, that 
they might hereafter renew their proceedings with, 
this or any other society, as appeared expedient. 
Subsequent events have proved, that in tbw act- 
ing your managers have secured the approbation 
of the leading Christians of that Synod. 

During the last summer the aspect of missionary 
operations, as affecting the society, was of so pecu- 
liar and marked a character, that the crisis ap- 
peared to have arrived for accomplishing a Ipng 
wished-foF amalgamation of all Christians engag- 
ed in the aame departinent of missionary work. 

The increasing delinquency of our constituents, 
pwing, doubtless, to the just and urgent calls from 
^ destitute of (he land, seconded by the reitera- 
fe4 elaiBM of the Domestic Missionary Society, 
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marking out for itself a new, glorious, and tri- 
umphant career ; the unbounded support given the 
American Board of Foreign Missions ; their syste^ 
matic and energetic movements, the extended and 
enlarging confidence of the Christian community, 
above all, the constantly interfering claims of two 
similar institutions in the same sections of the 
Church, together with the unavoidable expense of 
sustaining a double set of machinery from the 
contributions of the public, induced your managers 
to appoint the Rev. Dr. M^Murray, the Rev. Dr. 
M^Auley, and the Rev. Mr. Crane, their Commis- 
sioners to attend the anniversary meeting of the 
American Board at Northampton, and consult upon 
terms of union between the two societies. 

Your Commissioners were instructed to make a 
full statement of all things connected with this so- 
ciety in every respect; to represent the unani- 
mously favourable feelings of this society towards 
the proposed union ; and to proceed in the adop- 
tion of such measures as the negotiations should 
render expedient, in which the joint conference 
should unanimously agree. 

This proposal was cordially met by the Board 
of Commissioners. The subject received a full 
discussion in all its details for two days. The rea- 
sons assigned for a union were such as induced the 
Board of Commissioners unanimously to adopt in- 
cipient steps, which have already been laid before 
the public. 
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The most prominent measures were : 

I. That upon the ratification of the union, by the General As- 
sembly and Reformed Dutch Synod, the American Board were 
to receive all the property and stations of the society, and as- 
sume all its existing responsibilities. 

II. That auxiliaries and subscribers be entitled to the same pri- 
vileges, under the American Board, which they enjoyed under 
the United Foreign Missionary Society. 

in. That the appointment of functionaries and officers be ca- 
tholic, regulated by willingness, capabihty, and not locality ; 
that a national form be given to the American Board, who 
will aim at the preservation of such a character. 

IV. That a circular, explanatory of their mutual views, be issued 
by the joint authority of the two societies. 



The circular has already appeared, and your 
managers cannot refrain expressing their belief, 
that the design of its publication has not been for- 
gotten in its execution. 

In addition to the reasons assigned for this union 
in the Herald, may be added the certain fact, that 
the section of country where the American Board 
is located, and by which it is nearly supported, is 
emphatically the Foreign Missionary ground of our 
land, where the feeling produced by a variety of 
long existing and increasing causes will be found 
sufficient to secure an inexhaustible mine of re- 
source and enterprise, even under circumstances 
which would dry up the large but more recent and 
temporary streams from other sections. 
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The ears of your Board have been opened to 
the observations of others respecting our contem- 
plated measures, and have felt that their steps have 
been watched, but believe that all hesitancy has 
arisen from limited information and groundless ap- 
prehensions. 

In this opinion they are confirmed by the grati- 
fying and constant assurances of cordiality with 
which the proposed union is approved in almost 
every part of our land. They, therefore, cannot 
but hope that it will be communicated with the 
same good will and thankfulness in which it was 
begun and has been carried on. The Synod of 
the West, as a body, has approved the transfer of 
their own mission, and the Southern Society is mak- 
ing preparations to tlread in our steps as soon as 
the union is completed. 

Your managers conceive that though their way 
has been somewhat hedged up, yet the path in 
which they should walk has been made plain be- 
fore them, ^^ by Him who has all hearts in his band 
and turns them as the rivers of water are turned.^' 
The streams of divine mercy are flowing broad 
and deep. It requires no ordinary hand to guide 
the helm of the religious ark, now enclosing the 
souls of every ^^ nation, kindred, tongue, and peo- 
ple ;^' and skilful pilots are not abundant in the 
midst of us., The frail barks which float on the 
small streams, governed by men who never thought 
of exploring beyond their native banks, though with 
minds for other things of larger grasp, must now 
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act a subordinate part, and bring in of their share 
to the store-house of the Lord. In vain the at* 
tempt to stem the mighty current ; in vain to breast 
its deep waters ; the flood of moral and christian 
philanthropy, like the swelling Mississippi or rush- 
ing Nile, will sweep every thing before it, leaving 
only the remembrance of a temerity forewarned, of 
an ignorance unrewarded, of a presumptuous illi- 
berality accused. 

The Indian is fast sinking into the shades of 
night No ordinary effort will snatch these pe- 
rishing immortals from eternal death. The tide of 
civilization and avarice is driving them from the * 
home of their fathers. Loud is their call for a 
. resting place, where the Gospel of peace maj 
surely find them, and where their bones maj rest 
in quietness. They raise the supplicating eye and 
stretch forth the imploring hand to the Great Fa- 
ther ; but while they stretch and while they sup- 
plicate. Time, with his strong right hand, hurries 
them into the shades of darkness— -and with his 
left, directs the invading white to judgment's 
bar. 

A new impulse will now be given to our sympa- 
thies and energies ; a new plan will be adopted, 
for the Indians' benefit. For we are persuaded, 
nothing will be effectively accomplished, much 
monej will be lost, if the land upon which your 
missionary settles is to be abandoned by the In- 
dians themselves. They must remain stationary, 
or your miBsionanes Yaw%\ move in small detach- 
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ments, and partake of their privations and toils, 
and make one in the midst of them. This last, we 
believe, is the only practicable method ; the expe- 
rience of nine years has now made this conclusion 
self-evident; and the fact we would press upon 
the serious attention of our general government 
and the christian community ; and we are more- 
over persuaded, the less missionary institutions, of 
a foreign kind especially, are connected with par- 
ticular ecclesiastical bodies, and the more they are 
thrown upon the judgment and supported by the 
church universal, the better will it be for the sta- 
tions themselves and for the cause of our Lord and 
Redeemer Jesus Christ. 

It is unnecessary now to add a single word in 
stating to Christians their duties, or their interest. 
Let each be persuaded in his own mind. The Lord 
reigneth — his kingdom endure th forever — he alone 
knoweth how we stand in his sight, and to his tri- 
bunal we are hastening with rapid steps ; and may 
the dissemination of his truth pure and undefiled, 
through our agency, procure this approving sen- 
tence, ^^ well done good and faithful servant,"' for 
each one of us, and those for whom we this night 
act and plead.
